THE DEVOTION OF A WOMAN 


Shown ina Pathetic Missive to 
an Erring Husband. 


PROVIDENCE, March 
George” 


1. — “Gentleman 
A. Ellwood, who was sentenced 
to prison here for 25 years, has sacredly 
maintained his real identity up to the 
present time, although he has been behind 
the bars at Cranston for nearly two years 
fighting against fate for his liberty. Ell- 
wood is none other than George Hibbard, 
and his wife, Adella, resides with several 
children at 346 Grand River avenue, 
Detroit. 

The escaped Ohio convict had the great- 
est hope of securing his ultimate liberty, 
and so had his immediate family—his faith- 
ful wife. How much they knew of the 
criminal career of this daring man while 
away from the hearthstone will probably 
never be known; but one thing is certain, 
the wife of the Ohio fugitive knew that he 
was behind the bars in Rhode Island and 
that his life was in jeopardy. 

After being sentenced Ellwood refused 
point blank to say who he was, and he 
said no one would ever know hereabouts 
from whence he came. He said he had 
been 10 years in the clutches of the Obio 
authorities, and that he had always kept 
his family name a secret. He had been in 
the hands of the Rhode Island prison offi- 
cials for two years, and he would stay here 
for 25 years and never divulge the secret of 
his identity. Developments since his sen- 
tence show that he had a desire to protect 
his family namg. 

After Ellwood escaped from the Ohio 
penitentiary he went to Detroit, and lived 
there with his family for a short while,and 
then came to the east and the New Eng- 
land states ‘‘on business.’’ 

It Was a Pilgrimage of Crime, 

and, according to the very latest informa- 
tion, a bold and desperate one. In the ad- 
dress tothe court before sentence, when 
curses most awful were heaped upon 
mankind, Ellwood practically admitted 
the robbery of which he had been con- 
victed. 

A letter just at hand from the ever 
hoping and faithful wife of the daring 
burglar and convict makes a sad sequel to 
the court scenes of Monday, when in his 
tirade of abuse of all mankind not one 
syllable was uttered excepting his own 
family and children from the general curse. 

This letter fully disclosed the identity of 
Ellwood. It is dated from Detroit, Feb. 
20, and in substance it was as follows: 

“I have been waiting for Winnie to 
write, as he promised me. I have been so 
blue, but will cheer up, as I know the 
darkest hour is just before the dawn. I 
have made up my mind to take those 
things I cannot help cheerfully, and you 
will follow my example. I know it is 
hard. How much I have endured and how 
much more I can isa question. Iam 10 
years in looks older than I should be. I 
am still fortunate Iam living. Well, dar- 
ling, as for pleasant times, they are scarce 
onmy card. Itisdark and gloomy. If I 
am happy a short time, then misery is 
doubled. 

“I posted the first letter I wrote you in 
Columbus, O. I have had the house 
cleaned and put in order. I want every- 
thing nice and clean when you come out. 
Ain’t I thoughtful, darling George? I re- 
member your neatness very well indeed. 

“Brother Ned is at home. He says he 
can do better. This is the first season he 
has been at home in many years. He finds 
it much better to remain apout here, he 
says, than roaming about the world, and 
you must do the same before long. 

“I do not have much chance to get out, 
and for that reason the days seem long and 
almost like years as you remain away, and 
in that 

Strange New England Country. 
It is not as pleasant since you left here, 
Buffalo Bull. Winnie says those were the 
liveliest days he ever had. I wish I could 
tell you all the little fellow has to say. 

“If he could help you at all he would 
walk all the way to where you are. I have 
written you a long letter. Write me the 
same. I thank you for telling me that all 
will come out right. I am sure you will 
keep up for me. I could close my eyes 
and shut out this cruel and wicked world 
were it not for you. I wishI could again 
rest my head upon your shoulder and close 
my aching eyes. 

“What a sweet rest it would be. I shall 
never forget the happy days we spent to- 
gether. They seem like moments—not 
like days. You will never forget, darling, 
will you? Many and many are the tears 
that stream down my cheeks, and I think, 
oh God, is this just! 

“Tam sureI do not deserve this, for I 
have alwaysdoneso much for the poor, 
and many times I have needed aid myself. 
Ma taught us that what we did for the sick 
and needy would be returned to us. It has 
never been so with me. The more I do the 
less I have dane for me and the less happi- 
ness I seem fo have. 

“TI must, dear, with my best wishes and 
love close. My weak prayers are for you. 
We may soon meet again, and be, oh, so 
happy! Yours, ADELLA,”

“T am not surprised that he is sick.” 

Professor Mike Donovan, who was with 
Corbett when he was examined by Dr. 
Gibbs, said: “Corbett was not as well as 
he might have been. I doubt, however, if 
he is so bad now as to be unable to stand 
training. I don’t want to be quoted as 
saying anything about him or his affairs. 
He and I are on the outs, and what I may 
say regarding him might be put down as 
said for spite. Ihope he is not seriously 
ill.”’ 


STREET RAILWAY SYNDICATE 


Which Seeks to Control All Lines in 
New England Cities. 

New York, March 1.—The New Eng- 
land street railway company is no myth. 
The directors have been named, and in a 
few months some idea of the size and 
power of the syndicate will be gained. It 
will at the outset endeavor to control all 
the street railways in the principal towns 
and cities of the New England states, and 
in a few years electric cars, its promoters 
claim, will be running from Connecticut 
to Maine.

Boston, March 1.~-A special sitting of 
the executive council may be called for be- 
fore Friday to consider a petition for the 
stay of the execution of the sentence of 
death upon William Coy, the murderer, on 
Friday. 

This new petition is based upon newly 
discovered evidence, which has come to 
the knowledge of counsel by means of a 
postal communication since the last de- 
cision of the court. 

The evidence is said to have avery ma- 
terial bearing upon the heinousness and 
cause for killing Whalen and highly rele- 
vant to the question of the punishment to 
which Coy is entitled for the deed. 


John L. at His Old Tricks, 

St. Louis, March 1.—Since ex-Champion 
J. L. Sullivan arrived here he has experi- 
enced one continual round of hilarity. It 
was with considerable difficulty that Sulli- 
van was assisted into his stage costume for 
the first actin ‘““The Man from Boston.” 
A general titter was heard in the audi- 
ence, one man laughing outright. Sullivan 
made one of his characteristic speeches, the 
sum and substance of which was that he 
would “punch” the offender’s head. The 
drama ended in a howling farce comedy. 


Two Women After Him, 

TAUNTON, Mass., March 1.—George Bir- 
kenshaw left the city a few days ago, 
ostensibly to visit Florida in search of 
health. A woman who had passed as his 
wife has left to look for him. About the 
same time a woman arrived from England, 
who claims that she is the real Mrs. Bir- 
kenshaw, and it is inferred that George 
heard of her being on the way. Birken- 
shaw has been prominent in religious 
circles, and was considered an exemplary 
man. 


Diamond Thief in Court. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 1.—A New York 
crook who gave themame of John Christ 
had a hearing for smashing in the window 
of a big jewelry store on Columbus 
avenue, snatching a tray of diamond rings 
worth $2000 and making off with them. 
When he found he was pursued he ran up 
an alley and deliberately fired a shot at his 
pursuers.

THE WITNESSES 
ARE WILLING 


To Again Give Testimony in the 
Case of Dr. Graves. 


HE WILL NOT TALK HIMSELF 


And Prefers to Leave His Case 
In His Lawyers’ Hands. 


DENVER, March 1.—A dispatch from 
Providence takes the ground that the 
second trial of Dr. Graves will never come 
to pass, because the eastern witnesses will 
not go to Denver to make a protracted 
stay on acconnt of financial loss to them- 
selves, as was the case at the previous 
trial. 


County Attorney Stevens denied the 
statement from Providence. ‘All of the 
witnesses we have so far heard from,’’ he 
said, “have expressed a willingness to 
come on the same terms as in the first 
trial. 

No One Has Refused, 
and no one has asked for a greater com- 
pensation. As for the Providence wit- 
nesses, I know they are as strongly con- 
vinced of Dr. Graves’ guilt as I am, and 
they will be on hand if the case is tried. 

“The only interest I have taken up to 
the present time is to try to help the pres- 
ent district attorney to get his witnesses 
together and find out if they willcome. I 
don’t know whether I shall go into the 
case again. I tried the former case and 
carried it through the supreme court for 
legal fee of $25; that’s all I got out of the 
case. I do not care to spend any more 
time on it, but, if the board of county com- 
missioners request it, I shall go into the 
case again.” 

A reporter called on Dr. Graves and 
drew his attention to the dispatch from 
Providence, stating that in the be 
lief of witnesses in the clambake state the 
second trial would never come off, and 
that there was a belief that in hauling the 
doctor over the coals justice had got hold 
of the wrong person, and that the Barnaby 
will still hangs fire in the supreme court 
of Rhode Island. 

The doctor declined to give an opinion in 
the matter, stating that he was 

As Much in the Dark 

as anybody, and so long as the case wasa 
mystery to him, it would be manifest in- 
justice for him to state suspicions or spin 
theories. The truthinthe matter would 
eventually come out, and in the meantime 
he preferred to say nothing as to his case, 
but to leave it in the hands of his lawyers, 
who were abundantly able to take care of 
it. Letters came to him from all over the 
country, many coming from people whom 
she has never seen and never expected to 
see, and they were more or less sympa- 
thetic. In fact, several cranksin different 
states of the Union had stated to him that 
they are the parties who murdered Mrs. 
Barnaby. 

Dr. Graves said he was writing a book, 
which he hoped to complete before May. 
He was in a sort of quandary as to what to 
call the book, but concluded “The Adven- 
tures of a Yankee’’ would be an appro- 
priate title. Just as to what the character 
of the work was Dr. Graves would not 
then say, but he was much interested in it, 
and was confident that it would be a go. 

He has some 14 lectures he has written 
in past years, lectures covering his travels 
in Africa, Asia, Europe, Mexico and 
South America, and these may be drawn 
upon for material. 


The Anti-Trust Law Sustained. 

Boston, March 1.—Judge Putnam of the 
United States circuit court has given a de- 
cision sustaining the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The decision is given in the case of 
the United States vs. Patterson and others, 
officers of the National Cash Register com- 
pany, who are charged with violating the 
law in connection with its dealings with 
the Lamson Cash railway employes. It is 
a victory for the Lamson Cash Railway 
company. An appeal will probably be 
taken to the United States circuit court of 
appeals. 


The Almy Reward. 

Concorp, N. H., March 1.—In the mat- 
ter of the Almy reward of $2500 the house 
judiciary committee will report a bill pro- 
viding that persons claiming this reward 
may apply by petition to the supreme court 
in Grafton county, and that the court, by 
itself or referees, may determine if any 
person or persons e-e entitled to this sum 
or any part of it, and, if so, authorize its 
payment. 


Steamship Naronic Overdue. 

New York, March 1.—The White Star 
steamship Naronic is now nine days over- 
due at this port, and no trace of her has 
been discovered since she left Liverpool on 
Fob. 11 last. The Naronic usually makes 
the passoge in 10 days. She carries only a 
few passengers, and a crew of 54 men. 


Democrats Without a Candidate. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., March 1.—Albert W. 
Cole, Democratic nominee for mayor of 
Saco, sent a notice to the city clerk declin- 
ing to accept the nomination. As the time 
specified for making the nomination has 
expired, the party is left without a leader. 

Another Keeley Institute. 

RUTLAND, Vt., March 1.—The Keeley in- 
stitute opened here last week is now in 
running order, and already has a number 
of patients. The institute is under the 
management of Charles M. Foster of 
Richmond, Me., who is also manager of 
the institute at Montpelier. 


Back to Italy. 

NEw HAVEN, March 1.—Peter Celli, the 
insane Italian who attempted suicide here 
Saturday, was sent to New York ysester- 
day and will be shipped back to Italy. The

THE NEW PASTOR. 


Rey. William Steele Will Assume Charge 
of Presbyterian Church Sunday. 

The Rev. William Steele of Lodi, Wis- 
consin, who was elected to the pastorate of 
the Presbyterian church on the 8th of Jan. 
last, is expected to arrive in Quincy during 
the present week, and to commence his 
duties at once, preaching on Sabbath both 
morning and evening, at 19.30 and 7 re- 
spectively. 

Mr. Steele was born in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, in 1862. After a continuous public 
and private school training he entered 
Glasgow University as an art student at the 
age of 16, and completed a five years’ 
course at the same. He visited America 
in the summer of 1882 during vacation. 
On his return to Glasgow he spent some 
three years doing voluntary evangelistic 
work in connection with the Young Men's 
Christian Association. 

Was assistant pastor of the Concaddens 
Free Church, Glasgow, (one of the largest 
congregations in that city, composed 
chiefly of the artisan class,) where he 
superintended the nightly open-air and 
inside evangelistic services, carried on 
among the immense population of that 
district, besides attending to the other 
duties of the office. 

Becoming disabled through over work, 
he was transferred by the Colonial Board 
of the Free church of Scotland in 1885, to 
the Presbytery of Winnipeg, Canada.

FIRST CHURCH YARD AS PARK. 


Constitutional Prohibition and 
Matters Considered at Meeting, 


Other 


A regular meeting of the Young Men’s 
Congress was held Tuesday evening, and 
there was a diversity from the usual 
routine, a public hearing being given on a 
local matter of importance. 

In the absence cf Speaker Foster, Vice 
Speaker Litchfield presided. 

Applications for membership were re- 
ceived from Evart W. Adams, Ernest V. 
Fitts, E. M. Bumpus and Henry M. Faxon. 
And A. R. Baxter sent in his resignation. 

The executive committee reported favor- 
able on the application of Joseph E. 
Merritt, C. H. Porter, Jr., and Horace E, 
Spear, and they were elected and placed on 
the waiting list. 

The amendment to the constitution, giv- 
ing territories representation, was adopted 
and Messrs. Ford, King, Burke, Bumpus 
and Burke elected to the places thus made. 


Reports of Committees. 


The Committee on Elections reported 
cught not to pass on the constitutional 
amendment to elect a President at large. 
Bill rejected. 

The Committee on Commerce reported a 
substitute on the bill to create a permanent 
commission on immigration. Ordered to 
second reading. 

Pablic Hearing. 


At 8.30 a regular advertised public hear- 
ing was given on the bill to close the way 
between the First Church and the drinking 
fountain, Congressman F. B. Rice of Cal- 
ifornia was called to the chair. 

Congressman Anderson, one of the 
parish assessors, presented the case. He 
had caused to be prepared a plan of the 
contemplated improvements, which he 
placed upon the wall and explained at 
length. It proposes to close the way men- 
tioned and enlarge the church yard as far 
as the fountain, making it the angle of a 
triangle. On the front side ef the church 
the line would be practically as at present. 
On the Washington street side it would 
run in nearly a straight line to the rear 
of the chapel, and thence on Temple street 
about as at present. 

It was proposed to keep all the walks as 
at present. The whole lot was to be curbed 
without expense to the city, by subserip- 
tion. While the plan included an eight 
foot sidewalk outside of the curbing it was 
intended to omit that for the present. 

To close the driveway would make the 
distance from Washington street to the 
depot perbaps 60 feet longer, and Saville 
street would be preference to 
Depot avenue. There was no desire on 
the part of the church to appropriate 
land, but there was very little question but 
tbe church owned all it was proposed to 
enclose. The existing grass plat near the 
fountain had been cut up, and the cestly 
fountain was an eyesore 1ather than an 
ornament.

The 
aged wife with the shadow of death rest- 
ing upon her was lying upon the bed clasp- 
ing the body of her hnsband so closely that 
finally force had to be resorted to withdraw 
her arms from the body.

The body 
of the husband was interred in Pine Grove 
cemetery.

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STARVATION AND CRIME VERSUS 
WORLD'S FAIR SPL.ENDORS. 


Thousands Drawn to the City Only to Find 
Thousands of Others Out of Work—Vic- 
tims of Hunger and Cold—Can You Won- 
der at Crime Under the Circumstances? 


[Special Correspondence.| 

We as readers become accustomed to 
appalling rows of statistical figures un- 
til they come to convey to our minds no 
idea of the conditions they are meant to 
portray. Thus when it is stated that 
50,000 men are out of employment in 
Chicago, or that 380,000 people applied 
for aid in one week at the county relief 
offices, we may receive no realizing sense 
of the actual situation. 
see what all this means can but carry 
with them aching hearts and a despair- 
ing pity for the fate of humanity. 

It means that shivering men linger 
about the bridges, the docks, the daily 
newspaper offices, the building sites, the 
doorways where the faintest suspicion of 
‘men wanted” lurks, all bearing that 
listless, hopeless, dejected look which to 
see on the faces of s0 many human be- 
ings makes one almost wish the world 
would cease to exist. If means that the 


to suffocation with men, women and 


obtain a little fuel and food—a despera- 
tion that often ends in death before the 
red tape operations of organized chari- 
ties afford relief. It means that at night 
the station house cells, dirty, hard and 


cent, homeless men who seek even that 
poor refuge from the cruelty of the 
weather. It means that little children 
are found frozen to death in hallways 
and nooks into which they have crept. 
It means that families are found hud- 
dled together in one miserable bed with- 
out a scrap of food or fuel in the house 
It means that those scenes which cer- 
tain philanthropic people with hearts al- 
ways throbbing for distress in the dis- 
tance love to depict as occurring in effete 
Europe or heathen India are common 
enough right here in our midst. 

It is not popular to say it in this the 
most talked of city in the world that it 
contains this winter a most appalling 
amount of poverty and suffering. It is 
supposed to be the delight of every pa- 
triotic citizen to paint in glowing colors 
everything pertaining to it, but we can- 
uot be blamed if some of us yield faint 
hearted responses to boasts of our pros- 
perity and enterprise and do not enthuse 
over our prospects to any great extent. 
We prefer to tell the truth. 

The unusual destitution is due to vari- 
ous causes—the severity of the weather, 
the heartlessness of coal combines, and, 
most of all, to the fact that working peo- 
ple from all over the country have been 
lured here by the prospect of plenty of 
work at good prices throughont the next 
year. That the men are not willingly 
idle and vicious is proved by the fact 
that every advertisement for help want- 
ed is eagerly answered by hundreds of 
plicants. They are crowded here, and 
‘te is no place forthem. Naturally 
re is also what is called an ‘‘epidemic 
«| crime.” Never were so many depre- 
u. tions, petty thefts, sandbaggings, bur- 
glaries, committed in the same space of 
time as now. The timid and shallow 
minded cry aloud for stricter surveil- 
lance, more severe punishments, less 
mercy to all arrested. The mayor and 
police are prodded on to do the brutal 
work of society with greater zeal. The 
police courts are crowded every morn- 
ing; the criminal courts are months be- 
hind in their calendars; the jail is full, 
the bridewell overflowing; the roads to 
the penitentiaries are worn smooth; yet 
there is no cessation of crime, no lessen- 
ing of the number of offenses against 
person and property. Under such condi- 
tions the methods of dealing with those 
arrested are hurried, chaotic, revenge- 
ful, and in consequence many innocent 
people are punished—pushed violently 
into a downward road from which there 
is little chance of escape. 

There is but one society in the city 
which seeks to prevent this great wrong, 
and that is the Women and Children’s 
Protective society, which employs an 
agent to be constantly at hand where the 
young and helpless are tried. The work 
of this society is marvelous and deserves 
a whole letter, which I will soon be pre- 
pared to give. But of course one organ- 
ization cannot be omnipresent or omnip- 
otent, and many and many a homeless, 
unemployed but innocent man falls into 
the hands of the police and is thence- 
forth doomed. <A term in the bridewell 
is a sure preventive to respectable em- 
ployment. The friendship of good peo- 
ple is lost, but the unwelcome compan- 
ionship of old ‘‘professionals” is forever 
secured 

These are appalling and momentous 
statemerts to make, for they force upon 
our minds the fact that our present proc- 
esses of law manufacture criminalsrather 
than save them, and that something is rad- 
ically wrong in the manner we, through- 
out society, deal with each other. 

But we will acknowledge that many 
—very many—are guilty, and we know 
that depredations are daily and nightly 
committed. There isa close connection 
between 50,000 men being unable to find 
work and the presence of an ‘epidemic 
of crime.” Let one imagine himself a 
craftsman—a hopeful, ambitious man 
who had come to Chicago expecting to 
better himself, only to find every field of 
employment so overcrowded that he can- 
notapproachit. Rent, food, coal, clothes, 
are immediately dear, and his family is 
suffering for want of them. The most 
magnificent arrays of wealth are dis- 
played on every side, while dire poverty 
lurks beneath. 

Before begging of people who would 
gaze incredulously and scornfully on the 
stalwart form, before facing death clasp- 
ing the icy hands of loved ones, what 
would he naturally do? Think seriously 
before you condemn, 

The approaching World's fair,of course 
is the direct cause of the unusual surplus 
of laborers for whom there is no place.

What u Male Reporter Saw at a Young | 
Woman's Athletie Exhibition. 

The most fashionable of coachmen 
drew rein before the doors of the Berke- 
ley Ladies’ Athletic club in West Forty- 
fourth street near Fifth avenue at 8 
o'clock Thursday afternoon, and- the 
most fashionable of ladies thronged 
through the broad portals and up the 
broad stairs to the gymnasium. 

Its fourth annual open exhibition was 
being given by the club. Six hundred 
invitations were sent out, and 560 ladies 
responded to the call, but there was no 
call for males. 

The exercises were held in the gym- 
nasium regularly used by the Berkeley 


ard, knowing naught of the arrange- 
ments made by the sister organization, 
readily admitted me and told me the 
gymnasium was two flights up. 

When I entered, Isaw dimly a wilder- 
ness of bonnets and a substantial vision 
in blue just executing a most energetic 
maneuver on a flying trapeze. 

Arounda cleared space in the center 
of a neatly waxed floor ladies were seat- 
ed, three or four rows deep. 

I had enjoyed the entertainment about 
seven seconds when I heard a cry: 

“Oh, there’s aman! What’s he doing 
here?” 

Half a dozen ladies rose from their 
seats in consternation. A lady of mid- 
dle age came to the place where I stood, 
near the entrance, and exclaimed in ex- 
cited tones: 

“How did you get here, sir? You 
can’t stay here. You must go right 
out.” 

“But Il am from The”’—— 

T don’t care where you're from. You 
mustn't stay. Not even the fathers of 
these young ladies are permitted to come 
in.” 

The card of invitation which I carried 
availed nothing, and as I was making 
the best of a most ungraceful exit Iheard 


‘echoing behind me ripples of feminine 


laughter, and exclamations of amaze- 
ment at my audacity, and the strains of 
orchestra music, and the clapping of 
hands in measure. 

I caught a parting glimpse of other 
visions on trapezes and horizontal bars 
and parallels, and of little girls ranged 
in open rank keeping time to the music 
with calisthenic movements. 

That was the way I attended in a pro- 
fessional capacity the fourth annual open 
exhibition of the Berkeley Ladies’ Ath- 
letic club. 

After the 560 ladies. had seen all the 
marching and calisthenics and dumbbell 
work, and the work at the weights and 
swingings and twistings and gyrations 
on horizontal bars, parallel bars, tra- 
pezes and flying rings; after the visitors 
had been taken into the club’s house next 
door and had been conducted through 
the different departments, Dr. Mary Tay- 
lor Bissell, the director of gymnastics, 
told me of the afternoon’s entertainment 
and of the club's condition. 

“We have about 300 members alto- 
gether,” she said, ‘‘but only 82 took part 
in today’s entertainment. It was not, I 
think, the most successful of the yearly 
exhibitions we have given. Still it was 
very satisfactory. 

“The theory we have followed is that 
of light exercise and plenty of it, so the 
heavyweight events were not partici- 
pated in so largely as the others. They 
are not so popular, I believe, in men’s 
gymnasiums either. 

“The first event upon the progranizae 
today was the marching. The drill, 
which includes many movements from 
the military tactics, concludes by the 
formation of a double circle, the chil- 
dren forming the inner one. They carry 
light dumbbells and accompany the 
march with bell movements. 

“There were dumbbell exercises by 
the entire class, the children under 11 
using rings instead of the bells. The 
older children were given each a single 
dumbbell for the dumbbell work. The 
bells used by the adults weigh a pound. 
The youngsters have only half a pound 
to carry. 

“Then came the performance on the 
horizontal bars, flying rings and all the 
heavyweight work, which was attended 
by music and calisthenic exercises by 
the children’s class. 

“We do have jumping sometimes, but 
there was none today. The exhibition 
altogether was highly successful.”—New 
York Herald. 


Popularity of the Cape. 

It would seem a pity to lose the fash- 
ion of wearing the pretty picturesque 
capes that now show out so gayly and 
effectively upon our city streets, and 
that are worn alike by young and old, 
and in colors and of fabrics both dark 
and fanciful.

The Workers of France. 

Events in France during the past three 
months have had the close attention of 
political and social reformers in this 
country. In no other country is the influ- 
ence of the ‘‘common people” so marked 
as it is in France. The proletaireisa 
constant presence in the considerations 
of the French statesman, and never more 
so than just now. In the assembly the 
working people have a large representa- 
tion, known as the socialist party, and 
the government is compelled to consider 
it with respect when arranging a pro 
gramme. 

_Arecent manifesto issued by the so- 
cialist deputies contained the following 
language:

As it sinks 
it threatens to drag the country and the repub- 
lictoruin.

The system of delivering up parliament and 
presidency to a handful of criminals must be 
abolished if the republic is to be a republic of 
honesty and to maintain the position it holds 
with so much glory in the vanguard of the na- 
tions. The political constitution of the country 
must be revised by aconstituent assembly with 
imperative maudates. 

We must organize & government by the peo- 
ple through the medium of universal suffrage

WOMAN'S WORLD. 


WOMEN OF BOSTON DEFEND THE 
BREATHING PLACE OF THE PEOPLE. 


English Women In Men's Colleges—Help- 
ers In the Church—Against Crinoline. 
Supporting Woman Snuffrage—Women 
Dentists at the Fair. 


The women of Boston entered a pro- 
test against the surrender of Boston 
common tothe West End Street railway 

| for tracks and storage purposes Thurs- 
day morning at the statehouse, and they 
did so with vigor. The historic protest 

of the Boston boys against British inter- 
ference with their coasting was nothing 
compared with the present agitation. 
Two days ago the women of Boston be- 
gan to see that the proposed rapid tran- 
sit scheme included taking part of the 
common, and since then 1,500 of them 
signed a remonstrance. Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe's name headed this list, and it was 
followed by that of Mrs. Mary Hemen- 

, way. Then came an army of women’s 

| signatures such as was probably never 
before presented to the legislature in be- 
half of any object. 

Preserving the old common is exclu- 
sively a woman’s movement. On the 
petition are the names of the Lowells. 

the Sears, the Amorys, the Winthrops, 
the Cabots, the Coolidges, the Paines, 
| the Peabodys, the Bigelows, the Hoopers, 
| the Welds, the Quincys, the Warrens, 
| the Appletons and hundreds of others of 
| high degree. This is what the women 
| said: 

‘We plead for the preservation of Bos- 
ton common in its entirety. We hold 
that the trust committed to us must not 
be betrayed; that the silent but powerful 
plea of the poor of a large section of our 
city must for humanity’s sake be regard- 
ed; that this one sourc of healthful life 
for al] those who live and toil within its 
reach must not be cut off. Grateful for 
what it has been to us and to ours in 
daily ministering to mind and heart, we 
would perpetuate its blessings unstinted 
to future generations.” 

The green room at the statehouse was 
packed. Hundreds of women were there. 
Mrs. J. P. Brown superintended matters 
for the signers. 

“What's this document?” she ex- 
claimed in answer to an inquirer’s ques- 
tion. ‘Well, it’s a remonstrance from 
over 1,500 women against taking the 
common. We mean to show that some 
one has an interest in this matter besides 
the men and the big corporations. Just 
look over this list and see who these wo- 
men are. Here, | beg pardon, but you 
can’t sign.” she said toan anxious young 
man desirous of subscribing his name. 
“This is confined to the women. We are 
going to see what influence we have of 
our own accord.”

The 
women were all expectant. ‘Judging 
from the number of persons present,” 
said Senator Kittredge, ‘‘one might think 
that there was a petition here to sell the 
common, but such is not the case.” 
There were several feminine hisses at 
this statement. Then there was a spicy 
passage in attempting to limit the time 
of the speakers. Senator Kittredge sug- 
gested five minutes. Senator Leary didn’t 
want to shut the ladies off like that. He 
thought they ought to have 15 minutes 
each. H. G. Allen, who led the women’s 
forces and was to open the discussion, 
protested against such a limitation and 
said that Mayor Matthews talked two 
hours yesterday on his side of the ques- 
tion and no limit was suggested. 

‘But he represented the whole city of 
Boston,” Chairman Kittredge said. 

This remark created considerable in- 
dignation. ‘‘No! No! No!” punctuated 
with hisses and other expressions of dis- 
approval, came from various parts of the 
room. Ten minutes was finally put to 
the limit of speeches. There were so 
many remonstrants who desired to be 
heard that the hearing was continued to- 
night. When the morning session broke 
up, the members of the committee and the 
remonstrants were engaged in a heated 
wrangle over the propriety of allowing 
the remonstrants to express sentiments 
antagonistic to the West End Street rail- 
way officials. These officials had been 
hissed away every time their names had 
been mentioned, and great disorder was 
created. Mrs. Roger Wolcott, wife of 
the lieutenant governor, tried to stop 
the torrent of hisses, but could not.— 
Boston Letter

English Women In Men’s Colleges. 

Women the world over may congratu- 
late themselves upon the last triumph 
their sex has secured over the opposing 
forces of tradition. For some time the 
doors of the universities of England 
have been open to the members of the 
sex, but with restrictions. Women are 
permitted to enter and avail themselves 
of whatever opportunities for work the 
colleges have to offer. So far they have 
been on a basis of equality with the men 
students. But equality in the conferring 
of college honors and degrees have been 
more or less infringed upon, and conces- 
sions which were freely given to one sex 
were not allowed to the other. 

That this innovation was not without 
amusing incidents in its inauguration 
no one understanding the character of 
the Scottish student will expect. Some 
of the women were rather embarrassed 
by the cheers which greeted their en- 
trance into the classrooms. In the nat- 
ural philosophy classroom a jocular in- 
dividual started the chorus of “Clemen- 
tine” and the refrain of “Oh, my dar- 
ling,” bellowed from 100 throats, greeted 
the girl graduate whe took her place on 
the reserved seats at the front of the 
room. In another class the movement 
of one of the women who bent down to 
ask information from a student near 
was greeted with cries of ‘Do it again.” 

However, the conviction is growing 
that the presence of women will have un 
elevating infiuence on the men, and asso- 
ciation of men and women in the class- 
rooms will soon seem no more incongru- 
ous than the presence of women with 
men in the pews of a church or lecture 
hall. Already 25 women students have

*VASHINGTON, March 2.—The office hunt 
ers, having officially notified tw« 
months ago by Mr. Cleveland that lk 
would not entertain any applications fo: 
appointments until after he had assume¢ 
the duties of his office at Washington, are 
now gathering here in overwhelming num 
bers. The corridors in the senate as well 
as those on the Democratic side of the 
house are literally packed with men from 
all parts of the country backed by vol- 
uminous papers of recommendation. Their 
objective point is now to secure senatorial 
and congressional endorsement. They ap- 
pear to be a class of men who have good 
standing at home. The senators and rep- 
resentatives respond immediately to their 
call, and long consultations are held in 
groups in the marble room of the senate 
and the anti-rooms of the house. 

All in the Dark. 
As the policy of the New president con- 


been 


| cerning appointments is not known, the 


congressional champions of the claims 
of the seekers for office are entirely 
in the dark. The only assurances they can 
give at this stage is that they will present 
their claims when an opportunity is of- 
fered. The senators quietly informed 
them that if the president-elect pursues 
the same course that he did eight years 
ago it will probably be some time before 
their cases can be reached. The President 
then informed the various delegations 
headed by senatorial influence that there 
were more important matters requiring 
consideration than appointments to office, 
These matters will keep. 

From intimations which have been 
thrown out from Lakewood, and by per- 
sons who have returned here from there, 
Mr. Cleveland intends to follow a more in- 
dependent course now than he did then. 
The attitude which certain Democrats of 
the senate and house have taken on finan- 
cial legislation in which the presiden® and 
his administration were directly interested 
has given very little grounds for any par- 
ticular effort to satisfy these demands. It 
is probable, therefore, that before the pres-

policy and reforms in the departments of 
the government, which they have in con- 
templation.

in the matter of making wholesale re- 
movals. Itis understood that there will 
be very few changes except in the most 
important offices for some time. It is pro- 
posed, for instance, to fill the office of com- 
missioner of pensions as soon asa proper 
person can be found to take charge of this 
important bureau. There are at least 20 
applicants for this place from different 
sections of the country, many of whom are 
backed by formidable political influences. 
It is understood to be the purpose of the 
president to secure for the place a gentle- 
man who has a good miltiry record and 
who has high legal attainments and busi- 
ness qualifications. 


Lock Works Closed. 

New Haven, March 2.—The works of the 
Bradford Lock company have suspended 
operations. About two weeks ago the 
company announced that,in order to con- 
tinue business, they would be obliged to 
reduce the wage scale 20 per cent. The men 
objected, and feats of a strike were enter- 
tained. The lock works was the only fac- 
tory in the town, and most of the people 
are dependent on it for their support. Five 
hundred men are thrown out of employ- 
ment.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 2.—Mrs. Ed- 
ward Bourdon gave partial birth to twins 
in a cab, just after being turned from the 
doors of the city hospital. 

She finally found refuge in the private 
institution of Isaac Buscall, on School 
street. 

Mrs. Bourden’s husband is a carpenter, 
living at Indian Orchard, who, for several 
months, has been in Missouri working at 
his trade.

Just as the cab containing Mrs. Bourden 
arrived at Mr. Buscall’s house, the woman 
gave partial birth to a child in the cab. 

The mother was soon cared for, while 
messengers were dispatched to the house 
of Mrs. Bradley Gilman, wife of the pastor 
of Unity church, for clothing for the baby. 
Theyjreturned well supplied, but were sent 
out again to request duplicate favors, as 
the woman had been delivered of another 
child during their absence.

Hundreds Were Turned Awsy, 
were held in the commodious hall, which 
has been packed nightly ever since the 
meetings Opened, and the crowds have 
béen 80 large and the rush so great to ob- 
tain seats that lives and even the buildings 
have been endangered. 

Jn regard tothe latter feature, after it 
was discovered that a cross girder support- 
ing a wall directly under the vestibule had 
cracked, the board of public affairs ordered 
that the doors should be thrown open as 
soon as the people began to arrive, regard- 
less of the hour. The rush to obtain seats 
has been so great that many have re- 
mained in the hall from the afternoon 
meeting, having brought their suppers in 
order to have the best seats. 

Beside the general meezing several over- 
flow meetings have been held, and noon 
hour services at all the principal shops. 
Dr. Chapman leaves at the end of the 
week for Minneapolis, where he will join 
Rev. Fay Mills.

AN INTERESTING MOCK TRIAL. 


The Indictment, Jury List, Some

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE, 
Petitions for Limitation of a Day's 
Work—Cuttyhunk Dependents. 


Boston, March 2.—In the senate, the 
Washburn & Moen Manufacturing com- 
pany asked that it may be authorized to 
issue its capital stock, as the stockholders 
may determine, in payment for property 
conveyed to it, and that it may become 
a stockholder in or interested with other 
corporations already established or here- 
after organized for like purpose. 

The committee on insurance reported & 
bill to provide proper security against loss 
= a Lawyers’ Surety company of New 

ork. 

The committee on public charitable in- 
stitutions reported a $20,000 approriation 
for the Massachusetts charitable eye and 
tar infirmary. 

The committee on federal relations re- 
ported in favor of the resolutions favoring 
the annexation of the Ha vaiian Islands. 
Simon W. Hathaway and many others 
asked for legislation to compel the New 
York & New England railraod company to 
furnish additional facilities between Ded- 
ham and points on its line west of Ded- 
ham, by operating that portion formerly 
the Norfolk county road between Islington 
and Dedham, andto have several trains 
cach day stop at Islington and Ellis sta- 
ion. 

In the house the committee on labor re- 
ports ought not to pass en the bill to 
make nine hours hours in 11 a day’s work 
on street railways. 

The committee on street railways re- 
ported a bill incorporating the Gloucester, 
Essex and Beverly Street Railway com- 
pany with a capital of $250,000, 

Petitions were presented that savings 
banks may put deposits on interest 
monthly; that Winthrop may establish a 
cellar grade; that Brockton may borrow 
$125,000, outside the debt limit, to abolish 
grade crossings; that Somerville may lay 
out and maintain a public park. 

Mr. French of Pittsfield presented a re- 
monstrance from George H. \Richards and 
1703 others against having the close season 
for trout end Feb. 1. 

The house admitted unanimously the re- 
solve of Mr. Roe of Worcester in favor of 
the dependents of the Cuttyhunk heroes. 
Leave to withdraw was reported by the 
labor committee on the petition of Thomas 
McNellis and others for 12 hours for a day’s 
work in the Boston fire department. 

The house admitted the petition of the 
mayor of Cambridge for leave to exceed the 
debt limit for park purposes. 

On the petition of the president and fel- 
lows. of Harvard college, the judiciary 
committee reported a billto prevent the 
false assumption of academic degrees for 
advertising and similar purposes, The 
penalty is $1000 fine or a year’s imprison- 
ment. 

Ought not to pass was reported by the 
judiciary committee on the bill of Mr. 
Kneil of Westfield to faciliate the adjust- 
ment of disputed claims. 

The same report was made on the bill of 
the same man relative to the taxation of 
costs in civil proceedings. 

Samuel J. Elder, the commissioner on 
governors’ portraits, reported that por- 
traits of Governors Clifford and Gardner 
had been received, and that portraits of 
Governors Bullock and Hancock would be 
ready soon. 

After a warm debate it was refused by 
71 to 91 to’reconsider the rejection of Mr. 
Robbins’ bill to make the terms of mem- 
bers of the Boston common council three 
years. Mr. Robbins failed to secure a yea 
and nay vote. 

The bill of Mr. Robbins of Boston to 
ite the smoke nuisance of Boston _was 
: subject of business before the tom- 
3 itteeon cities. Business men from all 
} vts of the city were present. There was 
i.» direct opposition to the bill, and the 
hearing was closed. 

The committe on liquor law have under 
consideration a bill toestablish the Gothen- 
burg system of selling intoxicating liquors. 
It provides that in_any city or town a peti- 
tion, signed by not less than one in every 
100 qualified voters at the preceding annual 
municipal election, but in no case less than 
50, may be presented to the aldermen of 
the city or selectmen of the town, asking 
the question to be inserted in the warrant 
for the annual election or town meeting. If 
licenses are granted, shall they be issued 
under the Gothenburg system? 


Telegraph Operator Killed. 

MILLER’s FALL’s, Mass., March 2.—Her- 
bert Day, 23, night telegraph operator on 
the Fitchburg road at Conway Junction, 
lost his life by attempting to save a 5-min- 
utes’ walk. Young Day made his home 
with his father, George Day, in Greenfield, 
coming down on the first passenger train. 
Asit did not stop at the junction, he at- 
tempted to board a moving freight that 
would take him to Bardswell. He fellun- 
der the wheels, and both legs and an arm 
were cut off and his head crushed.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 2,—At 12:10 
this morning the Berkshire mills on North 
Washington avenue were discovered to be 
on fire. At 2 o'clock the mill had been en- 
tirely destroyed. The mill was filled with 
grain. It is thought that the fire was of 
incendiary origin. The watchman cannot 
be found, and may have perished in the 
fire. The loss of the building, which is

CRUEL FRIENDS. 


How a Dear and Loving Woman Tried a 
Mother's Patience. 

In no respect are the friends outside 
thesanctuary of home crueler than in act- 
ing upon the conviction that what Mrs. 
Stowe defines as “terms of undress inti- 
macy” with us justifies them in parcel- 
ling out our time to suit their conven- 
lence and pleasure. Women are most 
inconscionable in this species of torture. 
Men have been slaves to business for so 
many centuries that the masculine guest 
tr neighbor, albeit a favorite crony, has 
} glimmering appreciation of the fact 
hat his associates must have time in 
which to earn a living. The cruelest of 
friends is the woman who does nothing 
In particular and at no particular time 
and is so fond of you, who have a spe- 
tific occupation and set hours for carry- 
ing it on, that she cannot be happy away 
from you and finds the day savorless 
which has not been salted by a comfort- 
able talk between you and herself. 

A very fiend of affectionate barbarity 
was a rich and idle woman who chose 
as her bosom friend the busy wife of a 
city clergyman and the mother of five 
children. Of these children she was also 
the governess until the boys were ready 
for the college preparatory school and 
sent her three girls from the family 
schoolroom to Smith and Vassar. She 
judged rightly that she would lay the 
foundation rudiments of thorough schol- 
arship more conscientiously than hired 
instructors and enjoyed the noble task. 

Her husband’s parishioners were cog- 
nizant of her expressed desire that that 
part of the day lying between 9 and 
1 o'clock should be devoted to her pupils, 
and, to the credit of those who did not 
aspire to the honor of such intimacy at 
the rectory as might warrant reversal of 
household arrangements, it may be stated 
that her eccentricity in this regard was 
generally respected. 

The wealthiest vestryman’s wife, by 
virtue of her peculiar attachment to the 
industrious housemother, spurned regu- 
lations not of her own making and de- 
clared her independence by word and 
deed. The rector’s wife loved her for her 
many excellent qualities and valued her 
answering esteem. I think, neverthe- 
less, that Mephistopheles would have 
been a more welcome apparition than 
the smiling’visage that presented itself 
twice or thtice each week at the study 
door with the coaxing apology: 

“T know you can’t bear morning calls, 
but I was actually famishing for a 
glimpse of you. I'll just sit over here in 
the corner with my fancy work and nev- 
er lisp a syllable—just feast my eyes and 
ears. The children don’t mind the pres- 
ence of mamma’s dearest friend.” 

The children did mind, and mamma 
more than they, an intruder who dis- 
tracted eyes and thoughts and embar- 
rassed recitations none the less for the 
frequency of the visitation. A gravel 
stone in the shoe is one of the minor ills 
of the daily walk to which the flesh is 
slow to become reconciled. A common 
acquaintance could have been denied at 
the outer entrance, or had she reached 
the penetralia could have been bowed 
out into the drawing room. An uncom- 
mon friend grappled with the sufferer at 
afatally short distance.—Marion Har- 
land in Harper's Bazar. 


Prior as a Diplomat. 

Prior had several qualifications for 
diplomatic work. Though he must some- 
times have been hampered by his hum 
ble origin, he never failed to maintain 
the dignity of his official position. His 
special knowledge of commerce, his 
readiness, his humor, his fluency in 
French, his familiarity with Horace (a 
useful accomplishment in the Augustan 
age) and even ‘‘ce visage de bois,” as Bol- 
ingbroke called it, must often have been 
of service to him. But Prior's life when 
he had the honor of representing Queen 
Anne at the French court was not happy. 
His letters during that period show that 
he was uneasy about the prospects of his 
party and felt his own position to be in- 
secure. 

In those days, moreover, the British 
government was not a good paymaster; 
generals had sometimes to find money 
from their own pockets to pay their sol- 
diers, and embassadors’ salaries were 
often in arrear. When the crash came. 
Prior found himself in an unfortunate 
plight. He was looked coldly on both by 
the new administration and by his own 
party. It was statedthat he had made 
revelations, and it was even supposed 
that his indiscretion was the cause of 
Bolingbroke’s ill judged flight. For this 
malicious report there is, so far as we 
know, no trustworthy foundation.—Lon- 
don Athenzeum.

The sheep farmer, it seems, finds that 
he can deliver his sheep, with a fair 
profit, for 2 pence a pound at the nearest 
port or freezing point. The killing and 
freezing process is undertaken chiefly b 
companies, which have established freez- 
ing stations at various convenient points 
along the coast, and which ship the car- 
casses, consigned to agents in London or 
elsewhere. One of the sights of the day 
at the Albert docks is the arrival of one 
of the New Zealand Shipping company’s

Unbidden, I stand upon your shores today, 
where I thought so soon to receive a royal wel- 
come on my way to my own kingdom. I come 
unattended, except by the loving hearts who 
have come with me over the wintry seas. I 
hear that commissioners from my land have 
been for many days asking this great nation 
to take away ny little vineyard. They speak 
no word tome and leave meto find out as J 
can from the rumors of the air that they would 
without 


leave me a home,or a name, ora 
nation. 

Seventy years ago Christian America sent 
over Christian men and women to give religion 
and civilization to Hawaii. They gave us the 
Gospel, they made us a nation and we learned 
tolove and trust America. Today, three of 
the sons of those missionaries are at your 
capital asking you to undo their fathers’ work. 
Who sent them? Who gave them authority 
to break the constitution which they swore 
they would uphold? 

Today I,a poor weak girl, with not one of 
my people nesr me and all these Hawaiian 
statesmen against me, have no strength to 
stand up for the rights of my people. Even 
now I can hear their wailin my heart, and it 
gives me strength and courage, and I am 
strong, strong in the faith of God, strong in 
the knowledge that I am right, strongin the 
strength 70,000,000 of people who in 
this free land will hear my cry and will refuse 
to let their flag cover dishonor to mine,

WASHINGTON, March 8.—An immense 
crowd surrounded the Baltimore and Ohio 
depot last eveniz awaiting the 
President-elect Cleveland 
The multitude which filled 
the streets for blocks around began to as- 
semble zs early as 5 p. m., and by the hour 
that the train rolled into the station the 
throng was almost beyond control. The 
crowd was finally rewarded by seeing the 
president-elect alight from the car and 
take the arm of Colonel James Berret, 
chairman of the inauguration committee. 

A Mighty Shout 

then wentup and with great difficulty a 
passage was cleared, and Mr. Cleveland, 
bowing his acknowledgements, made his 
way to acarriage, and was at once rapidly 
driven tothe Arlington hotel. Assistant 
Chairman Norris of the inaugural com- 
mittee escorted Mrs. Cleveland, and be- 
hind them was Mrs. Cleveland’s infant 
daughter in the arms of her nurse. 

The party arrived at the Arlington 
about 6:50 o’clock by an unusual route, in 
order to avoid the crowds that thronged 
Pennsylvania avenue. After leaving the 
station, the little procession of carri 
passed up New Jersey avenue to Massa- 
chusetts avenue, and thence up K and 
Fifteenth streets to Vermont avenue. A 
small crowd had gathered ut the hotel, but 
there was no demonstration of any kind. 
Mrs. Cleveland was the first to alight, and 
she was followed by the president-elect, 
Mrs. Cleveland’s maid and the nurse with 
little Ruth. Mr. and Mrs. Daniel S. La- 
mont, Mr.and Mrs. Don M. Dickinson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Watson Gilder, Dr. 
and Mrs, John D. Bryant, E. C. Benedict 
and family, Mrs. S. M. Williams and 
daughter, and Robert O’Brien, Mr. Cleve- 
land’s personal secretary, occupied the re- 
maining five carriages.

REGIMENTS OF POLITICIANS, 
Thousands Witness Tammany'’s Depart- 
ure For the National Capital. 

NEW YorK, March 3.—Tammany started 
for Washington yesterday. Regiments of 
politicians were reinforced by armies of 
sightseers, and the railroads leading from 
Jersey City were taxed to their full ca- 
pacities. With bands playing and flags 
flying the onward movement was in- 
augurated by the cohorts from the first as- 
sembly district, under the leadership of 
the veteran port warden, Colonel Michael 
C. Murphy. In Commnunipaw four trains 

of seven cars each awaited them. 

Four long trains of nine cars each, hav- 
ing on board 1500 Tammanyites, pulled out 
pf the Pennsylvania railroad depot be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock. The crowds that 
had come to see the trains start jammed 
the platforms and packed the galleries. 
Fifteen trucks and three express wagons 
conveyed the provender for the 36 cars to 
the staticn. 

Police Commissioner Martin was in 
charge at the Pennsylvania depot. On the 
rear platform of train D's last car was 


faStened a huge box addressed to Wiskink: 
Donovan at the Tammany headquarters in 
Washizgton.  Airholes perforated the 
box and fierce growls issued therefrom at 
intervals. Credulous people who stopped 
to investigate were told that the box con- 
tained the Tammany tiger, a slick and 
well-fed beast, who would occupy a con- 
spicuous position in the parade on Satur- 
day, walking by the side of Big Chief 
Croker. 

Congressman Tim Campbell and the 
Oriental club went in state to the inaugu- 
ration by special train, and Supervisor 
John T. McKane and 300 members of the 
association that bears his name started in 
the same way. 


WASHINGTON DRESSED UP. 
Everything Is Ready for the Inauguration 
of Cleveland and Stevenson. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Everything is 
in readiness for the inauguration of Cleve- 
land and Stevenson. The stands for the 
spectators, which line the avenue along 
which the processioa will pass, are com- 
pleted and decorated; the houses along the 
line of march are hung with flags and gay 
strips of bunting in almost all forms, and 
every train is adding to the rapidly increas- 
ing crowd. It has got to be uncomfort- 
able to attempt to move about in the hotel 
corridors and the pubiic buildings, and in 
the streets the spectators and fakirs are 
elbowing each other along the pavements. 

The stand at theeast from the Capitol, 
where the president-elect is to take his 
oath and deliver his inaugural address, is 
finished and hung with flags. Iron gates 
have been put up across the corridors lead- 
ing to the senate to keep the crowd away, 
and allthe thousand and one minor de- 
tails of preparation have been made. A 
large number of those who are to take part 
in the demonstration have arrived. 

In the corner of the Arlington the Tam- 
mnany tiger is treading softly and purring 
like a kitten.

APPROPRIATIONS TOO LARGE. 


Maine's Governor Reads the Legisla- 
ture a Lesson in Economy. 

AUGUSTA, Me., March 8. — Governor 
Cleaves has called a halt on excessive ap- 
propriations by a special message sent to 
the senate and house. He says the legis- 
lature is too lavish in its appropriations 
of the people’s money, and that it is use- 
less to strive to get additional revenue 
from other sources ifit is to furnish an 
argument to encourage unnecessary ap- 
propriations. 

The governor gives a clear and concise 
statement of the condition of the treasury. 
He says that the power of making appro- 
priations lies with the legislature, but that 
they concern every citizen in the state, and 
that the rate of taxation must depend 
upon the good judgment of the legislature 
in making appropriations from the public 
treasury. 

“While we should treat all of our insti- 
tutions liberally,’”’ he says, ‘“‘we should also 
remember thatitis the money of all the 
people we are appropriating. We should 
strive to keep our expenditures within 
I onable limits, #n¢é by so doing, we 

il conform to the demands of the occa- 
; and fulfil the expectations of our con- 
s .uents.’’ 

he governor disclaims any expression 
of opinion on any particular appropriation, 
and devotes his message to the general sit- 
uation. The aggregate amount of the ap- 


propriations already made and now pend- 


ing in the legislature is $1,850,461.40.

DROPPED TO DEATH. 


Murderer Coy Pays the Extreme 
Penalty of the Law. 


MET HIS FATE BRAVELY. 


Story of the Crime and Events 
Which Lead to It. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., March 8.—William 
Coy suffered this morning the punishment 
of death upon the gallows, maintaining 
the calm demeanor that has characterized 
him from tke first. 

The arrangements for the execution were 
all completed and the gallows thoroughly 
tested Thursday afternoon. Coy was 
hanged shortly after 10.30 o'clock, the en- 
trance to the jail being closed at that hour. 
His arms were pinioned in the cell and the 
death warrant was read there. 

Then the march to the 
started. Sheriff Crosby lead, and _ be- 
hind him came Coy between Rey. 
Dr. Newton and Rev. J. F. Clymer, the 
former an Episcopal and the latter a Meth- 
odist clergyman. They were followed by a 
corps of deputies. 

Great care had been taken in the ar- 
rangement of the structure of death, and 
there was no hitch in the brief work for 
which it was intended. The trap was 
sprung, and the condemned murderer was 

| launched into eternity with apparently but 
little suffering. 
Story of the Crime. 

William Coy murdered John Whalen in 
an isolated hovel in the town of Washing- 
ton on the night of Aug. 29,1891. The 
murderer cut up his victim’s body and 
buried it in the woods about a quarter of a 


gallows 


mile from the hovel in which he killed 
him. The murder was committed with an 
axe. It issupposed that Whalen was killed 


while asleep on a miserable bed by having 
his skull crushed in by the axe in the hands 
of William Coy. Blood stains on the walls 
of the room and the bed would seem to 
prove thie. 

The thorough investigation of the case 
which was made by Medical Examiner 
Frank K. Paddock, State Detective Pease 


and others would seem to prove that 
; Whalen was killed while in a drunken 
stupor on the bed. Dr. Paddock said 


that Whalen was probably lying on his 
right side, and that Coy struck him with 
the head of the axe on the left temple, 
crushing the skull in upon the brain, and 
then struck a tremendous blow with the 
blade of the axe to cut his throat, which 
almost severed his head from his body. 
The blood stains on the head of the bed, 
the way Whalen’s clothes were saturated 
with blood on the right side and spattered 
on the left seem to prove that this is cor- 
rect. 

Dr. Paddock is convinced that such a 
| fracture as was made onthe skull could 
not have been made by any blow struck 
while the man was standing up. The frac- 
| ture indicates that there was resistance on 
the other side of the head. If there had 
been none,as whena man is standing, 
such a blow would have been impossible. 

Unearthed by a Dog. 

If Coy had buried the body of his victim 
| deep enough he might have escaped detec- 
tion. But the keen scent of a dog un- 
| earthed the crime and sealed*the fate of 

Coy. Selectman Alanson Pomeroy of 

Washington and other citizens of that 

town had become very suspicious. Mr. 

Pomeroy owned the shanty where Coy 
| lived, and in looking it over became con- 
vinced there had been foul play there. 

On the morning of Oct. 12 Mr. Pomeroy 
was out in the woods with his dog. His 
attention was attracted by the dog digging 
in aclump of bushes and he went to the 
spot. After digging away a little of the 
earth a human hand appeared. He went 
for assistance and he and the neighbors 
dug up the body, which was ina badly de- 
composed condition, as it had been buried 
from August to October. 

The tragedy resulted fram the fact that 
Whalen had been criminally intimate with 
Coy’s wife, and that the murdered man 
and the woman had planned to run away 
to the west. Both men were drunk on the 
day and night of the murder, and Coy’s 
story is that he and his victim got into a 
fight on the night in question, and in his 
own words, “it was a question who was 
the drunkest and who got the axe first.” 

The Woman in the Case. 

The woman, who is a bright-looking 
brunette of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence for her class, said in her testimony 
that she married Coy in Palmer about four 
years ago; that she was the divorced wife 
of one Bates, from whom she had a divorce 
on account of drunkenness. 

After she and Coy had lived for some 
time in Wilbraham, they went to Becket 
} and then to Washington. She first met 
Whalen at West Becket, when she and Coy 
lived in one of his houses. When Coy got 
a place on the Boston and Albany railroad 
they went to live in this little house in 
Washington. 

After they had lived there four or five 
weeks Whalen came to their house to 
| board. She said that Coy often left her to 
go to Pittsfield and other places, where he 
got drunk, and would not return for a day 
ortwo. During these debauches of Coy’s 
Whalen made love to her, and promised to 
marry her and make her a happy home if 
she would elope with him. 

She finally consented to take $50 on 
| Aug. 28 and go to Albany, where it was 

arranged that Whalen should meet her on 

the next day and go on withher to the 
| west. They had arranged to so cover their 
| their tracks they should never know where 

they had gone. The plan was carried outso 
| far as her going to Albany, and she testi- 
| fied that she stayed there over night co 
meet Whalen, but instead met Coy, and 
when she found she was caught returned 
| home with him. 

She said she gave Coy the money Whalen 
had given her, with which he bought her a 
gold watch and some other things, and she 
returned to the little house in Washing- 
ton, where they lived together for a few 
days only.

The Quincy Literary Society vs. the 
Irish National League, 


The public debate at Dobdle’s hall Thurs- 
day evening on the question ‘Was the 
French Revolution Justifiable, Considering 
its causes and consequences ?’’ between 
the National League Debating Society and 
the Quincy Literary Society, was largely 
attended and the arguments on both sides | 
received frequent apphuse. 

James McAdam, of the Literary Society, 
opened the debate for the affirmative ; and 
outlined the causes of the revelution, which 
was due to the action of the nobles aud 
higher clergy toward the people—iniquitous 
land laws, no security of person, nor free- 
dom of discussion. The crisis came in 
1789; the conduct of the king and nobles 
caused dissatisfaction. We cannot argue 
against a principle because of its abuse. 
If we claim that the revolution should not 
have taken place, we might argue in the 
same line against all reform in Church or 
State. 


French people were prepared for revolu- 
tion by the extravagance and debauchery 
of kings; brutality aud anoyance of nobles 
towards the people; destitute aud generally 
wretched conditions of lower classes sel- 
fishness and corruption of higher clergy.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
Short Hour Bills Reporte 1 Unfavorably. 


Money for Worcester Lunatic Asylum 


Boston, March 8.—The labor committee 
reported leave to withdraw on the petition 
for shorter hours for tour workers in 
paper mills; ought not to pass on bill re- 
quiring notice of strikes and lockouts. by 
employes and employers, respectively, to 
the board of arbitration. " | 

The coxnmittee on public charitable in- 
sututions reported a bill appropriating 
$45 (000 for the Worcester lunatic hospital— 


| 220,000 of which is for overhauling the 


plumbing and building a new sinkroom, 
and $25,000 for a puilding to accommodate 
50 patients working on the farm. 

After brief remarks by Mr. Read and 
Mr. Buckley the house resolve for the Cut- 
tyhunk heroes was unanimously adopted. 

The resolution favoring the annexation 
of the Hawaiian islands was adopted. 

In the house the finance committee re- 
ported a bill providing that the armory 
loan shall be paid in gold or its equivalent. 

The finance committee reports reducing 
the appropriation for the Massachusetts 
Nautical Training school from #20,000 to 
210,000, 

These bills were rejected: Bill to regu- 
late the hours of labor of all conductors, 
drivers and motormen employed by or on 
behalf of any street railway company in 
any city or town; bill to facilitate the ad- 
justment of disputed claims; bill relating 
to the taxation of costs in civil proceed- 
ings. 

The election laws committee reported 
unanimously against the bill that women’s 
names that are once on the voting list 
shall not be removed. 

Provision for more complete notice to 
unknown owners of mortgaged property 
of the sales of their property by fore- 
closure is made in a bill by the judiciary 
committee, 

The borrowing of $150,000 by the Middle- 
sex county commissioners for a new court- 
house in Lowell is authorized by a bill 
from the committee on county estimates. 

On motion of Mr. Butler of Bristol an 
order was adopted for a ‘special committee 
of five of the senate to investigate the 
management and administration of affairs 
in the penal and reformatory institutions 
of the state; the functions, duties and work 
of the commissioners of prisons, the super- 
intendent of prisons and the warden of the 
state prison and all other officers having 
authority over or duties in any said insti- 
tution; the reason for the expenditure of 
so large and disproportionate sums of 
money forthe maintenance of the state 
prison; and the subject of prison labor in 
prison and other penal in stitutions; and to 
report what, if any, change can be made to 
improve the administration of the affairs 
of said institutions; whether any of the 
offices, which in any way relate to the 
management of said institutions, can be 
dispeused with; what, if any, better sys- 
tem of prison control and management 
may be proposed; whether or not the ex- 
penses of maintaining said institutions 
may be decreased, and in what particulars; 
and whether any improvement can be 
made in the employment and discipline of 
prisoners. The committee is to report 
fully in print during this session, to have 
authority to send for persons and papers, 
to employ astenographer and to travel 
within the state. 


LODGED IN JAIL. 
Alleged Perpetrator of a Bold Highway 
Robbery Under Arrest. 

Boston, March 8.—On the night of Jan. 
28 last a bold highway robbery was com- 
mitted on anarrow and dark road near 
South Acton, and John Thompson, a 
driver for Gibbs’ Waltham Express com- 
pamy, was knocked down and cruelly 
beaten, besides being robbed of a small 
sum of money. The robbery was reported 
to the police of the different cities of any 
size, and several of the men who were con- 
cerned in the job were indicted at the 
February term of the Middlesex grand 
jury. 

One of these was Frank H. Harris, 32 
years of age, who is said to live in South 
Acton. It was learned that shortly after 
the bold deed had been committed that 
Harris went to New York. An effort was 
made to locate him in that city, but it 
proved unsuccessful. A day or so ago, 
however, it was learned by Captain Watts 
that the fugitive from justice had returned 
from the big city, and that he was in hid- 
ing in Boston, where he was apparently 
unknown, 

Patrolman Durgin found Harris in the 
vicinity of the eastern station of the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad yesterday morning 
and placed him under arrest. He was 
turned over to Officer Whitney in the 
afternoon and lodged in the Middlesex 
county jail at East Cambridge. 

Will Pay Back Fifty-five Per Cent. 

Boston, March 3.—Receiver E. Payson 
Tucker of the order of the Fraternal Circle 
expects to pay about 55 per cent back to 
the certificate holders who have proved 
their claims and who are entitled to share 
in the proceeds of the order. About 60,000 
claims have been proved against the 
assets, amounting to more than $245,000 in 
his hands. The assets in his hands are 
yielding interest at the rate of $2000 a year. 


No News of the Naronic. 

New York, March 3.—The big Mohawk, 
which arrived last night, was mistaken by 
the Fire island observor for the overdue 
Naronic. Both vessels are very much 
alike. The Mohawk left London, Feb. 2, 
nine days after the Naronic sailed, and 
came over the same course. She reported 
that she saw nothing of the White Star 
steamer.

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Newspaper Workers In Chica, 

Some time ago we took occasic 
warn newspaper writers against . 
folly of coming to Chicago in the hom 
of finding employment here. We regret 
that the warning has begn neglected by 
very many. Thiscity has been overrun 
for several months by reporters (both 
men and women) vainly seeking work. 
The Chicago newspapers have for two 
years been getting ready for the World’s 
fair season, and their several depart- 
ments are filled with competent men. 
Therefore others who come to Chicago 
now in the expectation of securing em- 
ployment are bound to be disappointed; 
there are no places to be had; in every 
newspaper Office at the present time ap- 
plicants are standing about 12 deep in 
the outer chamber, with never so much 
as the prospect of a possibility to encour- 
age them. 

Many of these people are suffering 
from want of money. 
ment elsewhere to rush to this city of 
the World‘s fair, where they fancied 
their services would be snapped at. Most 
of these unfortunates will have to walk 
out of town or take to driving street cars 
for a means of subsistence. 

With a view to. averting further trouble 
we ask our newspaper friends elsewhere 
to disseminate assiduously the informa- 
tion that newspaper work is not to be 
had in Chic. go; that every place is filled 
here; that already we have with us an 
army of unemployed reporters, and that 
every newspaper writer who comes t« 
Chicago with a view to getting work is 
pretty sure to have nothing but his trou- 
ble for his pains.—Chicago News-Record. 


Mountainous Waves. 

The daily papers all recorded the fact 
that the steamship Majestic, on her east- 
ward trip, cought a sea that demolished 
her crow’s aest lookout, and that the 
Teutonic, which caught the same gale 
coming west, had one sea which combed 
over the crow’s nest and carried away 
her forward port lifeboat as it went over 
the rail. But none of the daily papers 
took the trouble to mention just how 
the crow’s nest is situated on these ships, 
and consequently how high that sea was. 

Inquiry by a Marine Journal repre- 
sentative discovered that, while in men- 
of-war and many other ships the cus- 
tom is to have the crow's nest in the 
foretop or a trifle above, the White Star 
ships have it at an altitude of 25 feet 
above the main deck on the foremast, 
reached by a little iron ladder from the 
forward hurricane deck. In such a ship 
as the Majestic or Teutonic the height 
of the main deck at the forerigging is 
about 40 feet above the level of the sea, 
which would make the height of the 
wave that carried away the crow’s nest 
in this instance about 70 feet. Thisisa 
pretty big roller for the north Atlantic, 
but in other parts of the ocean such 
waves are often encountered in a storm. 

Supposing the ship to have been in a 
trough of the sea at the time this wave 
swept her, the mean height of the wave 
night be calculated as not greater than 
40 feet, but it was certainly a body of 
water nearly 70 feet high from where the 
ship floated.—-Marine Journal. 


For and Against the Single Tax. 

Hyattsville, Md., is still under single 
tax rule, but there are few signs to show 
that the principle has made much head- 
Way since it won the day im the bitter 
fight of last spring.

consuls. The Italian complaint had not 


been received when he left here: there- 
fore he had only the French compl: 
to investigate. He says in his report 
that he found six Frenchmen imprisone 
in the mines under guard. The only 
leged reason for their detention was that 
they were in debt to the storekeeper 
Investigation showed that they were 
forced to buy their supplies from the 
Italian storekeepers, and at such prices 
as they pleased to charge them; th 
they are worked wholly by Italian boss 
es, and are as helpless as though they 
had no tongue at all to make their 
abuses known to the world. The re 
port further states that at one time these 
men were actually shot into by one of 
the bosses with a gun loaded with small 
shot, and several of them wounded. The 
Italian who did the shooting has in the 
meantime run to New York.

The Inauguration.

The new vice president, an extra session 
of the senate having meanwhile been 
called, then called the senate of the fifty- 
third congress to ‘order and administered 
the oath to all the newly elected senators. 

The new senate then took a recess, and 
the moved from the senate 
chamber to the east front of the capital. 
The way was led by the sergeant-at-arms 
and a squad of capital police. 

Then followed the president and the 
president-elect, the vice president and the 
wx-vice president, Chief Justice Fuller, 
members of the senate and of the house 
and various officials of the two houses and 
of the supreme court. 

The oach of office was administered to 
the president-elect by Chief Justice Fuller 
and the new president delivered his inaug- 
ural address.

The Parade.

General McMahon 
appointed as the chief marshal of the civic 
parade Mr. William Dickson of Washing: 
ton. 

The right of line in the military parade 
was tendered to the famous Seventh regi- 
ment of New York, while the same posi- 
tion of honor in the civic parade was held 
by the Tammany society of New York.

‘The first motion of the salut¢ 
was made at six paces from the front of 
the president and the carry resumed at six 
paces beyond. 

Staffs of governors, commanders of divi- 
sions and sub-divisions did not wheel out 
of the column, but continued to Washing- 
ton Circle, the column being reviewed by 
the grand marshal at Pennsylvania avenue 
and Twentieth street. 

Military organizations marched in close 
column of companies, with not less than 
24 files front. ‘The companies of regiments 
and battalions were equalized before mov- 
ing to place in column. 

All civic organizations marched in sec- 
tions of 16 or more. 

The Inaugural Ball 

this evening is to be held at the pension 
office, and promises to be the handsomest 
affair of the sort ever given. Upwards of 
$10,000 hag been spent on the decorations of 
the ballroom in the way of bunting, 
flowers and illumination. The number 
of tickets issued is 12,000 at $5 a ticket. 

E. B. Bay, the chairman of the floor 
and promenade committee, will take his 
stand near the bandstand and will be in 
communication by means of electricity 
with the different aids in charge of the 
various sections. A wire will be run into 
the room for the president-elect, and his 
entrance into the ballroom will be 
promptly signaled. 

The decorations of the ballroom are on a 
more lavish scale than ever before at- 
tempted. The entire ceiling of the pen- 
sion building will be covered with a 
canopy of white and gold, measuring 10,- 
000 square yards of material, and 35,000 
feet of rope will be required to hoist it in 
position. Draperies of white, gold and 
red will be hung around the walls of the 
entire building and under each balcony 
and gallery. 

Silk banne-s trimmed with gold and 
bearing the coats of arvns of all the states 
and foreign countries, will hang between 
the doorways leading from the court on 
the several fioors. The front of the gallery 
will be decorated with American flags and 
shields with foreign flags. The second tier 
will have shields of all the states, sur- 
rounded by American silk flags and sur- 
mounted by gilt eagles, together with 
draperies in red outlined with green gar- 
ands. 

On either side of the court will be erected 
an arch 65 feet high, decorated with plants 
on a background of pure white soft bunt- 
ing. The names of Cleveland and Steven- 
son will be displayed by electric lights on 
the front of these arches. The band stands 
will be in front of and around the arches. 

The president’s reception rooms will be 
elaborately decorated in white as a back- 
ground for a handsome floral display, com- 
prising orchids, asparagus, maidenhair 
ferns, Ulric Bruna, Magna Charta and 
American beauty roses. The corners and 
every nook are to be filled with plants and 
cat flowers, and will be a triumph of floral 
art. The other reception rooms will be 
decorated with plants, flags and shields, as 
will also the supper rooms. The electric 
light display will cost about $5000. 

The avenue and the Capitol will be 
gorgeously illuminated, and there is to be 
a wonderful display of fireworks around 
the Washington monument. 


TRACES OF POISONING. 


Death of a Man in a Maine Town is 


Causing Considerable Gossip. 

BANGOR, Me., March 4.—A strange case 
of poisoning is causing considerable in- 
terest in asmall town near Bar Harbor, 
the circumstances attending the death be- 
ing very suspicious. 

Last Saturday Frank O. Emery of Sal- 
isbury Cove, a young man, was taken sud- 
denly ill, and died the following morning. 
Dr. Morrison of Bar Harbor was called 
to attend him as soon as possible, 
but, in spite of his efforts, the man died. 
The doctor detcted traces of poisoning, and 
upon as thorough an investigation as he 
was able to make at that time he con- 
cluded that death was due to that cause, 
and so certified to the town clerk. 

The funeral was to have occurred last 
Tuesday, but on account of the rumors of 
murder the town authorities decided to 
take action and have an investigation. 
Coroner Hooper was summoned and an 
autopsy held, and the stomach was sent to 
Portland for analysis. 

There seems to be no clew to a solution 
of the case, which is wrapped in complete 
mystery. Somesay “hat the young man 
was disappointed in love and took his own 
life, while others say that it is the work of 
a murdercr, and that investigation will 
prove their belief to be correct.

Ansel 0, Clark and J, Franklin Bates 
Were Renominated, 


CAUCUS. 


Last night one of the largest caucuses 
ever held in the town of Braintree for the 
purpose of nominating town officers, was 
held in the Town Hall. The cause of the 
excitement was due to a purpose of chang- 
ing the complexion of the Board of Select- 
men, so far as the representatives on the 
Board from the north and east parts of the 
town were concerned. 

There was no opposition made to the 
candidacy of Ansel O. Clark, who has 
efficiently and acceptably represented the 
south part for a long term of years, but the 
candidacy of J. Franklin Bates and that of 
Nathaniel F. Hunt, representing the north 
and east parts, who have been members of 
the Board for seven and five years respec- 
tively, were stoutly opposed by the bringing 
forward of new candidates, Alfred South- 
worth and Charles A. Belcher, in oppo- 
sition to the former and John VY. Scollard 
in opposition to the latter. Scollard ran 
against Hunt last year, got the nomination 
but was defeated on election day by Hunt, 
who ran as an independent candidate. 

Hon. F. A. Hobart chairman of the town 
committee called the caucus to order, read 
the call and asked for a permanent organ- 
ization by the choice of a moderator. 
Judge French was chosen. 

W. H. Shaw was the first to rise on the 
floor, and announce the result of a caucus 
held in the north part of the town the pre- 
vious evening for the purpose of nominat- 
ing a candidate for Selectman from that 
part and Alfred Southworth was the 
choice of of said caucus whereupon he 
moved that Alfred Southworth be nomi- 
nated by acclamation. This motion was 
defeated by a counter motion moved by 
Hon. F. A. Hobart to the effect, that when 
the nomination of a candidate for Select- 
man from the north partof the town was 
made, it be made by ballot and the use of 
the check list. 

This settled the renomination of P. D. 
Holbrook, as Town Treasurer was made by 
acclamatiun. So also was the renomination 
of Samuel A. Bates as Town Clerk, the re- 
nomination of Anse! O. Clark as Selectman, 
and the renomination of John V. Scollard 
as Water Commissioner. 

The nomination of a candidate for Se- 
lectman from the east part of the town was 
then in order. There were three candi- 
dates, Nathaniel F. Hunt, John Y. Scollard 
and W. L. Morrison. A ballot having been 
taken the vote stood,

John VY. Scollard had . 203 
Nathaniel F. Hunt had 114 


W. L. Morrison had . - “ 19 
and the balance was scattering. John V. 
Scollard was then declared to be the nomi- 
nee of the caucus. 

The nomination of a candidate for Se- 
lectman from the north part of the town 
followed. We have already mentioned the 
names of the candidates. A ballot having 
been taken the result was as follows :

There was accordingly no choice and this 
necessitated the taking of another ballot, 
in taking which Mr. Belcher announced 
the withdrawal of his name.

by Smith of Denver. 


THE BATTLE A FIERCE ONE. 


Result a Surprise to the Sport- 
ing Fraternity. 


New ORLEANS, March 4.—The un- 
expected happened last night when Ed 
Smith of Denver defeated Joe Goddard, 
the barrier champion of Australia, in 18 
rounds before the Olympic club. God- 
dard had been considered a sure winner, 
and the betting at the ringside was 4tol 
in his favor. The men fought for a $10,- 
000 purse, of which $2500 went to the loser. 

The fight was one of the fiercest ever 
fought. Both men withstood fearful pun- 
ishment, but Smith was the quicker on 
his feet and this gave him the victory. He 
has never been regarded as better than a 
third rate fighter, but showed wonderful 
improvement over any of his previous per- 
formance in the ring. 

Both men were in grand condition. 
Goddard weighed 180, and Smith tipped 
the scales at 165 pounds. Duffy refered 
the fight, and Goddard was seconded by 
Billy Madden, James Gibbons and George 
Dawson. Tom Allen of St. Louis, Bat 
Masterson of Denver and Jack Fogarty 
were behind Smith. The fight began at 
9:35, and the rounds were as follows: 

First round—Both men swung wild at the 
opening. Smith jabbed Goddard with his 
right and Joe Crew first blood by landing on 
Ed's ear. ; :

RAPID TRANSIT. 


Representative Graham Also Observed 
How Street Railways Handle Snow. 
Representative John K. Graham, who 

has been to Chicago with the Rapid Tran- 
sit committee of the Legislature, returned 
home Saturday night looking well and hap- 
py, his good natured face being wreathed 
in smiles at the thought of the good times 
he had enjoyed, or at least that is what he 
told a representative of the LEDGER, was 
the cause of his smiles. 

When asked what he thought the rapid 
transit of the future would be, Mr. Grabam 
said: Cars will be elevated on a structure 
and the tracks would run through private 
property owned by the railroad, the city 
receiving so much per car per year for the 
right to cross streets. Mr. Graham spoke 
of what was being done in the western cit- 
ies in the way of rapid transit. 

Mr. Graham’s attention was then called 
to the ordinance about to be passed by the 
City Council regarding the removal of snow 
by the street railway, and asked what he 
thought about it. 

I have given this matter some attention, 
he replied, and comparing Quincy with 
other cities I find that we are taking care 
of the snow much better than most of the 
street railways do. In Chicago, Buffalo 
and New York, inthe larger part of the 
streets, the snow is piled so high along the 
sides of the tracks that it is impossible for 
teams to travel over it. In Boston, on 
Kneeland street between the Albany and 
Old Colony depots, the snow is thrown 
high on the sides so that teams cannot 
travel over them. In New York, they use 
the bush plow drawn by horses which leaves 
the snow piled up on each side of the track 
much worse by far than anything we ever 
had in Quincy. 

What effect Mr. Grabam, will the pass- 
ing of that ordinance have with the Quincy 
& Boston ? 

If it passes and is enforced as it reads it 
would be far better for the company to take 
off all its cars in December and run no cars 
until the next April. It has cost this com- 
pany this winter up to date $2,500 to take 
care of the snow, We are the first to open 
up the streets making a through right of 
way which teams and pedestrians use 


almost exclusively, and, havingtaken care! 
of the snow in a safe and reasonable way | 


it seems almost like heaping coals of fire 
upon us to force the company to cart the 
snow away. ‘Today there are more people, 
outside of the centre, who use the railway 
to walk upon than the sidewalks, which are 
narrow and in many places are covered 


the quantity of sand which the street de- 
partment are constantly spreading upon 
them. 

The Quincy & Boston street railway bas 
been a great developer for the City of 
Quincy and will continue to become more 
so when the extensions in Weymouth are 
completed. The road has made no 
surplus for the past two years, allits earn- 
ings having been used in improvements 
apd now to compel us to cart snow is 
simply impossible. The company is willing 
to do what is right and reasonable, but to 
force it to comp!y with this ordinance 
seems too exacting and unjust. The 
Council should at least give us a hearivg 
before passing this ordinance. 

Mr. Graham was evidently in earnest 
in what he said. We cannot help but 
admit that he was pretty near right, for it 
is true, and no one will deny it, that the 
street railway in Quincy has been a great 
blessing, and now that we have it, one 
wonders how he ever got along without it, 
and should cars betaken off in winter, a 
hue and cry would arise from the thousands 
of people who are not rich enough to own 
their own horses and carriages, such as 
was never heard ia Quincey before. It 
seems no more than fair, that before the 
proposed ordinance is passed to be 
ordained, that the street railway company 
should be given an opportunity to be 
heard upon it.

Women Colonels In the Prussian Army. 
Five women, all dames of high de- 
gree, have been appointed to the com- 
mand of crack regiments in the Prussian 


army by the present young warrior em- | 


peror. This is, like most of his acts, an 
entirely new departure, but whether it 
is a shrewd device or simply one of his 


peculiar freaks it is well calculated to| 


achieve his dearest ambition, the exalta- 
tion and popularizing of the army above 
everything else. Previous to his acces- 
sion there were only two women colo- 
nels in the Prussian army, and none had 
been appointed for nearly a score of 
years. 

The senior woman colonel is the Em- 
press Frederick, who was placed in com- 
mand of a regiment of hussars at the 
coronation of Emperor William I, Oct. 
18, 1861. Princess Frederick Charles, 
widow of the famous “Red Prince,” 
ranks second in point of time. She re- 
ceived her colonelcy in 1871. Queen Vic- 
toria was made colonel of a Prussian 
regiment of dragoons in 1889. 

The two first named have often ridden 
at the head of their regiments, dressed 
in their full regimentals, and one of the 
Empress Frederick’s most dashing pic- 
tures shows her thus attired and afield.

LiveLyY CONTESTS EXPECTED. 


Yhe Senate ot the Fifty -Third Congress 
Assembles in Special Session. 


WaAsHINGTON, March 6.—The senate of 
the 53d congress assembled in special ses- 
sion today at noon. Usually these special 
sessions are perfunctory and formal, the 
business being confined to the reception of 
nominations from the president, beginning 
with the cabinet nominations and winding 
up when the places within the gift of the 
chief executive, which are of the first grade 
of importance, such as the heads of the 
principal bureaus of the governmental ser- 
vice and the foreign ministers, are filled. 

But because of the peculiar condition of 
affairs so far as the composition of the 
senate itself is concerned, with the doubt- 
ful standing of the senators who hold ap- 
pointments from the governors of their 
states instead of credentials of election by 
the legislatures, and further because of the 
announced intention of Senator Stewart of 
Nevada to precipitate a silver discussion by 
the introduction of a resolution of inquiry 
directed to the new secretary of the treas- 
ury, it may be that this special session will 
assume a degree of importance and excite 
such popular interest as has never before 
been witnessed in such cases. 

It is probable that inthe early part of 
the week the senators on both sides of 
the chamber will hold caucuses to de- 
termine upon lines of party policy, and to 
decide what shall be done in respect to 
the organization of the committees, and of 
the numerous force of senatorial em- 
ployes. 

As there is no lack of candidates for the 
highly desirable places within the dispo- 
sition of the majority of the senate, in 
both the committee assignments and the 
appointments pertaining to the offices of 
the secretary of the senate and the ser- 
geant-at-arms, some lively contests may 
be expected. 


THE GOTHENBURG SYTEM. 


Report on a Measure For Restricting ané 
Regulating the Liquor Traffic. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—The commis- 
sioner of labor, Colonel Carroll D. Wright, 
transmitted to the president his fifth 
special report, dealing with the origin and 
practical operation of the socalled “‘Gothen- 
burg system” of regulating and restrict- 
ing the liquor traffic in Norway and Swe- 
den. It was prepared by Dr. F. R. L. 
Gould, statistical expert in the department 
of labor and lecturer on social science 
and statistics in the Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, Baltimore. 

Briefly stated, the Gothenburg system 
is the granting of a monopoly license in 
any given locality for the retail and bar 
trade in spirituous liquors toa commercial 
company formed for this purpose. These 
companies enjoy the monopoly to an 
amount in Sweden equal to 262 quarters, 
andin Norway to 48 quarters dispensed 
|atonetime. These companies contain as 

shareholders, as a rule, many of the 
principal business or professional men of 
| 
| 
] 


the locality. The companies receive the 
monopoly in consideration of handing over 
all profits derived from the traffic above 6 
per cent interest on paid up capital. 


THREE GREAT QUESTIONS. 


How the Senate Stands on Hawaii, Me- 
Kinley Bill and Silver. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—A corps of re- 
porters polled the senate on three great 
questions of legislation, asking each sena- 
tor: ‘Do you favor the repeal of the Sher- 
man sil~erdaw? Do you favor the repeal 
of the McKinley tariff law? Do you favor 
the annexation of Hawaii?” 

The United States senate is composed of 


88 senators, and 83 of them are in town. | 
The repeal of the Sherman act or the Mc- | 


Kinley bill will require a majority of the 
senate, or 45 votes. But to ratify a treaty 
the constitution requires a two-thirds vote 


of all senators present. If the entire sen- 


ate votes on the Hawaiian treaty it will re- ; 


quire 59 affirmative votes to ratify it. 

The following table shows that of the 83 
senators in town 39 favor and 28 oppose 
the repeal of the Sherman silver law, 
while 16 are non-commital; 41 favor and 33 
oppose the repeal of the McKinley act, 
while 9 are non-commital and 40 favor 
and 20 oppose the annexation of Hawaii, 
while 23 are non-commital.

Would-Be Suicide Locked Up. 

SPRINGFIELD. Mass., March 6.—Corne- 
lius Rooney, a despondent farmer living at 
Longmeadow, wasthwarted in his attempt 
to commit suicide in that town by a mem- 
ber of his family who seized a cup con- 
taining a mixture of paris green from his 
hand just as he was about to imhibe the 
poison. He has been brooding over family 
troubles of late to which is thought to be 
due his declaration that he is tired of liv- 
ing. He was conveyed to Springfield and 
lodged in the police station. 


Four Thieves in Custody. 

Boston, March 6.—Four thieves were 
arrested who are charged with breaking 
and entering and larceny, but it is said 
that the fellows have given the police 
much more trouble than ordinary thieves 
do. The men under arrest are what are 
known to the police as lead pipe thieves, 
and within the past few days it is known 
that they have looted two houses of every- 
thing that they could possibly pawn for 
old junk.

The Limits of Human Hearing. 

We can do a great deal to cultivate 
the ear, but we can do nothing to ex- 
tend the range of sounds which the tym- 
panum can receive. The ear may have 


sounds extremely small, distant and 
faint, and yet be always deaf to any 
noise, however loud, if it is lower or

that about the lowest, or what in a mu- 

gical instrument would be called the 

| deepest bass sound, consists of 12; undu- 

lations in the second, and the highest of 

| rather more than 6,000. Human ears 
have not all the same compass. <A party 
of young people, all with excellent hear- 
ing, may go into the meadows, and some 
will hear the shrill note of the common 
grasshopper, and some will not hear it 
even faintly, but simply hear nothing at 
all. 

Dr. Wollaston believed that ‘human 
hearing never extends more than a note 
or two above the cry of the common 
Gryllus campestris.” He gives a scale 
of sound whici he found to be inaudible 
to some ears. He found that some people 
could not hear the cry of the bat, nor the 
chirping of sparrows, which is four oc- 
taves above F in the middle of the piano- 
forte. Not to be able to hear this last 
note he considers to bevery rare. He 

believes the whole range of human hear- 
ing to be compressed between the deep- 
est notes of the organ and the highest 
cries of the insects, including fully nine 
octaves, the whole of which are distinct 
audible to most ears.—New York Home 
Journal. 


Cultivating Color In Cats.

In days gone by 
pussy’s chief value consisted in her capa- 
bilities as a mouser, and so long as she 
accomplished her work satisfactorily 
that was all that was required of her.

The Life of a Ship.

The | 
average death rate of the world’s ship- | 
ping is about 4 per cent and the birth | 
rate 5 percent. It has become the prac- | 
tice to construct certain parts of a ves- | 
sel of iron instead of steel, such as tank |

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INFLUENCE OF POETRY. 


The Subject of an Essay and Discussion 
by Quincy Literary Society. 


The regular meeting of the Quincy Liter- 
ary society was held in Doble’s hall Satur- 
day evening, under the presidency of Mr. 
D. McKenzie. The business before the 
meeting was an essay on ‘‘ The Influence 
of Poetry’’ by Mr. George Bowman. 

The subject of poetry or song and its 
influences, is very pleasing as well as 
interesting. In all ages and in all lands 
this infiuence bas been felt more or less 
accordingly to the intelligence of the people. 
Indeed we think few students of human 
nature will be disposed to deny that poetry 
has exercised a vast influence in forming 
the character, and manners, of the people; 
and even in shaping the destinies, of the 
nations of the earth. In the course of his 
essay Mr. Bowman said: 

** Worthy of distinct mention as a factor 
in the great problem of civilization, is the 
influence of music and poetry. The deeds 
of warriors, the decrees of kings or the 
revolutions of empires, do not so affect 
the moral character, or the social con- 
ditions of the human race, as the poets 
who have bequeathed to us the sublimity 
of nature by their genius and power of 
description. We cannot shut our eyes to 
the influence of Shakespeare: we have 
only to look around the world and see the 
thousands gathering in theatresto listen to 
his productions. Who has not been melted 
into tenderness by the pathos of ‘ Annie 
Laurie,” or ‘** Bonnie Doon,’ or ‘‘ Auld 
Lang Syne,” or who has not been thrilled 
by the wild measures of ** Scots Wha hae,” 
or *‘ McGregor’s gathering.’ The French- 
men will rush to glory or the grave inspired 
by the stirring strains of the Marseilles, 
and the Swiss exiled from his mountain 
home, is overpowered by the national airs 
of Helvetia. 

The poet Burns has given us thought 
which glow with the truest and deepest 
senliments ofjlove, friendship, patriotism, 
liberty and manly independence. In the 
pathos of undying love what can be more 
perfect than his poem ‘'To Mary in 
Heaven,’’ or what more thrilling or heroic 
than “Bruce's address to his army.” 
Again we have the expression of honest 
poverty and true manbood in ** A man’s a 
man for a’ This powerful song 
speaks out a sentiment which is dear to the 


that.” 


hearts of all classesof the human race, 

Another class of poetry which is heard 
in many lauds, and which has done mucb 
for the people, is the productions of tbe 
sacred poets, and writers of sacred song. 
These from time to time have enriched the 
hymnology of the ages, and contributed to 
swell the volume of public praise in al 
Christian sanctuaries. There could be no 
true gospel power without music and song. 
A people singing the sentiments of God 
and nature are always an influential and 
advancing people, and no less effectual 
than science of philosophy upon the world, 
has been the influence of the magic melody 
of song.” 

The essay was well received. The re- 
marks of the members mostly tended to 
supplement or confirm the views expressed 
by Mr. Bowman. It was generally believed 
that the study of poetry was elevating tua 
large degree, and worthy of the attention 
of all who aspire to intellectual cultivation. 
Owing to the nature of this subject there 
was little room for debate, aud consequently 
the combative faculties of our members 
were allowed in a measure to rust, but by 
next Saturday evening I hope to have 
something in the magazine which will cail 
forth their suppressed energy, aud restore 
their equilibrity. J. M.

Kise of English Towns, 

Among English manufacturing towns 
none can boast a more startlingly rapid 
rise than that of Barrow-in-Furness and 
Middlesbrough. Barrow was an insig- 
nificant hamlet made up of a handful of 
fishermen’s huts until the discovery of a 
rich vein of hematite ore some 40 years 
ago transformed it into one of the most 
important centers of our great iron man- 
nfacture. Its population is now 61,000, 
Where the fishing cobles were hauled on 
to the quiet strand there now flares 
many a huge blast furnace, fed with 
hundreds of thousands of tons of ore 
yearly, while jute works and one of the 
largest steel works in England add fur- 
ther—not to the beauty, but to the com- 
mercial prosperity of Barrow. The mak- 
ers of the place as it now is were the late 
Duke of Devonshire and the Duke of 
Buccleuch. 

Middlesbrough began ia an even small- 
c- way. Sixty-five years ago a solitary 

rmhouse stood where furnaces and 

ddling mills make the land hideous 

lay. Its life was revolutionized by the 

din 1840 of a thick vein of iron in the 
Cleveland hills, running from Middles- 
brough to Whitby. The Darlington and 
Stockton railway was already at hand to 
help in the work. Iron shipbuilding and 
Bolckow & Vaughan’s great steel works 
came next, and Ironopolis is now an 
incorporated borough with a member of 
parliament and over 75,000 people, where 
40 years since there were not as many 
hundreds.—Cornhill Magazine. 


Light Through a Small Opening. 

Thorough and scientific experiments 
with light have given some astonishing 
results. The latest in this line has been 
to prove that a cut or slit ina piece of 
paper, even though the opening be not 
more than one forty-thousandth of an 
inch in width, is sufficient to transmit 
light to the human retina. Here is the 
experimenter’s account of his wonderful 
doings: Ihave determined an extraordi- 
nary fact—viz.: That light will show 
through a keen cut opening, even though 
the crack be of exceeding minuteness. 
This interesting fact was proved by tak- 
ing two thoroughly clean, straight edges, 
placing a piece of paper between the sur- 
faces at one end, the other end being al- 
lowed to come together. The straight 
edges being placed between the eye and 
a strong light in adark room, a wedge 
of light was perceived from the ends 
between which the paper was placed and 
the opposite ends, which were brought 
together. The thickness of the paper 
being known, the distance apart at the 
two edges of the small end of the wedge 
of light was easily calculated, giving us 
as an astounding result that the bar of 
light was not more than one forty-thou- 
sandth of an inch in thickness.—St. 
Louis Republic. 


The Largsst Kite In This Country. 


The largest kite ever made in the | 


United States is that produced in Dur- 
ham, Green county, N. ¥. The frame 
consists of two main sticks 28 feet long, 
weighing each 100 pounds, and two cross 
sticks 21 feet long and weighing 75 
pounds each. 
2 by Ginches in dimensions. Over the 
framework was stretched a great sheet 
of white duck 25 feet by 18 feet and 
weighing 55 pounds. The tail of the 
kite alone weighed 50 pounds and con- 
tained 155 yards of muslin. Twenty-five 
hundred feet of 4-inch rope served as 
“kite strings.” This plaything cost $100, 
and when it mounted into the air it ex- 
erted a lifting power of 500 pounds, Six 
men once permitted it to ascend 1,000 
feet.—Exchange.

Cleveland’s Policy Stated in No 
Uncertain Terms. 


MEN WHO ARE QUALIFIED 


Will Be Selected to Serve in the 
Employ of Uncle Sam. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The inaugural 
address of the President is admitted by all 
to be a remarkably able paper. In giving 
an outline of the general policy he proposes 
to pursue in matters of administration and 
appointments, he states his position in 
terms which the politicians here do not 
misinterpret. They already realize that 
this will not be a spoilsman’s administra- 
tion, and therefore the selections for ap- 
pointments will be made from men of 
recognized fitness for the positions and not 
solely for the party service, regardless of 
qualifications. The 

President Cannot be Misunderstood 
in his position, as he has always main- 
tained {that machine politics should not 
control his acts in the performance of a 
high public trust and successful govern- 
ment for the whole people cannot be at- 
tained on the doctrine that the offices are 
spoils for the reward of party service. 

By this he does not mean that Demo- 
crats should not be appointed to office, as 
he does not intend, as a rule, to appoint 
any others, but his selections will be 
made from the better class of Democrats 
whohave the confidence and support of 
the best elements of the people in the 
communities in which they reside. The 
independent element in the political senti- 
ment of the country represented by Sec- 
retary of State Gresham will have its share 
of recognition. That wing of the Demo- 
cratic party which has been antagonizing 
the views of the president on financial 
questions, and, particularly the free coin- 
age advocates, if they persist in their an- 
tagonistic course, cannot expect to be 
treated as part and parcel of 

The Administration Support. 

In the readjustment of parties on the 
live issues which divide public sentiment 
today the president intends to draw the 
lines rigidly. and by that means organize 
the sentiment of the country which is in 
favor of sound money and a conservative 
policy into a party opposed to the free coin- 
age and free trade. In his inaugural mes- 
sige he foreshadows distinctly and em; 
ically the policy which he proposes ts 
low on this subject. He expects to re 
the cordial approval of not only the D 
cratic party, but the independent Rep 
cans who supported him for preside: 
the late contest.

DISAPPOINTMENT IN STORI 
For Many 6f Those in Washington Seek- 

ing Positions, 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The first 
formal cabinet meeting has been called for 
tomorrow, by which time it is expected 
that the different secretaries will have 
been inducted into office. As soon as the 
members of their official staffs are sworn 
they will be ready to consider the appoint- 
ment of the subordinate officers and pro- 
ceed to business. It is noticeable that a 
large number of officeholders under Presi- 
Cleveland’s former administration are 
again here and applicants for reinstate- 
ment. 

While there has been no public expres- 
sion by the president on this subject, those 
whoare near to him officially say that it is 
his desire to take new blood and new ideas 
into his second administration, and he will 
80 instruct his cabinet officers as a rule in 
filling important places. ‘The president 
began this policy with his cabinet by not 
appointing any of his former advisers, al- 
though an effort was made to restore one 
or two of the old members. If this policy 
is carried out it will be a great disappoint- 
ment to many persons who have strong 
indorsements from their respective states 
and who were led to think that they 
would receive recognition. 


Naronic Still Missing. 

NEw YORK, March 7,—The fate of the 
big freight carrier Naronic is still a mys- 
tery,and asthe days go by without any 
news from her the belief that she has gone 
tothe bottom gains more adherents in 
shipping circles.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
New England Members of the Order 
of “Getting Together.” 


Boston, “March 7.—The Knights of 
Labor in New England are considering 
the advisability of “getting together.” 
There are at present nine district and 
state assemblies in the New England 
states, and it is now proposed to bring 
them all together andinsure unity of ac- 
tion in all things beneficial to fhe Knights 
of Labor. 

The matter was brought up at a meeting 
in this city and it was decided to hold a 
convention of delegates representing D. A. 
95 of New Britain, Conn.; National Trade 
Assembly 250 of Meriden, Conn.; D. A. 8 
of Maine; D. A. 200 of Rutland, Vt.; D. A. 
99 of Providence, R. L., Ig. A. 30 of Boston; 
National Trade Assemblies 231 and 216 and 
the Massachusetts state assembly. This 
convention will be held in Boston, April 
20 and 21, and will be devoted tu forming a 
New England conference of Knights of 
Labor and to pushing tle use of the “‘yel- 
low label’? on goods made by Knights of 
Labor. 

The delegates present reported that the 
order was on the increase, and that the 
legislative committees representing the 
order had been treated with due considera- 
tion by the legislatures of the several 
states.

He is known among the jail offi- 
cials as a hard character, having served 
time for various offences.

He served with distinction in the house 
of representatives in 1887, 1888, 1890 and 
1891, with places on the important com- 
mittees. He was the leader of the Demo- 
cratson the floor, and, through his skill 
as a parliamentarian, obtained not a few 
advantages for his party. 

Mr. Quincy was originally a Republi- 
can, but left that party in 1884, upon 
the nomination of James G. Blaine, tak- 
ing up an independent position with 
George Fred Williams, John F. Andrew 
and others. 

In 1892 he was elected to the chairman- 
ship of the state committee, a delegate to 
the Chicago convention which nominated 
Cleveland for. president, and a member 
of the national Democratic committee. In 
the latter organization he had charge of 
the literary bureau during the last cam 
paign. 


A RAILROAD DEAL, 


Vanderbilts to Control the New York and 
Northern Railway. 

New YorK, March 7.—The Vanderbilts 
will soon have possession of the New York 
and Northern railway, the control of 
which was recently purchased by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan from William C. Whitney 
and Colonel Oliver H. Payne. Mr. Morgan, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt,Chauncey M. Depew 
were in consultation at the Grand Central 
station.

Councilman Federhen had favored post- 
ponement because at the last meeting rum 
and annexation had become mixed. He 
was in favor of referring the matter to the 
people. He wou!d therefore vote to rescind 
and would if successful offer a resolve to 
have a clause inserted in bill requiring a 
vote of the people. 

Councilman Anderson opposed rescind- 
ing. It was pure buncombe to submit to 
the people. It was purely a question for 
the Council to determine. 

Councilman Johnson opposed rescinding, 
and did not believe it necessary to submit 
to people. 

Councilman Owen said the wants of 
Squantum bad been presented tothe Mayor 
in the past and he had replied that there 


was bo available appropriation. Believed 
there should be better police protection 
and more lights. 

Councilman Moxon replied that no 
appropriation had been asked of the 


Council, and for that reason the people 
were to blame. He freely admitted that} 
Squan.um should have improvements, but 
he protested against rescinding the order. 
Squarn:um had more police per capita than 
the outskirts of Boston. The lights and 
streetsin the outskirts of Quincy were as 
good ss in the outskirts of Boston. We 
should retain the privilege to extend our 
water pipes to the territory. Question if 
action could be rescinded after action had 
been taken and committee had proceeded 
ander instructions. 

Councilman Federhen asked if gentleman 
represented majority of the people of 
Atlantic. 

Councilman Moxon believed he did by a 
large majority. 

Councilman Robbins supposed bill would 
be submitted to people of passed by Legis- 
lature. Outskirts were always opposing 
improvements in general, because they 
could not have everything, but they could 
not expect it.

He believed South Boston had been 
maligned. Boston police now had to come 
with our people on the cars to Neponset to 
preserve order. If we keep Squantum we 
may lose the entire city. It was the pur- 
pose of Boston to beautify Squantum. It 
would be too bad if such # beautiful spot 
could not be beautified. The proposed 
boundary was a natural creek. It was the 
proper tbing to ajlow petition to take its 
course.

SOME WOMEN SCULPTORS. 


A Group of Talented Girls and the Work 
They Have Undertaken. 

Interesting is the work done by the six 
women assistants chosen by the sculptor, 
Lorado Taft, from among his pupils here. 
These gifted and earnest young women 
are, with two exceptions, all Illinois girls. 
They have advanced from assistants to 
full titled sculptors, and to each has been 
awarded the task of modeling from he1 
own design a heroic figure for the Ili- 
nois building. 

Julia Bracken is a smell, snub faced 
girl, with dark hair and earnest eyes, 
and is less than 21 years old. None of 
her family is given to art, but her pre- 
dilections found expression even as a 
child in quaint carvings in soft wood. 
Her work in the studio attracted atten- 
tion, and to her has come the contract 
for chiseling in Italian marble the 
8-foot figure of ‘Illinois Welcoming the 
Nations.” Thereposeful statue of ‘‘Faith” 
forthe State building and the ‘Madonna’ 
for the North Side cathedral are also her 
work and illustrate her versatility. 
Janet Scudder, the Indiana girl who 
from the housewifely accomplishment 
of making medallions in butter turned 
her attention to work in clay, is working 
on an original conception of * Justice,” of 
which a captious critic said: 

“A woman's idea! No need for her to 
weigh evidence or be forever adjusting 
fine points of law. She just makes up 
her mind what's right and goes ahead.” 
Zulimie Taft, sister cf the sculptor, is 
working on her figure of *Learning,” 
which does not follow the severe ‘‘Miner- 
va” ideal, but presents: ious, Woman- 
ly figure, classic in pose en] drapery, her 
eyes fixed on a rol! of parchment. Ellen 
Rankin Copp, an artist in color as well 
as in clay, has designed an embodiment 
of tender motherhood in the fizure ‘*Ma- 
ternity” and is also making a portrait 
bust of Mrs. Potter Paluecr. Carrie 
Brooks, adaughter of the portrait painter, 
F. A. Brooks, the younzest member of 
this talented sisterhood, has the contract 
for the “Cupid” in the central hall cf 
the Arkansas building, and Bessie Potter 
a St. Louis girl of great talent and prom- 
ise, is at work upon a female figure hold- 
ing the symbols of art. 

A wonderful impetus has been given 
to woman’s talent in ev_ry direction 
through their participation in the prep- 
arations for the fair, and their work 
will fall under the observation of more 
people in the six montns of the exposi- 
tion than in an entire century of or- 
dinary existence. The success of one 
woman is ever ¢he inspiration of a score 
whose highest tribute to genius is imita- 
tion. Latent talent for a wider range of in- 
dustries than has yet been demonstrated 
will manifest itself without doubt and 
relieve the overcrowded avenues of em- 
ployment, open new opportunities and 
make the daily struggle for existence 
less prolific in dreary failure than now 
obtains. If this is, as has been said, the 
Wwoman’s cycle, the Columbian fair is 
the grand headquarters of inspiration’s 
opportunity.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

Pearopy, Mass., March 7.—A sad story 
| of destitution and insanity has been 
| brought to light just in time to save one of 
| the unfortunates concernedin it from a 

pitiful death. 
| On the Andover turnpike, situated in an 
| isolated spot three miles from any habita- 
| tion, stands a little hovel with one end 
| partly broken in. In this miserable shanty 
| for the past three years has lived Frederick 
Redell, a young man of 35, and his mother, 
56 years old. 

The young man has been employed as a 
blacksmith at Pike & Whipple’s, his earn- 
ings amounting to some $8 or $9 per week, 
his wages being 

Their Only Support. 

Yesterday he notified a doctor that his 
mother was very sick and that for several 
days he had been attending her alone. The 
case was referred tothe overseer of the 
poor, and Chairman Trask and Dr. Froth- 
ingham visited the place, but were refused 
admission by Frederick, who would grant 
no one permission to enter except the doc- 
tor whom he had notified. The police 
were called, and Chief Peasley and Officer 
Sweeney gained an entrance. The poverty 
and distress, which was painfully apparent, 
was pitiful in the extreme. 

One old battered chair, a mattress in one 
corner of the room, an old rusty stove, the 
covers upon the floor and the grate partly 
rusted away from disuse, plainly showing 
that no fire had been there for a long 
period; these were the only articles of fur- 
niture in the one room of the hut. 

The condition of the woman was even 
worse than her son had described. She is 
Almost Violently Insane 
and imagines sheis surrounded by imps 
ready to rend her limb from limb and her 
cries of distress and piteous pleadings for 
help were frightful to hear. She also 
magines that her son is leagued with 
witches and thut all the food he brings her 
is infested with black cats who try to claw 

her stomach out after she has eaten. 

The officers took the insane woman to 
the station, where her son soon followed. 
As the young man is very peculiar in his 
actions, he too was locked up, and it is 
probable that they will be committed to 
Danvers asylum. 

In a shed near the hut was found a cow 
and calf, and it was upon the milk from 
the cow that the couple largely subsisted 
upon. 

The Redells came here from Lynn three 
years ago and lived in the manner de- 
scribed ever since, although Mrs. Redell 
was perfectly sane until three weeks ago. 


HUNDREDS OF DEAD BIRDS. 
Blizzard 


Has a Disastrous Effect on 

Feathered Game. 

Norwicu, Conn., March 7.—The blizzard 
of last week has made fearful inroads 
among the game birds of eastern Connecti- 
cut. When the winter snows set in the 
partridges, quail and woodcock gather 
near walls and hedges, huddling together 
to keep warm. 

There they remain till the snow covers 
them up. Shoulda heavy rain set in and 
crust the snow, the birds are doomed. ‘This 
Was the case last week. Hundreds of dead 
birds have been found by farmers and 
woodchoppers, frozen into the snow. In 
some instances only their feet were im- 
prisoned, but escape was impossible and 
they perished. 

The heavy snowstorm several weeks azo 
killed off a large number, but old hunters 
say the rigors of the past week have com- 
pletely annihilated the birds. 


Charges Not Sustained. 

Boston, March 7.—Last Friday, Lewis 
Fresco, 22 years of age, was arrested on the 
charge of attempting to obtain money by 
uttering forged contracts for advertising. 
He claimed the contracts were given to him 
in Chicago for the purpose of making 
collections, and an investigation made by 
the police has proved the truth of his story 
and he has been discharged, 


A Settlement Effected. 

PROVIDENCE, March 7.—The agents of 
the Consolidated railroad have effected a 
settlement with the parents of John Var- 
rick, the 9-months-old boy who was crushed 
to death on the passenger train collision a 
week ago. The settlement covers the claims 
of the entire family, who were immigrants 
tothis country and were coming here to 
settle in the Jewish colony. 


Thieving Peddler Captured. 

MARLBORO, Mass., March 7.—G. W. 
Keizer was caught by the police robbing 
Timothy Ryan’s meat cooler. It is alleged 
that he has been doing this for a long 
time, peddling the meat over a route ex- 
tending through Berlin and Clinton. His 
thieving, it is estimated, will foot up 
thousands of dollars. Keizer made a full 
confession. 


Will Receive $5500 for His Injuries. 

Boston, March 7.—The jury in the case 
of Frederick Vanner against the Old 
Colony railroad, brought in a verdict of 
$5500 for the plaintiff. Vanner was seri- 
ously and permanently injured in 181, 
while a passenger in one of the defendant's 
trains, by the sudden stopping of the cars 
at Mill street crossing, Dorchester, 


Found in a Snowdrift. 

PATTERSON, N. J., March 7.—The fierce 
storm of Saturday proved fatal to Mrs. 
Martha Ingram, who lived with her hus- 
band in South Patterson. Her lifeless 
body was found in asnowdrift three blocks 
from her home early yesterday. It is 
thought that she got confused in the blind- 
ing storm. 


Lives Lost at Sea. 

San Francisco, March 7.—The bark 
Adolph Obrig reports having lost first 
mate Robert Mason and two sailors over- 
board in a beavy gale off Cape Horn. The 
American ship I. F. Chapman also arrived 
from New York and reports having lost a 
man overvoard while rounding the horn. 


New Haven Rink Burned. 

New Have, March 7.—Lincoln rink, a 
big wooten structure on Chapel street 
above Temple, was burned last night. The 
fire Was started through the explosion of a 
gasoline Surnace used by some workmen in 
brazing bicycle parts. One of these men 
named S<uires was severely burned. 


SMUGGLED DRUGS. 
Boston Police Arrest a Man Who Had 
Been Selling the Same. 

Bostox, March 7.—For the past six 
weeks a man who was unknown to the 
United States authorities until yesterday 
afternoon, has been canvassing the district 
of East Boston, visiting the different drug 
stores with the intention of selling some 
drugs that had been smuggled over the 
Canadian border and into the states. 

The officers in the special agents’ office of 
thr treasury department have been working 
on the case for the past four weeks but 
tvere unable to locate their man until yes- 
terday, when they received information 
that he was a well known expressman In 
East Boston. The followed a man who 
answered the description of the alleged 
smuggler and were rewarded by securing 
a full confession from the man they had 
followed the greater part of the afternoon. 
He gave his name as J. G. Crowell, age 50, 
and residing at 62 Brooks street, East 
Boston. é 

After the officers secured sufficient evi- 
dence they procured a warrant, which was 
delivered to United States Marshal 
Galoupe, and he arrested Cromwell later 
in the day. P 

It is alleged that he has sold a quantity 
of valuable drugs that had been smuggled 
from Canada, and upon which no duty had 
been paid. It is understood that a number 
of well-knowndruggists in the East Bos- 
ton district will probably be arrested and 
prosecuted also. 


A FIGHT FOR LIFE, 


Police Officer Has a Desperate Battle 
With a Lunatic. 

New York, March 7.—Officer McLaugh- 
lin of precinct 2, Brooklyn, was attracted 
by the screams of a woman on the second 
floor of 110 Prospect street yesterday morn- 
ing and entered the house to learn the 
cause. Mrs. McAuley, wife of Warren 
McAuley, was screaming ‘‘murder.” 

The officer rushed up the stairway and 
had nearly reached the top of the flight 
when McAuley smashed a chair over his 
head and knocked him down the stairs. 
The officer started up again, and when half 
way to the top McAuley attacked him with 
aniron bar. The hallway was dark, and 
the officer determined that it was a fight 
for life. 

Mrs. McAuley had been nearly beaten to 
death by her husband, and was lying up 
stairs, moaning, while the struggle was 
going on. The officer finally got hold of 
McAuley and clubbed him until he 
dropped the iron bar, and then he dragged 
him to the street. 

When he got to the station house with 
his prisoner they were both perfectly ex- 
hausted and covered with blood,and it was 
necessary to callin an ambulance surgeon 
to dress their wounds. The ambulance 
surgeon also went to the house and dressed 
the wounds of the unfortunate woman. 

McAuley is a lunatic,and was discharged 
from the insane asylum afew months ago 
as cured.

SCHOOL BOARDS AND THE IN- 
TEMPERANCE OF THE FUTURE. 


PopuLaR ignorance of the fact that 
alcohol and other narcotics have the 
power to create an uncontroliable appe- 
tite for more, leads to the formation of 
such appetites and their consequences. 
No boy expects to become a drunkard 
when he begins to drink. 

In fancied security, youth of _genera- 
tion after generation have embarked in 
the current of tippling, only to be 
drawn into the rapids of appetite and 
finally plunged over the awful abyss of 
drunkenness. To prevent this, and 
thus preempt the childhood of to-day 
and the nation of to-morrow for an 
intelligent sobriety, is the primary ob- 
ject sought by laws, already enacted by 
the National Congress for all schools 
under Federal control, and by thirty- 
six out of forty-four States that con- 
stitute the United States. 
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The parties who ought to take the first | 


official steps for the enforcement of a 
temperance education law are, in Mas- 
sachusetts, the local school boards. 

In the discharge of these duties on 
their part there is wide room for im- 
provement. 

Neglect is often due to misapprehen- 
sion or indifference and sometimes to 
positive opposition. The appeal in the 
latter case is to the people for the elec- 
tion of persons who will execute the 
law. The man who would withhold 
this instruction from the children ofa 
city or town, or modify its full truth 
for fear of injuring the brewing or 
other liquor interests, is most unfit to be 
entrusted with any care of the education 
of the children of this age. Misappre- 
hension on the part of school boards can 
be enlightened; the indifferent can or- 
dinarily be aroused, if not, they should 
be retired. The member of a school 
board who claims to believe in this study 


while he refuses to provide suitable 
books and time for its pursuit, 
is not unlike the mun in Maine 


who said he ‘believed in the prohibi- 
tion law, but was agin its enforcement.’’ 

It is too much to say that the officials 
who carelessly, negligently or purposely 
fail to provide for the full enforcement 
of the temperance education laws in the 
schools under their control, are incur- 


ring a fearful responsibility for the 
drunkenness of the future. The time 


has come for calling attention to this 
from pulpit, platform and press.

RUN BY CONVICTS. 


Startling State of Affairs in Massa- 
chusetts State Prison. 


PRISONERS CARRY PISTOLS. 


A Daring Plan for Escape 
Which Did Not Mature. 


Boston, March &.—The Massachusetts 
state prison is in the hands of a noisy, re- 
bellious and restless mob. That mob is 
composed of two-thirds of the convicts. 
They have the upper hand. Not only do 
they say so, but thisis the statement of 
one of the oldest officials of that institu- 
tion. The watchmen are afraid of their 
lives, and expect any minute to be called 
upon to face a crowd of infuriated felons 
who have in their possession nearly 100 re- |

isted in any penal institution, and, as one 
of the guards told a reporter yesterday, it 
it was about time somebody said something 
about the rottenness that existed inside | 
the dark, somber walls in Charlestown.

That 
is the terse way an employe put it.

Thought More of Their Jobs 
than they did of showing up the bad state 
of affairs in Charlestown. 

According to the stories told by the pris- 
oners to the guards, it is a very easy mat- 
ter to get all the firearms into the prison 
the convicts want. Less than a week ago 
12 revolvers were taken away from one of 
the mhost desperate criminals within the 
walls, and these were secreted in the pri- 
vate trunks or chests of the convicts, 

Three days ago a load of coal was 
brought into the yard, and underneath the 
coal were two of the same kind of re- 
volvers found in the trunk of the prisoner 
above referred to. This comes from the 
lips of a man who saw them. 

While one of the guards was passing 
through the wings recently, he was asked 
by a prisoner what he (the guard) imagined 
a pistol like the one found after Booth had 
been subdued would cost. The guard said 
what he thought would be about the right 
price, and the prisoner braced up and said 
he could get a revolver just like it for 220, 
and it would be delivered to bim inside the 
walls of the prison within three days.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


While the vote on rescinding the Squan- 
tum order in the Council was 11 to 10, it is 
nevertheless a fact, we believe, that the 
Council is opposed to annexation, and had 
all the members been present Monday 
evening the vote would have been 12 to 11 
against rescinding the instructions. Nothing 
prevents the Mayor, our Representatives or 
Councilmen from appearing in the Legisla- 
tive in opposition to the annexation and 
they should do it. 

As will be noticed in the report of the 
Legislature, a bill has been reported provid- 
ing that last year’s valuation shall be used 
in fixing the debt limit of city. If passed 
it would have the effect of raising the 
debt limit of this city from $360,167.00 on 
Jan, 1, 1893, to $389,173.00. We would be 
sorry to see the debt limit increased, It 
would better to increase the $12 limit to 
$13, and then limit the one-year loans, or 
provide that all loans of $1000 or more 
shall be paid in ten instalments. These 
would insure a low debt and a low tax rate 
annually. It is pleasing to note in this 
connection that if the estimates of the 
Mayor are adopted by the City Council 
that the tax rate of 1893 will not exceed $16 
per $1000 even on last year’s vaiuation. 

THERE IS going to be an adverse report | 
in the Council on the Goffe street site for 
the High school, and it is well, but it does 
not seem as if the one proposed had any 
special advantages over it. It isthe Peter 
Turner estate on Faxon avenue, an avenue 
in name only, and a very narrow unattrac- 
tive street. The city should not hide a 
$50,000 building in any such place. Let it 
be on one of the main streets. How would 
some of these do? The Aaron Russell estate 
on Hancock street; the estate on Codding- 
ton street between the Coddington school 
and the residence of Henry H. Faxon, 
or the estate of ex-Councilman Morton at 
the corner of Coddington and Spear streets; 
the estate opposite the Public Library or 
next south of the library on Washington 
street; the Page and Ewell estates or Fos- 
ter street; the Hollister and Brown or 
Newcomb estates on Chestnut street; one 
or two lots at the corner of Chestnut and 
Canal streets. In justice to the committee 
it may be said that they have examined 
twelve lots. 


School Attendance. 

The report of the Quincy schools for the 
month ending Feb. 24 is given below. It 
will be noticed that for an average daily 
attendance of 2,836 the aggregate number 
of tardinesses was small. It was particu- 
larly so in the Coddington, Quincey and 
Wollaston schools. Out of a_ possible 
13,000 or more tardinesses at the Codding- 
ton there were but 4. The percentage of 
attendance is smaller than usual owing to 
the prevalence of measles, There were 
590 visitors during the month. The

TRAINING MEMORY. 


DR. EDWARD PICK’S VERY SIMPLE AND 
SCIENTIFIC METHODS, 


He Is the Pioneer In the Science of Re. 
membering Facts, Persons and Lan- 
guages by Association and Comparison, 
Something About the Man. 


It was when he was a medical student 
i{n the University of Prague that Dr, 
| Edward Pick, because of his own de- 
| fective memory, gave his attention to 
{the discovery of a practical method of 
| applying psychology to the acquiring of 
jknowledge. His first published work on 


scholars and educators as the work of 
one who, having duly considered estab- 
lished facts of consciousness, deducted 
from them as a logical consequetice cer- 
tain important practical conclusions. 

It was in this small book, which he 
found in the British museum, that Loi- 
sette, who wrote “Loisettian Art of 
Never Forgotting,” found all that there 
was of his system. Dr. Pick laughingly 
declares that Loisette, or Larrowe, 
which was his real name, having come 
upon his first book in the library of the 


British museum, found it so interesting | 


that he thought he had invented it him- 
self. At that time the book was out of 
print, and as Loisette pledged all of 
his pupils not to reveal any 
gard to his plan it was some 
the truth was known. 

There never was the least secrecy 
about Dr. Pick’s work or his books. He 
has evolved and taught his syst 
psychology precisely like other } 
of learning. Indeed for the last 20 years 
he has been engaged in lecturing on this 
subject at Oxford, Cambridg mand 
other great English institutions of learn- 
ing. 

Two simple propositions form the basis 
of Dr. Pick’s system—that the attention 
should be concentrated on as few ideas 
as possible at one time, and to force the 
attention to the ideas in question by com- 
paring them with each other. It is of 
course obvious that the fewer the ideas 
of which a person is conscious at one 
and the same time the stronger and 
more definite the impression will be, and 
also that if we scrupulously compare the 
objects which they represent with each 
other this definiteness not only becomes 
more clearly impressed, but no one of 
these ideas is recalled without bringing 
others which cohere to it. 

In this connection the statement that 
there is not one but many memories in 
each mind and that one kind of memory 
is pre-eminently developed in one person 
and another in another is interesting. 
For example, persons having individu- 
ality strongly developed receive pecul- 
iarly distinct impressions of externals, 
and therefore of persons, and are able 
to recognize them readily. Others hav- 
ing locality strongly developed remember 
even people by the place in which they 
saw them, and others still there are who 
have an especial faculty for remember- 
@ words and acquiring languages. It 

said of Cardinal Mezzofanti, who 
ew more than 100 different languages, 
at he was wont to declare that he 
ver forgot a word he once learned. 

The relation between these facts in re- 
gard to memory and Dr. Pick’s proposi- 
tion is that if we would remember things 
which do not by virtue of their own in- 


rthing in re- 
10 before 


trong 
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impressions we must associate them with 
vivid and strong impressions already in 


the mind, ‘Thiscohesion of ideas,” says 
Dr. Pick, “which is constantly going on 
in our minds is really not only the ba- 
sis of all remembrance, but of all intel- 
lectual activity. An idea never comes 
back tothe inand of itself, but is recalled 
by another.” Very simple is Dr. Pick’s 
method, especially his use of comparison 
in the learning of foreign languages, 
which, according to his plan, is not a la- 
borions effort of memory, but a process 
of comparison, analysis and reasoning 
from the beginning to theend. His meth- 
od of facilitating the remembering of 
nuinbers, dates, ete., is a different appli- 
cation of the same principle of compari- 
son and is as sound and easily explained, 
according to well established psycholog- 
ical laws, as it is simple and effective, 

Dr. Pick isa scientist and a scholar, 
and there is no dissent among learned 
men as to the fact that there is no man 
living today who has given to the sub- 
ject of memory so much analytical and 
intelligent attention. Professor James 
of Harvard university says of him: ‘Dr. 
Pick does not pretend to possess any 
magical power. His methods and con- 
clusions are eminently scientific and 
philosophic. By working in accordance 
with the best known laws of mind he 
produces most remarkable results.” The 
principal, or, as he is called, the head 
master, of the celebrated Uppingham 
school in England, says, ‘‘Had I known 
as a boy how to work in the manner 1 
now do from having listened to Dr. 
Pick’s instruction I should have mas- 
tered and retained 10 times as much 
knowledge as Inow have with a quar- 
ter of the labor.”

A DOUBLE CRIME.

A Clever Frenchman Swindles 
Several Montreal Banks. 
| 


MOVED IN GOOD SOCIETY 


And Was Supposed to Be a 
Reputable Business Man. 


MONTREAL, March 8.—A clever French- 
man has swindled some of the principal 
banks of this city out of about $20,000. 

The man is one Riboulet, who arrived in 
Canada from Paris about five years ago, 
and, starting for the northwest, worked 
himself into the good graces of Gabrielle 
| Dumont, the once trusted lieutenant of 
Louis Reil, the half-breed lunatic who led 
the northwest rebellion. 

Riboulet organized a sort of “Wild 
| West’ show, with Dumont as the chief ut- 
i 


traction. When the ‘‘Wild West’’ business 
was played out he came here and started a 
sort of commission business, after which 
he organized the Montreal Cork company. 
He was a great swell in a way, 
Spent Money Freely, 

Was amember of the best French-Cana- 
dian societies, and supposed todo a good 
business, 

Two weeks ago he suddenly disappeared. 
But little notice was taken of the matter 
except among those directly interested. 
His total liabilities amounted to about 
$4000, but it has since leaked out that sev- 
eral of the principal banks in the city were 
taken in for about half that amount 
through an ingenious series of false drafts 
during the last week of his stay here.

When the drafts were returned, detec- 
tives were immediately engageu to trace 
the man, but at first the only clew was 
that he had gone across the line. Yester- 
day,however,word was received that he isin 
hiding with some French-Canadian friends 
in Boston, and that his arrest might be ex- 
pected shortly. 

His friends here say that, should he be 
captured, he will fight extradition to the 
bitter end. The banks, however, are de- 
cided to press their case, and will bring 
him back if possible. 


SERIOUS RESULTS THREATENED 


Five Million Bushels ot Grain Awaiting 
Shipment From Chicago. 


CHICAGO, March 8.—A freight blockade 
of large proportions threatens serious re- 
sults to business. It is estimated that 
5,000,000 bushels of grain are in Chicago 
awaiting shipment to the east. Thisis in 
elevators or 6. tracks ready to go out, but 
the eastern trunk lines refuse to haul 
grain or other through freights. 

Communications are coming in daily 
from western shippers asking for trans- 
portation east of Chicago. Their elevators 
are filled, for their Chicago correspondents 
can find no way to dispos® of the grain. 
Wholesale grocery houses and shippers are 
finding much fault. They say serious re- 
sults will follow if the difficulty is not 
remedied very soon. 

Agents of the freight departments of the 
Michigan Central, Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, Lake Shore and other roads declare 
that the cold weather is the principal cause 
of the present condition.

THE TOWN VOTE OF 1892 IN

Theincrease in the total vote of the 
822 towns in 1892 was 7,000. The net 
gain for No-License was 4,617, the gain 
for ‘‘ Yes”’ of 1,192, being met by a gain 
in the *‘No”’ vote of 5,809.

Paris some years ago he delivered aD 
impromptu address, in which he gave;

in the soul’s immortality. His friend, | 
Houssaye, who was present, says: 

“Hugo at that time wasa man of steel, 
with no sign of old age about him, but | 
with all the agility, the suppleness, the 
ease and grace of his best years.” He 
was contradicting the atheists, and his 
friend says “his face was bright with 
the heavenly halo, and his eyes shone 
like burning coals.” 

“There are no occult forces,” he said; 
“there are only luminous forces. Occult 
force is chaos; the luminous force is 


God. Man isan infinite little copy of 
God. Thisis glory enough for man. I 


am aman, an invisible atom, a drop in 
the ocean, a grain of sand on the shore. 
Little as Iam, I feel the God in me, be- 
cause I can also bring forth ont of my 
chaos. I make books, which are crez- 
tions. I feel in myself that futurelife. I 
am like a forest which has been more 
than once cut down; the new shoots are 
stronger and livelier than ever. 

“T am rising, I know, toward the sky. 
The sunshine is on my head. The earth 
gives meits generous sap, but heaven 
lights me with the reflection of unknown 
worlds. You say the soul is nothing but 
the result of bodily powers. Why, then, 
is my soul more luminous when my bod- 
ily powers begin to fail? Winter is on 
my head, and eternal spring is in my 
heart. There I breathe at this hour the 
fragrance of the lilacs, the violets and 
the roses as at 20 years ago. The nearer 
Iapproach the end the plainer I hear 
around me the immortal symphonies of 
the worlds which invite me. 

“Tt is marvelous, yet simple. It isa, 
fairy tale, and it is historic. For half a 
century I have been writing my thoughts 
in prose and verse, history, philosophy, | 
drama, romance, tradition, satire, ode} 
and song. I have tried all, but I feel I 
have not said a thousandth part of what | 
isinme.

France's Great Canal System. 
Interior navigation has long held a 


and it is not surprising to learn that the 
length of navigable waterways in that 
country is 8,000 miles, of which 650 miles 
are returned as tidal, 2,100 miles naviga- 
ble without works, 2,250 miles canalized 
rivers and 8,000 miles canals. The state 
looks out for all but 7 per cent of this 
network, which is therefore practically 
free from tolls. This system of inland 
navigation has cost about $300,000,000 
for construction and purchase and $25,- 
000,000 for concessions. The annual cost 
of maintenance is about $2,600,000, or 
$325 a mile, which covers ell expendi- 
tures whatsoever. The number of ves- 
sels employed on the waterways is be- 
tween 15,000 and 16,060. About 26 per 
cent have acapacity of 300 tons or more, 
while more than half have acapacity ex- 
ceeding 100 tons. 

Moreover, about 2,000 foreign boats 
use the French canals each year. The 
motive power is now almost entirely 
furnished by draft animals, although a 
few steam tugs are used on the Seine, 
the Oise and some other rivers, and 
steam cargo boats are occasionally met. 
Cable towing and tow locomotives are 
also used in a few places. The average 
cost of moving a ton of freight one mile 
is stated to be .064 cents on the rivers 
and 25 per cent less on the canals.—Paris 
Letter.

QUINCY’s APPOINTMENT. 


It is Favorably Commented Upon by the 
New England Press. 


Among the many comments on the Az 
pointment of Josiah Quincy to the position 
of Assistant Secretary of State we repro- 
duce the following: 

It was very clever politics making Josiah 
Quincy assistant secretary of state. There 
is considerable political business in that 
department, and a man fresh from the Re- 
publican party, like Secretary Gresham 
might not care to consider all the political 
bearings of new appointments. Mr. Quincy, 
however, will be quite at home in that 
watter. Besides, it is really a very im- 
portant post, as well as a most valuable 
training ground fora man who is in the 
higher plane of politics to stay, as Mr. 
Quincy is.—Lawrence Eagle. 

Asto Mr. Quincy’s capacity there is no 
reasonable doubt. He will have to over- 
come all the difficulties of unfamiliarity 
with the duties of his new position, but 
this would probably have been the case 
whoever was appointed; our system of gov- 
ernment by parties makes such things in- 
evitable. Mr. Quincy is still a young man, 
but he has had considerable experience in 
public life, a gift for which is his, no doubt, 
partly by inheritance, and this may be as 
good a preparation for diplomacy as any 
one islikely to get in this country. His 
personal character is of the highest, and 
all his associations and aspirations are 
those ofagentleman. There is much—very 
much—to be grateful for in this.—Provi- 
dence Journal.

BOLD BURGLARY. 


Unsuccessful Attempt to Blow Open Safe 
at South Braintree Post Office.

The night mail from Paris panted into 
Calais Pier station only five minutes 
late.

The increase in arrests the past year was 
163, ninety-five of which was for drunken- 
ness, 

This I attribute principally to the new 
drunk law. A person arrested in North or 
West Quincy after 12 o’clock at night for 
drupkenness, we are obliged to pay $1.50 
for a team to bring him to the station. In 
the morning he is released; if he has any 
money he takes the train to Boston, or the 
electric car to Neponset, 

Now I hope, and trust, that our repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature will do all in 
their power to repeal a law that is making 
drunkards.

BELL TELEPHONE PATENT. 


The Original Grant for Exclusive Rights 
Has Expired. 
WASHINGTON, March 9. — The original 
Bell telephone patent expired Tuesday. 
This patent, of course, covered an instru- 
ment differing in many respects from the 
Bell telephone now in common use, and | 
not nearly so perfect. All the latter im-} 
provements upon the original instrument | 
are still monopolized by patents belonging 
to the Bell company, many of them hav- 
ing long terms to run. It is claimed, how- 
ever, that the expiration of the original 
patent will bring rivals into the field, and} 
that the existence of the telephone mo 
nopoly may be seriously endangered. 
There are several important telephone 
patents which are not owned by the com- 
pany. One of these is a switchboard ar- 
rangement, said to be more perfect than 
is the 


any nowinuse. It property of a 
company organized in ¢ ago with a 


large capital, and whose proposed inten- 
tion is to enter the field as a rival when the 
original Bell telephone patent expires. 
The original patent was granted to Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, March 7, 1576. 

It is a fair conclusion to reach, therefore, 
in view of the present state of the said | 
patents relating to telephones, ete., owned 
by the Bell Telephone company, that there 
seems to be no good reason why, after Jan. 
30, 1894, a telephone having a magnetic 
transmitter should be put upon the} 
market without danger of infringing other 
patents. This, at least, is the opinion ex- 
pressed by the chief officials of the patent 
office.

LAST CARD PLAYED. 


The West End Street Railway ot 
Boston Absorbed. 


ITS PRESIDENT TO RETIRE. 


Land Company of the Same 
Name Also Transferred. 


Boston, March 10.—The West End Street 
Railway company and the West End Land 
company have passed into the hands of the 
North Shore Traction company of Phila- 
delphia. This statement is made upon the 
authority of an interested party to a Bos- 
ton Post reporter. This means that Henry 
M. Whitney retires from the field, and he 
will now devote his energies to the Domin- 
ion Coal company, of which he {s presi- 
dent. 

This transfer has been effected within 
the past two days and is the consumma- 
tion of the comprehensive scheme of the 
Philadelphia syndicate to control all the 
electric street railways in eastern Massa- 
chusetts. It is the latest development 
in the 

Most Gigantic Street Railway Deal 
ever undertaken in this country and means 
much to the people of Boston and vicinity. 

It is the culmination of the consolida- 
tion movement begun some years ago 
when the Highland absorbed the Union 
and Charles River Street Railway com- 
panies, followed soon after by the consoli 
dation of the South Boston and Middle- 
sex roads; and this in turn was followed by 
the combination of these with the Metro- 
politan in the great Whitney West End 
company. 

The only street railway then running 
into Boston, and not in the combination, 
was the Lynn and Boston, which was pur- 
chased some weegs ago by the North Shore 
Traction company, which now controls the 
whole situation. The dragnet of the Phila- 
delphia syndicate has been quietly spread 
about the Hub, and intoits meshes every- 
thing this in line has fallen. 

For some time past the West End stock 
has been holding remarkably firm in a de- 
pressed market; but not until a few days 
ago did the North Shore Traction company 
gain a controlling interest in the stceck 
which it had so long been after. 

Not only has this Philadelphia syndicate 
such a large block of West End shares, but 
it has also secured a controlling interest in 
the West End Land company, which com- 
pany holdsin round numbers 65,000 shares 
of the West End railroad common stéck. 
The price paid for the West End stock was 
$85 per share, which is Mr. Whitney’s own 
figure for his holdings. 

Itis also a fact that the bulk of the 
stock was purchased directly from Mr. 
Whitney and his immediate associates. 
Mr. Whitney had become 

Thoreughly Tired and Disgusted 
with the flerce and bitter fights to which 
the West End has been subjected in the 
matter of rapid transit, and He decided to 
give up the presidency of the road and de- 
yote his energy and brains to the Domin- 
ion Coal company, of which he is presi- 
dent. This fact would seem to account for 
the evident lack of interest he has taken 
lately in his heretofore pet rapid transit 
schemes. 

The object of the North Shore Traction 
company is to build upa gigantic system, 
which will have New Hampshire as a bound- 
ary on the north and Rhode Island on the 
south, Boston being the center. When the 
scheme is fully carried out and a few con- 
necting links are completed, there will be 
a continuous line of electric street railways 
between Amesbury on the north and Fall 
River on the south. Passengers may ride 
from Amesbury to Newburyport, thence 
to Danvers, to Salem, to Lynn, to Boston, 
to’Milton, to Quincy, to Brockton, to Taun- 
ton, to Fall River. 

The local business between these various 
towns and cities is expected to be especially 
valuable to tht company, which will com- 
pete for it with the steam railroads, and 
the unification of interests, it is claimed, 
will result in better service for the general 
public. 

Uncle Sam and San Domingo. 

MADRID, March 10.—Ata cabinet coun- 
cil the attitude of the United States toward 
San Domingo was considered. The min- 
ister of foreign affairs said that the United 
States had behaved with the utmost court- 
esy and friendliness, and that United 
States Minister Snowden had assured him 
that the Washington government had no 
intention of interfering on the islands. 
Orders were sent out, therefore, that the 
Spanish warship recently sent to San Do- 
mingo withdraw at once. 


Railroad Not to Blame. 

New HAVEN, March 10.—Coroner Mix 
has just completed his inquiry into the 
death of James Bailey, who was struck 
and killed by the “Ghost” train on the 
Consolidated road at East Wallingford 
Monday evening. Coronix Mix finds that 
the necessary signals were given and that 
the road isin no way to blame for the ac- 
cident.

CHICAGO, March 10.—A_ well-known Chi- 
cago millionaire, N. K. Fairbank, won a 
victory yesterday over a famous old lake 
front squatter, Captain Streeter, after 
years of fighting in courts. Fairbank suc- 
ceeded in having Streeter driven off the 
property, now worth nearly $1,000,000,

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QUIETING DOWN. | 


Return of Warden Lovering Has a Good 
Effect on Charlestown Convicts. 


Bostox, March 10.—The return of 
Warden Lovering to the state prison had a 
somewhat calming effect on the inmates. 
The prisoners maintained a more dignified 
demeanor than they have so far during the 
outbreak and made but little noise during 
the day, and in the evening they made no 
effort to disturb the peace of the institu- | 
tion. At the time when al! lights 
were ordered out a few of the men tried to 
start the yelling, but the attempt was un- 
successful. Then all was dark, and the 
men went to sleep. 

There was no demonstration when they 
saw that the warden was in charge. Since 
he has been there there has been no tip to 
the offieers by which they can guage the 
feeling of the men at the return of the 
official. This fact is patent, the convicts 
seem to have a great deal of respect for Mr. | 
Lovering. } 

This was illustrated at 8:30 o'clock last | 
evening when the warden went into the 
octagonal. He opened the door very quiet- | 
ly, but as soon as he got inside the prison- 
ers yelled, “Three cheers for Warden Lov- | 
ering,” and they were given with a will, 
and then the noise subsided. 

The most dramatic incident of the day 
was when the governor drove up in com- 
pany with his new appointee for warden, 
General Bridges. At the door both men | 
were met by Warden Lovering, and the | 
trio repaired immediately to the warden’s 
office, where they remained in consultation 
for 10 minutes. Their consultation was | 
purely a friendly oné, prison troubles not | 
not being referred to. 

Nothing new was discevered by the| 
searching party. When the party returned | 
for their dinner the governor made a short 
address to them, in which he took occa- 
sion to repent his statement of the day be- 
fore that the commonwealth was behind 
them, and would support them in their 
work. 

Officer Hyde was not greeted with the | 
vulgar epithets which on Wednesday even- | 
ing announced the putting out of the! 
lights. The actions of the prisoners ap- 
pear to make good the assertion of Warden 
Lovering that if he had been at the prison 
at the time of the outbreak all would have | 
been well. The place yesterday was com- 
paratively quiet. 


THE EVIDENCE. INSUFFICIENT. 


Case Which Interested Many Canadians 
and Americans Settled. 


Boston, March 10.—Special Agent Smith, 
the officer in charge of the Boston inter- 
nal revenue office, was notified by Counsel 
General Knapp of Montreal yesterday 
that the case pending against Deputy Col- 
lector Twohey, stationed at that city, had 
been settled. The case was one that inter- 
ested thousands of people, both in Canada 
and the United States. About one year | 
ago Deputy Collector Twohey, who is sta- 
tioned at Montreal, and who has held that 
position for the past 20 years, and Special | 
Agent Smith were arrested in Canada, 
charged with conspiracy. The fact that 
both the men were United States officials 
caused a great deal of excitement. 

The result was that Seth the officials

i. iting the cases in Canada. Messrs. 
£ ith and Twohey were arraigned before 
t° + court at that place, and after an exami- 
n: ion both were discharged, but another 
complaint was entered against Twohey 
and he was held for the grand jury. The 
case was reached last fall, and after hear- 
ing the evidence two days one of the jury- 
men expressed an opinion and the judge 
discharged them at one, but Twohey was 
still held for trial. 

The case was reached for the last time 
Wednesday, but the attorney general for 
the queen thought that there was not 
enough of evidence to convict and he was 
discharged and the case finally settled. 
The cases originated about 15 months ago, 
when both officers were in Canada looking 
for evidence to convict a well known Mon- 
treal tailor.

Miser Babbitt’s Death Causes a 
Nine Days’ Wonder. 


STOMACH TO BE ANALYZED. 


A Brief Glance at the Deceased 
Man’s Inside Life. 


MANSFIELD, Mass., March 10.—The good 
people of Mansfield and the adjacent dis- 
tricts of Norfolk county are in a state of 
high excitement over the death and burial 
of ‘‘old man” George M. Babbitt, the mys- 
terious autopsy performed upon his re- 
mains and the strange tangle of family 
history and family feuds, already more or 
less known, which have been thrust into 
glaring publicity. It is a nine days’ won- 
der, and should Professor Wood of the Har- 
vard medical school, who is to make an ex- 
amination of the dead man’s stomach and 
analyze its contents, discover anything 
suspicious, the wonder will ‘endure for a

acters”’ of Mansfield for 30 years. Since the

ina big barnlike 2-story house situated 
about a third of a mile from the station on 
the Attleboro road. His one daughter, 
Mrs. Seward, lived with her husband and 
family at Cranford, N. J. Gossip says 
that she and her father were not on 
friendly terms. She rarely visited him, if 
ever, and, as far as could be learned, com- 
munication between the two was aimost 
entirely suspended. Certainly there had 
been none for nearly a year. 

The old man was always close in his 
habits and scon became a confirmed miser. 
He had considerable money accumulated, 
which he had Mivested in railroad bonds. 
They were mostly for $1000 each. His plan 
was to pinch and scrape and hoard the in- 
terest of hisinvestments until it amounted 
to $1000, with which he would buy another 
bond, Then he began on the next. These 
bonds he concealed about the premises in 
the most peculiar places—in ash barrels, 
in old boxes and in holes and corners about 
the outhouses and cellar. 

How much there is no one knows for cer- 
tain. There is at least 260,000 in persanal 
property of this kind, and a systematic 
search of the premises may disclose much 
more. A neighbor told the reporter that he 
should not be surprised if it reached $100,000 
intheend. But that is an exaggerated es- 
timate. 

His life was perfectly abject. He denied 
himself food, fire and the common ne¢es- 
saries of life. The house was likea pig- 
stye, and the old man was at times so 
feeble from his 

Voluntary Deprivation of Food 

that he could scarcely walk. Once or twice 
compassionate neighbors prevailed on him 
to allow a housekeeper to take charge of 
his establishment, but none of these could 
stay more than a brief time; the place, its 
owner and its environments madeit im- 
possible. Aside from his scrimping pro- 
clivities, Babbitt was pleasant enough,and 
was not inthe least averse to chatting with 
his neighbo He disliked strangers, how- 
ever, and did not like children. Mis- 
chievous school boys sometimes ‘‘plagued” 
him, and then he ran out and pursued 
them with angry cries. 

When his grzndson, young George Se- 
ward, who ha/ come to visit him, stole 
several of his bonds a year ago, the old 
man, reduced to a pitiable condition of 
body and mind, consented to go and live 
with his niece, Mrs. Klebes of Attleboro, 
and her husband, who is a blacksmith. 
But rupture ensued between Mrs, 
Klebes and her husband, and she came to 
Mansfield with her daughter, who went 
home nearly a year ago. She made the old 
man comfortable for the rest of his days, 
gave him proper food to eat and decent 
clothes to wear, furnished and refitted the 
house, and, in general, was a daughter to 
him. Mrs. Klebes, whatever her motive 
may have been, and there is not a shadow 
of a case against her, treated the poor old 
man inthe most humane and commend- 
able manner.

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QUR WATER WORKS. 


The First Annual Report of the 
Water Commissioners 


$12,250.65 FROM WATER RATES 


The Necessity of Immediate Extensions 
Recognized and Recommended, 


The first annual report of the Water 
Commissioners will be of interest to most 
citizens. It will occupy twelve pages cf 
the forthcoming city book but the impor- 
tant parts are given fully below. Follow- 
ing a general description of the plant, and 
distributing system we come to the work of 
1892. 

‘*The total amount of main pipe laid in- 
cluding conduit pipe from reservoir to 
pumping station, at the time the city came 
in possession of the plant was about 35 
miles, the number of hydrants, 121 ; pum- 
ber of service pipes, 1456. The pipes laid 
by the Quincy Water Company are princi- 
pally wrought iron, manufactured by the 
National ‘Tube Works Cu. The hydrants 
and gates are of the pattern made by the 
Chapman Valve Manufacturing Company. 
Cast iron pipes have been used for all 
recent extensions of mains, 

“Since assuming conuol of the works 
3.19 miles of pipe have been laid, 14 
hydrants set, and 158 service connections 
made, making the total mileage of main 
pipe 38.19. Total number of hydranis 
135. Total number of service connections 
1,614, of which 67 are supplied by meter. 

“The matter of future extensions, as well 
as the efficiency of the present fire service, 
has been the subject of careful investiga- 
tion and study by the Board. In this, as 
well as on the work of construction, the 
varied experience and engineering ability 
of our superintendent, Mr. F. E. Hall, has 
proved of great value. Numerous petitions 
have been received for extensions of mains. 

“There is a general demand from our 
citizens for extensions, particularily in the 
more newly settled portions of the city. 
O:iginal mains laid by the water company 
were principally through our main 
thoroughfares and in the section, at that 
time, most thickly settkd. Within the 
past few years there has been a large in- 
crease in the number of houses built in the 
suburbs of the city and it is evident that 
the future increase of population will be 
principally in those sections. To provide 
a satisfactorily fire service and to provide 
for future extensions in these outlying sec- 
tions will necessitate the laying of some 
leading mains and an appropriation will be 
required for that purpose, The advantages 
of having constantly at hand an ample 
supply of water to meet any emergency 
without interferring with the regularity of 
the working of the pumping maghinery are 
unquestionabie, 

The Board is of the opinion that in case 
of accident in order to provide a sufficient 
reserve foy sudden demand, such as a large 
fire, and at the same time to provide an 
adequate supply for domestic purposes, 
it is desirable to have at hand at legst 24 
hours’ supply. ‘This resuit ean be obtained 
by building an additional stand pipe on the 
city land on Forbes Hill, in Ward 5. The 
location ag well as the elevation of this 
hill is very favorable for the purpose. The 
height of the hill is practically the same as 
the lot of the present stand pipe cn Penn’s 
Hil), Not only would this stand pipe serve 
as an additional storage tank, but it would 
be of great advantage to the distributing 
system. The leading main frog the Pump- 
ing Station to the proposed standpipe would 
be an extension of the present 16-inch main 
on Centre street, through Copeland to 
Willard street to the West Quincy depot 
thence through Willard street and Kobert- 
son street to Adams street, thence to the 
top of Forbes Hill. There is a possibility 
of water takers nearly the whole distance. 
The details and estimated cost of this pro- 
posed addition to the system will be the 
subject of a special communication from 
the Board. 

“The efficiency of the distribution service 
can be greatly improved by connecting 
many of the dead ends now existing in the 
various sections. Particular attention is 
called to the lack of fire hydrants in the 
various sections now piped. Throwing out 
the 5 miles of 2 inch pipe laid as supply 
mains, as being too small to furnish a fire 
service, we have left of the origiual mains 
laid when the city came into possession, 
about 30 miles of pipe. On these lines are 
located 121 hydrants, on an average of 4 to 
the mile, averaging one hydrant to about 
1300 feet of pipe. 

“The Board of the opinion that the City 
Council should carefully consider the sub- 
ject of additional hydrants. 

“The supply of water as at present de- 
veloped is ample for the present number of 
takers. It is evident, however, that it is 


only a question of time when it will be| 


necessary to increase the same, This sub- 
ject will reguire careful investigation and | 
studies of competent experts,”

MORMONS IN CANADA, 
A Flourishing Colony of Nearly 2a Hun- 
dred Families Established. 
OTTAWA, March 10.—Nothwithstanding 
the strong opposition there was to per- 
mitting Mormons to secure a foothold in 
the Canadian northwest, they appear to 
have established themselves in a little 
colony of their own in considerable num- 
bers, near the international boundary line 
at Lee’s Creek. Inspector Steel, in his re- 
port to the government upon the condition 

of the Mormons, says: 

“On the first of October of the present 
year the Mormon setters in this district 
numbered 81 families, comprising 215 
males, 205 females; the number of children 
under 8 ‘years of age was 142. Since 
the date this census was taken 12 families 
have arrived and taken up their home- 
steads on Fish Creek. The Mormons have 
purchased about 700,000 acres of land be- 
tween Lee’s Creek, St. Mary’s river and 
Pot Hole creek ; 116,000 acres of this* was 
purchased by the Cardston company, and 
since transferred to individuals. Most of 


this large tract of land is at present wild, 
or only used for cutting hay and pasture.

Decision Rendered Allowing the Final 
Testament of Deceased. 

SALEM, Mass., March 10.—The Tucker- 
man will case has been decided. Yester- 
day Judge McKim of the probate court en- 
tered a decree allowing the will over which 
there has been a contest lasting for nearly 
two years, 

Samuel Parkman Tuckerman, a well- 
known member of a well-known Salem 
family, died at Newport in 1890, leaving an 
estate valued at something over $50,000 to 
his nephew, Frederick Tuckerman of 
Amherst, and cuiting off his daughter 
Mary without giving her adollar. Miss 
Tuckerman, who was in Europe at the 
time, at once returned to this country and 
began a contest, alleging that her father 
Wa of unsound mind when he made his 
will. 

The case attracted considerable atten- 
tion, owing to the prominence of several 
of the principals and witnesses. The evi- 
dence tended to show that Dr. Tuckerman 
had taken a violent dislike to some of his 
daughter's friends, especially Miss Me- 
Kenzie, and that he had practically driven 
her from home because of her unwilling- 
ness to break with her friends. 

The evidence, however, it appears wes 
not sufficient to satisfy Judge McKim that 


the deceased was of unsound mind. An 
appeal will doubtless be taken.

A SEW HAWAITAN TREATY 


May Follow Cleveland’s Withdrawal of 
the Present One, 


WASHINGTON, March 10. — President 
Cleveland yesterday sent to the senate a 
message withdrawing the Hawaiian treaty, 
which has been pending in the senate. 
Whether or not he will favor the making 
of another treaty, and whether it will be 
an annexation treaty or not, cannot be 
suid on authority at this time, but a per- 
son who has talked with the president on 
the subject said that another treaty would 
be made. 

It is estimated that the president will 
suggest, either by message or personally, to 
senators, that a committee be appointed 
to visit the Hawaiian Islands this year 
during the interval between the adjourn- 
ment or the special session of the senate 
and the reconvening of the next congress. 

President Cleveland, heretofore, has 


been quite solicitous on this point, and! florists are paid high prices for makinga | 


made inquiries as to whether or not the 
resolution providing for such a commis- 
sion had gone through. He had been, ap- 
parently, under the impression that it had 
been adopted. He learned that it had not 
been, that the senate had authority alone 
to provide for such a commission, probably 
to consist of senators, and that the con- 
tingent fund of the senate could be drawn 
on for this purpose.

WOULD NOT BE 


WISE. 


Conclusion Reached by President and Cab- 
inet Regarding an Extra Session. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—During the few 
days that the president has had the oppor- 
tunity to consult with his cabinet advisers 
the question of calling an extra session of 
congress has formed the subject of much 
deliberation, in view of the threatening 
condition of the public finances. The re 
sult has been the conclusion that it would 
not be wise to call the new congress to- 
gether immediately. 

It is thought that the belief of Mr. Cleve- 
land and his secretary of the treasury in 
their right to issue bondsin further emer- 
gencies without further legislation was fat 
the bottom of their consenting to a cessa- 
tion of hostilities over the Sherman amend- 
ment. Itis not probable, however, 
either of them would feel justified in mak- 
ing such issue a large one. It would prob- 
ably ba $5,000,000 or $10,000,000 at the out- 
side—a sufficient amount for an experi- 
ment. 

If it should be found that the effect of 
this issue was going to be nullified by a 
panicky feeling in the money market or 
by the operations of speculators who 
would draw gold out at one door of the 
treasury as fast as they shoveled it in at 
the other, they would consider it better 
policy to suspend bond selling and let the 
people have a taste of business conducted 
everywhere in the country on a silver 
basis. Of course, gold would in that event 
gotoapremium. Atthe jiame time itis 
safe to say that the silver mania in con- 
gress and among the people would drop tc 
a very serious discount. 

GOLD AND SILVER. 
Secretary Carlisle Will Endeavor to Main- 
ain the Parity of the Two Metals, 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Secretary Car- 
lisle authorized the announcemeut that he 
would exercise all the power and discretion 
vested in him to uphold the credit of the 
government and to maintain the parity of 
gold and silver. The statement was made 
to brush away the endless string of rumors 
that have gained circulation about what 
he contemplated doing as to maintaining 
the gold reserve intact, as toissuing bonds, 
oras to paying United States notes and 
United States treasury notes in silver 
when the free gold was exhausted, etc, 

The example of Denver in offering $1,000,- 
000 for treasury notes has been followed by 
Chicago bankers, who yesterday offered 
$500,000 in gold for United States notes. 
At the treasury department it is thought 
that bankers in other cities will do like 
wise. 

There is a feeling of relief asto the gold 
balance at the treasury, and unless exports 
of gold on Saturday are unusually heavy, 
of which no information has yet been re- 
ceived, the treasury department will have 
ample gold to supply the demand. 


PRESIDENTIAL NOMINATIONS. 


Collins and Gray Receive Two Juicy Ad- 
ministration Plums, 

WASHINGTON, March 10,—The president 
sent the following nominations to the sen- 
ate: Isaac B. Gray of Indiana, to be envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
of the United States to Mexico; Patrick A. 
Collins of Massachusetts, to be con-ul gen- 
eral of the United States at London; Josiah 
Quincy of Massachusetts, to be assistant 
secretery of state; Robert A. Maxwell of 
New York, to be fourth assistant postmas- 
ter general. 


Hill’s Visit to Cleveland, 

WASHINGTON, March 10,—The one great 
feature of interest in political circles is the 
visit of Senator David B, Hill to his 
greater political rival, President Cleve- 
Jand.

Horn of Mrs. O’Leary's Cow. 

A strange relic has reached the Ameri- 
can Exchange hotel at San Francisco 
and has attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion. It is @ie horn of Mrs. O’Leary’s 
cow, the celebrated bovine of Chicago 
that in 1871 kicked over the historic oil 
lamp. H. C. Atkinson, who owns the 
relic, gave $8 for it right after the fire. 
The hide sold for $120. Mrs. O’Leary’s 
cow didn’t have a very big horn, accord- 
ing tothis. What became of the other 
horn nobody knows. This one was 
beautifully fashioned by Mr. Atkinson's 
brother into the form ofa fish. A niche 
had been cut into the edges of the open 
end and eyes of glass inserted on the 
sides, while ivory fins decorate it in the 
proper places. 

It is lined on the inside with red plush, 
and thus with its mouth on a bias and 
its curved tail it looks for all the world 
like a trout or a salmon as it jumps out 
of the water. A hook is in its gill anda 
ribbon on the hook so that all complete.

Five in Quincy and a Call From 
Boston.

A Defective Chimney. 

The alarm at 1.38 Friday afternoon from 
Box 38 was for a slight fire at the residence 
of Napoleon Reed, in the rear of No. 7 
Liberty Square. It caught around the 
cLimney in the second story, but the fire 
department made short work of it. Mrs. 
Reed and a sleeping baby were in the house 
at the time. The loss was principally to 
clothing. 


The Boston Call. 


The conflagration in Boston, for such it 
was, is reported at length on the first page 
in the American Press despatch. 

The first reporter at the scene of the fire 
was a member of the LEDGER staff. He 
arrived at 4.30 and at 435 had a despatch 
over the wires giving a brief account of the 
conflagration, which was immediately bul- 
letined and also printed in the PATRIOT. 

As the paper containing the news was 
issued at 5.05, the publishers claim it was 
the first newspaper not excepting the Bos- 
ton dailies to give any news of the fire. 

There was something terrible and uncan- 
ny in the lightning like rapidity with 
which the seemingly solid structures were 
licked up. It made men realize what puny 
things they were when the fire fiend was 
let loose. It was the same way with the 
Hetch Brothers’ conflagration. The fire 
burst out over the entire building from cel- 
lar to roof like a flash of lightning. It is 
unexplainable and awful. Fora few min- 
utes the firemen were almost paralyzed by 
the spectacle. 

Within ten minutes after the fire started 
it had leaped across Lincoln street and the 
brown stone building which now stands on 
the site of the notorious crystal palace was 
on fire. This building is occupied by Bax- 
ter, Stoner & Schenkelberger, a Quincy 
firm, whose loss is about $100,000. Mr. 
Baxter informs the LEDGER that the firm 
is fully insured. He was in the building at 
the time. 

The LEDGER informed Chief Ripley of 
the conflagration in Boston at 4.45 but it 
was not until 5.40that he was called upon 
for aid. Steamer 1 with three horses and 
Hose 1 with two and the permanent men 
attached thereto with some of the call men 
responded, making the run io 55 minutes, 
remarkably quick considering the travel- 
ling. The Milton steamer was passed on 
the road. Steamers from Brockton and 
Fall River passed through the city over 
the Old Colony travelling at the rate of a 
mile a minute. 

The Quincy Steamer was located at the 
corner of Beach and Oxford streets and 
two lines of hose were run to the Emergency 
Hospital, then in the hottest of the fire. 
To the credit of Quincy and other help the 
walls of this building are standing, the 
United States Hotel was saved and the 
spread of the flames in that direction 
checked. Engineer Wight of this city was 
among the injured, he being struck over 
the right eye, but not seriously injured. 

At 7.30 the fire was under control, but 
those who went in from Quincy as late as 
?r.M. if they were fortunate enough to 
get near the scene sawaroaring fire. It 
was after1 A. M. before the Quincy appara- 
tus was dismissed, and it arrived home 
between three and four this morning. 


St. Mary's Hall Fire. 


The alarm from box 45 at 11.45 o’clock 
last night was rung in for a fire in St. 
Mary’s hall on Willard street. The fire 
originated from an overheated steam pipe 
in the rear of the first floor. The wood 
work about the ante-rooms was somewhat 
burned but the damage will not exceed 
$100.

World’s Fair Notes. 


Exhibits for the Woman’s building are 
required to be in the building by March 15, 
at which time an expert committee of the 
Board of Lady Managers will pass upon 
them to determine their fitness for exhi- 
bition. 

Two white kangaroos will appear in the 
New South Wales exhibit. These are ex- 
ceedingly rare animals. Only one other 
living specimen is known to exist, and that 
is au attraction in the Royal Aquarium in 
London. 

Visitors at the World’s Fair will have an 
opportunity to witness the publication of a 
daily newspaper from the beginning to the 
end of the work, and in all its branches, 

In its exhibit at the World’s Fair the 
Government Patent Office will show up- 
ward of 2,500 models, many of them being 
working machines. 

An engine built by James Watt, Lanca- 
shire, England, in 1815, will be exhibited 
at the World’s Fair in the transportation 
department. It is owned by John Rourke 
& Son, Savannah, Ga., and has been con- 
tinuously in use since built. 

Arrangements have been made in Lon- 
don to transport to Chicago, for use at the 
World’s Fair, seven English coaches and 
sixty horses, together with professional 
drivers and guards. These coaches will 
carry passengers from the hotels to the 
Exposition grounds and return, at prices 
commensurate with such a fad, which it is 
believed will be exceedingly fashionable 
with wealthy people. 

The National Museum at Washington, in 
its exhibit at the World’s Fair, will display 
a collection of coins and other metal 
money valued at nearly one million dollars. 

Mr. Sargent, the electrical engineer of 
the World's Fair, bas completed his scheme 
for lighting the main basin on fete nights 
during the Exposition. Thousands of 
incandescent lights of different colors are 
to be used. One row will extend just 
above the water's edge all round the ba- 
sin, and another row will reflect deeper in- 
to the water fromafewfeethigherup. Still 
higher on the loggias of all the buildings 
that surround the basin will be other rows 
of lights with here and there a handsome 
design. Rows of lights will also reach 
around the colonnade story of the Admin- 
istration building, which stands at the 
head of the basin, while the lower part of 
the building will be kept dark.

| sASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Beneficiary Associations—Day Off, For 
| Boestun Elremen—Shorter Workday. 
| Inthe senate without debate the house 

bills to wind up the endowment business 
of fraternal beneficiarv associations and in 
relation to the admission of fraternal bene- 
ficiary associations of other states were 
ordered to a third reading. 

‘The committee on insurance reported a 
bill authorizing fraternal beneficiary asso- 
ciations to grant inducements to members 
to procure additional members. 

The committee on manufactnrers re- 
ported leave to withdraw on the petition of 
R. H. Gorham for legislation that cities of 
over 200,000 inhabitants may purchase gas 
orelectricity and provide for apparatus 
and appliances for its distribution. 

The committee on labor reported a bill 
coustituting 10 hours in 12 consecutive 
hoursa day’s work for all conductors, 

ivers and motormen employed by or on 

half of any street railway company. 

On the bill to reduce railroad fares to 
suburban passengers, the adverse report 
was accepted. 

Anamendment to the bill giving Boston 
firemen a day’s rest in seven, by providing 
that it shall be approved by the mayor and 
city council, was adopted without objec- 
tion and the bill was then engrossed. | 

On motion of Mr. Ratshesky, the house 
bill to incorporate the Exchange club of 
Boston was recommitted to the committee 
on mercantile affairs. 

In the house a little skirmish occurred 
over the reference of the Cambridge stor- 
age battery bill. The senate had referred 
it to the street railway committee in non- 
concurrence. By a practically unanimous 
vote it was referred to the street railway 
committee. 

A bill on leave to authorize cities and 
towns to pay the entire expenses of laying, 
muintaining and repairing common sewers 
was referred to the committee on rules to 
see whether it should be admitted. 

A petition for the sale of new railroad 
stock ut public auction was presented from 
Edwin L. Sprague, chairman of the trans- 
sportation committee of the Massachusetts 
board of trade, and from the other leading 
trade and business associations of Boston. 

Mr. Moriarty presented the petition of J. 
A. Mann and 1920 others in aid of the bill 
to make the hours of labor of railroad em- 
ployees 10 in a consecutive 11. 

The house without debate has passed to 
| be engrossed the bill to regulate the hours 
of labor (10 in 11) of railroad employees. 

The railroad committee reported a bill to 
incorporate Thomas B. Babson and others 
as the Milbury, Sutton & Douglas Electric 
Railroad company, with $200,000 capital, 
with power to issue bonds to $10,000 a 
mnile, to lease or make operating contracts 
with any connecting road; the act to be 
void if the road is not located in two years 
and built in four. 

Ought to pass was reported on the bill 
to permit the counting of votes in all 
towns while voting is in progress. The 
bill merely strikes out the 600 votes limita- 
tion below which in any town or town pre- 
cinct votes could not heretofore be counted 
while voting was in progress. Ought not 
to pass was reported on counting every 
50 ballots during voting; ought not to pass 
on two bills to authorize moderators to 
appoint assistants and for secret voting 
in town meetings; ought not to pass on 
the bill to authorize Salem to furnish 
water to certain residents of Peabody. 

There was a long debate upon the resolve 
providing against depre ms of the 
gypsy moth. It was finally advanced one 
stage, leaving the appropriation $100,000 as 
fixed by the finance committee. 

The bill constituting eight hours a day’s 
| work for state, county, city and town em- 
| ployes was postponed to Tuesday next. 

The senate bill relating to fidelity in- 
surance and corporate surety was passed 


to be engrossed. 


RIGID AND EXPLICIT. 


Boston's Collector Receives a Copy of 


the Quarantine Regulations. 

Boston, March 11.—Collector Beard re- 
ceived a antine rules 
and regulations from Vy igton yester- 
day, which were passca by the last 
gress and signed by the president last 
month. They are very rigid and defines 
the duties of the different officers, who will 
aid in preventing the spread of cholera 
should it visit us in the spring. 

The fact that a cargo of rags was landed 
in New York last December that had been 
shipped from a portin Germany and which 
were examined by an expert in New York 
Thursday and found to contain living 
germs has alarmed the officials, and a 
sharp watch will be kept on incoming ves- 
sels from the present time until next win- 
ter. The vessel brought with it a clean 
bill of health, as the law required it 
should, but it is said that they did not go 
through the proper disinfecting process, As, 
if they had, the germs would not have 
lived until the present time. 

Many of the foreign ports have been 
shut out from shipping rags to this coun- 
try by the new quarantine regulations. 
From a prominent custom officials it was 
learned that this could probably be over- 
come by transshipping the rags from one 
port to another.

Preparations For an Expedition 
in the Name of Liberty. 


UNCLE SAM ON THE ALERT. 


Movement in Charge of a 
Prominent Leader. 


New York, March 11.—A Key West 
(Fla.) special says: The revenue steamer 
McLane arrived here on Monday to replen- 
ish her coal supply and to communicate 
with the authorities. The cutter McLane 
has been cruising actively between Key 
West and Cape Florida for the past week 
to intercept the pirate steamer which it is 
expected will sail with the filibustering 
expedition from this port or from some of 
the islands between it and Biscayne bay. 

The Proposed Expedition 
is said to be under the direction of a prom- 
inent Cuban leader, General Manuel 
Marti. It is reported that at least 250 men 
are on the island of Key West who will go 
in this expedition, and it is expected that 
at least 100 others from Tampa, Fla., will 
join the expedition at some remote place 
known only to the leaders. These men 
are all well drilled and disciplined, and are 
armed with repeating rifles. There has 
been no secrecy about their organization, 
and they could be seen going through the 
manual of arms under their instructor al- 
most any night of the week if one were to 
pass near the theater of San Carlos, on 
Duval street, from the top of which build- 
ing floats every day the Cuban flag. 

No people are more patriotic than the 
Cubans of Key West. They have set aside 
aday which they have called ‘Patriotic 
Day.”’ The earnings of every Cuban for 
one day are donated on Patriotic Day to 
to the cause of Cuba. The women are no 
less patriotic.

of Cuba Libra—the liberty of Cuba. It 
goes without saying that 90 per cent of the 
Americans of this island are in sympathy 
with the Cubans in their struggle for in- 
dependence.

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


The bill of Representative Lodge is no 
dodge. It seeks to provide for a more 
equal distribution of the expense of the 
support of the schools. He would have the 
proceeds of the tax assessed upon the 
corporative franchises or property of cor- 
porations under the provisions of sec. 88 
of chap. 13, and that portion of the tax on 
shares in banks and banking associations 
which is uow paid to cities and towns 
under existing laws, distributed to the cities 
and towns of the commonwealth, in pro- 
portion to the daily average attendance of 
scholars upon the public schools instead of 
to the cities and towns where the share- 
holders reside. This city would be benefited 
by its passage. 


Although Brockton will this year appro- 
priate nearly $400,000, but $58,280 is for 
payment of loans. Quincy's debt is perhaps 
one half that of Brockton, yet $61,862 falls 
due. Are we not paying our debt too fast 
and making our tax rate high ? 

Courtship is becoming such a serious 
matter, in the light of recent murders and 
suicides, that it will scon be necessary 
for young ladies to inquire if their admirer 
owns a revolver. Tragedies like that of 
Sunday are becoming too frequent. 

The suggestion that the new High 
school be erected on the same lot as the 
Woodward Institute seemed at first a very 
good suggestion, but there does not appear 
to be roum enough. A further objection 
to this location and the lot of Mr. Sigourney 
Butler, is that they are too far north of 
City Hall for the children of the Point, 
South and West who walk to school. If 
the Atlantic and Wollaston pupils are to 
continue to ride, they might just as well 
ride way to the Centre. The Chestnut 
street site is one which should meet with

According to the city charter the School 
Committee have to approve the plans for a 
schoolhouse before oue can be built. Under 
the town form of government, when a 


‘schoolhouse Jot was to be bought, a com- 


mittee was appointed, consisting of the 
School Committee or some of its members, 
and other citizens, to make the purchase. 
Under the charter and rules of the Council, 
he power of selection lies in a committee 
of three, who seem to have sole control. It 
would seem highly appropriate that the 
opinion of the School Committee should be 
obtained. We have yet to learn of one of 
the Board who is in favor of the purchase 
of the lot on Goffe street. 


High School Notes. 

Greatly to the advantage of the class in 
geology, an excellent working collection of 
minerals has been added to the High school. 
The usual scale of hardness including tale, 
gypsum, calcite, fluorite, apatite, ortho- 
clare, quartz, topaz or beryle, and corun- 
dum is well illustrated. To make the scale 
complete, number 10, the diamond, is 
wanted, 

The principal crystalline forms, includ- 
ing the isometric, tetragonal, orthorhom- 
bic, monoclinic, triclinic and hexagonal 
system are represented, 

The scale of lustre is made plain by ap- 
propriate specimens. In addition to the 
scales of hardness, crystalline form and lus- 
tre, a very good general collection has been 
procured, 

Recent additions to the general cabinet 
at the High school are Chinese tooth- 
brushes presented by Miss Kolb, ’93, a 
specimen of opium presented by Miss Din- 
nie, 95, a complete set of sugar samples 
given by a friend of the school, and a leaf 
of natural tobacco presented by a friend. 

The number of visitors at the High 
school is on the increase.

AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY 


An Essay and Discussion at the Quin- 
cy Literary Society. 


ANOTHER PAPER ON CRINOLINE. 


Members “Generally Did Not Agree With 
Writer-—Ladies to Be Pleased,

proceeded to read the first article contributed 
which was entitled ‘‘ An eight bour day.” 
The writer in vigorus terms advocated this 
reform and dealt at length with some of the 
usual arguments advanced against it by its 
opponents. He said: “Those who 
advocate the eight hour day are often met 
at the outset with the objection, that it will 
not lessen production. Very well, if the 
increased vigor of the workman combined 
with more time for culture enables him to 
produce nearly as much in eight hours as 
he did in nine or ten, then it may be neces- 
sary to put a limit to what shall constitute 
a day’s work, One of the main objects of 
this reform isto absord the unemployed, 
and if this can be accomplished we have 
little to fear from intelligent workmen 
producing more in eight hours then they 


” 


did in nine. 
‘“‘The next great argument is that the 
trade cannot afford it, but in Briton last year 
the profits in the textile industries was five 
per cent. all over. Again take the railways, 
A compulsory eight hour day would ensure 
the employment of 180,000 additional men 
in Great Britan alone, so this will give one 
some idea of the number of unemployed 
men this industry alone would absorb the 
world over, and many more industries are 
in the same position.”” The writer then 
proceeds to show that it is only through 
legislation that we can ever hope to make 
this reform universal, because strike statis- 
ties clearly prove that trades union or 
individual effort is entirely useless in this 
direction, 

Referring to foreign competition,the main 
argument of the opponents of an eight 
hour day, the writer says: ‘These argu- 
ments are mostly imaginary, or at best 
class arguments which have always been 
plentiful against every reform in the past. 
There has always been as great production, 
if not greater, and still the nations rise to 
greater heights of prosperity and wealth by 
leaps and bounds. What we want is more 
leisure for culture, time to work, time 
to sleep, time to enjoy ourselves, and thus 
live the lives of honest and intelligent men 
and women.”’ 

In discussing this paper most of the 
members agreed that an eight hour day 
was very desirable, but some difference of 
opinion existed about the advisability of 
having it brought about by legislative en- 
actment. 


The Follies of Fashion. 

The next paper read was of a somewhat 
different nature. One of our bachelor 
members took upon himself the mighty 
task of showing up some of the follies of 
the fair sex in the matter of fashion, 
particularly referring to that threatened 
folly of all follies of fashion, the resurrec- 
tion of the crinoline. But this writer is 
not only a critic of fashions, he is some- 
thing of a poet as well. In opening his 
paper he thus parodies Longfellow’s well 
known lines: 


Modern fashions all remind us, 
We can make ourselves a guy, 

And departing leave behind us 
Something to raise laughter by. 


Something that will cause another 
Age of art and Hygenie, 

To say this to one another: 
What a fright they must have been. 


It will be observed, that in these lines 
the writer shows all an amature poet’s dis- 
regard for the rules of grammar, but his 
prose is not open to the same objection, 
and to this we shall turn. He says, 
** Among the many absurd follies to which 
humanity is addicted, that one known as 
“Following the Fashion’’ stands first in 
absurdity and evil consequences. It is at 
some critical period like the present when 
the fickle Goddess ‘‘ Fashion’’ turning the 
face of time backward, seeks to force upon 
us the absurdities of our grandmothers, 
that our laughter about these things turns 
to tears, and we exclaim in the bitterness 
of horror ‘‘ All is vanity.”’ What is fol- 
lowing the fashion? It is the blind un- 
reasoning obedience of besotted fools to 
the dictates of the genius of ugliness, 
What originates a fashion? Alack, and 
Alas ! candor compels us to admit, that in 
the majority of cases fashions are origi- 
nated to conceal some deformity of a social 
superior. 

The general opinion of the members 
upon this subject was that the ladies ought 
to be allowed to please themselves. If 
they deemed it advisable to wear crinolines 
either for comfort or beauty, it was not the 
business of the male fraternity to deny 
them. Upon the whole the members 
showed a decided dread of saying anything 
which might be construed into a reflection 
upon the tastes or wishes of the female 
sex in the matter of fashions. One thing 
I may mention, however, is that most of 
those who spoke were married men, and 
fear of a ‘‘ A curtain lecture” may have 


had something to do with their unusual 
timidity. It was, however, mildly hoped 
that if the crinoline did become fashionable, 
that its dimentions might be kept within 
reasonable bounds, so as to avoid the 
expense of widening the doors of the 
houses and stores.

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MURDER----SUIGIDE. 


A Rejected Lover Fatally Shoots a 


Quincy Girl 


AND THEN TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


Elm Street the Scene Sunday Morning— 


Many Witnesses to Shooting. 


This city was the scene Sunday morning 
of a cold-blooded murder. It occurred on 
one of the principal streets, in broad day- 
light, and was witnessed by several who 
like the unfortunate girl were returning 
from services at St. John’s church. 

It was about 9.15 A. M. that the shooting 
took place, first three shots in rapid succes- 
sion and a couple of minutes later a single 
shot. All were fired by Joseph Massey,the 
three fatally injured Miss Victoria Lefave, 
and the single shot instantly killed Massey. 

Massey, who formerly worked at Which- 
er’s shoe manufactory in this city, has for 
nearly a year worked in the shop of Chase 
& Merritt at Marlboro. He came to this 
city Saturday evening, stopping at Joseph 
Doucette’s. Sunday morning he waited at 
the corner of Hancock and School streets 
for the girlto return home from church. 
He followed her down Elm and when near- 
ly opposite South street he fired the three 
shots at her, all taking effect, two in the 
back and one in the left wrist. 

Massi then started down the Miller Stile 
road evidently to escape, but witnesses to 
the shooting tried to head bim off by going 
through the stile. While running he tried 
several times to cock his revolyerand when 
about 75 feet beyond the bridge he was 
successful and placing it in front of the 
right ear fired one shot which killed him 
almost instantly. 

Gentlemen carried the unfortunate girl 
in their arms to her home at No. 17 Union 
Street, nearly opposite Main street, where 
Drs. Davis, Sheahan and Gilbert attended 
her. From the first her case seemed 
critical. The shots in the back had shat- 
tered two ribs and caused other internal 
injuries, 

The murderer lay where he fell nearly 
half an hour, untilthe body could be viewed 
by Medical Examiner Gilbert, during 
which time a large crowd congregated. The 
frenzied father of the girl, who was at 
home when the girl, was brought in, was 
early onthe scene of the tragedy and it 
took three men to prevent him from “ get- 
ting at’’ the almost lifeless corpse. Be- 
side the body laid a bull dog revolver, 38 
calibre. When Dr. Gilbert arrived he 
promptly said that the man did notneed a 
doctor, and the ambulance was called, and 
the body taken to Hall’s undertaking 
rooms, 

Massey who was a man about 30 years of 
age, is said to have been infatuated with 
Miss Lefave, whois about 18 years old. 
The attachment was not mutual, the girl 
preferring another. This aroused the 
jealousy of Massey who had said he would 
kill her before another man should get her. 
The threat, not seriously considered at the 
time, seems to have been carried out. 

The murdered girl for her case is hopeless 
was the second oldest in a family of eleven 
children and lived at home. She worked 
in Whicher’s shoe manufactory and was 
considered a pretty young lady. 

All day Sunday people visited the scene 
of the tragedy, and it wasa day of excite- 
ment for the usually quiet neighborhood. 

The remains of Massey are still at 
Undertaker Hall’s, no one as yet having 
claimed them, It is not known definitely 
where his people are but it is said that he 
has a sister who lives in Globe village, Fall 
River. 


Latest News of Girl. 


The condition of Mary Victoria Lafave 
the unfortunate victim of the shooting 
affair Sunday morning remains unchanged 
the patient being too weak for the pbysi- 
cians to make any attempt to find the bul- 
lets. The girl remained in a semi-uncon- 
scious state all day Sunday although she 
regained consciousness for a few minutes 
several times during the day. During one 
of these conscious moments the girl told 
her father that she did not know Massa 
was following her Sunday morning and 
that the first she knew of his presence was 
when she heard the shots when she in- 
stantly realized who fired them.

VISITING A LION FARM 


HOW WILD ANIMALS ARE REARED 
FOR THE MENAGERIES. 


A Place Where Young Lions and Baboons 
Play Like Dogs and Kittens—An Alge- 
rian Lion Kennel Must Be an Tnteresting 
Place For a Man In Armor. 


For the last 2,000 years the seaports of 
northern Africa have been the principal 
supply stations of the zoological curiosity 
market. During the palmy days of the 
Circus Maximus the Roman proconsul 
in Hippo Regius had special instructions 
to supervise the weekly shipments of 
wild beasts, and our menagerie owners 
still import a large percentage of their 
live stock from Oran and Algiers. The 
latter city, especially, has become a ren- 
dezvous of international pet dealers, and 
on my last visit to Antwerp Captain El- 
lard, the traveling agent of the famous 
Hagenbeck sale menagerie, gave me an 
interesting account of alion kennel in 
the neighborhood of the ancient capital 
of the Algerian pirates, 

In the arcades of the Palace Royale 
and all along the steamboat wharves 
strangers are troubled by the importu- 
nities of beast dealers who baw] out the 
merits of their pets, and in the ardor of 
competition will not hesitate to thrust a 
tame monkey into the arms o7 a possible 
purchaser. At a tent near the piazza of 
a French hotel Captain Ellard saw a na- 
tive Arab with a dozen young lions, va- 
rying in price from 10 to 15 francs, but 
learning that the trader was merely a 
salesman of a wild beast farm in the 
outskirts of the Carbah, the hill suburb 
of Algiers, he resolved to apply at head- 
quarters, knowing from experience that

The American people be- 
lieved, whether rightly or wrongly, that 
Mr. Blaine was personally implicated in 
corrupt transactions, and accordingly 
they struck his name out of the list of 
the men eligible for the highest honors 
in the state, as decidedly and as unmis- 
takably as an autocrat of honest pur- 
poses erases from the list of his council- 
ors the name of some statesman who 
has deceived him. Again and again Mr. 
Blaine tried to secure the greatest office 
to which any man of English race can 
aspire, but each time he was “flung 
back” with every mark of humiliation. 

The American people showed them- 
selves absolutely determined that he 
should never be commissioned to be the 
personal representative of the might and 
j majesty of the United States. What 
| makes the matter more remarkable is 
| the fact that Mr. Blaine had every ad- 
| vantage in his favor. Without question 
|he was the greatest politician in his 
country, not in one but in every branch 
of politics. Asa wirepuller and an or- 
ganizer he had no rival, and he could 
manipulate the party machine as no 
other man in theStates could manipulate 
it. He never made an enemy where 
there was the slightest chance of making 
a friend, and he would take as much 
trouble to conciliate the humblest and 
most unknown citizen as the greatest 
“sachem,” {He never forgot a supporter’s 
face, or failed to remember his special 
predilections, and his personal magnet- 
ism was felt not merely by his intimates, 
but by every one who heard him speak 
or filed past him and shook his hand 
during the receptions of his electoral 
campaigns. 

Next, he was one of the most accom- 
plished and judicious of “old parlia- 
mentary hands.” He always managed 
to hit the house ‘‘just between wind and 
water,” and to make each shot tell. His 
speeches seemed compounded of a mix- 
ture of wit and inspired common sense 
and though often two rhetorical they 
exactly suited the temper of the andi- 
ence to which they were addressed. 
Lastly, as an administrative statesman 
Mr. Blaine managed to captivate his 
countrymen.—London Spectator

SWEETER THAN A BEST GIRL. 


Sugar, Molasses and Honey Are Nowhere 
In Comparison With Saccharine, 

An industry still young, but unques- 
tionably with a great mercantile future, 
is that of saccharine, a product of coal 
tar. It is a substitute for sugar, has 
none of its bulk and is so powerful that 
it is 8300 times sweeter. The history of 
its discovery is interesting, : 

In 1879 Dr. Constantine Fahlberg, a 
Russian by birth, but who had been ed- 
ucated in Germany, became connected 
with the Johns Hopkins university in 
Baltimore. There he conducted a series 
of experiments on the toluene sulpha- 
mides, in order to investigate their oxi- 
dation products. 

The outgrowth of this investigation 
was the discovery of saccharine. By 
oxidizing pure orthotoluene sulphamide 
it was found that it would yield a re- 
markably sweet compound. The amount 
obtained, however, was too small to be 
of any practical value for manufactur- 
ing purposes. The problem thenceforth 
was to find other reactions which would 
give a better yield of the sweet body. A 
long and exhaustive series of laboratory 
experiments extending through several 
years were necessary for the satisfac- 
tory development of the chemical proc- 
ess of production. 

As might be expected, a discovery of 
such practical utility had to run the 
gantlet of much hostile criticism. It 
formed a fruitful subject for discussion 
in various scientific societies and jour- 
nals, Attempts were made to show that 
it was not only deleterious, but danger- 
ous, It is only fair to say, however, that 
these arguments seem to have been suc- 
cessfully controverted. An overwhelm- 
ing mass of expert testimony is recorded 
in favor of saccharine. Eminent profess- 
ors, like Sir H. E. Roscoe in London, 
Leyden in Berlin, Paul in Paris, Von 
Barth in Vienna, and a host of others, 
after thorough tests, have certified that 
the effects of saccharine upon the phys- 
ical and psychical functions of the brute 
and human systems are entirely harm- 
less. 

Saccharine in its pure condition isa 
white powder. Various exclusive ad- 
vantages are claimed for its use in the 
arts, household and medicine. To enu- 
merate a few: It is so small in bulk that 
the saving in storage and freight is of 
course very great; its valuable antiseptic 
qualities make it especialiy available in 
preserving as well as sweetening articles 
of food, such as jellies, fruits, etc. In the 
distilling of brandies and liquors and in 
the brewing of beer saccharine has been 
used with signal success. Mixed with 
glucose, saccharine has a sweetness equal 
to the finest refined sugar. Further, 
saccharine serves a distinctly medical 
purpose. It is employed to disguise the 
unpleasant taste of medicine and in the 
preparation of medicated wines and oth- 
er cordials. It has also been highly in- 
dorsed as a substitute for sugar for those 
suffering from diabetes and from fat- 
Unlike sugar, it does not go to 
form surplus nourishment. Finally it 
may be added that this highly concen- 
trated sweetening substance requires 
only a little intelligence to be successful- 
ly used in the household.— Washington 
Star

The “Crucifixion Piant.” 

Those versed in plant and flower lore 
say that the celebrated ‘“‘plant of Cal- 
vary” was unknown in the flora of the 
world prior to the date of the crucifixion 
of Jesus.

Its True Derivation. 

It is truly surprising what erroneous 
ideas are entertained by the general pub- 
lic concerning the true meaning of many 
terms in general use. A striking exam- 
ple of this is the word ‘“terne” as applied 
to tin plate. Usually it is understood 
that this word is derived from the French 
one, meaning “dull.” This is totally in- 
correct. Terne plate is a sheet or plate 
of iron and steel covered with an alloy 
of tin and lead in the proportion of two- 
thirds lead and one-third tin. It is this 
union of the three metals—iron, lead and 
tin—that gave rise to the word terne 
plate, terne being an equivalent to the 
English tern, meaning ‘‘threefold.” The 
origin of the erroneous definition of this 
term was the fact that because of the 
large percentage of lead usedin coating 
terne plates it is dullerin hue than the 
ordinary tin plate, which is frequently 
designated ‘‘bright plate” in contradis- 
tinction to the former.—House Furnish- 
ing Review.

THE PRIESTS OF VERY EARLY TIMES 
WERE AWARE OF IT. 


Long Before the Forty-niners Rushed to 
the El Dorado, Indians Peddled the Pre- 
cious Dust on the Streets of Monterey. 
A Priest’s Secret. 


The discovery of gold in California 
has recently called forth a good deal of 
discussion, and also an especially inter- 
esting story from Captain W. H. Thomes, 
president of the Society of California 
Pioneers. 

Czptain Thomas, before he took up his 
permanent residence in Boston, spent 
many years in California and is very 
much interested in the early history of 
the gold discoveries, 

He says: ‘‘I am perfectly satisfied that 
the presence of gold in that region was 
known to the priests in the very earliest 
times. The priests, who were the first 
pioneers, were a pastoral people. As 
missionaries they gained a wonderful in- 
fluence over the native Indians and 
gradually flooded the country with great 
herds of sheep and cattle that roamed 
over ranges thousands of acres in extent. 
These herds the Indians tended, and it 
was therefore the policy of the priests 
to keep the Indians in subjection. 

“The priests brought with them from 
Spain grapevines and orange trees, and 
they sought to bring peace and plenty to 
the new land. They were wise, long 
headed men and must have known of 
the existence of gold, but they also knew 
the avariciousness of the Spanish people. 
They reasoned that if the presence of the 
yellow metal should become known in 
Spain hordes of greedy adventurers 
would rush in, robbing, killing and rav- 
ishing. Their peaceful relations with 
the Indians would be broken off, the 
great herds would be scattered, and the 
supremacy of the priests themselves 
would be lost. 

“This supremacy was at its highest in 
1765, when from the missions at San 
Diego a chain of 24 missions was ex- 
tended northward. Junipero Sera was 
priest president of all the missions in 
California and was an intelligent, per- 
severing, enterprising man. He was not 
only instrumental in founding mission 
after mission, but he added to the herds 
thousands of sheep and cattle. 

“T have been six times to California 
and have talked with priests of all na- 
tionalities, Mexican, Spanish, Irish and 
American, and I am confident from what 
they say that Junipero Sera knew about 
the gold, but he was a singular charac- 
ter and ruled with a hand of steel, so 
that gold was a word that no one dared 
to utter. He had the history of Peru 
and other countries in his mind, and he 
knew that an influx of gold hunters 
meant terror and destruction and the 
failure of all his great plans. 

“It is claimed that the first discoveries 
were in 1848, when the whole world was 
turned topsy turvy with the astonishing 
news. I myself was in California in 
1843 and staid there for three years, 
and I can positively say that gold was 
known there then, for I have seen it in 
Monterey. On Sundays the Indians 
would come into town, naked except for 
a cloth around their middles, and ex- 
change a little pinch of gold for a drink 
of aguardiente or native rum. Noone 
knew where they got the gold, but some- 
times they would have several dollars’ 
worth of the precious dust. This was an 
old custom, for at Mission Carmel I in- 
terviewed, through an interpreter, an 
aged Indian, who said that when he was 
a boy gold was found in the mountains 
and rivers round about, and the natives 
would wash out a panful in order to get 
a good drank on Sunday, which Chris- 
tian Indians were forbidden to do. He 
thought that there was still gold in the 
mountains, but he was so old that he 
had forgotten where it was. 

“In 1841 Andres Castillero, the same 
person who afterward discovered the 
New Alameda quicksilver mine in Santa 
Clara county, while traveling from Los 
Angeles to Monterey found near the 
Santa Clara river a great number of 
water worn pebbles which he gathered 
upand carried with him to Santa Bar- 
bara. He there exhibited them, said 
they were a peculiar species of iron py- 
rites, and declared that according to 
Mexican miners wherever they were 
found there was a likelihood of gold 
being also found. A ranchero named 
Francisco Lopez, who was living on the 
Piru creek, a branch of the Santa Clara 
river, but who happened at the time to 
be at Santa Barbara, heard Castillero’s 
statement and examined his specimens, 

“Some months afterward, having re- 

turned home, he went out to search for 
strayed cattle. At noon, when he dis- 
mounted from his horse for the purpose 
of resting, he observed a few wild onions 
growing near where he lay. He pulled 
them up, and in so doing noticed the 
same kind of pebbles as those to which 
Castillero had called his attention. Re- 
membering what Castillero had said 
about them, he took up a handful of 
earth, and upon carefully examining it 
discovered gold. The news of the dis- 
covery, at the place which was called 
San Francisquito, about 35 miles north- 
east of Los Angeles, soon spread. Ina 
few weeks a great many persons were 
engaged in washing and winnowing the 
ands and earth in search of gold. 
- “The auriferous fields were found to 
extend from a point on the Santa Clara 
river about 15 or 20 miles from its mouth 
over all the country drained by its up- 
per waters, and thence easterly to Mount 
San Bernardino. 

“On May 14, 1848, Alvarado wrote to 
the prefect of the district reproving him 
for not giving official notice of the dis- 
covery and directing him to gather and 
forward an account of all circumstances 
of interest relating to the gold for trans- 
mission to the supreme government. 

“From that time to the present day 
there has been more o1 less working of 
these mines, but no places of very great 
richness have been found, and none to 
compare with those afterward discovered 
on the tributaries of the Sacragnento and 
San Joaquin.”-—-Bostop,Herald.

He kept his faculties every day as near 
as he could at their best, and life flowed 
on from day to day with an evenness and 
a quietness that made his home life not 
only pleasant for others, but beautiful in

His habits were to breakfast about 
half past 7, then to work in his garden 
in the summer for an hour, and then to 
shut himself in his workroom, where he 
could be sure to be undisturbed until 
half past 12. Then he dined, and after 
that, in his later years, tookanap. Then 
he was ready for callers or visits to 
friends, or for the reading which might 
be required for the work of the next day. 
After tea he was usually the companion 
of his family, hearing his wife or niece 
read aloud some book or magazine, and 
this was his daily round, unless broken 
in upon, month aftermonth, year in and 
yearout. He did not often go to Boston 
or New York or seek a large number of 
literary acquaintances, and yet he was 
never unsocial. He was the light and 
life of two clubs in Newburyport, and he 
was extremely fond of a good square 
talk, in which he was fired up to his ut- 
most.—Rey.

| And an Uproar Ensues. 

| 

PAnis, March 14.—The chamber of depn- 
ties was for four hours yesterday after- 
noon a scene of madness and insanity quite 
indescribable. Out of the whirlwind of ex- 
citement finally came another bref lease 
of life for the lame and discredited minis- 
try of M. Ribot. The cabinet will hold its 
portfolios a little longer. The situation is 
as uncertain as ever, in which all attempts 
to prophesy would be foolish. 

The chamber of deputies, by a vote of 
297 to 228, declared its confidence in, and 
voted to support the government, the ma- 
jority being only 69, 

The vote was taken after an exciting 
debate, in which M, Ribot, the premier 
Bourgeois, the late minister ct 
justice, took a leading part as speakers iu 
defense of the course pursued by the gov- 
ernment in reference to the prosecution of 
the Panama canal defendants. 

There has not been such excitement in 
Paris since the beginning of the Panama 
scandal. When Bourgois appeared on the 
witness stand his first declaration was to 

Repudiate All the Insinuations 
contained in the evidence of Mme. Cottu. 
“Tnever heard anything,” exclaimed M. 
Bourgeois, “of the interviews between 
Mime. Cottu and M. Soinoury until the 
statements were made in court. The 
insinuations,” cried M. Bourgeois earnestly, 
“are simply infamous falsehoods.” 

“T never gave any order calculated to 
induce the officers of justice to shirk their 
duty, orto do anything contrary to law. 
I read the report of the trial, and therefore 
Tam hereto deny the insinuations. In 
leaving my office to protest, I wished to 
say that I would not allow the accused to 
become accusers.”’ 

Charles De Lesseps here arose, and fold- 
ing his arms,said boldly, in tones that rang 
through the court room, ‘‘M. Bourgeois 
attacked me a little while ago. Well, 
monsieur, here I am, face to face with you 
—what have you to say to me?” 

A violent uproar among the audience 
greeted this sudden ebullition on the part 
of the leading defendant, and Judge Des- 
jardins indignantly rebuked the crowd and 
the speaker. “I cannot,’’ he said, ‘tallow 
these dialogues. The law must be recog- 
nized by all.”’ 

Mme. Cottu Was Recalled 
and declared that Goliard had told her he 
would go and see M. Bourgeois in regard 
to her. 

M. Goliard followed Mme. Cottu on the 
stand and confirmed her statement that he 
had told her he would see Bourgeois, 
“but,” he added, “nobody authorized me 
to say so.” 

Then M. Bourgeois arose again and ex- 
claimed: “If anyone knows that I acted 
contrary to the dictates of honor, let him 
speak.” 

At the words the uproarin the audience 
was renewed and Judge Deslardins con- 
cluded to suspend the hearing. Even then 
it took some time for the excitement to 
subside, The crowd left the court room 


jeering at Bourgeois.

NOW COMES THE DENIAL 


That Emperor Francis Joseph Intends 
to Abdicate His Throne. 

VIENNA, March 14.—The reports speak- 
ing of the possibility of abdicating on the 
part of Emperor Francis Joseph are not 
taken seriously here in political circles. 
The emperor has never had any intention 
of the kind and he does not like his suc- 
cessor, Archduke Franz Von Este, well 
enough to make room for hiny on the 
throne before he is actually compelled to 
do so. Francis Joseph rather thinks his 
nephew is not a person to be trusted, ac- 
cording to the various stories related of 
him. Franz Von Este is a fanatic in 
religious matters and to put him at the 
head of affairs just now, while Hungary 
is embroiled in a religious conflict, would 
be sheer madness. 

Besides, the emperor is a firm friend of 
Kaiser William, and in his eyes the triple 
alliance guarantees the stability of his 
government. His successor, Franz, is sus- 
pected to be an enemy of Italy if not of 
Germany. All these reasons are advanced 
by well informed people to contradict the 
rumor. 

CHOLERA GERMS IN ICE. 
Commission Concludes That Frost Has 
No Effect on the Baciili. 

DRESDEN, March 14.—The cholera con- 
ference opened here yesterday, Count 
Dohna presiding. Professor Koch acted as 
his councillor. After reading various re- 
portsa committee was appointed to consider 
the question, “Do cholera bacilli live in 
ice?” This question was raised with refer- 
ence to the large quantities of ice cut on 
the Elbe and its tributaries said to be in- 
fected with cholera germs. ‘The imperial 
sanitary commission came to the conclu- 
sion that frost does not kill the bacilli, 
which are said to be able to live in ice for 
and months. The commission 
ordered that ice from the Elbe must not be 
brought in contact with food of any kind 
or used any cooling water for drinking 
purposes. As Elbe ice is utilized for the 
desired purposes and none other, the com- 
mission’s warning comes very near adirect 
prohibition of the article. The cholera 
conference will settle the interesting ques- 
tion once for all.

They dress well, their clothes are of ex- 


pensive material and carefully made, | 
but they bear about with them an aroma | 


of stale cuticle and closed pores. From 
week's end to week’s end these men and 
women do no more than dip their hands 
in a little water and rub off their faces 
with inadequate wash cloths.

Nurture and Physical Development, 
We may ask, Has any actual difference 
been ascertained between the growth of 
the children of the favored class and 
that of the less favored child? Do fresh 
air and good food and exercise and the 
absence of exhausting labor tell not only

our children, but upon their height and 
weight and the development of their 
chests? Does nurture tell in actual fig- 
ures upon the size of a man? To this we 
may answer yes. 

It should be remarked in this connec- 
tion that in regard to their actual origi- 
nal endowment of bone and muscle, na- 
ture is impartial in ker favors, that her 
children are born free and equal in this 
respect, and that circumstances as re- 
gards poverty or wealth or class, whether 
cof king or peasant, have little or no in- 
fluence upon the size of the new born. 

It is also noteworthy that the tendency 
in the beginning is always toward the 
normal symmetrical development of the 
body, and (speaking of the rule) that 
children are not born deformed, or with 
the deficiencies and irregularities we 
sometimes note in them later. Out of 
23,200 infants observed by Chaussier, 
only 122 were found to present any de- 
| Viatien from the normel, and these ex- 
ceptions were actual monstrosities, while 
'from 15 cases observed at a mater- 
nite in Paris only 45 were deformed.—

SEWERAGE PROBLEM. 


An Able Report by Engineer Branch of 
this City. 


TO THE YOUNG MEN’S CONGRESS 


An Extended Report of 
Presented, 


the Subject 


The Quincy Youysg Meun’s Congress 
grappled another impoitant local question 
Thursday evening, that of a sewerage sys- 
tem for the city which is fully reported be- 


low. There was a large attendance of 
members. 
The Committee on Liquor Laws reported 


that the bill to repeal Chapter 427, relative 
to punishment of drankenness cught to 
pass.

The Committee on Sewerage said En- 
gineer Branch was present to report at 
length. He then explained his system, as 
follows: 

In beginning my report I 
knowledge my isdebltedness to those who 
have investigated the subject before me. | 
The system of sewerage which I shall pro-| 
pose tonight may perhaps better be called 
an outgrowth of systems previously pro- 
posed than a new system, Aftera careful} 
study of the subject [ am persuaded: 

First, That to dispose of its sewage by 
any other method than by discharging it

The Easterly Branch 

Of the sewer extends along the southerly 
side of Wollaston Park following, when 
practicable, on the edge of the hard land 
which is about at marsh level to a point 
near the shore, thence along the shore by 
the proposed road of the Park Commis- 
sioners and across. private land to 
Squantum street.

Let me point out a way it 
lad ona farm orin acountry village, who 
does not see his way clear to a college 
education, can get another kind of edu:

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
Money to Be Spent at Chicago by Bay 
State Officials. 


Boston, Mareh 16.—The committee on 
federal relations reported a resolve “that 
there be allowed and paid out of the 
treasury of the eommonwealtha sum not 
exceeding $17,000, to be expended under the 
direction of the governor and council, to 
enable the commonwealth to be properly 
represented at the World’s Columbian ex- 
porticn at Chicago, on the 17th day of, 

une, in the year 1893, which day shall be 
known as Massacusetts day, through offi- | 
cials of the state government: 

“Resolved, That tne 17th day of June in’! 
the year 1893 be a legal holiday in this 
commonwealth.” | 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
providing that in the city of Boston, after | 
&n appropriation has been made for any 
specific purpose, no transfer shall be made 
except with the written recommendation 
of the mayor, approved by two-thirds of 
each branch of the city council. No tranus- 
fer from any fund obtained by a loan shall 
be made, nor any part be expended for 
other purposes than those defined, but all 
funds obtained from loans which are not 
needed and expended for the purpose 
named shall be turned over to the sinking 
fund commissioners. z| 

The same committee reported ought to 
pass on the bill relating to loans of the city 
of Boston, which provides that for any ap- | 
propriation funds on hand may be used. 

The judiciary committee reported the | 
house bill providing that parties arrested | 
in mesne process shall be furnished a copy | 
of the declaration. 

The house bill to regulate the hours of 
labor for railroad employes was postponed 
to March 23. 

The bills to authorize the Boston and 
Maine railroad to acquire the Concord and | 
Montreal, and the Old Colony to acquire ; 
the property of certain other corporations | 
Were each advanced one stage. 

In the house, for an advance report a bill 
prohibiting the use of fish weirs, pounds and 
traps in Buzzards bay was substituted. 

Leave to withdraw was reported by the 
jndiciary committee on the petition of| 
Charles J. Chance to determine the liabil- 
ity of drivers of carriages, herdics and 
other vehicles. 

Among the corporations dissolved by a 
bill reported to the house is the Meigs Ele- 
vated Railway company. The house 
tabled the bill to prohibit indecent theat- | 
rical posters, on which an adverse report | 
Was made. An appropriation of $10,800} 
for the Westboro Insane hospital was re- 
ported by the public charities committee. 
The bills to provide an executive mansion 
for the governor; to permit the guarantee- 
ing of credits; to provide that the testi- 
mony of factory inspectors shall be con- 
clusive evidence in cases under the factory 
inspection laws, and relating to the attend- 
ance of children at.school were severally 
rejected,

The feet of the man 
are nearly 19 inches in length and his fore- 
arms of unusual size.

Ex-President Harrison's Salary. 

Ex-President Harrison received his last 
month’s pay in the shape of a draft for 
$4,166.67, issued on a warrant to the 
treasurer, signed, as usual, by the secre- 
tary of the treasury and sent over to the 
White House by messenger. March 3 
he received another draft for $416.65, is- 
sued by the treasury department in the 
same way, representing his pay for serv- 
ice as president of the United States for 
the first three daysof March and closing 
his account with the government. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he was 
president up to noon the 4th of March, 
General Harrison received no pay what- 
ever for his services on that day for the 
reason that the federal accounting offi- 
cers do not recognize divisions of a day 
in the settlement of accounts of salaries. 
Each incumbent of the office of president 
is paid the salary of that office beginning 
with the day of his inauguration, so that 
he gains in the beginning of his term 
what he loses in the end. 

This arrangement was followed at the 
previous change of administration, and 
at its predecessor, and is so fair and rea- 
sonable that it isnot likely to be changed. 
According to the treasury computation. 
the presidential salary of $50,600 a year 
is at the rate of $138.888 a day. 

Powder For a Dead President. 

“The amount of powder burned in giv- 
ing honor to the memory of the late ex- 
president in salutes on the day of his 
funeral forms an interesting matter of 
conjecture,” said a citizen the other day 
“The firing of 13 guns at sunrise, 44 at 
sunset and 1 at half hour intervals be- 
tween sunrise and sunset, gives 81 shots 
from each military post and flagship or 
naval station within reach of orders from 
he two departments of war and navy. 

“Now, go to work and guess the charge 
(in pounds) employed, taking caliber of 
gun used on warship or at military post 
and see how it climbs up into the thou 
sands. The smallest gun on soine of the 
flagships burns 50 pounds of powder, and 
the guns used at land stations in firing 
salutes range down the scale to as low as 
two pounds. Taking it altogether and 
considering the matter at a glance, it is 
safe to say that more powder was con- 
sumed in the solemn honoring of the dead 
ex-president than was burned by cannon 
and muskets at the great battle of Get- 
tysburg.”—Washington Post. 


Belgium’s First Breach of Promise. 

For the first time in the history of Bel- 
gium the principle of a monetary com 
pensation for breach of promise of mar 
riage has just been established. The 
judges of the court of appeal were 
grudging in their admission of the prin- 
ciple, but there is no doubt as to the 
meaning of their judgment. ‘The test 
case was that of a young woman who, 
through her father, brought a breach of 
promise action against a young Dutch- 
man residing in Brussels. The father 
obtained a verdict for 5,900 francs dam- 
ages, plus 8,000 francs for what was 
called ‘moral prejudice.” In their judg- 
ment the judges said that either of the 
two parties to an engagement might 
back out of it, although not at the last 
moment. In the case they had to con- 
sider the wedding day had actually been 
fixed.—London News. 


Renting Diamonds In Chicago. 

A jeweler told me the other day that 
he rented out thousands of dollars’ worth 
of diamonds for the charity ball; that he 
nat only did it this year, but that he did 
so every year, and for all other great oc-

Who They Are and Their Residence, 
Date of Appointment and Salary- 


One in the List Now in Her Thirty-Eight 
Year of Service. 


But a Majority Have Been Appointed in the 
Last Three Years. 


The annual report of H. W. Lull, the Superintendent of Schools, is a very exhaustive 
and valuable one. As printed in tke City Book for 1892, which will be issued next 
week, it makes nearly 100 pages. It will be reviewed at lengthin a few days, but in 
the appendix we find an interesting summary of the teachers, giving their residence, 
date of appointment and salary, which is reproduced below. 

There are inal! 86 teachers, over 50 of whom claim Quincy as their home. A ma- 
jority of ihe number have been appointed since Jan. 1, 1890, and all but 7 since Jan. 1, 
1880. 

The 7 with a record of over 13 years are all ladies, and one of these has the re- 
markable record of nearly 38 years. ‘This lady is Miss Julia E, Underwood of the 
Coddington. Over 1500 different pupils have probably attenled her school, which 
includes nearly every resident of the Centre between 6 and 43 years of age. They 
include fathers and sons, mothers and daughters, and in a very few years will also 
include grandchildren. 

Next in point of service is Miss Emeline A. Newcomb, of the Willard who is in her 
36th year. Then comes Miss Eliza C. Sheahan of the Adams, in her 28th year; Miss 
Marden of the Washington, in her 19th; Miss Dearborn of the Coddington, in her 
17th; and Miss Devlin and Miss Herman of the Adams in their 16th and 15th respec-

The Extra Session of the Senate. 

President Harrison's proclamation call- 
ing an extra session of the senate is the 
usual course pursued at the outgoing of 
each administration, to enable the senate 
to “advise and consent” to the cabinet 
selected by the incoming president. Itis 
also customary at the same session to 
send in the names of ministers selected 
for the most traportant foreign posts and 
other leading offices at home. President 
Cleveland’s proclamation, issued under 
similar conditions four years ago, was 
dated Feb. 26. 

There was some talk in connection 
with the issuing of the proclamation 
about the question whether a president 
had ever convened congresses as a whole 
in special session by proclamation issued 
just previous to his retirement from 
office. An examination of the records 
shows that this was never done. The 
earliest date at which a new congress 
ever assembled after the inauguration of 
@ president was May 15, 1797, when 
President Jefferson called the two houses 
together to consider the situation caused 
by the suspension of diplomatic relations 
with France. In 1841 President William 
Henry Harrison convened congress in 
special session on May 81, by proclama- 
tion issued March 17, but before the as- 
sembling of the body he had died and 
Mr. Tyler was in the chair. 

The occasion for this special session 
was the condition of finances and reve- 
nue, which demanded attention. Since 
1841 the congress has been called in spe- 
cial session four times only. In 1856, be- 
cause of the failure to pass the army ap- 
propriation bill; in 1861, because of the

FUNERAL OF A DRUID 


STRANGE DEATH RITES ON A LOFTY 
HILLTOP IN WALES. 


Impressive Ceremonies Attending the Final 
Disposition of the Body of the Late 
Leader of the Druids of Wales—Rather 


Mixed Services, 


Far away seem the times and the rites 
of the Druids; even under the mistletoe 
at yuletide—the time of Yowling. Theirs 
was one of the most ancient and primi- 
tive of religions, and its cult is greatly 
shrouded in mystery. Yet it is not alto- 
gether dead. Among the hills of Wales 
many strange relics of the past remain. 


There may be no ‘‘fragments of forgot- | 


ten peoples,” but there are legends and 
customs and songs and social and reli- 
gious rites preserved unchanged from the 
days of Arthur and Merlin and Taliessin. 
There are probably not a few seers who, 
like Glendower, ‘‘can summon spirits 
from the vasty deep,” though whether or 
not they will come is yet a mooted ques- 
tion. Andas forthe Druids, their line is 
yet unbroken, and their weird_ rites are 
still celebrated as of old. 

The death occurred at Liantrissant of 


| Dr. William Price, who held the distin- 


guished office of archdruid of Wales. 
He was something more than 93 years 
old and might have passed for one of the 
old time bards who perished in King Ed- 


| ward’s reign, so rugged and antique was 


his appearance. Six or seven years ago, 
it may be remembered, an infant that 
had been born to him in his old age died, 
and its body was publicly cremated by 
him with Druidical rites. For this he 
was arrested and brought to trial. But 
after a hot contest in court he was ac- 
quitted, and a decree was pronounced 
from the bench establishing the entire 
legality of this form of funeral. Ac- 
cordingly when Dr. Price himself died 
a similar ceremony was enacted without 
thought of interference. 

The ceremony took place on the sum- 
mit of a high hill at Caerlan, the very 
spot where the body of the infant had 
been burned. Several hundred tickets 
were issued to the friends and former 
patients of Dr. Price, entitling them to 
enter the inclosure and witness the burn- 
ing. The hour first set was noon. B 
public curiosity rose to so high a pitch 
that, to avoid being overwhelmed by a 
mob of s er ' 
ment decided to change it to 7 o'clock in 
the morning. So in the gray light of 
that early hour the strange procession 
made its way tothe hilltop. No mourn- 
ing garb was to be seen. The 
friends of the deceased Druid were at- 
tired in the ancient costumes of the 
Welsh people. 

The body of Dr. Price was clothed in 
the Druidical robes he had worn in life 
and was t} aced in a cofiin of per- 
forated she m. On the hilltop two 
stone wa d been built, four feet 
apart, each being about 10 feet long and 
4 feet high. A number of iron bars ex- 
tending from one to the other formed a 
rude between them, some dis- 
tance above the ground, and upon these

Belle Boyd, ‘‘The Rebel Spy,”” Coming. 


Paul Revere Post, G. A. R., announce 
the appearance at Hancock hall on 
Wednesday evening, March 22, of the cele- 
brated Belle Boyd, the zebel spy of 
“Stonewall”?

The needs 
of a new building and other requirements 
are clearly set forth and the pages are re- 
printed in full below : 

‘* Because of its seclusion only a minori- 
ty of our citizens have personal knowledge 
of the High School building or the needs 
of the school. Just forty years ago the 
house was opened. No doubt its propor- 
tions were ample for those days, but the 
building has been out of date for twenty 
years. In fact, ever since the school has 
numbered one hundred members the ac- 
commodations have been insufficient. The 
visitor will look in vain for physical or 
chemical! laboratories, for drawing rooms, 
for store closets, for teachers’ rooms or 
principal's office, for a basement, or even a 
common cloak-room for the young ladies— 
to say nothing of similar accommodations 
for the young men. As for ventilation, it 
is unknown. 

*‘In such a building 183 (Dec. 22) pupils 
would be pleased to find at least suitable 
places to sit. To relieve the pressure in a 
slight degree, a new teacher was engaged, 
and 33, the English portion of the class of 
96, were transferred to the attic room of 
the Adams. This is the same room that 
was used as an argument for the erection 
of the Lincoln, on the ground that the 
room was not fit for a large class. 

“Every Thursday, rain or shine, nearly 
a hundred must go from the High Sckool 
to Hardwick hall for the drawing lesson 
and at the end of ninety minutes, return 
tothe school. This hall is used also by the 
Evening Drawing School. For this room 
the Board pays $180 per year in addition 
to the cost of extra janitor’s work and 
extra heating. This department also pays 
$224 for rent and care of the two rooms in 
Durgin & Merrill’s block, and even then 
the board holds meetings in the City Hall. 

A New Building 

for the High School should house the 
Evening Drawing School, the School Board, 
and the Superintendent of Schools. This 
plan would cause a saving of $400 per year. 
Stilll further, the Adams and the Codding- 
ton must soon have relief in their primary 
grades. The former now averages 44 in 
each room and the latter47. Theold High 
School building at a moderate cost for alter- 
ation will make excellent Primary rooms. 

“In the average number belonging this 
year, there isan increase of 28 per cent. 
over that of last, and the growth will be 
as marked next year, if accommodations 
can be provided and the course of study en- 
larged as it should be, to compare favorably 
with the schools of the surrounding towns. 
Our present course is only a provisional 
one, but the response to increased advan- 
tages is quite pronounced. The course is 
fairly elective, but it should be more so. 
The value of a study dees not depend on 
the difficulty or the repugaance overcome 
in pursuing it. ‘If the opposite were true, 
and such a theory were carried to its logical 
limit, we sheuld select the color blind for 
an artistic education, and those with no 
ear for a musical one. The elective theory 
maintains that there is enough inevitable 
hardship.’ Therefore, I hold that the 
only required study should be English and 
this four hours per week during the whole 
course. Asa people we are woefully 

Ignorant of Our Own Tongue. 
and of our own literature. 

“In addition to the usual mathematics, 
reviews, history and language, the High 
Schoo! should afford a better education for 
those who intend to seek employment in 
the business houses of Boston. I refer to 
the practical utility, convenience and 
economy of time resulting from phonog- 
raphy and to the ability to use the ommi- 
present type-writer, an invention that 
teaches neatness, care, accuracy, close 
observation, and accents all the laws of 
good composition. Five cities have already 
adopted these two subjects in their public 
schools. Double entry bookkeeping should 
be studied with greater facilities for illus- 
trating business methods. 

‘* A two years’ business course containing 
such an addition, together with the broad 
principles of commercial law and of com- 
mercial arithmetic, would cause as great 
an inerease in the coming year as we have 
witnessed in the past twelve months. One 
half (86) of the grammar graduates of last 
June are now inthe High. [f the same 
proportion holds good next year, there will 
be more than a hundred in the class of "7; 
but if this enrichment is granted, it will 
add a score to the hundred. 


“* As last year the course was changed | 


dram three to four years, there was no pub- 
lic graduation in June. The twenty-two 
pupils who had completed the three years’ 
course were given the usuai diplomas and 
urged to return, Eighteen did so {one en- 
tered from another place, making nineteen 
in all) and in June 93 we may feel that

Curious Experiments in High Air. 

Nearly 100 years ago, in 1794, M. Boit 
and Gay-Lussac, the pioneer balloonists, 
conducted the most remarkable series of 
high air experiments ever known. Al- 
though ballooning was in its infancy at 
the time, the facts proved by those in- 
trepid navigators of the air have been 
of inestimable value to all later investi- 
gators. They took domestic animals 
and birds of various kinds along with 
them for the purpose of taking notes on 
the effect which the extreme cold and 
rarified air would have on such creatures, 
They were also well provided with 
various scientific instruments and other 
suitable apparatus. The first experi- 
mental ascension carried them and their 
cargo to a height of 18,000 feet. 

At 8,000 feet the animals and birds 
seemed to all bo in normal condition; at 
10,000 all were breathing very rapidly. 
When the barometer showed that a 
height of 11,000 feet had been attained 
a pigeon was liberated, or rather thrown 
from the basket, for it fell like a lump 
of lead, being utterly unable to flap a 
wing on account of the rarified state of 
the air at that altitude. Gay-Lussac 
hadanormal pulse beat of 62 per min- 
ute; at 11,000 feet this had increased to 
80. When on terra firma Boit’s beat at 
79 per minute and 111 when the 11,000- 
foot level was reached.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

All they wanted to do was to 
frighten them, When the bounty was 
offered by the county for the head of 
each goose I adopted the Winchester. 
Father paid me twenty dollars a month, 
and I sold my heads to the county at the 
rate of two cents per head. 

“Last year was my largest record. 
The season began in November and, as 
usual, lasted 3} months or thereabouts. 
During that time I herded every day, 
and I killed 9,855 geese. I wanted to 
make even $200 in bounty money, but 
could not quite reach that sum. This 
gene I expected to do better, but now 1 

ave lost three days because I had to 
come down here and help father to do 
some business.” 

With this last remark Miss Molle, or 
Mary Elizabeth Morgan, as she writes it 
on the back of her photographs, heaved 
asigh. ‘“ButI will be up there tomor- 
row.” 

“That is a large sized story, Miss Mol- 
lie,” was suggested. “It would beawfal 
to ask you how many you ever killed at 
one shot.” 

“T really could not tell,” was the re- 
ply. “I have crept up through a swale 
or waterway onto acres of geese and 
emptied my entire sixteen shots into thy 
flock before they got out of range.” 

“And you picked up”—— 

“Just sixty-seven. You know some- 
times one shot went through half a dozen 
of them. That is the largest work I 
ever did without reloadmg. When there 
is a small flock I do some fancy shooting 
by taking their heads off. I can do that 
forty-nine times out of fifty at the range 
ef 100 yards. 

“If you dan’t believe it come up there 
and we'll show you. Get off at’ Max- 
well and it’s only seven miles.

Brutal Treatment of a Lynn Boy by 
Two Unknown Men. 


AN UNPROVOKED ASSAULT 


Which May Result In the Vic- 
tim’s Death. 


Lynn, Mass., March 20.—Johnnie Crock- 
ford, the ll-year-old son of Captain Ed- 
ward M, Crockford of this city, is now ly- 
ing dangerously ili at his parents’ home, 
316 Washington street, as the result of in- 
human treatment by two unknown men. 
The boy attends the Frauklin street 
school, and Friday afternoon after echool 
was dismissed he sturted for his home, but 
opposite the armory buildiaz was stopped 
by two men, who asked him if he was 
Irish. Upon replying in the negative the 
two men grasped him roughly, and after 
making several threats picked him up and 
carried him into the armory. 

His Screams Were stifled 

by one of the men who gageed him with a 
handkerchief. He was then securely 
fastened in an unoccupied room and the 
two men went awuy. ‘Ine building at that 
time of day is unoccupied, and the lad’s at- 
tempts to make some one hear were futile, 
and he was insuch astate when the two 
men returned, some hours later, that they 
evidently became frightened at what they 
had done and quickly released him and 
made hasyy to get away. 

The boy had just strength enough to 
reach his home. He frightened his parents 
by immediately going into a fit. He had 
no sooner been brougut out of the first one 
than several others foliowed, and for a 
time 


His Life Was Despaired Of. 

Itwas many hours before he could be- 
come pacified, so thoroughly was he 
frightened. Little by little the story was 
drawn from him, but he could give no de- 
scription of the men except that they were 
young and rough looking. 

The boy is still in a serious condition, 
and his parents express grave fears for his 
future. City Marshal Wells has been in 
formed of the case, and every effort will 
be to bring the inhuman assailants to jus- 
tice. Mr. Crockford wili otfer a reward 
for their detection and conviction.

It is related of him 
that he once strolled into his saddlers and 
ordered 300 racing saddles to be sent-to his 
training stables at Newmarket. This 
shows the scope of his operations.

If you were 
permitted to do so, you might quit your 
work atatime and place under such cir- 
cumstances which would involve irrepara 
ble damage to your employer, and jeop- 
ardize the lives of the traveling public.”

Her Burdens Are Many, and Her Pleasures 
Are Few. 

The women who live in cities can form 
no estimate of the work done day after 
day by the farmer’s wife on the frontier. 
There are no convenient laundries, baker- 
ies or stores where she could buy the 
ready made articles she is compelled to 
It is unceasing work 
with her from early sunrise until long 
after the hours have grown small at 
night. She lights the fires for breakfast. 

Nowhere isa man so completely lord 
His mother 
was a farmer's wife and lighted the fires; 
his wife shall do the same. While the 
kettle is boiling she does the milking, 
and cases are not rare where a farmer’s 
wife milks as many as 8 or 10 cows 
The milk is carried into 
the cellar in great heavy pails that 
would try a man’s strength, and she re- 
tu:ns to the work of getting breakfast. 
During the progress of the meal she can- 
not sit back and eat and rest, as many 
do, but is kept jumping up and down 
‘waiting on the men folks and children. 
{t is often a question to strangers who 
visit on the frontier if she ever getsa 
chance to eat at all. Then the children 
are to be started off to school, and 
though the credit of their education falls 
to the father it is the mother who does 
extra work that they may go, and who 
pulls them out of bed and starts them 
off in time every morning.

Sheis ahero- 
ine in a calico dress, wrinkled and stoop 
shouldered-—a woman with a burden 
who never complains. Late at night, 
when all the members of the family are 
in bed, a light will shine out across the 
prairie from the family living room. It 
is by this light the farmer's wife is doing 
her mending and sewing, and it will 
shine out long after the occasional travel 
that way has stopped, and no one but 
the one who blows it out knows at what 
hour the patient burden bearer’s labors 
cease.—Ealtimore Herald.

French Canadian Farmers Desert- 
ing Their Holdings. 


United States the Destination 
of Provincialists. 


QUEBEC, Que., March 20.—The exodus 
from this province to the United States is 
roportions, 
and the newspapers and poli ns that 
have hitherto supported the Conservative 
government at Ottawa are becoming thor- 
oughly alarmed at the signs of the times. 

All the railways running into the New 
England states are doing a large business 
in carrying em its from Quebec pro- 
vince, and quite a competition for this busi- 
ness is going on between the Grand Trunk, 
the Quebec Central and the Canadian Pa- 
cific. The Quebec Central has a traveling 
passenger agent down along the line of the 
Intercolonial railway, which traverses the 
agricultural country east of Quebec, to 
catch the exodus, and Maine Central 
is about to establish the permanent resi- 
dence here of one of its agents for the 
same purpose. 

On one Canadian Pacific railroad train 
between Quebec and Montreal a few days 
ago a newspaper man counted no less than 
12 families from different counties on the 
north shore who had sold out all their live- 
stock, utensils and furniture, and leaving 
their farms behin 

Preparing to Start Life Anew 
in the United States. In the county of 
Temiscouata, 100 miles east of Quebec, 
farms are being auctioned off this spring 
at the rate of one a day, and from this lo 
cality alone it is calculated that 40 families, 


this year assuming immense 


representing some 250 people, will, between 
this date and the Ist of May next, bid adieu 
to their homes and country and seek new 
ones in the domain cf Uncie Sam 

This last set of figures refers to only one 
county out ofthe 73 in the province of 
Quebec. The emigration fever has almost 
reached the proportions of an epidemic. 
French Cana farmers, in particular, 
though, gens y speaking, exceedingly 
slow and conservative in manner, appear 
to make up their minds to migrate to the 
states with very little didiculty. 

This is mainly due to the fact that they 
have heard sucii flourishing reports of the 
country from relatives and friends who 
have gone on before them. They mentally 


take in the poverty of their own sur- 
roundings and see their own neighbors 
coming back to Canada to visit friends, 


with what seems to them like fabulous 
wealth. The visitors paint the land of 
their adopitien in the most glowing colors. 
Their hearers ete captivated by the re-

A Very Low Death Rate in the Most | A Unique Contest Among the Beautifal 


Crowded Ward in New York City. 
‘Appearances are sometimes deceptive 
and popular impressions erroneous,” said 
Dr. Tracy, of the health department. 
‘*What now?’ I asked. 
“T had a friend, a physician from Con- 
necticut, call on me the other day. On 
one of his tramps about town he had 


strayed down in the Tenth ward, which | 


is bounded by Division, Rivington and 
Norfolk streets and the Bowery. Itis 
the banner tenement house ward of the 
city. There may be a dozen houses in 
which less than three families live, but 
most of the dwellings are double decked 
tenements, holding from twenty to sixty 
families to the house. Children swarm 
like bees, and it is probably the niost 
densely populated spot in the United 
States, perhaps the globe. My friend 
thought that the mortuary record must 
be frightful. 

“When I told him that it was about 
the most healthful district i@ New York, 
and with nearly the lowest death rate of 


any ward, he would scarcely believe me. | 
Take the Nineteenth ward, between For- | 
tieth and Eighty-sixth streets, east of | 


Sixth avenue, which is mainly filled with 
the homes of the rich and well to do, the 
death rate is 21.82, while in the Tenth it 
but 18.73. The death rate in the old 
Ninth, or the ‘village,’ which contains 
but comparatively few tenements, is 
23.34. The First, Fourth and Fourteenth | 
are the three most unhealthful wards in | 
the city, the rate being 35.02, 36.80 and 
86.84 respectively. In the Twelfth ward, 
which comprises all of Manhattan Island | 
north of Eighty-sixth street, and which | 


contains the largest population, having | 
within its borders about 225,000 souls, ! 


the rate is 19.28. 

“As I said, a casual observer would | 
consider the Tenth ward the most un- 
healthful in the city, owing to its crowded 
tenements and its geographical situation. 
The Twenty-first ward, bounded by 
Twenty-sixth street, Fortieth street, 
Sixth avenue and the East river, con- 
tains much of the aristocratic quarter of 
the town, but the death rate is 26.60. In 


fact, the Tenth ward, with its 60,000} 
Russian Jews and Germans, has the low- | 
est death rate of any ward except the} 
Third—a small ward, containing but |} 
1,300 population, and whose death rate 
is 16.95.”"—New York Herald.

MAYOR REQUESTED. 


To Oppose the Annexation of Squan- 
tum to Boston. 


THE APPROPRIATION ORDER. 


Location of High School Debated and Laid 
on the Table, 


The regular meeting of the City Council 
was held Monday evening, all members be- 
ing present, There was another debate on 
the Squantum annexation, and the loca- 
tion of a new High school building. The 
annual appropriation order was also re- 
ported. 

Upon motion it was voted when the 
Council adjourn it be until next Monday 
at 7.35 o'clock. 

Upon motion of Councilman Holden 
Councilman Moxon drew the name of Ed- 
ward Glennon to serve on the grand jury 
for one year from April 1. 

Unfinished Business. 

Under this head, the motion offered at 
the last meeting, of Councilman Federhen, 
that $600 be inserted in the school appro- 
priation for transportation of pupils to and 
from the High school came up. 

This motion was lost by a yea and nay 
vote as follows: 

YrEAsS—Brown, Donaher, Federher, Hol- 
brook, Lennon, O'Connell, Owen, Rooney, 
Sherman, Williams—10. 

Nays—Adams, Anderson, Badger, Bak- 
er, Drake, Grindell, Holden, Jobnson, 
Moxon, Robbins, Shackley, Smith—12. 

Councilman Federhen then offered the 
following: 

Resolved,—That the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Council and the Representa- 
tives of the City be instructed to appear 
before the Committee of the Legislature to 
whom is referred the question of the annex- 
ation of Squantum to Boston, and request 
that if an act is recommended in favor of 
such annexation, a proviso be inserted in 
said act, that said act shall be submitted to 
and receive a majority vote of the quali- 
fied votes of Quincy before it shall become 
a law. 

Councilman Moxon offered the following 
substitute to the motion of Councilman 
Federhen: 

OrpDERED—That His Honor the Mayor 
be requested, and the Committee of the 
Council on Legislative Matters be directed, 
to appear before the General Court in op- 
position to the proposed setting off to the 
City of Boston, of that part of Ward Six 
commonly known as Squantum, and that 
the citizens of Quincy may be fully pro- 
tected in the matter, and the territory of 
the city be neither given away or sold 
without their consent it is further 

ORDERED—That the Representatives of 
the city shall urge upon the General Court, 
that in justice to our city, any bill which 
recommends such setting off shall contain 
a provision that such bill shall not be in 
effect until it has been assented to by a 
majority of the qualified voters of the city 
of Quincy, voting upon such questions, 
and that it shall be submitted to said voters 
within one year from the date of passage 
of said bill. 

Councilman Moxon in support of his 
amendment said he brought up this ques- 
tion because the citizens of Atlantic com- 
plained of the statements made at the last 
meeting. He also had a petition signed by 
45 property holders in that section, con- 
demning that action and requesting the 
city to take action to oppose annexation. 

Councilman Owen said forty-three is 
only a small part of the citizens of Ward 
Six. Thought he could get as many to 
sign a petition to arnex. 

Councilnan Moxon said that there were 
not more than ten property holders in that 
section who had not signed the petition. 

Councilman Federhen asked for a 
division of the amendment. 

Public Hearing. 


At this bour 8 o'clock a hearing was 
given to the Quincy & Boston Street rail- 
way on a petition to extend its tracks on 
Washington street. President Graham 
was the only gentleman to appear for the 
railway and hein a few words stated what 
the road desired. There was no remon- 
strants and the hearing closed. 

Squantum Again. 

Chairman Federheu raised a point of 
order that the first part of the amendment 
was out of order as it had already been 
before the Council. 

The President decided the amendment to 
be in order. 

Councilman Holbrook said Ward Six has 
over 500 voters, 43 is a very small part. I 
Was easy to get a petition signed. All 
people interested have a right to be heard. 
He believed it for the interest. of Quincy to 
have Squantum goto Boston and all the 
bug-bears presented are foolish. He did not 
believe there was any necessity of action on 
these orders as the Legislature would never 
annex without first submitting it to the 
people. He knew that unless people of 
Quincy let Squantum have their rights the 
next thing they would come. with a propo- 
sition to spend money, which we can not 
do. 

Councilman Johnson thought the argu- 
ments of the last gentleman should be 
enough to convince every one. If they are 
obliged to use sarcasm their arguments 
do not hold good. Ii is not the proper place 
to say anything against the city’s interest. 

Councilman Moxon said nearly every 
real estate owner in the territory contigu- 
ous signed the petition willingly. When 
all cities are seeking for water fronts is it 
possible that Quincy will allow that terri- 
tory to be annexed. It is a simple give 
away on the part of the city of Quincy. 

Councilman Holbrook said Boston has 
Spent millions of dollars to improve its 
suburbs. Quincy is not to give anything 
away, orto sell anything. He was afraid 
Quincy would not aid Squantum much in

SIOUX GRATITUDE. 


It was during an encampment of the 
Alabama state troops that the writer 
first met Major Raymond, of the — 
United States cavalry. Hehad accepted 
an invitation to meet some of the gentle- 
men of Mobile, who by request had se- 
lected the cool, spacious quarter deck of 
the white cruiser, snugly protected with 
awnings, as a suitable and comfortable 
spot wherein to smoke a cigar, sip a 
glass of brandy and to spin a yarn ‘neath 
the cheering influences of ‘‘Auld Lang 
Syne.” 

Major Bob Crawford, of the Confed- 
erate veterans, had dodged the issue in- 
volved in a request for a reminiscence, 
but had compromised on an exhibition 
of his occult powers, to the no small 
wonderment and edification of the as- 
sembled group of gentlemen. The last 
round of applause had died away, and 
found an answering echo in the clear, 
ringing notes of the ship's bugle, as the 
notes trilled forth with the tap of the 
bell, proclaiming 8 o’clock p.m, and 
Major Raymond, snipping the ashes from 
his *‘Concha,” volunteered his portion of 
the entertainment by offering an incident 
connected with a brother officer: 

It is somewhat singular withal how

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
Railroad Discrimination—Fraternal Or 
ders—The Smeke Nuisance. 

Boston, Mareh 22.—The senate con- 
curred in the adoption of the house order 
to investigate the charges of discrimina 
tion by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad against the New York 
and New England, with an amendment re- 
ferring it to the railroad committee, with 
instructions to report on or before May 1. 

The committee on probate and insol- 
vency reported a bill to repeal the act of 
1891 imposing a tax on collateral legacies 
and successions. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition that savings banks may put de- 
posits on interest monthly. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition for an appropriation of $25,000 for 
the improvement of Town hill, Province- 
town. 

Without debate the resolve for biennial 
elections was given a third reading. 

The bill to authorize fraternal bene- 
ficiary organizations to grant inducements 
to procure new members was taken from 
the table, amended, so that the raanner 
and the amount of the inducement shall 
be determined by the insurance commis- 
sioner, and then ordered toathird read- 
ing. 

The senate bill to authorize the Boston 
and Maine railroad or the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad corporation to lease or 
purchase the road, franchises and property 
of the Concord and Montreal railroad was 
passed to be engrossed. 

The House refused to reconsider its en- 
grossment of the bill to protect the fish- 
eries of Buzzard’s bay.

AMONG THE ITEMS in the annual appro- 
priation order reported to the City Council 
Monday evening is one of $300 for insur- 
ance on the Thomas Crane Public Library 
building. ‘The question of insuring public 
buildings was under consideration a few 
years ago, but in view of the fact that pub- 
lic buildings are seldom burned, and that 
there are several city buildings, it was 
thought wise for the city not to insure any 
of its property. It would become an in- 
surance company itself and effect a saving. 
The city book of 1891 estimated the public 
property of the city at $406,422.00. To this 
should now be added the Lincoln school- 
house and the nearly completed central fire 
Station. But deducting the value of the 
land included, we have from $350,000 to 
400,000 as the value of the perishable prop- 
erty. To insure all of this would cost sev- 
eral thousand dollars annually, and we 
venture that it would be more than the ay- 
erage loss by fire for the next twenty-five 
years. The item of $300 should be stricken 
from the order. Quincy cannot afford to 
let another company insure the building. 
The more risks the city takes the less will 
be its percentage of loss in the grand total. 
It cannot afford to take the risk upon one 
building, but it can on twenty or more 
which it owns. 


SIDE BY SIDE in the columns of the Lep- 
GER yesterday, was the action of the City 
Council on the Squantum petition, and the 
agreement entered into at the State House. 
The Council requested His Honor to ap- 
pear in opposition to the proposed setting 
oft. It would not appear that he did this, 
because he did not object to the passage of 
the act. The order further requested that, 
were a bill to be reported, it should be sub- 
mitted to the voters for acceptance, but the 
agreement provides it shall he approved by 
the city councils of Quincy and Boston.

Mayor Fairbanks Withdraws Objection 
to the Passage of the 


SQUANTUM ANNEXATION BILL, 


Amendment Providing That It Shall be Ap- 
proved by Quincy and Boston Councils 


As briefly noted in Tuesday’s LEDGER, 
a hearing on the annexation of Squantum 
to Boston was held before the Legislative 
Committee on Reservation. There were 
quite a number present among whom were, 
Mayor Fairbanks, Councilmen Anderson, 
Moxon, Holden, Rooney, Robbins, and 
Holbrook, Peter T. Fallon, John A. Dug- 
gan, Mr. and Mrs. L. V. Titus, ex-assessor 
Pope, Mr. Burkhardt, W. G. A. Pattee 
and others. 

Representatives Graham, Hammond and 
Worthen dropped in for a few minutes dur- 
ing the hearing. 

City Solicitor Bailey appeared for the 
City of Boston and said: Boston has in- 
vested six millions in its sewer system part 
of which is in this territory and therefore 
had a vital interest in it. It had also ac- 
quired Moon Isiand and the whole of Old 
Squantum. Boston now owns nearly one- 
half of the territory asked to be annexed. 
It is remote from the thickly settled part 
of Quincy. All that he asked of the com- 
mittee was thatthe matter be left to the 
two cities, sothat they can meet and com- 
pare notes as to whether it shall go or not. 
Put usin a position where we can negotiate. 
In building its sewers Boston has construct- 
ed a solid breakwater which is now a beauti- 
fuldrive, It had always been contemplated 
that Squantum would become part of the 
park system of Boston. There is onlya 
small part to be secured when we have 
the whole of Dorchester bay and all 
it will require is a pleasure bridge. Draw 
the bill and then leave it to the two cities 
to be aceepted.

JURY SAYS GUILTY. 


Panama Canal Swindlers 
Receive Sentence. 


Thres 


DELESSEPS MAKES A PLEA. 


Declares He Is Innocent of 
Any Intentional Fraud. 


Panis, March 22.—It was an impressive 
rcene when the president of the assize 
court asked the Panama canal scandal 
prisoners at the bar if they had anything 
to say in their behalf, before the jury re- 
tired to deliberate on their fates. Charles 
DeLesseps arose with flushed face and, in 
a voice choked with indignation said: 

“T only desire to remind the jury that 
my father, after the completion of the 
Suez canal, was urged to undertake the 
Panama canal construction for the aggran- 
dizement of France. It was my duty as a 
son tostand by my father and to assist him 
as best Icouldin his great undertaking. 
I have done my best conscientiously and 
honestly. Whatever oppressions have 
been brought to bear against me to dis- 
credit my actions in the eyes of the world 
were occasioned by circumstances over 
which had no control. I never had any- 
thing else in my mindin connection with 
this affair but the best interests of the 
shareholders.” 

DeLesseps then reviewed the conduct of 
the Panama Canal company, as brought

Mayor Washburne’s Suggestion Anent Chi- 
cago City Fathers’ Action. 


CnicaGo, March 22.—The ordinance clos- 
ing the city offices on St. Patriek’s day has 
been followed by an ordinance making the 
birthday of Kaiser Wilhelm a municipal 
holiday. 

This action of the city council has evoked 
from Mayor Washburne the following very 
remarkable executive order, which in ef- 
fect nullifies the ordinance, while perhaps 
raising an international question:

Gentlemen—By an order of the city council 
passed last Monday the city hall is ordered 
closed tomorrow, March 22, for the transaction 
of public business in order to properly com- 
memorate the birth of His Majesty Wilhelm 
of Germany. Pursuant to order of the honor- 
able city council you are hereby instructed to 
carefully observe the order in question by 
closing your departments to the transaction 
of ali business excepting the routine business 
pertaining to your department. This will re- 
quire the retention during that day in your 
department of all such employes ag come in 
contact with the public at large visiting your 
department for the transaction of necessary 
business, and it will also include all those city 
employes who transact city business outside 
the hall. 

I desire to here commend the spirit which 
dictated the setting apart of the day and the 
setting apart of March 17 by the city council 
as American holidays, and I trust that the 
councilin its wisdom, having recognized the 
cosmopolitan character of our population by 
granting holidays to the different nationali- 
ties, whose blood here comingles in the pro- 
duction of Americans citizens, will not de- 
prive city employes of other nationalities an 
opportunity to properly commemorate the 
birth of all dead saints as well as the birth of 
all reigning monarchs. 

If the catalogue of dead and living saints 
and monarchs be not sufficient for all the 
secular days of the year, I would suggest that 
the council, as a change, appropriate the few 
remaining days by closing the city hall in or- 
der that we commemorate the birth of Ameri- 
can heroes.

It is the intention of the condemned 
man’s friends to secure, if possible, a hear- 
ing before the governor, at which shall ap- 
pear all of Harris’ new witnesses, who 
shall themselves state to him what they 
know, if anything, about Helen Potts 
Harris.

Swindles Many Business Men in 
Marshfield, Mass. 


A TIN PEDDLER LOSES $2400. 


The Accused Not Likely to Meet 
His Obligations. 


MARSHFIELD, Mass., March» 23.—Many 
2fthe inhabitants of this town are just 
now busy counting up their hard earned 
dollars and speculating as to how much 
they are out of pocket by the actions of 
one of their town foik. Henry C. Dun- 
ham, a respectable citizen, carried on a 
f@rain business here, and at the time 
George W. Ventress bought his present 
home Dunham lent him financial aid. 

Mr. Ventress was at one timeinthe em- 
ploy of W. R. Drew of Plymouth, and 
drove a tin pedier’s cart through this sec- 
tion. Ventress prospered, and, as he re- 
ceived checks from time to time, would 
hand them to Dunham to use in his 
hess, drawing on him when he needed 
money. 

Henry C. Dunham died about a year 
uzo, his estate owing Ventress $700. Pre- 
vious to his decease, hisson, Henry Martin 
Dunham, became associated with his 
father, the firm being Henry C. Dunham 
& Son. 

Up to that time Ventress had indorsed 
notes for the firm amounting to $10,000, 
and one was protested, but on Mr. Ven- 
tress going to the senior partner with it 

The Matter Was Adjusted. 

After the son succeeded to the business 
he asked Ventress to indorse a note for 
§300 on 30 days’ time. This was done, 
and at the expiration of the time Dunham 
said he could not meet the obligation, but 
would give another note to renew the first. 
Ventress endorsed this. The performance 
was repeated until eight notes were en 
dorsed and Ventress had signed away 2400 
of his hard earned dollars. 

Dunham later on came with a ninth 
note, saying that he wished to buy grain 
in Boston, but did not know how much it 
would come to, and desired Mr. Ventress’ 
hame on it; he would fill it in for the exact 
amount of bis purchase later on. Subse- 
quently Mr. Ventress received notice from 
the Oid Colony National Bank of Ply- 
mouth that a note was due. He supposed 
that it was for the original amount of $300, 
und wentto see the bank people, from 
whom he learned, to his astonishment, 
that the bank had $2400 worth of paper 

Bearing His Indorsement, 
the various notes being scattered from 
March 1 to the middle of June. 

Shortly afterward Deputy Sheriff Torrey 
of Norwell notified Mr. Ventress that he 
should hold him responsible for $300 worth 
more of Dunham’s paper. Then came a 
Boston man with a demand for $100 ou the 
blank note Ventress had indorsed. 

When the victim went to see Dunham, 
that individual was absent, but before he 
left it now appears he had persuaded Henry 
Carver to cash a check for $150, and worked 
the same game on Flavell’s express. When 
the checks were presented at the bank it 
was found there were 


busi- 


ec 


No Funds to Meet Them. 

Dunham has also tried to sell tsome 
mortgaged beach property ata greatly re- 
duced price previous to his flight. Last 
Wednesday Mrs. Dunham died, and her 
husband attended the funeral at Pem- 
broke, where Ventress succeeded in find- 
ing him. . There the debtor made promise 
of payment, but it is thought to be impos- 
sible for him to meet his obligations.

THE COUNTRY 


IS SAFE. 


Remarkably Prosperous Times Ahead For 
Us, Says Chauncey Depew. 

NeW YORK, March 23.—Chauncey M, 
Depew declares himself somewhat out of 
patience with the melancholy views re- 
garding the financial situation, which 
seem to be obtained in Wall street. “One 
would think the nation had buried its 
hopes in the sea,” says Mr. Depew. ‘Here 
we have had a change of administration— 
not an unmixed blessing; the balmy breezes 
of April are about to succeed the rough 
blasts of March, and everything should be 
of good omen. Neither the railroad com- 
panies nor the public has grasped the im- 
petus to business which is gained by the 
opening of the exposition. There will be 
not only the actual'travel, but circulation 
of people and of money will stimulate 
every kind of business. I shall be greatly 
mistaken if we do not experience phenom- 
enally prosperous times from May to De- 
cember.”’ 

THIS TAKES THE CAKE, 
Silk Handkerchiefs Smuggled From Italy 
In Macaroni Tubes. 

New YorK, March 23.—On the steam- 
ship Pocahontas from Naples yesterday 
were 85 boxes of macaroni. Inspector 
Donnelly casually ordered one of the 
boxes opened, and the macaroni looked so 
inviting he picked up a handful and 


snapped one of the long tubes between his | 


teeth. Then he discovered something 
which surprised him. Drawn into the 
tube of macaroni wasa small silk hand- 
kerchief, so delicate that it could be 
crumpled intoa thimble. Aninspection of 
the box revealed a score of them, while 
others of a coarser texture were found con- 
cealed among the packages of macaroni. 
The boxes were seized, and will be carted 
off the customhouse for examination. 


AGAINST HIPPOLYTE. 


Another Pilot Said te Have Been Un- 
earthed In the Black Republic. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, March 23.—A new 
plot against President Hippolyte and in 
favor of the exiled General Manigat has 
been discovered in Jacmel, where the 
governor found that his aide was in league 
with Manigat’s supporters, and that an up- 
rising in favor of the exiles was about to 
be started. In the aide’s house a large 
number of arms, to be used by the revolu- 
tionists, was found, as well as papers im- 
plicating other officers. Troops were sent 
to arrest the offenders, but only a portion 
of them were captured. 


Looks Like Murdes. 

NEW HAVEN, March 23.—Brockett, the 
North Guilford woodchopper, whose mis- 
tress was found dead in a snowbank Sun- 
day, is confined in the lockup,and the indi- 
cations are now that we are to have 
another murdar trial on hand.

Dissatisfied Weavers. 

NoETH ADAMS, Mass., March 23.—The 
weavers employed in the new weave shop 
of the Johnson Manufacturi company 
struck yesterday, and in consequence the 
whole works, giving employment to 400 
hands, has been shut down. Excitement 
runs high and serious consequences are 
feared. 


Harris Loses Hope. 
NEW YORK, March 23.—Carlyle Harris 
spent the day up to 4 o’clock yesterday af- 


ternoon preparing a statement for his 
counsel. Harris was looking very hag- 
gard. Hesaid he had no hope from the

STRIKERS SURPRISED 


At an Unexpected Move Made by 
Grand Chief Arthur. 


SECRET BOYCOTT ORDERS 


Delivered by Proxy Into the 
Hands of the Court. 


TOLEDO, March 23.—To the surprise ot 
werybody, and the strikers in particular, 
Chief Arthur, by proxy, filed that section 
of the secret orders of the brotherhood rel- 
ative to the establishment of a boycott. It 
had been steadily maintained that this 
would never be done, and the engineers 
and mechanic committee contended there 
was no such rule in existence. It is as 
follows: 

That hereafter when an issue has been 
sustained by the grand chief and carried into 
effect by the brotherhood, it shall be recog- 
nized asa violation of obligation for a member 
of the brotherhood who may be employed on a 
railrozd running with or adjacent to said 
railread to handle the property belonging to 
said system or railroad in any way that may 
benefit said company with which the brother- 
hood is at issue, until that issue of whatever 
nature or kind has been amicably settled. 

Not knowing this important document 
had been filed, William Watson, chair- 
man of the Iccal grievance committee, tes- 
tified before Judge Ricks yesterday that 
he had filed with the court every order 
and rule pertaining to the point in ques- 
tion, and when confronted with Arthur 
filing his, 

His Embarrassment Wes Pitiable. 

S. 5S. Hand, Lake Shore superintendent 
at Detroit, testified that he had telegraphed 
concerning the cars in question and had 
received an answer saying, ‘Lennon 
would quit rather than take Ann Arbor 
cars.”

“T received another telegram from Wat- 
son stating that all honorable means to 
effect a settlement in the Ann Arbor mat- 
ter had failed, and that the law of the 
brotherhcod would be carried out.” 

An aged engineer, when pressed by Chief 
Counsel Greene of the Lake Shore as to 
why he struck, replied: “fam nearly in 
the grave, and I don’t want to die a scab.” 
The multitude in the courtroom cheered. 
Judge Ricks stormed and threatened. 

The object of this hearing is to decide 
whether the court’s remarkable mandate 
has been ignored. Hon. Frank Hurd and 
J. B, Southard are conducting the defense. 


Trustees Are Stupid. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 23.—Indiana town- 
ship trustees are the victims of swindles 
on the part of book agents. Agents cull 
the book marts for old secs of encyclopedia 
at $13.50 a set, and sell to trustees at $50. 
Webster's dictionary of the 1843 edition 
can be bought at 89 cents a volume. The 
agents have the binding on the books 
changed and sell them to the trustees for 
from $3 to $7. 


Charged With Infanticide. 

Beston, March 23.—Gertrude Eaton is 
charged with the killing of her newborn 
daughter on March 12. When she was 
asked by Judge Ely if she had anything 
to offer in her own behalf, she returned a 
negative reply. The court ordered her to 
be committed to the county jail, without 
bail, to await the action of the grand jury 
at its April sitting. 


Death of Actor Wilmarth. 

Boston, March 23.—Rufus C. Wilmarth, 
an actor, died yesterday afternoon of ty- 
phus fever.

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MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Town Divisions—The Lobby—Railroad 


Discrimination to Be Investigated. 

Boston, March 23.—The committee on 
towns reported a bill toincorporate the 
town of East Longmeadow; also a bill to 
annex a part of West Bridgewater to 
Brockton. 

The committee on rules reported refer- 
ence to the next legislature on so much of 
the governor’s address as relates to the 
lobby. 

The senate devoted the whole of the af- 
ternoon in discussing the bill constituting 
i0 hours in 12 a day’s work for all conduc- 
tors, drivers and motormen on street rail- 
ways. Certain amendments proposed by 
Senator Green were opposed by the friends 
of the bill, on the ground that it would 
make it of little or no effect, and were de- 
feated. Then the opponents of the meas- 
ure indulged in filibustering with a post- 
ponement in view, thinking that with 
more time they could defeatit. But it was 
ho use and the bill was ordered to a third 
reading. 

The judiciary committee reported ought 
to pass on the bill that no person shall be 
imprisoned for more than 20 days fer non- 
payment of a poll tax. 

With a few verbal amendments and 
without debate the house ordered to a 
third reading the bill to regulate the width 
of tires on draft wagons. 

The house judiciary 
ported leave to withdraw on the petitions 
to amend the employer’s <liability law in 
respect to giving notice of strikes and 
lockouts; to secure more effectual notice 
and greater publicity in the case of sales 
of mortgaged property; to prevent dan- 
gerous exhibitions of feats of skill in the 
use of firearms, or other similar exhib- 
itions; to reduce the amount for which 
an innholder shall be liable for losses sus- 
tained by guests; that where partnerships 
are formed the names of the partners shall 
be recorded in the office of the town or 
city clerk; to amend the lien law so that 
those furnishing materials may receive 
the same protection as those fur- 
nishing labor; to abolish the death 
penalty. Ought not to pass was reported 
on the bill to change the method of in- 
flicting death by the use of chloroform; 
also on the bill for the protection of com- 
mon victuallers. z 

The judiciary committee reported a re- 
solve to compel the Bunker Hill Monu- 
ment association to convey its property to 
the commonwealth. 

The railroad committee reported a bill 
requiring the Providence and Worcester 
railroad to build a new passenger station 
at Uxbridge. It must be begun by July 1, 
1893, and completed by Jan. 1, 1804. After 
that date the railroad must pay $200 for 
each month’s neglect. 

The labor committee reported against 
the bill limiting the hours of labor for 
women and minors in manufacturing and 
mechanical establishments to 54 hours a 
week.

It is entitled, ‘‘ Massachusetts of 


organized for the ensuing year with the 


PARK SYSTEM. 


Extracts From Report of Metro- 


politan Park Commission, 


THE WATER FRONT OF QUINCY. 


Squantum Improvements Would Naturally 


be United With Quincy Park System, 


A few extracts from the report of the 
Metropolitan Park Commission will be of 
interest to Quincy People. It should be re- 
membered that this is a State board and 
not a Boston commission. The paragraphs 
below relate to the South shore. A subse- 
quent extract will relate to the islands off 
Quincy, including Peddocks, Bun kin, 
Thompson and others. 

Turning to the shores of the bay, atten- 
tion is almost necessarily at once attracted 
to the remarkably picturesque and beauti- 
ful promontory of Squantum, which, al- 
though within the limits of the city of 
Quincy, belongs to the city of Boston, hav- 
ing been taken for the use of the sewer de- 
partment in the building of the great sew- 
er that passes under Dorchester Bay by a 
tunnel, and by a causeway to its point of 
discharge at Moon Island. The city of 
Boston owns sixteen acres at this point, 
and it would be easy to arrange for its use 
for park purposes without interfering with 
the operations of the department. 

Being, however, outside the limits of 
Boston, it would naturally come within the 
scope of open spaces under consideration. 
It has long been a favorite objective point 
for people driving to the shore from Quincy 
and other communities to the southward 
of Boston. It offers one of the most beau- 
tiful and varied views over the bay. It 
would naturally be united with the other 
drive along the margin of Quincy bay, 
which the park department of that city 
now has under consideration. The cause- 
way catrying the line of the sewer to Moon 
Island offers an opportunity forthe exten- 
sion of the drive to that place. 

Should the proposition ever be carried 
out to extend the sewer under the harbor 
and along Long Island to an outlet in 
Broad Sound near that of the north metro- 
politan sewer from Deer Island, Moon Isl- 
and might be converted into a most desira- 
ble portion of this possible system of pleas- 
ure ways and grounds. 

Another suggestion that has been made 
Merits mention here. It is proposed to 
carry the high-level system of sewerage, de- 
signed for the upland portions of Dorches- 
ter, Roxbury, West Roxbury and of the 
south metropolitan, sewerage district be- 
yond, toan independent connection with 
the outlet at Moon Island, to aveid the ex- 
pense of pumping at the Calf Pasture sta- 
tion. Instead of carrying this séwer under 
the bay, by tunnel or otherwise, as in the 
case of the present sewer, it might be bet- 
ter to construct a causeway across Dorches- 
ter Bay from the Calf pasture to Squan- 
tum. The causeway could form a most 
attractive feature of the Boston park sys- 
tem, by carrying a parkway connected with 
the Boston parkways that are designed to 
connect with the Marine Park by way of 
the shore of the old harbor across to Squan- 
tum, to a connection with the proposed 
Quincy system. 

This causeway would also make a full 
basin of that portion of Dorchester Bay 
and the estuary of the Neponset River lying 
within it, adding greatly to its beauty. A 
drawbridge and a lock would give access to 
vessels, and it is held that the value of the 
basin thus enclosed would be enhanced for 
commercial purposes, as it would provide a 
good depth of navigable water at all times. 

The water fronts of the towns of Hing- 
ham, Weymouth and Braintree are of 
striking beauty, with their varied and well- 
wooded shores reaching far into the interi- 
or; but as the two former towns, at least, 
are ‘at present only somewhat remotely 
connected with the metropolitan popula- 
tion, and as there appears to be no prob- 
lems of immediate importance connected 
therewith, it would seem that the conser- 
vation of the natural features may for the 
present be safely left to the local authori- 
ties. Jn this connection attention may be 
called to the small rocky islands in Hing- 
ham {harbor. The work of Mr. Brew- 
er, their owner, in planting them with 
trees and shrubs and caring for them in a 
way that enhances their natural beauty, is 
worthy of all praise. They add greatly to 
the charm of the approach to the town by 
water,—the line of steamboats forming a 
favorite route through the. summer,—and 
care should be taken to see that their pres- 
ent character is permanently preserved.

Is Quincy Governed by Ring. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

The assertion has been made from time 
to time that this city is governed by a ring 
and that there is a clique at City Hall who 
run the city’s affairs as though it was a 
close corporation. If an ‘‘ outsider”’ raises 
his voice to protest against this method of 
business he is dubbed a crank and frozen 
out of the city government. 

When our people used to assemble in 
town meetings, public affairs were freely 
discussed, and very little was too sacred 
or too confidential to be freely spoken 
of. But with the growth in population 
these old democratic methods have of 
nescessity been abandoned. We now dele- 
gate power in our municipal government to 
the City Council and to the Mayor, who, 
in turn, delegate what they have received 
to the heads of the various departments. 

The inevitable tendency in all depart- 
ments is to assume that the power dele- 
gated can be exercised without criticism; 
that the officials must be judged by their 
works, and that, having been intrusted 
with power, they are answerable only when 
their term of services is at an end, and they 
appear before the people either for re-elec- 
tion or reappointment. 

This, we hold to be a thoroughly mis- 
taken supposition and one entirely contrary 
to our theory of government. 

The City Council and the various depart- 
ments, including the executive, are not 
private enterprises which concern merely 
those who have the management of them, 
but are, on the contrary, undertakings sup- 
ported by the public money and carried on 
for the public good. For this reason the 
public has the right to inform itself at any 
time, in a reasonabie and legitimate manner 
of the way in which its servants are pre- 
forming theirduty. To wait for years for 
a statement of stewardship, or to look en- 
tirely to results, would be to invite 
trayals of trust. If abuses of executive 
officers and other members of the city 
government are to be presented, publicity 
must be given from time totime to the de- 
tails of the work they are carrying on. 

Thecity government of Quincy has just 
issued a doctored city report. We have 
always in years past examined thoroughly 
the city and town reports to see how judici- 
ously the fathers have expended the money 
intrusted to them for disbursement. But 
in the report this year there is one 
important expenditure that is missing, (it 
has been held back for political reasons 
and it will appear in next year’s report,) 
and that isthe commission amounting to 
$600, which amember of last and also the 
present year’s Council for the 
plans of the Lincoln school building. 

It will be reqaembered by those who were 
in last year’sCity Council and by the citi- 
zens who followed the debat 
for that schodl building 
who was chairman of 
committee, 
have the Council accept the plans which 
he laid beforé them. The reason of his 
tenacity is evident. Shortly after the 
acceptance of those plans he presented a 
bill to the city for $600. It was approved 
by the Auditor and paid. 

Again, the city proposes to builda new 
High school. The writer of this article 
understands that this same Councilman 
has plans ready-to present to the Council 
for this new building, and as it will cost 
upwards of $50,000 it is superfluous to add 
that he will make as determined a fight for 
their acceptance on the part of the Council, 
as he did on the Lincoln school plans, for 
the purpose of capturing that $1000 com- 
mission. 

Our city charter is gravely defective when 
it allows members of the Council to use 
their office to'foster their plans or goods 
upon the city. . This i ce is not the 
first time that such a thing has happened 
under our city government.

THE SEASON 


The First American Bible. 

In 1663 the first Bible printed in Amer- 
ica was published in Cambridge. It was 
unlawful to print an English version of 
the Scriptures, that right being a mo- 
nopoly enjoyed by privilege and patent 
in England. The one printed in Massa- 
chusetts was Eliot’s famous ‘‘Indian Bi- 
ble,” and although 1,500 copies were 
struck off they are quite rare, and 
“sealed books,” as the tongue in which 
they are written is literally a *‘dead lan- 
guage,” the tribe and all who had a 
knowledge of the dialect being long ex- 
tinct. 

Eliot’s work is unique, being at once a 
monument to his piety, perseverance and 
learning. Its literary successor was New- 
man’s ‘Concordance of the Scriptures.” 
This was compiled by the light of pine 
knots in a log cabin in one of the frontier 
settlements of Massachusetts.

An Unexplorable French Pit. 

The wonderful pit of Creus de Souci 
in France is situated im a sheet of recent 
basalt on the south side of the Puy de 
Montchal.

RENT LITERATURE.

Books and a Convenient and Sociable 


Economicai Method of Purchasing 


Way of Discussing «he Latest Effusion of 
a Popular Writer. 


An English woman, recently married 
to a New York lawyer, with a home in 
the suburbs, is trying an interesting ex- 
periment in the way of a literary and 
book lending society. The system she 
has adopted has been used in suburban 
towns of England and in many of the 
larger provincial cities for more than 
half acentury. In fact, there is a soci- 
ety in Rochester, England, which claims 
to have had it in continual use for more 
than 100 years. There is probably no 
system exactly like it, however. in this 
part of the world. 

The main object of this system is to 
supply books to women who have ample 
time for reading and are eager to keep 
pace with all that is interesting in the 
tremendous rush of contemporaneous 
literature. A man with even a moderate 
income cannot afford to keep his wife 
supplied with new books and magazines 
as they come out. The cheapest new 
novel, if it is worth anything, will be 
sure to cost him 50 cents. In nine cases 
out of ten the first price is more likely to 
be $1.50. To be sure, almost everything 
nowadays ultimately drifts into the 
cheap edition, but it isafter the book 
has ceased to be fresh in the minds of 
the public and people have ceased to 
talk about it. 

Women who live in the country and 
in the suburbs have more time for read- 
ing than women in cities, and withal 
fewer means of getting anything good 
to read. The time worn volumes in the 
local circulating library have been their 
familiar friends from childhood. If the 
husband subscribes to a circulating 
library in town and promises to bring as 
new book home with him every night, 
he is likely to grow weary soon and for- | 
get all about it. An then when an in 
telligent woman reads a good novel sh 
likes to talk to somebody about it. 
husband hasn't time to read, and the ac- | 
quaintances she visits have never even | 
heard of it. | 

The literary English woman found he |

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self in this plight, so she interested her- 
self in forming a club similar to the one 
she belonged to at her English home. 

The ideaisasimple one. Forty or 
persons in a town organize a book 
ety. Thatisthe name usually given to} 
them in Eneland. It has been found 
advisable to have at least 40 members, 
and not to have more than 50. The 
Rochester society has adhered to this 
rule despite powerful pressure to in- 
crease its membership. Applicants for 
membership zre kept waiting six years, 
and sometimes more, for admission. A 
society No. 2 has naturally been formed, 
but the prestige remains with the pioneer 
society, which meets every week, winter 
and summer, in the Old Bull hotel, made 
famous in the **Pickwick Papers.” The 
society hires a room, cheerful and com- 
fortable, which is placed at its disposal 
one night each week. The landlord al- 
lows the members to keep a large cup- 
board in the room in which to store 
books. 

These books are in charge of a secre- 
tary. The position is simply an honorary 
one, but the members usually make the 
secretary who attends to business a very 
substantial Christmas present—a piece 
of silver or some article of household 
furniture perhaps. The members deter- 
mine by ballot what books shall be pur- 
chased, but it devolves upon the secre- 
tary to buy them. He is supposed to get 
discount prices from publishers. This is 
managed without difficulty, and the 
publishers generally find itfor their own 
interest to remember the secretary about 
Christmas time. The result is that in 
prosperous societies the position is 
sought after. Itis worth while to de- 
vote some little time to it. 

Balloting to determine what new books 
shall be bought takes place once each 
month. If twenty or more members find 
it expedient to purchase some new book 
or series of books issued between ballot- 
ing meetings—such, for instance, as 
Stanley’s latest record of his travels or 
anew volume of a popular encyclope- 
dia—the secretary must getit for them 
when they present a request in writing. 
But the members keep themselves so 
well posted that books of this kind are 
usually voted for in advance. 

All the money subscribed is not devot- 
ed to buying new books and magazines. 
In every society there are a few mem- 
bers who prefer to read and even reread 
Dickens, Thackeray, Scott and numer- 
ous other standard writers. The wants 
of these people must be and are provided 
for toa reasonable extent. Each mem- 
ber may draw three books at one time, 
but it is not allowed tokeepany book for 
more than 14 days.. If it isa book which 
isin demand, the time is limited to one 
week. 

Every two years the books belonging 
to the society are assorted by the secre- 
tary into lots of equal value and are 
“drawn” by the different members in a 


lottery. Every member present has the 
right to.draw one number. In this way 
the ‘‘cupboard” of the society is kept free 
from ‘dead wood” and the individual 
members are able to build up a solid 
little library at home. Every member 

eventually gets his money back in books. 

As to the cost of running a society ef 
this kind, perhaps the ‘best criterion 
would be the Rochester socie ty. Each 
member pays a shilling at initiation and 
sixpence a week dues. If he gets behind 
in his dues, heis fined threepence for each 
week. If he neglects it for more than a 
month, his name is dropped. This has 
rarely happened in the Rochester soci- 
ety, although the rules are ri gidly in- 
forced. The money collected in this” way 
has been found ample to run the society 
and keep the members abreast of new 
literature. 

The weekly meetings are largely de- 
voted to discussion. Two or three of the 
newest books are usually taken up. The 
talk is mostly conversational, thongh the 
secretary 1s ‘supposed to exercise some 
control of the meeting ond keep the 
members from all talking at once.—New 
York Times.

the wood. Shortly afterward a large area 

of the wood was discovered to be on fire. 
This was due to the shell being charge¢ 
with a certain kind of powder, the com- 
| position of which is a secret known only 
to the German government. 

The splinters from shells burst by 
this powder and fired by the new gun 
cover a circle of 900 feet. This is a great 
| improvement on the limited area of 
| ground that was covered by splinters 
from shells fired by the artillery weapon 
of 20 years ago. Then it was considered 
effective shooting if splinters from a 
shell were thrown within a circuit of 40 
or 50 paces and seven or eight men 
wounded, but the new gun has a far 
greater destructive power than this. 
Another shell fired at an enormous tar- 
constructed by the emperor's or- 
ders, covered it with thousands of holes, 
—London Court Journal.

Repairing a Damaged Shaft. 

There are a few points in regard to the 
Umbria breakdown, from an engineer- 
ing point of view, which might not ap- 
peal to fie ordinary observer. Engineer 
Tomlinson got a great deal of credit for 
repairing the shaft, whereas a consider- 
able part of the credit was due him and 
his assistants for their cautions watch- 
| fulness of all the machinery. Reports 
show that the shaft was not entirely 
broken off—the fracture was not com- 
plete. It had been noticed that it was 
not working smoothly, and the cap was 
taken off the thrust bearing and the flaw 
discovered. 

The mending consisted of strengthen- 
ing the parts so that the fracture could 
not become any greater, and this was 
| practicable, while if the break had been 
complete and the solid part had made 
one revolution against the broken off 
end of the other part repairs would haye 
become almost, if not quite, impossible 
| with the facilities on board the ship. 
Our engineer friends who in the future 
may stand in danger of being called upon 
tomend a broken shaft may well bear 
in mind, therefore, that to discover a 
fracture before the shaft breaks goes a 
long way toward successful repair.—Ma- 
rine Journal. 


Forbidden to Visit Mary's Tomb.

The Oldest Pear Tree In New England. 

| The will of the late William Endicott, 
who died in Salem, Mass., July 3 last, 
which was probated in London, has been 
| filed in Salem for reference. The be- 
quests are all private, but the famous 
old orchard at Danvers is bequeathed to 
W. C. Endicott, Jr. The farm is widely 
known on account of a pear tree, now 
a fairly vigorous condition, which was 
planted by Governor Endicott in 1630. 
Over one bushel of fruit was harvested 
from the tree last year. Of all the host 
of thrifty trees, the pride of the govern- 
or’s heart, whose number gave to the 
manor of 300 acres the name of “Orchard 
Farm” two centuries or more ago, this 
venerable tree alone remains. It is un- 
doubtedly the oldest pear tree in New 
England, and it is doubtful if it hasa 
rival in the United States.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

A TERRIFIC CYCLON. 


Mississippi and Tennessee Visited 
by a Destructive Blow. 


THREE TOWNS SWEPT AWAY 


A Number of People Killed 
and Injured. 


MEMPHIs, March 24.—Three towns wert 
swept away by a terrific cyclone yesterday. 
The awful destroyer is reported to have 
rushed across northern Mississippi and 
the western portion of this state, leaving 
destruction and death in its wake. 

Tunica, a small town in Mississippi, is 
reported to be leveled. Every house is 
down. Anumber of people were killed 
and injured. As the wires also went down 
everywhere before the tremendous forces, 
details cannot be received. The place was 
the home of Congreessman John Allen. It 
is thought the representative was there 
when the disaster occurred. 

Kelly, a small manufacturing place on 
the Memphis and Birmingham railroad, 15 
miles from this city, was wiped out during 
the same storm. Houses and factories 
were rent apart like tinder boxes, trees 
and telegraph poles were uprooted. Some 
portions of roofs and other material were 
carried foar miles. 

Tripoli was also visited and destroyed. 
How many lives are lost cannot be ascer 
tained nuw, butifthe destruction of the 
cyclc 18 was as great as meager dispatches 
reaching here state, it seems probable that 
the list of causualties will be very large. 


PETER F. CORNEN DEAD. 


Had Made and Lost Vast Fortunes Dur- 
ing His Period of Life. 

DanBUuRY, Conn., March 24.—Peter F. 
Cornen, who 20 years ago was a prominent 
fixture in the financial circles of the coun- 
try and occupied relatively the position 
which Jay Gould did at the time of his 
death, died at his residence in Ridgefield 
yesterday. He was 79 years old. 

Mr. Cornen had made and lost vast for- 
tunes. He once owned the property where 
the Grand Central depot in New York is 
located and sold it to Vanderbilt. He pre- 
served other large estates in New York. 
He was a native of New York city, but 
nearly 40 years; of his life had been spent in 
Ridgefield. 

His fortune was madein petroleum in 
Pennsylvania, and he had extensive in- 
terests in the «sil fields of that state. 

He was a m:an of marked eccentricities, 
and whether 1apon stock exchanges or in 
the legislature he appeared in clothes 
which had sein years of service. When 
he had milio:as invested in railroads he 
preferred to walk rather than ride in the 
cars, and frecfuently tramped nine miles 
from Ridgefield to Danbury.

NEw YORK, March 24.—John Cuthbert- 
son of Chicago, supreme chancellor of the 
telegraph operators’ organization known 
as the Order of Commercial Telegraphers, 
refuses to talk about the alleged trouble 
with the Western Union, but his intimate 
friend, M. W. Russell, editor of The Tele- 
graph Age, the telegraphers’ organ, says: 
“Mr. Cuthbertson has not come on here to 
see the officials of the Western Union and 
is not going to call upon them unless they 
invite him to. Operators for the Western 
Union are not contemplating any strike. 
Please state that the word strike is not in 
the vocabulary of the organization; it no- 
where occurs in the constitution or by- 
laws. We are not without grievances. 
There have been dismissals at Atlanta and 
Philadelphia of some of the Western 
Union’s best men, simply because they are 
members of our order. 

“The men appealed for an explanation, 
but practically received none. They did 
not even get the usual two weeks notice. 
They were merely called to the desk, and 
there told to go.” 

General Eckert, president of the Western 
union, declined to be interviewed, and 
Vice President Van Horn said he did not 
know anything about the O. C. T., or its 
supposed grievances. 


ESCAPE CUT OFF. 


Lost in a Conflagration at 
Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, March 24.—Two big con- 
fiagrations kept the fire department busy 
here yesterday, and six lives were fost. 
About noon fire started in the Morzan, a 
fashionable apartment house on Prospect 
street, near Granger. The engines re- 
sponded quickly, but before help arrived 
the building was enveloped in flames and 
sinoke and a terrible panic caused.

Miss Meader Never Saw Him Again 
as hearing that she had lodged a com- 
plaint with the police, and that they were 
looking for him he suddenly left Boston 
after depositing a portion of the goods 
valued at $500 with collateral loan com- 
panies as secgirity for money advanced 
him.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE 


Municipal Deposits —Government 
graph and Telephone Control. 

Boston, March 24.—In the senate a bill 
from the banking committee forbids any 
city or town to deposit in any bank or 
trust company an amount exceeding 60 
per cent. of the capital of such institution, 
without satisfactory security above said 60 
per cent. 

When the senate reached the Boston and 
Maine bill, Mr. Butler stated that it had 
been learned that the Massachusetts legi:- 
lature could not control the action of the 
Boston and Maine and Concord and Mon’ 
treal in New Hampshire, and he therefore, 
in behalf of Mr. Parkman, withdrew the 
amendment of the latter requiring the con- 
sent of the Massachusetts railroad com- 
missioners to the terms of consolidation.

He offered, however, an amendment pro 


viding that ‘‘no purchase shall be made or 
stock issued without the written approval 
of the railroad commissioners of Massa- 
chusetts.”” The senate adopted it, ard en- 
grossed the bill without further debate. 

In the house the committee on federai 
relations reported a resolution requesting 
Massachusetts members of congress to use 
all reasonable efforts to secure the es- 
tablishment of a government telegraph 
and telephone service for the citizens of 
the United States. 

Ought not to pass was the report of the 
committee on education on the bill to en- 
large the powers of the school committees 
of cities. A like report came for the mer- 
cantile committee on the bill to regulate 
and establish supervision of the business 
done by credit companies and collection 
bureaus 

The mercantile committee reported a 
bill incorporating for a term of five years 
the People’s Building association, with 
authority to buy and hold real estate and 
erect buildings to provide homes for per- 
sons of moderate means. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition of the Salem school board for ad- 
ditional power over school property, and 
reference to the next legislature on a simi 
lar petition from Malden. 

The committee on roads and bridges re- 
ported reference to the next legislature on 
the petitions for the establishment of state 
highways. 

The banking committee reported leave 
to withdraw on the petition for the incor- 
poration of the West Roxbury Loan and 
Trust company. 

The committee on cities reported a bill 
authorizing cities to provide free evening 
lectures and the school boards to furnish 
supplies therefor. 

Ought to pass was reported by the labor 
committee on the bill requiring mills to 
furnish weavers with specifications of piece 
work, 

The committee on cities reported favor- 
ably on the bill to establish a cellar grade 
in Winthrop. 

COURT OF ARBITRATION. 
A Formal Meeting of the Behring Sea 
Commissioners at Paris. 

Paris, March 24.—The court of arbitra- 
tion appointed to adjust the difficulties be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States 
in relation to the seal fisheriesin Behring 
sea, met yesterday in the oflice of the 
French foreign ministery. All the mem- 
bers of the court of arbitration were 
present. 

M. Develle, French minister of foreign 
affairs, made a short speech, welcoming 
the members of the court, the agents and 
the counsel. ‘The meeting was purely 
formal. 

Credentials were presented and the court 
organized by the election of Baron de 
Courcelles as president. It was decided to 
meet at 11:30 a. m. each day, and to sit for 
four hours and a half daily, the meetings 
to be open to members of the press, to 
whom cards should be issued. 

The court then adjourned until April 4, 
in order to examine the nee peunene 
of the United States and Gfrat Britain, 
which will then be presented. These 
printed arguments are to be submitted to 
the American congress and the British 
parliament possibly next week, and then 
to be made public. 

The debates of the court of arbitration 
will be held in the English language, and 
the journal of the proceedings is to be kept 
in the French language, with an English 
version. 

Claims That It Is a Put Up Job, 

LEWISTON, Me., March 24.—Henry M. 
Boynton, when arrested and taken to Gar- 
diner on complaint of officials in that 
place, said: ‘This charge of larceny against 
me is a put up job by Dr. Williams of 
Gardiner, to impeach my character, for I 
am a witness against him in an important 
case now pending in court. He is afraid I 
will state that I know that his wife who 
died suddenly last fall, was dragged to 
death. He thinks to get me out of the 
way by this arrest.”

Tue Mayor is all rightas usual. He 
had his eyes wide open when he entered 
into the agreement on the Squantum an- 
nexation bill, and those who fell into the 
same erroras the LEDGER find they will 
have to change their tune. There was 
great rejoicing among the petitioners and 
sympathizers when they learned that a bill 
would be reported in the Legislature, and 
the amendment they did not consider a 
great obstacle. They had once secured a 
favorable vote of the City Council of Quin- 
cy and the chances were good at another 
time. Ifthe bill could be brought up at 
some meeting when one or two of the op- 
ponents of the scheme were absent it could 
be rushed through and Squantum would be 
in Boston. But when itis provided that 
the act shall takeeffect when approved by 
the city councils of each city, the city gov- 
ernment of each is meaut, and the Mayors 
can exercise their veto power. If by any 
chance, a majority of the Quincy council 
should vote to accept the bill, the people 
may be sure that he would veto it, and then 
it would require sixteen votes to pass it 
over the yeto. It was Mayor Fairbanks 
who first brought the scheme of the Squan- 
tum people to the attention of the Council 
and he then recommended that it be op- 
posed. The Mayor has not changed his 
mind ; he is still opposed to the annexa- 
tion, and the amendment to the bill will 
strengthen his case, for it makes annexa- 
tion impossible. 


WILL THE City Council grapple the 
sewerage problem this year? It is a matter 
of vital importance to the growth and pros- 
perity of the city and the health, comfort 
and financial interests of its real estate 
owners, Chairman Sherman of the Com- 
mittee on Sewers is enthusiastic for the 
establishment of a system, and we hope he 
will drop the Squantum annexation and 
give it his full attention. The Young 
Men’s Congress is doing good work in 
agitating this question, and has under con- 
sideration a system of considerable merit. 
In many respects the plans of Engineer 
Branch are similar to those of Engineer 
Blake, the location of the pumping station 
and outfall being the same, but the former 
is more complete, as it provides for all 
parts of Wollaston and Atlantic, which 
Mr. Blake did not in one system. The 
public hearing to be given by the Congress 
next Tuesday evening should be largely at- 
tended by the Councilmen and others, and 
all possible light thrown upon the subject.

Councilman Moxon Replies. 


Editors of Daily Ledger : 


Your correspondent, who evidently lacks 
courage to sign his frequent fault finding 
contributions with his every day name, 
which would either give to them strength 
or weakness according to the standing of 
the author, will undoubtedly be surprised 
to learn some of the actual facts in con- 
nection with the building of the Lincoln 
schoo! building, which he so freely criticises 
in your issue of 23d inst. Itis quite true 
that the plans for that building have been 
paid for and that they were made by a 
member of the City Council of last as well 
as this year. But it is not true that, 
shortly after those plans were accepted, a 
bill was presented for them, approved by 
the Auditor and paid. Nor was any bill 
rendered for them until more than three 
months after the building was completed 
and occupied, and then only upon the 
demand of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, who desired to close up his build- 
ing account. 

Your correspondent will also find re- 
corded the vote of the writer, upon more 
than one occasion, in favor of an appro- 
priation to build from other plans, all of 
which were rejected on account of high 
cost of construction. So that the charge 
that the chairman of a very prominent 
committee fought weeks and weeks to 
have the Council accept the plans which he 
laid before them falls tothe ground. The 
records will show that this same chairman 
did fight weeks and weeks to have the 
city build a fine building from plans made 
by other thoroughly competent persons, 
and has not yet had occasion to regret 
such action. But as the Council would not 
agree to spend so much money this same 
chairman did at his own great inconven- 
ience study out and produce such plan as 
at once met the approval of the School 
Board and the Council. 

These facts are not only matters of record 
but they are well known to every person 
who knows anything of the transaction, 
and it is also well known that by adopting 
this particular plan there has been a saving 
of about $10,000 of the money of the city 
upon that single building and that the plans 
are still the property of the city and can be 
again used without further cost to the city. 
I believe also that it is well understood, 
that the building itself is creditable to the 
designer, as well as the Council which ac- 
cepted the plan and appropriated the money 
for building also to the contractor who 
built it and the Commissioner who made 
the contract and looked after the execution 
of it, being a fairly good looking structure 
and produced at extremly low cost. 

The writer has certainly no spare time in 
which to study out plans for school build- 
ings, like the Lincoln, even when paid 
forthem at the price charged, and only 
made those in an effort to meet the views 
of the School Board, as to requirements, 
and of the Council as to price, and to pre- 
vent the wasting of the public money upon 
buildings of an inferior character. 

Itis also a matter of record that the 
writer on another occasion furnished to the 
city, plansand specifications for a public 
building for which no charge was ever made; 
Your correspondent is also in error in his 
state ment in regard to High school. Not 
only have I not@pent a moment in con- 
sidering plans fora High School building 
but I have not yet any information as to 
what character of building the School Board 
will require. 

I trust, however, that it will not again 
become necessary for me to study out the 
details of a school building for the city, but 
your correspondent may rest assured, that 
while I hold position as a public servant 
I shall serve that public with my best 
ability, whether it be in preparing plans 
for school buildings or otherwise. I do 
not care to write articles for publication 
and certainly should not for my own justi- 
fication reply to ‘‘ Old Slow,’’ (whose name 
does not appear in Quincy’s directory, and 
which has, I think, grown somewhat tire- 
some to your readers from having been 
often placed under communications about 
which their author seems to have very lit- 
tle knowledge,) were it not that it is at- 
tempted to injure other persons through 
me as a medium, and I desire to state most 
emphatically, that the plans spoken of 
were only made when all other plans had 
been rejected by the School Board or Coun- 
cil. That no charge was made until late 
in January, 1893, and then only upon re- 
quest. That no money was paid for them 
until Feb., 1893, and that the approvals 
were made in the regular manner. That 
the contractor's estimate was $24,065, and 
the bill was made for 21-2 per cent on 
$24,000, or $600, which sum was paid and 
received. If ‘Old Slow” can see a ring 
or a shadow of a ring in this entire trans- 
action, then he or she should immediately 
repudiate the slow part and sign future 
communications ‘‘ Old Swift.

believing that so magnificent a structure, 
an object of prideto our citizens and the 
gift of a generous donor, was certainly 
worth insuring against any possible dam- 
age of destruction to which all buildings, 
whether public or private, are more or less 
exposed. 

The LEDGER is also at fault in classing 
this beautiful building as an ordinary pub- 
lic building. The Thomas Crane Memori- 
al Hall stands on a wholly different footing 
from any other of the public buildings of 
Quincy. It belongs, in the first place, to a 
corporation, the Trustees of the Thomas 
Crane library. In the second place, it is a 
gift standing on a different basis from the 
ordinary public building, having cost very 
much more, being in the nature almost of a 
work of art. I. is a building which, in 
case of loss, the city could hardly be even 
asked to replace in its original form. 

Under these circumstances, the object of 
the trustees is, acting as trustees, to take 
every reasonable precaution against a ioss 
which otherwise would be irreparable. 
They insure the building for the same rea- 
son that they insure the books. 

Ihave no doubt that the City Council, 
and the citizens of Quincy in general, will 
agree that the course thus taken by the 
Board of Trustees in this matter is a wise 
and proper one, and that the appropriation 
which has been asked for will be willingly 
made.

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THE LOCOMOTIVE FIREMAN. 


One of the Hardest Worked and Least Ap- 
preciated of Employees. 

It is doubtful if there is a man on the 
train who is less appreciated than the 
fireman. The public shakes hands with 
the conductor who has charge of the 
train, thanks the brakeman for many lit- 
tle courtesies, bows to the baggage mas- 
ter who looks after its luggage in transit 
—perhaps, if it is a masculine public, 
swears at him—trusts its valuables with 
the express messenger and talks long and 
loud of the “brave engineer,’’ but the 
fireman—he who bends to his work and 
feeds the fire that makes the steam—is 
never mentioned. Sometimes a purse is 
made up for the engineer. No one ever 
heard of the fireman getting a purse, but 
the records show that he has performed 
as many deeds of valor as the engineer. 
Again, if the train leaves the track or 
goes into another train, the fireman has 
fewer chances to escape than any man 
on the train, except perhaps the mail 
clerk, shut up like a rat in a cage. 

When the fireman is at work, and that 
is nearly all the time when the wheels 
are turning, he stands stooped over, 
shoveling in the fuel or raking the coals 
in the firebox. His view ahead is ob- 
structed, and he cannot see the danger 
that may be dashing upon him. The rat- 
tle and roar of themachinery may drown 
the engineer’s warning call—a crash—the 
tender pins him to the boiler head, and he 
dies a horrible death. Standing in the 
narrow gangway peeying ahead, a sudden 
lurch around a curve may throw him off. 
Instances have been known when the 
coupling between the engine and the 
tank parted, and the fireman dropped be- 
tween them to be ground topieces. The 
records show that more firemen than en- 
gineers are killed in railroad wrecks. 

About the only time the firemen has a 
little leisure is when the train is running 
down grade. Then “she is shut off,” 
steam is saved,and the knight of the 
shovel climbs up toa cushion seat and 
takes a breathing spell. But even then 
one eye is ahead, his hand on the bell- 
cord and the other eye fastened on the 
steam gauge, whose little black hands, 
fluctuating back and forth, guage his 
labor as well as the steam, Thereisa 
science in ‘‘feeding” an engine that isnot 
understood by one notin the business. 
There is a way to throw in the coal and 
to empty the shovel and close the fur- 
nace door at the same time. It requires 
nice calculation that tells how many 
“scooploads” are needed to send the 
hands on the gauge to the proper figure; 
deft handling to keep the deck of the 
cab clean, and a hundred other little 
things that go to make a skillful fire- 
man—one that saves money for the com- 
pany by husbanding the coal. 

In the old days the fireman on ‘‘wood 
burners” had a hard time of it and cer- 
tainly earned the small money he re- 
ceived for his services, but he had a sine- 
cure compared with the man in blue 
overalls and jumper who “stokes up” 
one of the huge “moguls” or “hogs” of 
the present day. These engines haul 
freights and eat up coal as if it were 
greased paper. The fireman is at work 
continuously, and about the only time 
he has to rest is when his train “takes a 
siding” to let a more aristocratic passen- 
ger train pass.—Indianapolis News. 


The Telephone Fifty Years Ago. 

The first telephone that was ever used 
was not electrical, nor was it a scientific 
instrument in any sense of the term. A 
little more than 50 years ago the em- 
ployees of a large manufactory beguiled 
their leisure hours by kiteflying. Kites 
large and small went up daily, and the 
strife was to see who could get the lar- 
gest. The twine which held them was 
the thread spun and twisted by the ladies 
of the village. One day to the tail of the 
largest kite was attached a kitten sewed 
in a canvas bag, with a netting over the 
mouth to give it air. When the kite was 
atits greatest height—200 feet or more 
—the mewing could be distinctly heard 
by those holding the string. To the clear- 
ness of the atmosphere was attributed 
the hearing of the kitten’s voice. This is 
the first account weremember of speak- 
ing along a line.—Sheffield Telegraph. 


How to Take a Turkish Bath.

The bather should not stay 
too long in the hot chamber, and the 
bracing process should be applied only a 
few seconds with water not very cold. 
Twenty minutes is long enough for most 
persons to remain in the hot chamber, 
and a safe rule is to leave at the first

The Méaning of Telepathy. 

Few people would be apt to under- 
stand what you meant if you talked to 
them about ‘‘telepathy.”

Telepathy is re- 
lated in meaning to telegraphy, in that 
it is a sort of mental telegraphy, or feel- 
ing at a distance, being derived from the 
Greek, pathos, feeling and tele, at a dis- 
tance. It is only a new and mare scien- 
tific name, however, for what we com- 
monly speak of as mind reading, though 
not all mind reading is telepathy. 

‘Richard Hodson, secretary of the So- 
ciety for Psychical Research, defines te- 
lepathy as the ability of one mind to im- 
press or be impressed by another mind 
otherwise than through the recognized 
channels of sense, and cites somerremark- 
able instances of mind reading and 
thought transference investigated by the 
society. These, he thinks, confirm the 
conclusion that thought transference is a 
reality.—New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. 

Greek Noses. 

We learn that the nose of Socrates was 
not Greek, but such as Greek artists 
usually assigned to satyrs. Occasional- 
ly, as in a beautiful group of a satyr 
playing dice with a nymph ona bronze 
mirror, they gave satyrs another kind of 
nose.

A SYSTEM OF FRAUD. 


New York Custom House Meth- 
ods Being Investigated. 


UNDERVALUATION ALLEGED 


Dismissal of an Examiner Re- 
garded as Significant. 


New YorK, March 24—Forsome days 
past Collector Hendricks, Appraiser 
Cooper, Deputy Collector Phelps of the 
law division, and General Burke, have 
been hard at work investigating wnat are 
alleged to be very extensive frauds at the 
appraiser’s stores in General Burke’s divi- 
sion in the way ofthe undervaluation of 
artificial flowers. The matter was brought 
to the attention of the appraiser’s office by 
well known importers of artificial flowers, 
among them Thomas H. Wood & Co., 
Beanchi & Co., H. Henry & Co. and H. 
Bacharach & Co. 

They complained that certain importers 
were underselling them; that goods were 
being placed upon the market at a rate 
much lower than honest importers who 
paid full duties 

Could Afford to Sell Them At. 
Their interests were suffering severely,and 
they engaged the services of Hess, Town- 
send & McLelland, lawyers, of 40 Wall 
street, to represent them in co-operating 
with the custom house officials in investi- 
gating the frauds. Itis alleged that two 
importers have been receiving goods for 
the past six years which have been seri- 
ously undervalued. 

Mr. Hess, one of the lawers in the case, 
said: “These frauds on the government 
are of a very extensive nature. We have 
reason to believe that the treasury depart- 
ment has been robbed during the past six 
years of $500,000 or $400,000 through 
crookedness. Our inquiries are not nearly 
finished. We have not yet received con- 
clusive evidence who the guilty officials 
are that have been standing in with the 
dishonest importers.” 

When Examiner James M. Guilfoyle of 
the appraiser’s stores was dismissed a few 
weeks ago, the cause assigned was: “in- 
eflicieney.”” The remarks of the custom 
house officials who at that time winked 
significantly and grinned knowingly as 
they said, “Guilfoyle has got off very 
easily,” is recalled very significantly now. 

General Burke said in regard to Guil- 
foyle’s dismissal: “I succeeded in entrap-

A Young Man Makes a Sensational At- 
tempt at Suicide. 

HARTFORD, March 24.—Young Aifred 
Stille Ives, the son of Dr. Robert Ives of 
New Haven and astudent of Dartmouth 
college,on the morning of Feb. 28 was 
found in a room here at the Hueblein hotel 
inastate of coma. Hehad made up his 
mind to kill himself and swallowed 12 
grains of morphine and 96 grains of chloral 
in solution. 

In deciding to die, he also decided that 
by his death the science of drugs might be 
benefited. Hetookthe poisonin different 
doses. After each dose he wrote down the 
effects of the narcotics upon him. He 
tookthree drinks in all, at intervals, be- 
tween which he made memoranda. 

When he realized that the drugs were 
making him stupid, he gathered up his 
notes, sealed them in an envelope, and 
sunk back on the bed insensible. When he 
was discovered in the morning in time to 
summon physicians, who by tbe utmost 
efforts managed to save his life. Disap- 
pointment in love is believed to be the 
cause of his rash act. 


Uncle Sam In a $1.01 Suit. 

Boston, March 24.—A suit was brought 
yesterday against Fred Williams to recover 
$1.01 in the United States circuit court. 
The United States is the plaintiff and the 
action is one of contract brought to re- 
cover a balance due upon duties upon an 
importation of five bushels of potatoes by 
Williams in November last. The entire 
duty levied upon the potatoes was $3.51, 
and Williams paid the government $2.50 
and said he would not pay 1 cent more.

PANAMA TRIAL ECHOES. 
Significant Letter Said to Have Been Writ- 
ten by the Late Baron De Reinach. 


PARIs, March 24.—The Gaulois publishes, 
with a portrait of the late Baron De 
Reinach, a letter said to have been written 
by him Aug. 4, 1888, which contains the 
following passage: “De Lesseps turns & 
deaf ear to my claim and will not pay me. 
On the other hand, I must carry out the 
engagement that I entered into, and find 
myself in an awkward position. He thinks 
that Iwill not dare to sue, because he 
thinks that I would never care to reveal in 
court the names of those he paid money.

State line steamship Pomeranian, which 
sailed from this port.on March 15 bound 
for Glasgow, put into Halifax with her 
machinery disabled. The Pomeranian 
was previously reported by Captain Ehoff 
of the Red Star liner Belgenland, which ar- 


rived here yesterday. morning from Ant- 
werp. 
On March 21 signals of distress were 


sighted by the Belgenland about five miles 
to the northward. The Begenland bore up 
for the disabled craft, which proved to be 
the Pomeranian. Her commander, Cap- 
tain McCullagh, signaled that the Pomer- 
anian was disabled, having broken a 
piston, and requested that the Begenland 
take his steamship in tow. This Captain 
Ehoff refused to do, and the Pomeranian 
was left to shift for herself as best she 
might. The captain claims he acted in ac- 
cordance with the ruies of the company, 
which forbid assistance except to rescue 
life.

SOLDIER AND EDITOR 


Celonel Shepard of the New York 
Mail and Express Is Dead. 


BRIEF SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


He Was Largely Interested in 
Religious Work. 


New YORK, March 25.—Colonel Elliott 
F. Shepard is dead. He had for some time 
been troubled with stone in the bladder. 
He had arranged for the operation known 
as lithotomy, and Drs. McBurney and Me- 
Lene, who were to perform the operation, 
vegan to give him ether. At the wirst in- 
halations dangerous symptoms were pro- 
duced and the inhalations were immedi- 
ately discontinued. Under a treatment 
with oxygen he rallied somewhat for a few 
hours, when a reaction set in and he 
gradually sank until he calmly and peace- 
fully passed away. He was unconscieur 
sbroughout. 


COL, ELLIOTT F, SHEPARD. 
Only the two physicians were present at 


the final moment. Mrs. Shepard and her 
two youngest daughters had been induced 
to goto the family’s summer residence, 
Scarborough on the Hudson, and to re- 
main there until after the operation had 
been performed. They were immediately 
notified to return and reached their home 
last evening. 
Sketch of His Career. 

Elliott F. Shepard was born on June 25, 
1834, in Jamestown, N. Y. His father was 
Fitch Shepard, a prominent business man 
and president of the National Bank Note 
company. Young Shepard attended the 
public schools at Jamestown, and when 
about 18 years of age he came to this city 
and begar study at the New York uni- 
versity, graduating in 1855. He then en- 
tered the law office of Judge William 
Strong and finally became a partner with 
his preceptor. He practiced law for about 
e5 years. 

At the breaking out ofthe war in 1861 
he was a colonel on the staff of Governor 
F. D. Morgan and at once actively engaged 
in raising troops. He recruited 50,000 for 
the army but was himself never actively 
engaged in battle. He personally re- 
cruited and equipped the Fifty-first regi- 
ment, New York volunteers,and for a time 
during the war was in charge of the mili- 
tary station and prison at Elmira, N. Y. 

At the close of the war he resumed the 
practice of law, entering into a copartner- 
ship with Theron Strong, a son of his 
former partner, and § Adlai F. Wallace, 
lately a United States railway commis- 
sioner. At the time of his retirement 
from active law practice in 1884 Colonel 
Shepard had built up a large and lucrative 
business as a civil and corporation lawyer. 
He was at one time a counsel for the New 
York Central and Hudson River railroad 
and for the Harlem railroad. 

From 1884 until late in 1887 Colonel 
Shepard and his family traveled exten- 
sively inEurope. In March, 1888, Colonel 
Shepard became proprietor of The Mail 
and Express, which now occupies the mag- 
nificent new granite building recently 
erected by the proprietor at Broadway 
and Fulton street. 

In 1868 Colonel Shepard married Miss 
Margaret Louise, the eldest daughter of 
thelate William H. Vanderbilt, by whom 
he had five children, all of whom survive 
him. The eldest, Louise, is the wife of W. 
H. Schiefflin, wholesale druggist. Miss 
Edith, the next daughter, is now on her 
way to Europe, having sailed last Satur- 
day. Thetwo other daughters, Alice and 
Margaret, are at home, and Elliott F. 
Shepard, Jr.. the deceased’s only son, is at- 
ans school at Pennington, N. J. 

Prominent In Religious Circles. 

Colonel Shepard was largely inte rested 
in religious work; was president of the 
American Sabbath union and also vice 
president of St. Paul’s institute in Asia 
Minor, which was mainly endowed by 
him. He was a member of the Union 
League club and the New York Yacht club, 
In addition to being the principal owner of 
The Mail and Express, he was a director 
in the American Bank Note company and 
other organizations, particularly of the 
Fifth Avenue Stage company. He was 
the founder of the New York Bar associa- 
tion and its first president in politics. 
Colonel Shepard was an ardent Republi- 
can. He was a delegate to the last Repub- 
lican national convention and supported 
the nomination of General Harrison. 

Colonel Shepard’s annual income was 
$1,000,000 a year. After the death of her 
father, Mrs. Shepard received $12,000,000 as 
her portion. The property, as is the cage 
with all the Vanderbilts, is locked in 
the gilt edge securities of the New York 
Central, while only the interest can be 
used. 


A Missing Girl Returns. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., March 25.—Lizzie 
Denham, supposed to have eloped several 
days ago from this city, has been found. 
Mrs.Denham received word that her daugh- 
ter was at the rooms of the Rescue mission 
in Boston. She met her daughter there, 
and she was glad to return. The girl’s 
companion, however, would not return, 
tlaiming that her parents abused her.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Reports of Committees— Bill Relating to 
Transportation of Milk. 

Boston, March 25.—In the senate the 
following bills were reported favorably: 
To amend the law as to notice in proceed- 
ings to enforce liens on personal property 
was reported favorably upon by the com- 
mittee on the judiciary; to incorporate the 
exchange club of Boston, recommitted, 
was reported favorably by the mercantile 
committee; to increase the efficiency of the 
board of cattle commissioners, giving them 
greater powers in action to stamp out con- 
tagious diseases, 

Isaac H. Coe, John McCalmar, Charles 
R. Sherman, William R. Sherman, Am- 
brose E. Luce, Isaiah Wood and Benjamin 
S. Batchelor, are incorporated as the 
Rhode Island and Massachusetts Christian 
Benevolent society, with power to hold 
$30,000 worth of property. 

The selectmen of West Springfield are 
given authority to provide an additional 
water supply for that town, and for that 
purpose may issue $75,000 more water 
bonds, running 30 years at not over 5 per 
cent. The town is given three years in 
which to accept this act. 

The committee on education reported a 
resolve appropriating $200,000 for a site 
and new building for the Normal school at 
Salem, and authorizing the disposal of the 
present Normal school property there for 
not less than $25,000. 

The bill to regulate the hours of steam 
railroad employes was refused a third 
reading. 

The committee on education reported a 
bill to amend the law as to the distribu- 
tion of the school fund, so that towns 
whose valuation is not over $500,000 shall 
receive $300 annually, with $50 more for 
those towns whose annual tax rate is $18 
or more per $1000. 

The committee on taxation and edaca- 
tion reported against the petition of Mayor 
Matthews that any increase of the school 
fund shall be secured by special appropria- 
tion or by speciai additional franchise tax 
upon corporations enjoying the use of the 
public streets without special charge. 

The city of Waltham asks leave to bor- 
row $100,000 for park purposes. 

The trustees of the Westboro insane 
asylum want $700 for further protecting 
the buildings against fire and to provide 
more means of egress. 

In the house leave to withdraw was re- 
ported on the petitions for the incorpora- 
tion of the Rock Rimmon Building as- 
sociation of the Whitman Land company, 
of the Collateral Loan association of Fall 

tiver and ofthe Boston Catholic Ceme- 
cry association. 

The railroad committee reported a bill to 

revent discriminationin the transporta- 
cion of milk. 

By a bill from the mercantile affairs 
committee the Harvard Medical associa- 
tion may hold $50,000 worth of real estate 
and personal property. 

The banking committee reported a bill 
to provide for the appointment of assist- 
ant or vice treasurers of savings banks. 

Ought to passin a new draft was re- 
ported on the bill for a sale of new railroad 
stock at public auction. 

Mr. Knell had the bil: amended which 
repeals the prohibition on giving credit to 
students by innholders and others, so that 
it should apply to minors only. It was 
then passed to be engrossed. 


NEGLECTED HIS CHILDREN. 


Sad Case Brought to the Attention of a 
Humane Society Official. 

LOWELL, Mass., March 25.—A 3-year- 
old child, with dirty face and matted hair, 
looked wonderingly from a filthy crib at 
Agent Drury of the Humane society when 
he visited a house in Ayer’s City yester- 
day. The little one was almost blind, and 
a loosely clad woman, who claimed to be 
the nurse, said th~y had not used water 
fora week. The child had no shoes or 
stockings—very little of anything, in fact— 
and the trouble with her eyes was due en- 
tirely to neglect. The neighbors had com- 
plained about the neglect of the child, and 
none too soon. The house was a hovel of 
the worst kind. Two other children were 
atschool, but the nurse could not tell 
what school they attended. 

Agent Drury took the three children 
from Thomas Fitzpatrick, the father, 
about eight months ago, and placed them 
inthe Tewksbury home, but Fitzpatrick 
was allowed to have them again on a 
promise to give them proper care. When 
seen by the agent yesterday he promised 
to discharge the nurse, engage a physician 
and make a general change.

QUESTION OF SEALS. 


This Country May Find That Ar- 
bitration Comes High. 


CONTENTION BY UNCLE SAM. 


Claims Control of Seal Fish- 
eries in Behring Sea. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Although the 
Behring sea commission, which met in 
Paris Thursday and adjourned to April 4, 
was arranged by the late administration, 
the present authorities are watching the 


proceedings with great interest. As the 
questions involve international mat- 
ters with which this administration 


will have to deal, and in which other na- 
tions are interested, President Cleveland 
and Secretary Gresham are keeping them- 
selves fully advised of the progress of 
affairs. All the commissioners are now 
present, 
The American Side 

is represented by the ablest talent in 
diplomacy and jurisprudence which the 
country affords, and will be met by a sim- 
ilar array of experience and ability on the 
part of England and Canada as well as by 
nations acting as umpires. 

The contention on the part of the United 
States, as is known, involves the right of 
this government to control and regulate 
the seal fisheries in Behring sea, whether 
considered as an open or closed sea, and 
also the extent of the ceded privileges to 
the United States by Russia and the right 
of property in the seals, and the right of 
protection to the seals, whether within or 
without the three-mile limit of the Pribilof 
islands. 

There Is Some Apprehension 
that the United States has been over- 
reached in the method of the proposed set- 
tlement. There are those who believe that 
this government will be mulcted to a very 
large sum when the final settlement is 
reached. 

This is not the first time that England 
and her dependency, Canada, has fleeced 
us out of a large sum for worthless fran- 
chises, as under the treaty of Washington. 
In that case this government paid $5,500,- 
000 gold to Canada for what was proven 
afterward to be worth less than $500,000. 
The method by which it was brought 
about was similar to that adopted in the 
present arbitration. The danger lies in 
the damages which may be awarded to 
Canadian fishermen who have been resort- 
ing to Behring sea and engaging in seal 
fisheries with that end in view. 


A Woman In the Case. 

ATLANTA, March 25.—A sensation has 
developed in the Redwine defalcation case 
by the arrest of the woman in the case, 
Mrs. Marie Rammond, as she was fleeing 
from the city. Detectives went to her 
house yesterday morning and began a 
search for the money Redwine stole. The 
police department have absolute proof that 
she has secured some of the money, pos- 
sibly $35,000. Redwine stole $150,000, and 
intense excitement prevails, as he moved 
in high social circles. 


Fight Between Kailroaders and Citizens. 

CAMDEN, N. J., March 25.—A_ pitched 
battle was fought between employes of the 
Pennsylvan ia railroad and citizens. Rail- 
rord employes started toerect a high board 
fence on both sides of Bridge avenue, 
from Broadway to sixth street. A crowd 
of citizens, armed with axes, demolished 
the fence in spite of the effort at resistance 
by the railroad men.

DvuBLIN, March 25.—The Ulster agita- 
tion is assuming a serious form.

pired on Jan. 1. 


Expelled From France. 

Paris, March 25.—The minister of the 
interior sent order of expulsion against 
Oita Urantes, the correspondent of the 
Berliner Tagblatt. This decision was the 
result of the correspondent having sent to 
his paper a statement of the Panama af- 
fair,in which he said President Carnot was 
satirized as ““Monsieur X.”

Cleveland is very desirous of having a man 
of national reputation as collector of Bos- 
ton, as he realizes the importance of the 
position as representing the administra- 
tion in New England. The term of Collec- 
tor Beard will not run out until just about 
the time that Governor Russell would fin- 
ish his third year in the gubernatorial 
chair, and the appointment could be made 
then all right without allowing the state 
administration to fall into a Republican 
lieutenant-governor’s hands. According 
tothis gentleman, Mr. Cleveland is very 
desirous of doing something for Governor 
Russell. He wished to have him in his 
cabinet, but his election as governor last 
year took away all hope of that. 

‘* Now the President has been thinking 
what an excellent thing it would be to have 
Governor Russell as the official representa- 
tive of the government in New England, 
where the popularity of the governor would 
have a tendency to increase the popularity 
of the administration. The question is 
whether Governor Russell would accept 
the place. He has not been approached 
upon the matter yet, but it is thought that 
if Mr. Cleveland should ask him as a per- 
sonal favor to him, to take the place he 
would do so. There would be no loss of 
official dignity for the governor to step in- 
to the custom house, for there is the pre- 
cedent of Hannibal Hamlin coming down 
from Maine to act as collector of the port 
after he had served the country as vice- 
president. 

“Tn direct connection with the report of 
Gov. Russell for collector comes the one 
that Josiah Quincy is to be the democratic 
nominee for governor in Massachusetts 
this fall, or at least isa candidate for the 
nomination. This report comes from E, 
C. Benedict of Connecticut and New York, 
the intimate friend of Mr. Cleveland and 
who just now has the reputation of being 
the best informed man outside of Washing- 
ton respecting the President’s purposes, 
Mr. Benedict says that it is the intention 
of Mr. Quincy to remain in the office of 
assistant secretary of state just 90 days, or 
long enough to swing the diplomatic battle 
axe and name the recruits. Then Mr. 
Quincy will go to Massachusetts to begin 
the campaign which he hopes to make for 
the nomination for governor. Mr, Bene- 
dict intimates that this information came 
from Mr. Cleveland. 

‘* This argument of Gov. Russell for col- 
lector and Mr. Quincy as the nominee for 
governor would leave Mayor Matthews out 
for the present, although there is some 
talk that he is to be selected to take Mr. 
Quincy’s place in the state department 
here when the chairman of the state com- 
mittee steps out. But it is not believed 
that Mayor Matthews would like the duties 
of the state department. But the fact that 
Mr. Cleveland is considering Gov. Rus- 
sell as a collector of the port puts a 
very different aspect upon democratic mat- 
ters in Massachusetts.”

Those Lincoln Plans. 
Editor of the Daily Ledger : 

As a member of the Building Committee 
of last year, I have been interested in the 
correspondence regarding the payment of 
the plans for the Brooks Avenue school 
house, 

A conservative minority persistently 
fought the plans first purchased for this 
school house, claiming that Mr. Moxon, as 
chairman of the Building Committee and a 
practical builder, had stated that an eight- 
room brick school house could be built for 
$25,000. So pressed was he by the opposi- 
tion, that finallyin self-defence he offered 
to prepare a set of plans by which the 
school house could be built for that amount 
of money. : 

The plans were accepted and $30,000 was 
appropriated to build the schoolhouse. It 
was discused in the committee whether Mr. 
Moxon could receive compensation for his 
plans, and also what the price would be, 
and nothing definite was arrived at. Mr. 
Moxon stating he did not care whether he 
received anything for them. 

The City Charter is very explicit in regard 
to a member of the Council entering into a 
contract with the city, and the statutes of 
the Commonwealth are even more stringent 
in that regard, and if, the matter had been 
brought before the Council of 1892, as it 
should have been, legal advice would have 
been sought before any action would have 
been take. Commissioner Ewell, an ex- 
Councilman, knew what course should be 
taken in this matter and asked mein the 
latter part of the year to offer) an order 
appropriating money to pay for these plans. 
I declined taking the ground thatif Mr. 
Moxon had any bill against the city let him 
present it. Commissioner Ewell was afraid 
that if he did not get his money last year he 
would not get it at all. 

On investigation I find Commissioner 
Ewell approved the bill, but there was no 
money appropriated to pay for another set 
of plans and he obtained the approval of 
the City Solicitor to charge it to the Brooks 
avenue appropriation. 

Putting aside the question, whether it is 
legal for Mr. Moxon to receive the money 
which is a serious one, let us consider the 
way it has been done. The Council ap- 
propriated $30,000 to build the school house 
and there isa balance remaining. When 
the School Committee desire to furnish it 
they ask for an appropriation, an order 
is introduced into the Council and the ap- 
propriation is made The same course is 
taken in regard toa side-walk around the 
building. I claim the same course should 
have been taken in regard to these plans. 
Commissioner Ewell knew the proper 
course to take when he asked me to offer 
an order, There was some question in re- 
gard to the payment of the bill for the 
attachment of the opinion of the City So- 
licitor stating that it was proper to charge 
it to this appropriation shows it, and the 
friends of Mr. Moxon gave him some good 
advice in reference to this matter. 

No one wishes to withhold from Mr. 
Moxon any compensation due him, but as 
a member of the Council, a leader of his 
party, and chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, he knows this bill should have 
passed the Council, and have come into the 
past financial year. 

As far as I can learn City Hall approves 
of this way of doing business, but how 
about the Auditor? He is elected by the 
Council to look after their interests and 
through them the people’s. There was 
nothing in the order for this school house 
referring to plans. It was a separate order. 
Last year he raised the question on a small 
matter of interest, but in this case approves 
a billand charges it to an appropriation 
which was specific and did not and was not 
intended to cover. His action last year 
came very near freezing him out of the city 
government. Perhaps he has learned to be 
more pliable under the powers that be. 

On Jan. 1, the financial year closes, and 
it is supposed that when a building is com- 
pleted the account is closed and the bal- 
ance turned into the treasury. Our finan- 
cial system is faulty that leaves an account 
open, permitting such a transaction as this, 

I question the approval of the City Solic- 
itor and Auditor to charge this bill to the 
Brook’s avenue schoolhouse appropriation 
without an order from the Council. It has 
a ‘heathen Chinee’’ aspect, and I trust 
that in the interest of good, honest munici- 
pal government the Council will order an 
investigation, demand that the money be 
paid back into the treasury and then if the 
bill is found correct and legal pay it as it 
should be by an order of the Council.

A New German Field Gun. 

The new German field gun might be 
described as an enlarged rifle, for that is 
what it really is. The ammunition, like 
rifle cartridges, consists of one piece 
only. Ignition is produced by a ready 
fuse, and the four kinds of projectiles at 
present in use—i. e., shell, explosive 
shell, shrapnel and grapeshot—give place 
to a uniform projectile, an explosive 
shell possessing the combined character- 
istics of shell and shrapnel. Thus the 
possibility of a gunner mistaking in the 
heat of battle one projectile for another 
will be averted, while the loading, aim- 
ing and firing besides being quicker—for 
the new arm is loaded and fired in one- 
third of the time required in working 
the old gun, and the effect and precision 
are almost double—will be surer and un- 
attended wit danger. 

The barrel of the new gun is made of 
cast steel, with a caliber of 8 centime- 
ters, and the total weight of the gun, 


15 | limber and carriage is slightly less than 
15 | that of the old artillery weapon.

limber and gun carriage are made of iron 
and iron plates. The limber box is open 
behind near the gun when in action. 
The advantage of this innovation is that 
the projectiles can be served out from 
the limber and ammunition wagon with 
greater rapidity. Another important 
feature is that the carriage is supplied 
with a brake, which counteracts the re- 
coil, the process of loading and firing be- 
ing thus simplified.—London Court Jour- 
nal.

Why Women’s Wages Are Kept Down. 

In pursuit of a livelihood the hope cr 
ultimate intention of a woman to marry 
is a drawback to her success. She en- 
ters any vocation half heartedly, not 
as a life carcer, but as a temporary stop 
gap. Abanconing her trade for mar- 
riage, years afterward perheps she re- 
turns to it, an invalid and with depend- 
ents, her hand robbed of its cunning, and 
she must take her place at the bottom of 
the ladder. Economically indeed, she is 
yet an industrial makeshift, rarely dis- 
placing man except at half his pay. 
Again, being unorganized, women cannot 
fight. 

Such trades unions as dare form are, 
for want of leadership, scotched by hard 
hitting manufacturers at one blow, few 
associations surviving one formal com- 
plaint orstrike. Shoe and tobacco unions 
have obtained substantial results in 
shortening hours and raising pay. Some 
localities and industries need no unions, 
but tradeworkers co-operating for de- 
fense here, as in England, might achiev« 
enormous benefits for female wage earn- 
ers,—Clare de Graffenried in Forum.

QNLY THE SOLDIERS 


Can Be Allowed Expenses For 
Last Sickness and Burial. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION | 


Which Will Save the Govern-| 
ment Millions In Pensions. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—It has been 
discovered that one of the most important 
rulings ever made in the administration 
of pension matters has remained unpro- 
mulgate@, so far as the public knows, for 
more than five months past, and that this 
decision reverses a ruling, under which, it 
appears, fully $2,000,000 have been wrong- 
fully paid out. 

The decision was made on Sept. 28 last | 
by Assistant Secretary Bussey. It radi- | 
cally changed the practice of the depart- 
ment as to the disposition of accrued pen- 
sions in certain cases, and establish a new 
rule as to reimbursement of “expenses for 
last sickness and burial,” under section 
4718, revised statutes. Hitherto it has been | 
uniformly held that under sections 4692, 
4693, 4702 and 4718, minor grandchildren of 
a deceased soldier, who at the date of his 
death was either a pensioner or a lawful 
claimant for invalid pension, could hold a 
pensionable status as minors of the 
soldier, sofar as to receive his accrued 
pension in case of his death of the parent | 
ofthe children, thereby construing the | 
words of the law, ‘‘any person entitled to a | 
pension,” to apply | 

Not Only to the Soldier, 
but to his widow, his children, dependent | 
brothers and sisters or dependent parents. | 

In his decision the assistant secretary 
says that the words of the act “any pen- 
sioner” and ‘“tany person entitled to a pen- 
sion,” evidently means the same character 
orclass of persons—persons who incurred 
disabilities in the military service—‘‘and 
furthermore, it is obvious that the words 
(any pensioner’ and “‘any person entitled 
to a pension, having an application there- 
for pending’’) refer exclusively to a per- | 
son of the masculine gender, as the 
accrued pension for the disposal of 
which the section provides, must be the 
accrued pension that shall result from 
“the death” of “such a person”? as may 
leave a widow, who shall be entitled to his 
accrued pension, or “or if there is no 
widow, may leave a child or children,” 
under 16 years of age, ‘who by reason of | 
the widow’s death, shall take the accrued 
pension that would otherwise go to the 
widow during her widowhood.” 


NOTHING BUT RUINS. 


Damage Done by the Southern Cyclone 
Is Worse Than Reported. 
KELLY, Miss., March 25.—The damage 
done by the cyclone was worse than at 
first reported. Kelly was a small town of 
about 30 houses, of which 12 or 15 were en- 
tirely swept away, and there is nothing to 
show that there was ever a residence there 
except by the mass of debris, which is 
sattered in all directions. - 
There is not a house left standing within 
the scope of the cyclone, which ranged 


|from a quarter to half a mile in width, 


southwest of Kelly. The trees were 
mowed down and uprooted. A colored 
man named Payne was crushed to death 
under his cabin. His wife was crippled 
and internally injured; his 8-year-old girl’s 
head was crushed in and she will die, and 
three other children were injured. Harriet 
Smith, also colored, was killed, and Chris 
Burford will probably die. Eph McLaugh- 
lin and the latter’s young son were also 
badly injured. 

All the negro plantation houses west of 
Kelly were blown away and it is said that 
many of these people have been killed. 
Three schoolhouses were blown down. 

East of Kelly the storm struck the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad and 
wrecked a freight train near Germantown. 
Around Kelly 500 people are homeless and 
are in need. The track of the cyclone was 
half a mile wide and its duration in Kelly 
was only four minutes. 

OPEN TO OFFERS. 
Corbett and Mitchell Are Waiting For 
Bids For Their Coming Fight. 

NEW YorK, March 25.—After today any 
club that wishes the Mitchell-Corbett fight 
can file a bid for it. When Mitchell and 
Corbett agreed on terms they stipulated 
that the Coney Island, Crescent and Olym- 
pic clubs could have the interval up to 
March 25 in which to compete against one 
another. The Olympic Athletic club, it is 


| understood, would not give $20,000 for the 


affair, and the Crescent Athletic club’s 
officers assured Mitchell when he was in 
New Orleans that they would not think 
of offering a second purse of $40,000 
under any circumstances. Apparently the 
Coney Islanders have acted on this belief 
or an understanding with the southerners, 
for Judge Newton has not made an offer 
for the fight.

As to the reimburse- 
ment for “last sickness and burial,’ he 
concludes that while only the widow or 
minor child of the deceased soldier can 
take the accrued pensiou, the only person 
for whom the expenses of the last sickness 
and burial can be allowed is the soldier 
himself. From the date of and under 
the authority ofan opinion by Solicitor 
General Phillips, rendered Aug. 10, 1876, 
until now, last sickness and burial ex- 
penses have been allowed in all cases 
where the deceased was an impecunious 
pensioner or entitled to a pension, whether 
soldier, minor. children, grandchildren or 
dependent parents. 

It is stated that fully $2,000,000 have 
been wrongfully paid to claimants under 
the Phillips opinion as reimbursements for 
last sickness and burial expenses, for 
which section 4718 of the revised statutes 
did not provide. 


Money For States. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—First Comp- 
troller Matthews has decided that certain 
sums of money held up by the treas- 
ury department from the direct tax re- 
funded by congress to the states, on ac- 
connt of the states having received an ex- 
cess of arms and equipment from the mil- 
itia fund, was done without warrant of 
law. Acting on this decision the treasury 
department is now paying to the states the 
amounts withheld. Included are Massa- 
chusetts, $4786; New Hampshire, $3784. 
Rhode Island, $11,925. 


Retired From the Turf. 

NEw YORK, March 25.—‘‘White hat” 
Dan McCarthy has announced his retire- 
ment from the turf and has made the 
statement that he is ready to dispose of his 
516 head of trotters and runners, including 
the stallion Dexter Prince. Mr. McCarthy, 
however, wants $100,000 cash for that well 
known animal. McCarthy says he has 
other interests to look after and that his 
son, who has been managing his stable is 
to return to college.

A GIGANTIC CONSPIRACY, 


New York Central and Other Roads Sys 
tematically Robbed by Conductors. 

NEw YORK, March 25.—A clever piece 
of detective work has been made public 
here. Some time since the officials of the 
New York Central railroad suspected that 
there was fraud along the line and detec- 
tives were put to work onthe line with the 
result that six conductors of the New 
York Central railroad, five of the Rome, 
Watertown and Ogdensburg, and two of 
the West Shore road have been discharged, 

The detectives disguised themselves as 
drummers, traveled over the roads men- 
tioned, mingled with drummers, and even 
took orders for the sale of goods. In this 
way they became intimate with the regular 
travelers over these roads and discovered a 
gigantic conspiracy. They found out that 
there were thousands who traveled over 
the roads for half fare or even less. Each 
person concerned in the fraud wassupplied 
with a card, which, when shown to the 
conductor, secured a ride at very reduced 
rates, and in some cases a free ride. The 
detectives told how they had tzaveled, 
sometimes prying a very small percentage 
of the regular fare, which the conductors 
kept. Itis not known whether the evi- 
dence is strong enough to prosecute the 
conductors, 


ANSWER TO ARTHUR. 


Ann Arbor Officials Claim to Pay 
Higher Wages Than Competing Roads. 


TOLEDO, March 25.—General Manager 
H. W. Ashley of the Ann Arbor road has 
written an answer to the statements of 
Chief Arthur of the Locomotives Engi- 
neers brotherhood. Mr. Ashley says his 
company pays engineers a higher rate 
than is paid by any road in Michigan, ex- 
cept the Michigan Central. 

The passenger engineers earn from $1200 
to $1400 per year for service of eight hours 
or less per day, and the freight enginemen 
all earn between $100 and $140 per month. 
Mrs. Ashley says: ‘We have between 1100 
and 1200 applications for the privilege of 
being ‘ground’ at these prices; but the 
members of this order, who do not want 
to work for these wages, have sought by 
purchase, intimidation and boycott to de- 
prive others of the right to do so.” 

The statement concludes with the offer 
of a reward of $1000 for the apprehension 
or conviction of the man or men who 
caused the derailment of passenger train 
No. 5, one mile north of Owosso station,on 
last Wednesday night. 


A CASE OF ABDUCTION 


Which Is Exciting the Inhabitants of 


Montpelier, Vt. 


BENNINGTON, Vt., March 25.—A case of 
abduction which occurred in Montpelier 
is creating much excitement. Three years 
agothe wife of William Blanchard sud- 
denly left his bed and board and later was 
discovered in Massachusetts. 

Most of the time since his wife’s deser- 
tion Blanchard has cared for his two little 
girls, now aged 8 and 10 years,respectively, 
and resides on court street. When he 
went home for dinner Thursday he missed 
his children. It was discovered that Mrs. 
Blanchard, who had been in this section 
for some two weeks past, secretly watched 
as Blanchard went to his shop in the 
morning, entered the house and took the 
children away. 

A letter in the postoffice said she had 
taken them to Waterbury, but would re- 
turn soon. Latest developments show 
that she boarded the train and asked the 
conductor for a ticket to Boston, obtained 
one to Wells River and that she is now 
without doubt in Boston with the children.

Of a Plot to Assassinate the Prince 
of Wales. 


VISIT TO THE WORLD'S FAIR 


Would Prove Fatal to the Heir 
of Britain’s Throne. 


New YorK, March 27.—The Morning 
Journal prints this morning a sensational 
story of an alleged plot of anarchists to 
assassinate the Prince of Wales should he 
visit this country and the World’s fair this 
summer. It is alleged that Sir Ju lian 
Pauncefote, the English ambassador at 
Washington, has received a commuanica- 
tion from Major Charles Fox Billings of 
Peterboro, formerly a distinguished officer, 
stating that he (Major Billings) has accu- 
rate information that an extensive anar- 
chistic plot has begun, which, in the event 
of the visit of the Prince of Wales to 
America, will enc in the murder of Albert 
Edward. The Journal says in this con- 
nection: 

While the exact details given in Major Bill- 
ings’ letter are withheld, enough is known of 
its contents to cause lively consternation. He 
says briefly that the moment the prince lands 
in America his death warrant will be sealed. 
He either will fall a victim to secret poison, 
the knife, the revolver or by the throwing of 
that king killer, a dynamite bomb. 

It is further alleged that Sir Julian 
Paunceforte communicated the tenor of 
the letter to the English foreign office, 
which “‘was turned upside down by the 
\ews of the plot.”

UPRISING OF LAbUR 


Carriage Makers In and Around 
Boston Quit Work. 


BUILDING TRADES WORRIED 


At the Prospect of a Far- 
Reaching Strike. 


Boston, March 27.—Between 800 and 
1000 carriage and wagon workers struck 
this morning in Boston and the adjacent 
towns. It is the beginning of a long-pend- 
ing warfare in the carriage manufacturing 
industry for a nine-hour workday with 10 
hours’ pay. 

Yesterday afternoon a mass meeting of 
Carriage and Wagons Workers’ union 9 
was held in Arlington hall. Reports were 
received from many shops, but the exact 
strength of those who go on strike could 
not be determined, as figures were incom- 
plete. 

The union scored a great victory Satur- 
day, when the Sargent & Howe Manu- 
facturing company notified its employes 
that the nine-hour and other demands of 
the union would be granted. The men 
gave their employers three-times-three 
cheers when the decision was announced, 

Saturday night the entire force in the 
factory of F. F. French & Co. notified 
their employers that they would not re- 
turn to work until the nine-hour day had 
been granted. There were no disorderly 
proceedings and no demonstrations. The 
men walked out as if nothing had hap- 
pened.

A. B. Palmer of Malden gave his men 
nine hours a few days ago, but the Manu- 
facturers’ association persuaded him to 
change his mind, and his men are now all 
out.

Deserved the Nine-Hour System 

and he hoped they would win. Timothy 
O’Brien, Brookline, has conceded the de- 
mands of his men,as have alsothe following 
firms in addition to those already men- 
tioned: J. E.S. Adams, Roxbury; Bos- 
ton. Wagon company, Quinster & , Co., 
and James O’Connor. 

It was reported yesterday at the meeting 
of the union that agents of varnish manu- 
facturers and dealers have been trying to 
induco employes to work 10 hours. The 
union officials are surprised at the large 
number of non-union men who have cast 
in their lot with the strikers. The manu- 
facturers counted on retaining enough 
non-men to carry on their business, but 
they have been grievously surprised thus 
far. Yesterday 50 new members were 
placed on the roll of the union, swelling 
the total membership to 750, 

Strike In Building Trades. 

Three husdred plasterers’ tenders em- 
ployed by the contracting plasterers struck 
this morning. The men want nine hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work, or in other 
words, the same pay as last year. The 
journeymen plasterers are largely union 
men, belonging tothe plasterers’ union, and 
their work will be badly hampered. If 
non-union tenders are offered them they 
will go out on strike, and there is alsoa 
possibility of its spreading to other 
branches of the building trades. 

The plasterers have been working eight 
hours for the past month. They, how- 
ever, sacrifice an hour’s pay by adopting 
the new system. The contractors now 
tnsist that the tenders should do like 
wise, but asthe latter are not nearly as 
well paid as the former, they claim thas 
they cannot afford to lose the hour. 
According to the tenders they did not seek 
an eight-hour day and it has been forced 
upon them by circumstances not under 
their control. If the contractors refuse 
their demands it is possible the council 
will order a strike of the other trades. 


Internal Strife. 

NEw YorE, March 27.—War to the knife 
was inaugurated this morning between 
the Clothing Manufacturers’ association 
and the United Cloak Cutters, affiliated 
with the federation of labor. Inci- 
dentially, the Central Labor union is in 
favor of the manufacturers and against the 
federation. The struggle is not about 
wages nor hours of labor, but has grown 
out of enmity between the two great labor 


organizations.

ganizations. 

In opening his paper Mr. Taylor gave 
some accounts of the earlier attempts at 
trade organizations of which we have apy 
record. This was about the 14th century, 
but their history is not continuous from 
this time, for many years nothing is heard 
ofthem. A little overa hundred years 
ago, however, the friendly society made its 
appearance in England. These clubs 
where poor men gathered and paid their 
mite to help each other in times of sick- 
ness, seemed to have caused a revival of 
the idea of labor unions. The workmen 
wko come together at these meetings 
would naturally talk over the conditions of 
their trades, and from this sprang our pre- 
sent organizations, which have been called 
mobs of fools led by rogues, but which are 
nevertheless destined to be powerful fact- 
ors in the world of labor. Much has been 
said against them and truthfully too, but 
until something better can be found to 
take their place, they are here to stay ? 

“* We have often heard a cry when disputes 
were in progress between capita! and labor, 
that the workmen were trying to destroy 
the business. If this were so, and if it proved 
anything, it would be that it was a very 
wretched business for them, or they would

know better what was for their own good 
than destroy the business by which they 
gained a living. 

I claim that trade unions are a benefit 
to employers as well as workmen particularly 
in industries which can be carried on by 
individuals with small capital. No honest 
man can live and do business in the mad 
scramble of unlimited competition; were 
it not for combinations of the workingmen 
which guarantees to acertain extent, thata 
given amount of labor will cost about the 
same to all alike, thus where labor is the 
principal factor in cost, the speculative 
margin is greatly contracted, and the dis- 
tribution more general.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Taylor said: “If 
working men are not getting much richer, 
they certainly are getting wiser, and their 
cry fora fair share of the wealth they pro- 
duce will not be put off. I believe that 
one great evil is at the root of all the lesser 
evils, and that great one is the monopoly 
of land the commun heritage of all man- 
kind; and it would be an -interesting 
research to seek the first title deeds, which 
conferred the land upon the few, to the 
exclusion of the many.” 

In the discussion upon this subject two 
First, 
That Trade Unions are not all that their 
supporters claim them to be ; that in fact 
they are ‘‘ necessary evils.” Second, That 
something other than them are needed be- 
fore the labor problem can be solved. Ofall 
the solutions offered to this question it 
seemed that cooperation or profit sharing 
found most favor among the members. 

As already stated this was the last meet- 
ing of the present session of this society. 
In the course of the past five months the 
subjects discussed at our weekly meetings 
have been many and varied, and 1 doubt 
not but all our members have received 
benefit,— more or less. The attendance 
has not at all times been what could be de- 
sired, but somehow —from what cause or 
causes it is hard to tell —this seems to be a 
chronic complaint with nearly all such so- 
cieties. However, judging from the signs 
of the times I am inclined to believe, and 
hope, that debating societies will become 
more popular in the future than they have 
been in the past, aud instead of resembling 
sickly plants as they do at present; they 
will grow to resemble flourishing trees of 
vast proportions. I have pleasure in inti- 
matingthat the society passed a vote of 
thanks to theeditors of the LepGER and 
Patricr for their uniform courtesy in 
publishing our reports. 

For the past two sessions I have taken 
considerable pleasure in writing the reports 
of the seciety’s proceedings, and as it is 
highly improbable that I shall act in the 
same capacity again when it reorganizes, I 
would take this occasion to thank all those 
who have manifested their interest in our 
proceedings.

TWO REPORTS PRESENTED 


Which Are Likely to Create a 
Lengthy Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The sessions of 
tongress this week will be made interest- 
ing by the debate of the question of the 
admissability to membership in the senate 
of Messrs. Beckwith of Wyoming, Mantle 
of Montana and Allen of Washington on 
certificates of appointment from the gov- 
trnors of their respective states, the legis- 
latures having failed to elect. The major- 
ity and minority reports of the commis- 
sion on privileges and elections were sub 
mitted today to the senate. 
argued in these reports is this: “Can the 
governor of a state appoint a senator when 
the legislature has refused to elect?” It 
raises an important and heretofore unde- 
cided constitutional question, and the final 
conclusion of the senate now may be of 
great political importance some time in 
the future. 

The majority report was presented by 
Senator Vance of North Carolina, chair- 
man of the committee, and minority re- 
port by Hoar of Massachusetts. Demo- 
crats constitute the larger fraction of the 
majority meabers and Republicans the 


larger fraction of the minority members. | 


The majority report in a general way is 
based 
like the present the vancacies in the repre- 
sentations of the several states in the sen- 


ate do not “happen” in the manner contem- | 


plated by the constitution when it author- 
izes appointments of senators by the 
governor, The other view is that it is the 
evident intention of the constitution that 
states should always be represented by two 
senatots and that a state should not be 
deprived of «qual representation in the 
senate if a se~ator appears to be holding a 
reasonable claim to represent her. Accord- 
ing to this view, a vacancy exists when 
the legislature fails to elect, which the 


governor is authorized to fill by appoint- | 


ment until the legislature again comes to- 
gether. 
Long Debate Expected. 

All the constitutional laws of the sen- 
ate are expected to take part in the debate 
which will foliow, and it is not unlikely 
that at least a week and perhaps ten days 
will be required to givethbem all a full 
opportunity to express their 
prior to taking a vote. The outcome is in 
a little doubt, but the probabilities would 


seem to favor the adoption of the minority | 


view of the case, as the Republicans are 


more solidly in favor of governors’ power 
of appointment than are the Democrats on | 


the reverse of this proposition. 

Such remaining time as is not devoted 
to the senatorial question, will probably 
be largely spent in executive session con- 
firming nominations and considering the 
question of the organization at this special 


session of the election officers of the sen- | 


ate. The Democrats have failed to get the 
Republicans to agree toa cempromise by 
which the Democrats would get a share of 


the salaries of these offices during the sum- | 


mer. A number of the Democratic sena- 
tors are not cisposed to prolong the special 
sessions over these offices, and the indica- 
tions are that after a trial to ascertain 
whether or not the Republicans are fully 
determined to resist strenously filling of 
the places at this time the attempt will be 
abandoned in case itis seen that the Re- 
publicans will make a stubborn fight as 
they assert they certainly will do. 


The date of final adjournment is appar- | 


ently at least two weeks off and it looks as 
if it would be about the 10th of April be- 
fore the dissolution of the special session 
occurs. 


MURDER THE CHARGE 


Against a Physician Who Formerly Prac- 
tised at the Hub. 
BINGHAMPTON, N. Y., March 27.—A war- 
rant has been issued charging Dr. McDon- 
rid, who last summer practised medicine 
in Boston, with the murder of Mrs. Schoen- 
roeck. 


On April 7, 1892, Mrs. Schoenroeck was 


taken suddenly ill, dying in great agony. 

Sefore death she charged Dr. McDonald 
with poisoning her. 

A-saucer containing a powder he had 
left for her to take showed traces of strych- 
nine, and an analysis of the stomach 
showed the presence of the poison. 

For nearly a year the coroner’s jury 
have been investigating, and last fall Dr. 
McDonald was indicted for manslaughter. 
Subsequent developments showed a con- 
spiracy to secure a life insurance, and 
Saturday the coroner's jury found a ver- 
dict which resulted in the warrant, 

Earnest Schoenrock, the woman’s hus- 
band, is now in jail, charged with mur- 
der. There was $5900 on her life. 

Dr. McDonald is said to have relatives 
in Boston.

COLONEL SHEPARD’S 02... 


Details of Circumstances Attending 
Explaineti by Doctors. 


New York, March 27.—At the special 
request of Chauncey M. Depew and the 
members of the family of the late Elliott 
F. Shepard, Drs. McBurney and McLane 
last night gave out for publication a state- 
| ment detailing the circumstances attend- 
| ing the death of Colonel Shepard. It be- 
gins by stating that they met at Colonel 
| Shepard’s house for the purpose of making 
a thorough exploration, under ether, of his 
bladder. 

At about 12:450n the day of the fatal 
pperation the administration of the ether 
vas commenced, and for a few minutes he 
|Inhaled the ether uncommonly well, his 
| breathing being full and free. His color 
thanged somewhat, however, and he 
|} vomited before enough ether had been 
| jiven toadmit of proceeding with the pro- 
|posed operation. The efforts of the doc- 
| tors were then directed to securing proper 
|respiratory action. Colonel Shepard’s con- 
|dition had become so alarming as to call 
|for extreme measures, and, in the hope 
|that the symptoms might be due to the 
|presence in the windpipe of vomited 
| material accidentally inhaled, opening of 
the windpipe was performed. No foreign 
material of any kind was found,and in the 
| meantime several careful examinations of 
| the lungs were made. Under the influence 
| of oxygen the patient slightly revived. Ar- 
| tificial respiration and every other means 
| which might possibly give relief were re- 
‘sorted to. The statement concludes thus: 

From this time on his breathing became even 

more embarrassed, but still artificial respira- 
tion was continuously kept up, although his 
pulse became steadily more feeble. He sank 
rapidly into unconsciousness, and in spite of 
all efforts died at 4:10 o'clock. In our opinion 
{Colonel Shepard died of sudden ceedema and 
} congestion of the lungs, following the admin- 
istration of ether, but primarily due to s.ne 
| cause unknown to us.

Jimmy « Prisoner ot War. 

In 1889 the dervishes from Khartoum 
made a desperate effort to drive the 
Egyptians from their wdvanced post at 
Wady Halfa. Under the leadership of 
the famous Wad Nejumi, the great gen- 
eral of the dervishes who defeated Hicke 
Pasha and was the military adviser of 
the mahdi, a vast mob of dervishes, with 
their wives, children and caznp fellow 
ers, advanced along the Nile vailey to 


ward Wady Halfa. They were met by 
the Egyptian troops, led by English offi- 
cers, at Toski, and after a hurd fight 
were utterly defeated. Wad Nejumi 
was killed in the desperate charge made 
by his men, and a great number of his 
followers were also shot down. Among 
the prisoners were Abdullah Nejuini, the 
infant son of the general, and his nurse. 

The child was taken to Cairo, where 
he was placed under the charge of the 
English nurses in the government hos- 
pital as a kind of state prisoner. The 
English soldiers gave him the name of 
Jimmy, this being as near as they could 
get to Nejumi. Jimmy has a high opin- 
ion of his own importance and returns 
the salutes of the Soudanese soldiers and 
policemen with grave politeness. By the 
Soudanese he is considered a personage 
of high rank—in fact. a dervish chief — 
and already the authorities are beginu- 
ning toask themselves what is to be done 
with the boy. This question will soon 
become one of importance, fur Jimmy 
is now about 5 years old. The accom- 
panying illustration is from a photograph 
by Mr. C. S. Sheppard. 

A Story of Mr. Blaine'’s Youth. 

A story is told by Mr. Boyd of Mr 
Blaine’s early boyhood which illustrates 
his aptitude for diplomacy even at an 
early period of his career: 

‘Having access to the river and a fre- 
quent witness of the bouts that passed 
he desired to have a boat ef his own. He 
dammed the stream that flowed down the 
Indian hill and launched upon it a tiny 
bark of his own construction. But the 
neighboring boys repeatedly tore down 
his dam and spoiled his navigation. He 
applied to a stalwart ferryman for help 
and offered to bring home his cows for 
the entire week if he would build him a 
dam out of stone so large that the muis- 
chievous boys could not move them. The 
ferryman accepted the offer, and little 
Jimmie soon had the satisfaction of cein- 
plete triumph oyer his enemies, for the 
rocks which the strong ferryman piled 
in resisted all the efforts of the boys for 
their remoyal.”—Cor.

Secession Talk In Texas, 

At the recent immigration convention 
at Wichita Falls Mr. Alexander intro- 
duced a resolution advising that the Pan- 
handle practically secede from the Lone 
Star State and set up for itself. 

A Globe-Democrat representative met 
the Hon. A. L. Carter and asked him 


ex-senator said at once that he was op- 
posed to any division whatever. In his 
opinion there was no grounds for such a 
step as the resolution contemplated. His 
understanding was that the Panhandle 
people based their proposition principally 
upon the assumed fact they were not be- 
ing considered in the location of the new 
courts which are now under contempla- 
tion; that their rights were in danger, 
and in order to secure what they believed 
was justice to that portion of the state 
they proposed to cut loose from the com- 
monwealth and organize a state by them- 
selves. 

In the first place, Mr. Carter said, there 
Was no prosperous country in the world 
where the courts were able to keep 
abreast of the litigation, and it was ano- 
toricus fact that the chief reason for the 
enormous number of cases in the Texas 
courts was the fact that so many lawyers 
accepted briefs on contingent fees. The 
Panhandle people were comparatively 
strangers. They came to Texas and took 
advantage of the cheap lands to provide 
homes for themselves and were now en- 
deavoring to create a state of feeling 
which might develop into serious conse- 
quences to the people of Texas.—Cor. St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Big Prices For New York Real Estate, 

The August Belmont homestead, on 
the northeast corner of Fifth avenue and 
Eighteenth street, and the boarding house 
next door on Fifth avenue, the whole 
property measuring 100 feet on the ave- 
nue and 175 feet on the street, have been 
sold to Arnold, Constable & Co. for 
$615,000, a little more than $35 a square 
foot. Counting the building out, this is 
said to be the highest price ever paid for 
land in that neighborhood. Two years 
ago the land where the Hote] Logerot 
now stands, which is diagonally across 
the avenue and which is of exactly the 
same area, was sold for $450,000, or about

Railroad Fares and the World's Fair. 

The World’s fair in Chicago is not a 
private venture for priyate gain, but a 
great public undertaking for the public 
good. The states and the national goy- 
ernment have contributed directly to 
this undertaking, and the railways must 
do their share toward its complete suc- 
ess, both directly and indirectly. The 
purpose of the fair isin the main educa- 
tional. That purpose will be defeated 
unless a very great number of visitors 
are able to visit Chicago, and by study- 
ing the exhibits learn the lessons that 
they teach. The great majority of these 
visitors must go to Chicago by rail, and 
if the railways, by ungenerously high 
fares, discourage the visitors who must 
count each dollar of expense, then the 
railways will have failed in their duty 
toward the public. The very people 
who will be most benefited by visiting 
the fair are those who must carefully 
consider the cost. 

A matter of $10 or $15 in railway fares 
is nothing to rich men, but it is a great 
deal to the artisans and mechanics and 
farmers of the country. Besides being 
wrong in itself, such a policy would be 
shortsighted, even from a purely selfish 
standpoint. In the development of the 
country and its growth in wealth the 
railways profit directly and quickly. 
The centennial exhibition gave a great 
impetus to trade and resulted in the 
growth of many industries. This Colum- 
bian fair will do the same thing, and in 
its complete success the railways have 
an interest that the managers cannot af- 
ford to ignore.—Harper’s Weekly. 


The Deathbeds of Great Men. 

Modern newspaper enterprise and mod- 
ern telegraph facilities have greatly in- 
creased the number of mourners who 
are virtually at the bedside of every 
great man who is stricken with mortal 
illness. For several weeks every morn-

COMPLICATIONS AT BOSTON 


Threaten to Involve All the 
Building Trades Unions. 


Boston, March 28.—A gigantic strike, tn 
fact the largest in the history of the build- 
ing trades of this city,is imminent. The 
trouble is all over the strike of the plas- 
terers’ tenders, or the lockout, as the 
union claims, which occurred yesterday 
morning. In case the matter reaches a 
crisis this week it is claimed that 6000 
members of the building trades’ unions of 
this city will strike. 

“The plasterers’ tenders want $2:50 per 
day of eight hours’ work and seven hours 
on Saturday,” said Secretary O’Brien of 
Plasterers’ Tenders’ union. “‘Last Thurs- 
day we decided to make the demands. and 
we should have done so before but for the 
fact that it would injure some of the small 
firms. The demand read that on Monday 
morning. March 27, every firm would be 

Expected to Grant the Demand, 


“Imagine our surprise then when on 
Saturday night the men were told that 
they need not come to work on Monday. 
They locked our members out and what 
can we do’ The matter was brought up 
at a meeting of the Building Trades’ 
council Sunday, and they voted to stand 
by us. So you see we are backed up by the 
entire building trades of Boston and vicin- 
ity. The men held a meeting yesterday 
and each was for holding out to the very 
end.” 

Clerk Supple of the state board of arbi- 
tration was admitted to the meeting, and 
he offered the services of the board to try 
and effect a settlement. The strikers were 
given an idea of the power vested in the 
state board, and the matter will again be 
placed before the men, but it is doubtful 
if they will agree to any such move. 

Committees have been appointed and 
the pickets are all placed. Yesterday after- 
noon five firms conceded to the demands 
of the union. 

In many of the shops the proprietors fre- 
fuse to grant the demands and are en- 
deavoring fo fill the places of the locked- 
out men 

With Non-Union Men. 

This is just where the trouble is going to 
be, for it is claimed that if these men are 
hired the other men on the job will not 
work. This is where the union working 
card is of great advantage. In order fora 
bricklayer, a stonemason, a carpenter, a 
plasterer or a lather to get work ona 
union job he must produce a union work- 
ing card. 

Nearly all the places where the men are 
locked ovit are union jobs, and it will be 
impossible to continue unless the plaster- 
ers’ tenders return to work. The plas- 
terers back up their helpers, and so these 
men cannot work without their helpers. 

If these contractors hire non-union men, 
there is noalternative but for all union 
men in this city to strike. 

Carriage Workers Gaining Ground, 

Fully 200 men started to work this morn- 
ing in 15 carriage and wagon factories un- 
der the sytem of nine hours with 10 hours’ 
pay and an «dvance of 10 per cent in wages 
for the pieceworkers. | Yesterday, the first 
of the nine-hour strike of the Carriage 
and Wagon Workers’ union, was a red- 
letter day for the strikers, and they now 
feel confident that victory will perch upon 
their banner. 

Never before in the history of the labor 
movement in Boston have so many firms 
capitulated on the first day of a strike of 
equal magnitude. The workmen have suc- 
ceeded so far beyond their most sanguine 
hopes. hey did not anticipate that any of 
the manufacturers would yield until the 
contest had jested for a week at least, and 
it was not tuought so large a number of 
non-union men would conclude to join in 
the strike. 


CLOTHING TROUBLES. 


Whole Country May Be Affected by the 
Strike Inaugurated at Gotham.

Slaughter Houses, Stoc 
Street Railroad Purchased. 


Boston, March 28,.—A $3,000,000 stock 
yard and slaughtering enterprise, with its 
head office in Boston, has been started at 
Fort Worth, Tex. The prime mover in 
the operation is G. W. Simpson, senior 
partner of Simpson, McIntyre & Co. of 
this city. The men interested have bought 
the entire property of the Fort Worth 
Packing company, slaughter houses, etc., 
to the value of $2,000,000, including the 
land and & street railway running from 
the city proper to the works at Nortb 
Fort Worth. 

They have bought 500 to 1000 acres on 
which new buildings will be erected and a 
belt line will be constructed from the city 
proper connecting with the 10 different rail- 
roads which center at Fort Worth. The 
concern will employ 400 men and will 
handle 1000 cattle and 2000 hogs a day, and 
the stockyards will accommodate over 
8,000,000 cattle a year and a proportionate 
number of sheep and hogs. The new man- 
agement will begin about May 1. A bank 
will also be established. The stock raisers 
of Texas as a body have indorsed the un- 
dertaking.

In ad- 
dition to the failure of the First Commer- 
mercial National bank on Saturday, two 
more banks closed their doors yesterday. 
They are the Mechanics’ Savings bank, 
with a capital of $500,000, and the Bank of 
Commerce, with a capital of $250,000. 

The greatest uneasiness prevails in finan- 
cial circles, and itis expected two other 
banks will be compelled to shut down. 
Over 33,000,000 is involved in the failure of 
the three banks mentioned above, and at 
least a dozen small banks in adjacent 
towns are in temporary financial straits. 


Now the Story Is Denied. 
WASHINGTON, March 28.—It is said at 
the British legation that there is no truth 
in the report that Sir Julian Pauncefote 
has been notified that an attempt would 
be made to kill the Prince of Wales on his 
contemplated visit to this country. Mr. 
Herbert, secretary of the legation, said the 

statement was without foundation. 


A Newspaper Warning. 

BERLIN, March 28.—The Post has a 
vigorous article warning the government 
against dissolving the reichstag. It says: 
The results of a general election would 
be fatal to the government, especially in 
view of the attitude which the new reichs- 
tag would undoubtedly assume toward the 
military bill.

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Charged With Poisoning His Wife 
With Morphine. 


HE MADE BOLD STATEMENTS 


Which May Hurt Him In the 
Trial Just Begun. 


New YorK, March 28.—After many days 
of work, the 12th juryman for the trial of 
Dr. Robert W. Buchanan, the wife mur- 
derer, was secured. It is charged that 
Buchanan got rid of his wife by the use of 
morphine. The 12 jurors obtained have 
been selected out of a total of 242 citizens 
examined. Assistant District Attorney 
Osborne opened the case for the prosecu- 
tion. He reviewed the history of Dr. 
Buchanan as far back as was necessary for 
the case. He began life as a drug clerk in 
Halifax and soon becamea medical stu- 
dent, graduating at the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons in Chicago. Returning 
to Halifax, he married Miss Annie Patter- 
son, a woman of high social standing. 

On Nov. 12, 1889, he obtained a divorce 
from his wife. Seventeen days later he 
married Mrs. Anna B. Sutherland, who 
kept a disorderly house at 871 Halsey 
street. She had accumulated $65,000, and 
Dr. Buchanan, though warned by his 
friends, said he would marry her for her 
money. She was 20 years older than he 
was. They moved to 267 West Eleventh

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Firemen'’s Holiday Vetoed—The Liquor 
Law—Miscellaneous Business. 


Boston, March 28.—Governor Russell 
sent a message to the legislature vetoing 
the bill giving the firemen of Boston one 
day in every seven. 

The senate passed the biennial election 
resolves. 

Reference to the next general court was 
reported on the petition in the senate that 
intoxicating liquors shall be sold only by 
salaried agents appointed by the state. 
The same report was made on the petition 
for the adoption of the Norwegian or some 
other system of dispensing intoxicating 
liquors. 

The Street Railway committee reporteda 
bill authorizing the Natick Electric Street 
Railway company to extend and operate 
its lines through Sherborn, Natick, Fram- 
ingham, Ashland and Hopkinton, with 
authority to purchase other roads, increase 
its capital stock and issue mortgage bonds. 

Joint committees were given until April 
5 to make final reports. 

Mr. Howard moved the reconsideration 
of the rejection of the bill limiting hours 
of steam railroad employes, and bya vote 
of 13 to 20 the motion was defeated. 

The bill relative to the sale of propri- 
etary medicines was recommitted for per- 
fecting amendments. 

The report against allowing the Wash- 
burn & Moen company to take stock in 
other similar companies was taken from 
the table and accepted. 

The bill relating to official stenographers 
was tabled. 

The house liquor law committee re- 
ported leave to withdraw on the petition 
asking that licenses be sold by auction. 
Ought to pass was reported on the bill to 
regulate the transportation of intoxicat- 
ing liquors by common carriers and others. 
Ought not to pass was reported on the re- 
committed bill relative to the sale of 
liquors in places used for the sale of 
groceries. Ought not to pass was reported 
on the bill providing for license commis- 
sions in cities,consisting of the mayor, one 
person appointed by the board of trade and 
one-person selected by the clergy. 

Ought not to pass was reported on the 
bill relating to par value of stock of cer- 
tain corporations. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition for incorporation of the Metropol- 
itan Gas company. 

The street railway committee reported a 
bill anthorizing the Worcester, Leicester 
and Spencer Street Railway company to 
acquire other railways in the city of 
Worcester, to increase its capital stock and 
issue mortgage bonds; also a bill to au- 
thorize the Hoosac Valley Street Railway 
company to issue bonds for refunding its 
bonded debt; also a bill to authorize the 
Quincy Street Railway company and the 
Manet Street Railway company to sell 
their property to the Quincy and Boston 
Street Railway company, to purchase said 
property and franchises and to increase its 
capital stock and issue bonds. 

The water supply committee reported a 
bill authorizing the town of West Bridge- 
water tu supply its citizens with water. 

The senate bill to euthnrize the Old Col- 
ony Railroad company to acquire the 
franchises and property of certain other 
corporations was tabled.

Regulations of the Board of Health, 


REGULATION 1. Every householder sha)! 
keep his premises free from all nuisances and 
sources of filth that are injurious to the pub. 
lic health and safety; and any nuisance, 
source of filth, or cause of sickness, found on 
private property must be abated upon notice 
from the health officers, and within such 
time as they shall designate. Ifsuch prem- 
ises are not put in proper sanitary condition 
the same shall be vacated upon order of the 
Board of Health. 

Rec. 2. All privy vaults and cesspools 
shall be emptied before the fifteenth day of 
May. During the summer season they shall 
be deodorized, disinfected and emptied as 
often as (upon examination of the Beard of 
Health) shall be deemed necessary to keep 
them free from offensive odors. 

Rea. 3. From the fifteenth day of May to 
the first day of October, no privy-vault or 
cesspool shall be emptied between the hours 
of six o’clock in the morning and ten o’clock 
in the evening. This shall not apply to the 
cleaning of privy-vaults and cesspools by the 
use of any odorless excavator approved by 
said Board of Health. Water-tight vessels 
or barrels with tops tightly sealed only shall 
be used in removing the sediment from said 
cesspools and privy-vaults or such matter as 
cannot be pumped by said excavator, and 
disinfectants shall be used in all cases. 

Rec. 4. No person shall deposit the con- 
tents of auy privy-vault or cesspool or any 
other filth, upon any premises within the 
limits of the city without first having ob- 
tained a permit to do so from the Board of 
Health. 

Rec. 5. No privy-vault or cesspool that is 
not water-tight shall be maintained within 
two rods of any well, spring, or other source 
of water supply used for drinking purposes. 

tec. 6. Water from the kitchen sink 
shall not be allowed to run under any house, 
nor shall any cesspool for the retention of 
such waste water be within five feet of any 
house, unless the cesspool be cemented water- 
tight. All drains connecting water-closets 
and sinks with cesspools shall be trapped and 
ventilated, so as to prevent the passage of 
gases into the house. No house, the cellar 
of which is habitually wet, shall be used asa 
dwelling. 

Rec, 7. All putrid or decaying animal 
or vegetable matter, manure, garbage ari 
every kind of filth must be removed from all 
cellars, yards and outbuildings before the 
first day of June. 

Rec. 8. No person shall throw or deposit 
in any street, sidewalk, court, square, public 
place or vacant lot, or into any pond, creek, 
river, brook, canal or ditch, any dead ani- 
mal, decaying vegetables, offal, dirt, garbage, 
refuse, manure, or the contents of any privy- 
vault or cesspool, or filth of any kind. No 
person shall allow any liquid from swill 
teams to drain upon any public e> . Sate 
way within the city. _ Ge 

Rea. 9. No person si@@)l allom=s uF» -ze, 
waste water or liquid of any kiiwhou. Bas 
premises to flow into any canal, pond, brook 
or open ditch, or upon any sidewalk, gutter 
or street surface, or upon any public or pri- 
vate way, or to form stagnant pools in any 
place within the city. 

Rec. 10. The exercises of the trade or 
employment of keeping swine, which isa 
nuisance dangerous to the public health, at- 
tended by noisome and injurious odors, and 
is otherwise injurious to the estates of the 
inhabitants of Quincy, be and the same here- 
by is forbidden within the limits of the city 
of Quincy. 

tea 11. Any well, spring, cistern, or 
other source of drinking water, that is con- 
taminated from any surface drainage, cess- 
pool, privy, sink spout, or other source of 
water pollution, must be disused. 

Rea. 12. No person shall sell, offer for 
sale, or bring into the city for sale, any dis- 
eased, putrid, stale or unwholesome meat, 
fish, vegetables, fruit or provisions, or any 
adulterated article of food: 7 

Rea. 13. When a householder (a physi- 
cian not having been called) knows that a 
person within his family is sick of small- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he 
shall immediately give notice thereof to the 
Board of Health; and upon the death, re- 
covery or removal of such person, the rooms 
occupied and the articles used by him shall 
be disinfected by such householder in a man- 
ner approved by the Board of Health. Any 
person neglecting or refusing to comply with 
either of the above provisions shall forfeit a 
sum not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Rea. i4. When a physician knows that 
person whom he is called to visit is infected 
with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
any other disease dangerous to public health, 
he shall immediately give notice thereof. to 
the Board of Health, and if he refusesor 
neglects to give such notice he shall forfeit 
for each offense not less than fifty nor more 
than two hundred dollars. . 


Rea. 15. Cholera, small-pox, diphtheria, 
croup, scarlet fever, measles and typhoid 
fever are deemed by the Board of Health to 
be diseases dangerous to the public health 
and safety. In all cases where death shall 
occur by reason of cholera, small-pox, diph- 
theria, croup, scarlet fever or measles, the 
body of the deceased shall be conveyed to the 
place of its interment in a hearse; and the 
interment must take place within twenly- 
four hours after death. 

Rea. 16. No grave containing the body 
ofa pean who died of an infectious disease 
shall be opened without the permission of 
the Board of Health. 

Rea. 17. No child or adult person be- 
longing to a household in which small-pox, 
diph'heria, scarlet fever, measles, or other 
contagious disease dangerous to the public 
health exists, or whose residence has a com- 
mon entrance with such household, shall be 
allowed to attend any public or private school 
until the expiration of two weeks after the 
death, recovery, or removal of such sick pe!- 
son; and every such child or adult person 
shall be required to present to the teacher of 
the school a certificate from the attending 
physician or a member of the Board of 
Health, stating that he is free from contagion, 
and that the requirements of this regulation 
have been complied with. 


REG. 18. No person shall become a mem- 
ber of any public or private school, either as 
a teacher or scholar, nor shall he be employed 
as jauitor therein until he has shown satis- 
factory evidence that he has been success- 
fully vaccinated. 


All complaints in relation to nuisance and 
sources of filth injurious to the public health 
and safety, must be made in writing to the 
Board of Health, with the description of said 
nuisance and of the premises on which it 
exists, with the owner’s name, if known to 


the complainant. Such complaints must 
bear the signature of complainant.

—During 1892, 7il vessels, aggregating 
1,261,107 tons, were launched in the 
United Kingdom. Of this number 30 were 
war ships, aggregating 141,157 tons dis- 
placement. The remaining 681 vessels to- 
taled 1,109,956 tons. The output of the 
year falls below that of 1891 by about 21,- 
000 tons. In both years the proportion of 
sailing tonnage was unusually high, 
amounting last year to over 24 per cent., 
and in 1891 over 22 per cent. of the total 
production. The output of 1889 is the 
largest on record. Making allowances for 
estimated proportionate values of steam 
tonnage compared with sailing tonnage, 
the output of 1892 was 350,000 tons below 
that of 1889. 


—The three oldest known pieces of 
wrought iron in existence are the sickle 
blade that was found by Belzoni under the 
base of a sphinx in Karnac, near Thebes; 
the blade found by Col. Vyse imbedded in 
the mortar of one of the pyramids. anda 
portion of a cross-cut saw which Mr. Lay- 
ard exhumed at Nimrud—all of which 
are now in the British Museum, An- 
other piece of iron, an account of which 
might not be inappropriate in this connec- 
tion, is the wrought bar of Damascus steel 
which King Forus presénted to Alexander 
the Great, This bar, which is of unknown 
antiquity, is still carefully preserved in the 
National Turkish Museum at Constanti- 
nople. 


A woman’s chance tomarry at from 15 to 
20 years of age is said to be 14 1-2 per cent. 
From 20 to 25 the chance is increased to 52 
per cent. ; from 25 to 30 it diminishes to 18; 
from 30 to 35 to 151-2 per cent. From 35 
to 40 the chances of an unmarried woman 
sink to 33-4 per cent. ; from 40to 45a 
still further diminution is seen, her chance 
being but 2 1-2. From 45 to 50 the old 
maid’s chance of getting a husband is but 
three-eighths of one per cent. while from 
50 to 55 she is supposed to have one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent. of achance. The wid- 
dow’s chances at any age are 76 to 82 times 
better than that of a spinster.

that catfish was to be found every day 
at about 2 p.m. It would lay for hours 
in the rays of the afternoon sun and ney- 
er move. 

“T decided to catch it. First 1 fished 
around there day after day, but to no 
purpose, Bait of any kind wasn’t any 
inducement to that catfish. I concluded 
that it must be asleep when it would s1- 
low a fat minnow te swim by and never 
touch it. I gota sharp plain hook, which 
I properly weighted, so that it wonld act 
direct. I lowered it and moved it slow], 
up to the side of the fish. Then I turned 
the line so that the hook was directly 
under it. Then I gay? the hook a quict: 
jerk. The catfish daited away, but noi 
very far. I had him foul, and all 1 
cause he wassleeping. 1 have cangli 
pike and sunfish the same way at least « 
dozen different times.”—St. Louis Glol 
Democrat.

A California Lumber Flume. 

The county of Fresno, Cal., boasts of 
aflume 52 miles long, built of timber 
throughout and designed for conveying 
lumber from the place of felling in tl 
Sierra Nevada mountains to the plains 
below. Insection the flume is V shaped, 
the angle being 90 degrees. The V is 
21 inches deep and for the most part 3 
feet 7 inches across the top, this width 
being increased, however, at various 
points where a decrease in the grade 
necessitates a larger volume of water to 
carry the timber, the lower terminus be 
ing 5 feet 4 inches wide by 31 inches 
deep, 

The main supply of water is received 
from a lake near its head, but four addi- 
tional feeders are led into it at different 
points along its length. The sides*oi 
the flume are constructed of 1}-inch 
boards, and tlte structure is carried o1 
trestle work for nearly the whole length 
these trestles being as many as 150 feet 
high in some of the deep canyons cros: * 
by the flume. The steepest grade is one 
of 1,200 feet to the mile, maintained for 
about 3,000 feet.—Chicago Tribune.

And whereas, loag continued usage now 
requires the annual appointment of such a 
day, although it has ceased to be devoted 
generally to the purposes of its origin, but 
is appropriated and used asa holiday, for 
purposes at variance with its origin, its 
name and its solemn character:

my Official duty now to appoint a day of 
fasting, humiliation and prayer.

Against the Forming of the Combination 
For Controlling Tanneries. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., March 2%. — The 
Lasters Protective union of this city have 
adopted the following resolutions, relative 
to the sole leather trust. 

Whereas, It has come to our notice through 
medium of public press that a gigantic con- 
spiracy for the purpose of controlling the sole 
leather trade and levying tribute on the chicf 
industry of the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, the shoe trade, and 

Whereas, We believe it to be the duty of a 
sovereign state not only to protect its citizens 
from the terror of foreign invasion, but also 
to protect them from rapacity and greed of 
their fellow citizens, when such are found in 

ion of vast wealth conspiring to sub- 
vert the natural law of the trade and render 
perilous all opposition to their will; be it there- 
fore 

Resolved, By the Haverhill Lasters’ Pro- 
tective union that we call on the state of Mas- 
sachusetts, throngh its representatives in the 
general court, to protect us from this octopus, 
whose prime object is to render inoperative 
every law of free competition; and be it 
further 

Resolved, That we call upon our representa- 
tives in legislature, if they should feel it neces- 
sary in order to protect us from this soulless 
combination, to procure, to buy, equip and 
manage a tannery, which shall tan and fur- 
nish sole leather to our felloy citizens at cost. 

There isalso more trouble in the shoe 
industry in this city and one of the leading 
firms of this city has made an appeal from 
the decision of the full board of considera- 
tion. The appeal isin regard to last No. 
84, which Manufacturer Harris claims is a 
picked one, while the board decided that it 
was an opera toe. If the affair cannot be 
settled a lockout will probably be ordered. 


AGAINST THE REPUBLIC. 


Count of Paris Makes Another Appeal 
to French Monarchists. 


Paris, March 28.—The Count of Paris 
has sent out a circular letter to the mon- 
archist committees throughout France. 
In it he says substantially: 

The present moment is most critical. The 
chamber has completely lest credit through- 
out the country. The government has no 
courage to act against the socialists. It is 
powerless at home and devoid of authority 
abroad. The time has come for all right 
minded men to unite in a supreme effort to 
restore the honor of France. Monarchists 
must not repudiate any political alliance re- 
quired by the interest of the nation and for 
the defense of religious liberty, but at the 
same time they must let France understand 
that the monarchy alone can give her a strong 
and stable government whose sole object will 
be the public welfare. My son seconds me in 
trying to realize this object. We shall spare 
no effort to place France upon firmer founda- 
tions. 


About Senator Roach. 

WASHINGTON, March 28,—It is said that 
Republicans will propose an investigation 
by the senate into the case of Senator 
Roach of North Dakota unless he or some 
other Democratic senator moves such an 
investigation. The charge has been pub- 
lished wildly that Senator Roach left 
Washington in 1879 and went to Dakota 
because of a defalcation while cashier of a 
leading national bank here.

SIOUX LOVEMAKING. 


HOW A YOUNG INDIAN WARRIOR 
MAKES KNOWN HIS PASSION. 


He Goes to Work In One of Two Ways, 
Either With Food or Music—Chases the 
Maiden of His Choice With a Blanket or 
Sings to Her In the Dead of Night. 


Although the Sioux Indian is, under 
all other circumstances, as stoical as a 
stone, his heart softens under the touch 
of love, and he is as romantic in his 
courtship as the most sentimental Cau- 
casian. The old custom of selling a 
maiden to her lover by her father has 
fallen into disrepnte. Itis one of the 
savage customs successfully ergdicated 
by missionary teachers. In those days 
a squaw was considered 2 beast of bur- 
den, while her condition is now much 
improved. 

There are two characteristic methods 
of Sioux courtship commonly practiced, 
though it must be admitted that with 
the gradual education of the young men 
and women in the schools there is an 
apparent tendency to ape the ways of 
their white brothers and sisters and t 
consume the fuel of their parents in the 
pursuance of their lovemaking, but with 
those from whose natures it seems im 
possible to eradicate the traits of their 
forefathers the customs followed by thei: 
ancestors are still comme il faut, and te 
these they stubbornly adhere. 

Ration day is seized upon by these 
“true Indians” for lovemaking, and the 
sport of it is as heartily enjoyed by the 
old as by the young. When a brav: 
finds upon the agency grounds the maid 
en of his choice, he manifests his prefer 
ence for her by taking the blanket from 
his shoulders and stretching it out befor: 
him, rushing at her with the intentio 
of throwing it over her head and shou! 
der. If the brave doesn’t succeedin ca}) 
turing the girl at the first attempt, lh 
tries again and persists in his efforts un 
til he is satisfied by her action that his 
suit is not approved. If his advances ar 
favored, the maiden, after a brief peri 
coquetry, allows the blanket to sett! 
over her head, and thus enveloped sli 
listens as well as she can toa verbal ac 
counting of his deeds of prowess as a 
hunter, of his possessions in ponies at 
skins, and the low chanting of a song i: 
which he pledges his love eternally. 

If after listening to this the maide:. 
is still willing to become his squaw, #11 
tells himso. The blanket is remove 
from her shoulders and together they :« 
to the maiden’s parents, or, if they :r 
dead, to her nearest relatives, to whi: 
they declare their desire. The match 1 
speedily sanctioned, and when they lex 
the agency the bride carries on her shou! 
ders a portion of her husband's rations. 

There is less romance in this method «! 
winning a wife than in the custom 0! 
woeing with the aid ofa flute. Such: 
courtship as this must be carried on nu 
the spring when the sap is running 1: 
the trees, for only at this time can th 
wooer make his tuneful instrume 
The manufacture of a flute is not a dij: 
cult piece of work. Asection of wil!ow 
or any other wood with a smooth bart: i 
chosen. It must be about 15 inches lou: 
and half an inch in diameter. Wii 
smooth stick this piece of wood is vi; 
ously rubbed until the bark has be«1 
loosened on the wood. It is then twiste: 
off. A row of holes is cut through tx 
bark, and it is when completed exacil 
like a fife, though less shrill in tone 

The brave invariably chooses a pleas 
ant night for his lovemaking. When 
the conditions are favorable, he locate: 
himself a short distance from the tcj« 
in which the object of his affection i 
sleeping and blows on his bark flute: 
weird chant, probably an improm);.tt 
composition. 

Of course the sound of the flute » 
tracts the attention of the people in j 
village, who gather around the arden 
swain and indulge in good natured baci 
nage at his expense. If he is a true lover 
and a desirable man for a husband, he 
will continue his playing, indifferent t 
the presence of his tormentors. 

The test sometimes lusts two hours be 
fore the father of the maiden who is t}:u: 
being wooed issues from the tepee and 
ascertains who the serenaderis. He re 
ports to his daughter, and if she :p 
proves the suitor she goes forth to meet 
him and leads him to her tepee for the 
sanction of her parents. If she dvoesi't 
approve the man, she tells her father « 
dismiss him, which he does, and the un 
successful lover disconsolately pockcts 
his flute and leaves. followed by the 
jeers of the crowd. 

It not infrequently occurs that the 
lovemaker is unable to keep his temper 
while the crowd is rallying him. I 
sometimes even throws down his finte 
and attacks his persecutors. Such a mauni- 
festation is considered an evidence of bad 
taste and indicating a defect in the woo 
er’s character. It is useless for the un 
fortunate fellow to press his suit further 
after such a breach of etiquet:e. 

Sioux parents of a marriageable dangh 
ter use a good deal of diplomacy in dis 
posing of her hand in marriage. Ther 
are always ambitious to find a husbane 
who has considerable wealth, for accor 
ing to tribal law they are entitled to 
certain portion of the possessions of t! 
son-in-law. It sometimes happens thi. 
the hand of the same maiden is souz! 
by several braves. When this is the cas: 
the will of the father rises superior i: 
that of the daughter, and she is compell: 
to consider his choice, which he docs m 
make until he has excited a lively bi 
ding among them for his daughter's { 
vors. Needless to say she usually goes ;

Carriage Makers’ ‘Strike Promises 
to Be of Short Duration. 


A LARGE CONCERN GIVES IN. 


Everything Points to a Speedy 
Surrender by Others. 


Boston, March 29.—Apparently the 
backbone of the carriage and wagon work- 
ers’ strike has been broken, and it is now 
only a question of a few days before all of 
the carriage and wagon manufacturers of 
this city will concede to their men a nine- 
hour workday. Yesterday the opponents 
of the shorter hours received a setback 
from which the workmen believe they will 
not be able to recover when M. W. Quin- 
lan notified his employes that he would 
grant the union’s demands. 

In the afternoon the largest carriage 
manufacturer in Boston, after a three 
hours’ conference with a committee, 
stated that he would grant the nine-hour 
day and other demands of the Carriage and 
Wagon Workers’ union. 

In addition to this, one of the smaller 
manufacturers visited the strikers’ head- 
quarters, and after making a vigorous 
speech in favor of a shorter workday 
stated that he would give his 12 employes 
the shorter hours from today. 

There was, as a consequence, at least 372 
carriage and wagon workers at work this 
morning under the nine-hour rule. 

One of the most notable and pleasant 
features of this controversy is the absolute 
lack of bitterness between the manufac.- 
turers and their employes. Neither side 
speaks of the action of the other in harsh 
terms, and when work is resumed it is safe 
to say that thore will be no unpleasant ref- 
erences to the struggle. 

Several rumors were circulated during 
the day that other manufacturers had con- 
ceded the union’s demands, but no veri- 
fication of them could he obtained. It is 
stated on good authority, however. that at 
least two concerns are considering the ad- 
advisabily of coming to terms and resum- 
ing business. 

An informal conference was held by a 
few of the carriage manusacturers, but no 
formal action was taken. The strike was 
discussed, but the carriage men said a de- 
cisive agreement would not be reached 
until the meeting tonight. 

The strikers held two meetings and con- 
sidered the situation. They were addressed 
by George Gunther of the Building Trades 
council and Henry Abrahams, secretary ot 
the Boston Central Labor union. Both 
speakers congratulated the men on the 
success so far attending the strike and pre- 
dicted an unqualified victory. 


BOTH SIDES FIRM. 


Ranks of Locked Out New York Garment 
Workers Largely Increased. 

NEw York, March 29.—The general ex- 
ecutive board of the Knights of Labor de 
cided at its meeting not to interfere in the 
struggle between National Trade assembly 
231, K. of L., and the Federation of Gar- 
ment Cutters, on the ground that the as- 
sembly can take care of itself. 

Neither side show any sign of yielding. 
and so large were accessions to the locked- 
out portion in Beethoven hall that it was 
predicted that within a short time 10,09) 
workers would be on strike in this city. 

Close students of the labor problem as- 
sert that the trouble willinvolve the en- 
tire clothing trade before long and end only 
with the downfall of one or the other labor 
organizations. 

President Gompers of the federation is 
expected to arrive iu town today, and if he 
does, he will address the garment cutters 
in Beethoven hall. 


Weavers’ Strike Settled. 


Nortu ADAMS, Mass., March 29.—The 
trouble between the weavers and the 
Johnson Manufacturing company was 


settled yesterday, and the 400 strikers re- 
turned to work today. The state board of 
arbitration gave a hearing to both sides. 
The weavers return with the assurance 
that there will be no reductions and that 
everything will be done to equalize wages. 
The Grakemen Stopped Work, 

HAVERHILL, Mass., March 29.—A freight 
train on the Woston and Maine railrosd, 
consisting of 17 cars, from Boston to 
Portland, was detained about three hours 
here yesterday by a*‘strike” of three brake- 
men.

WASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 


Liquor Licenses—Bay State War Volun- 
teers—Boston Gas Trust. 


Boston, March 29.—In the senate leave 
bo withdraw was reported on petition of 
seorge G. Crocker, that liquor licenses 
may be sold by auction, a bill to incorpo- 
tate the trustees of the John Greenleaf 
Whittier homestead, with authority to 
hold real estate to the value of $50,000, a 
dill giving harbor and land commissioners 
supervision of the province lands at Prov- 
‘necetown, with authority to appoint a 
superintendent annually for their care and 
‘mprovement, his compensation to be fixed 
by the governor and council, and a bill 
prohibiting unauthorized persons or corpo- 
tations doing business, or attempting to. 
4s savings banks, were reported. 

Reference to next general court on peti- 
tion (recommitted) that tus town of 
Spencer may use the McTammany bal- 
loting system. 

A remonstrance against the passage of 
the bill permitting the sale of artificially- 
raised trout was presented, signed by Ed- 
win 5. Wood and 357 others. 

In the house—Leave to withdraw on peti- 
tion of Grand Division Sons of Temperance 
limiting druggists’ license to one for every 
5000 inhabitants in towns and 10,000 in 
cities, 

Ought to pass on bill to further regulate 
the sales of intoxicating liquors. The bill 
provides for the creation of licensing 
boards in cities other than Boston. 

Ought to pass, a bill permitting the 
guaranteeing of credits and leases. 

Bill authorizing the purchase of histo- 
ries of Massachusetts organizations to en- 
courage the production of information 
relative to the services of Massachusetts 
volunteers in the war. 

Leave to withdraw on petition of John 
M. Berry for more equal representation in 
the election of municipal official. 

Ought not to pass, on bill providing for 
the use of rubber stamps in working the 
official ballot. 

The order for investigating the Boston 
gas trust was referred to a special com- 
mittee, to which two house members of 
the house committee on manufactures 
were added, after which the order was 
adopted almost unanimously. 

M . Hoar had tabled, to await the result 
of the investigation which had just been 
ordered, his bill for dollar gas in Boston, 
on which the committee on manufactures 
reported ought not to pass. 

A bill on leave to provide for the regis- 
tration of voters at special elections was 
offered by Mr. Wellman, and admitted un- 
der a suspension of the rule, apparently in 
view of the coming election in the Seventh 
congressional district. 


Many Public Bequests. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., March 29.—By the 
will of the late Hon. James H. Carleton it 
is understood that the Haverhill city hos- 
pital receives $25,000 and $10,000 is set aside 
to keep the Whittier homestead in repair, 
There are a number of other gifts for pub- 
lic and benevolent purposes. It is expected 
the estate will inventory between $350,000 
and $500,000. The bulk of the estate is left 
to Mrs. Flint, sister of the deceased, during 
her lifetime. 

Were They From the Naronic? 

BALTIMORE, March 29.—Mr. T. S. Gad- 
des, the well known pigeon fancier of this 
city, said last night that the pigeons that 
have arrived in New York probably came 
from the missing steamer Naronic. He is 
not certain, however, that they are his 
pigeons. He hada pair of valuable car- 
rier Lirds on board the Naronic, but other 
American gentlemen had pigeons on the 
same vessel. 


Missing Girl Found. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 29.—De- 
tectives found the missing Stella Lahar 
last night at the Aldrich House, New Ha- 
ven, in the company of John B. Vera, a 
club swinger in a dime museum. Vera 
was arrested on a charge of abduction. 
Miss Lahar, who is only 13 years old, has 
been returned to her parents. Vera is 22 
years old and belongs in New Bedford, 
Mass. 


Passed Worthless Checks. 

New YORK, March 29.—Belden F. Hyatt, 
who says he was for eight years command- 
ant of the military academy at Peekskill 
and subsequently founded military schools 
at Cornwall and Roslyn, was arraigned in 
Jefferson Market police court yesterday on 
a charge of passing worthless checks. He 
was remanded for trial. 


Cholera Again. 

LEMBERGNE, March 20. — Cholera has 
broken out with great violence in the 
dutchy of Bukowina, on the Russian fron- 
tier. The village of Belezea, Sorroki, 
Bender and Tyrspol are particularly af- 
fected, and the government has ordered 
strict preventive measures to be taken.

A BiG LIQUOR RAID. 


| Police Swoop Down Upon Dispens- 
ers of the Ardent at Lewiston. 


And Nearly $10,000 Worth of 
Intoxicants Confiscated. 


LEWISTON, Me., March 29.—The liquor 
tellers of this city were sesterday surprised 
by the most remarkable raid ever made in 
Maine. Nearly $10,000 worth of intoxicat- 
ing liquors were confiscated. For three 
months the saloons of Lewiston have been 
run openly, and liquor has been hauled 
through the streets as freely as groceries. 
At 7 o'clock yesterday morning there were 
at leat 250 places in this city where liquors 
might be secured at retail. 

The policy High Sheriff Hill intended‘to 
pursue has been a matter of speculation 
ever since the county honored him with 
the office, Jan. 1, 1893. Some sai@ he in- 
tended to enforce the liquor laws, while 
others persisted that he had been sup- 
ported by the saloon element, and would 
be lenient. 

Week after week passed,excitement over 
the election subsided, the Law and Order 
League and the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance union were “mum,” county offi- 
cials and the police department closed 
their eyes, and 

Clear was the Sailing 
for the rum crowd. The time came, 
though, about two weeks ago when the 
politicians engaged in the liquor business 
who claimed to have a “pull” found that 
the kitchen bar-rooms were cutting into 
their business heavily. 

Competition became so close that it was 
found necessary to sell good liquors, some- 
thing unheard of in Lewiston before. Dis- 
satisfaction was manifest, and the wealth- 
ier retailers complained openly and loudly 
against the small fry. The rum smugglers 
protested. They had been out of work for 
some time, as the railroads were bringing 
in liquors unmolested, while a few months 

;sgo dozens of smugglers made money 
~nuggling at night time from country sta- 
tions. 

Their prayers were heard, and it brought 
: bout one of the most remarkable raids in 
tie history of Lewiston. Dozens of war- 
rants had been issued, and promptly at 9 
o’clock the force of 14 officers marched 
across the bridge into Lewiston. 

The saloonkeepers were caught with 
their doors wide open arfd business hum- 
ming. Truck teams were in readiness,and 
over to the Auburn courthouse yard went 
load after load of beer and whisky. 

The Democrats of Lewiston smelled a rat, 
and before Sheriff Hill’s force got well 
under way, City Marshes McDonough, 
with his police foree, was* doing valiant 
work for the cause of temperance. The 
city marshal secured a storehouse full of 
liquors, as well as a carload, and gathered 
load after load which the frightened sa- 
loon keepers had rolled from their back 
doors and windows after the panic had 
struck. 

The Streets Were Crowded, 
and excited mobs followed the 
from one place to another. 

One shrewd man succeeded in hauling 
his supply to an empty car in the railroad 
yard and, it is said, he succeeded in getting 
it out of the city. 

Every spare vehicle was employed and 
every one was loaded with kegs or pack- 
ages of some kind. Some of it was going 
to places of hiding, while that which had 
been seized went either to the Democratic 
police headquarters in Lewiston or Repub- 
lican headquarters in Auburn. 

Lots of the saloonkeepers finding they 
had more liquors than they could get 
away with, passed it out free to the sympa- 
thising loafers and everybody in the habit 
of drinking soon had a “‘jag.”’ 

The officers succeeded in securing the 
stock of trade from about 40 saloons, but 
succeeded in arresting only about a dozen 
proprietors.

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THE BUCHANAN TRIAL. 


Evidence Introduced Tending to Show 
the Doctor’s Troubled Mind. 

NEw YORK, March 29.—In the trial of 
Dr. Buchanan, charged with poisoning his 
wife, Richard W. Macomber, one of the 
witnesses, told a story of the troubled 
mind of Buchanan and the exaggerated 
view he took of the simplest things; how 
the doctor coaxed him to go with him to 
Greenwood to see if the officers of justice 
hac dug up the body of his dead wife, and 
how, as they approached the burial plot, 
Buchanan started back in affright, and ex- 
tlaimed: ““My God; they have been here 
and dug her up.” 

And how, a moment later, when the 
troubled man discovered that the new 
earth came from a new grave, not from 
that of his wife, he was almost pitiful in 
Weak rejoicings. How he engaged with 
his lawyer to hire a man to watch the 
grave and give warning at the first ap- 
proach of the minions of the law with 
spade and shovel. How finally the doctor 
got so nervous that he could not compose 
himself at all and decided to flee. How he 
arranged with Macomber to telegraph to 
him should the authorities exhume Anna 
Sutherland Buchanan’s body. 

Prosecutor Wellman spent six hours in 
the direct examination of Macomber. Mr. 
Brooks then cross-examined him until 
court adjourned. 


EDISON PATENTS UPHELD. 
Decision Which Will Affect Many United 
States Electric Companies, 

TRENTON, March 29—Judge Greene 
of the Federal court filed a very important 
opinion in the case of the Edison Electric 
company against Westinghouse, Church, 
Kerr & Co., in which he upholds the Edi- 
son patents. The suit was brought to de 
cide the question whether the device used 
by the Trenton Electic Light company for 
the distribution of the electric currentisan 
infringement of the Edison patent and the 
court virtually declares that it is. 

As a result, companies all over the 
United States which are using the system 
illegally will have to stop. Millions of 
dollars are involved in these rights and 
will accrue to the Edison companies. The 
patent involved in this suit is dated Sept. 
19, 1882, and is familiarly known as the 
“feeder and main patent.” 

The possession of this patent gives to the 
Edison company practically the only 
means of municipal lighting by incandes- 
cent lamps, and the lighting of large 
buildings or groups of buildings. 


The Contest Waxes Warm, 

Boston, March 20.—A hot contest is 
being waged in the Seventn congressional 
district over the successor to Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge. Last night caucuses 
were held to elect delegates, in Lynn, Mal- 
edn, Chelsea, and Revere, Speaker Bar- 
rett securing 22 and his opponent, Mayor 
Hayes of Lynn, 48. Barrett is conceded 21 
previous delegates, and in the remaining 
caucuses the fight will be fought to a 
finish, 55 votes being needed to nominate. 


A Horrible Butchery. 

MARLBORO, Mp., March 29.—The whole 
country is aronsed over the horrible 
butchery of Frank M. Bowie, whose body 
was foundinan old well. The arms of 
the body were outstretched as though 
warding off 2 blow. There was a long 
gash over the right eye, the chin was com- 
pletely severed, the front bone was crushed 
in and another long gash under the severed 
chin exposed the tongue and teeth. The 
top of the head also had been crushed. 


Bismarck Is Sinking. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—According to a 
private cablegram received by Dr. Emil 
Dorne, once aide-de-camp to Von Moltke, 
and correspondent of various German 
papers, Prince Bismarck is failing rapidly. 
Dr. Dorne says: “It is impossible to pre- 
dict intelligently just how long Prince 
Bismarck will live, but I have had recent 
information about his health which would 
tend to prelude the possibility of his rally- 


ing.”’ 


United States Their Destination. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The treasury 
department is advised that 450 immigrants 
from Hamburg have arrived at Halifax, 
destined for points in the United States. 
Secretary Spaulding telegraphed the col- 
lectors of customs at Port Huron, Detroit, 
Buffalo and Suspension Bridge to keep 
close watch and see that the quarantine 
restrictions are strictly enforced.

London’s Underground Water. 

The chalk under London can no longer 
be looked upon asa source of great addi- 
tional supplies of water, Thisis already 
utilized by upward of 200 wells, and 
while at the commencement of the cen- 
tury the water when tapped rose in 
many places tothe surface it stands now 
ata level of about 40 feet below Trinity 
high water mark. It is considered that 
the rate of depression now varies from 
one to two feet per annum. The effect 
of the continuous pumping of water from 
the chalk has thus been to lower the 
plane of saturation, whereby the flow of 
distant springs and streams has been 
more or less seriously affected. Practi- 
cally, the amount of water pumped from 
the chalk under London isso much taken 
from the streams that are fed by the 
natural overflow from that formation.—

The Milk of One Rare Cow. 

Robert Hansborough of Chillicothe, 
O., is the owner of the “eighth wonder 
of the world,” a cow that gives coal black 
milk. The cow is a mixture of Jersey 
and Durham and was raised on the 
Hansborough farm, as wasalso her moth- 
er and many sisters, none of whom ex- 
hibited any peculiarity in the color of 
their milk. Mollie, as this phenomenal 
creature is called, has reared five or six 
calves, all of which have lived and grown 
fat on the black milk. 

The milk produces a fair amount of 
rreain. This cream is a trifle lighter in 
color than the milk itself, and when 
churned makes a kind of butter that re- 


sembles a thick mixture of coal tar. | 


Paradoxical as it may seem, this butter 
is as palatable as though of a golden yel- 
low, and it is said to be highly relished 
by the whole Hansborough family. 

At first, when the peculiar color of 
Mollie’s milk was discovered by the per- 
son to whom was allotted the task of 
“breaking the cow in,” the family was 
afraid to use itin any way. When they 
saw that the calf was waxing fat on the 
liquid tar, the younger members of the 
family overcame their prejudices, and 
within a few days the milk was being 
used just the same asif it had been of 
the regulation color. 

Chemists of New York, Washington 
and Richmond have analyzed both the 
milk and the butter, but declare that 
they can detect nothing that in any way 
accounts for its color.—Cor. Chicago 
Mail. 


Palate Deformity and Mentality. 

At the meeting of the City Medical so- 
ciety a highly interesting and profitable 
discussion was had ‘on the subject of 
“The Diagnostic Value of Deformed Pal- 

jate Arches.” Under this formidable ti- 
tle is concealed a subject of deep popu- 
lar interest. The plain English of it is 
after this sort, “How far may deformity 
in the palatal arch be regarded as an in- 
dication of mental deformity?” 

It appeared that this subject, which 
has heretofore been the study of special- 
ists largely, is one worthy of wider in- 
vestigation; that deformity in the palate 
may usually be taken as an indication of 
insufficient development of the brain or 
skull. 

Statistics were read showing that pal- 
atal deformity of this sort exists in about 
8 per cent of healthy, mentally normal 
persons, in 45 per cent of insane, in 58 
per cent each of drinkers and inebriat _, 
50 per cent of blind and of deaf mutes 
and 75 per cent of criminals in prison.— 
Hartford Post. 


The Scar on Senator Hill’s Face.

A BLOODY BATTLE 


Between Rival Factions in the 
Choctaw Nation. 


THREE HUNDRED ENGAGED. 


Ten Reported Killed and Fif- 
teen Wounded. 


Fort Situ, Ark,, March 29.—A fight 
took place at Antlers, Choctaw nation, 
between the Choctaw militia and the Jack- 
son faction. It was reported at first that 
20 men were killed and 22 wounded. Ant- 
lers is 125 miles south of here. 

The trouble is the outgrowth of the elec- 
tion last August for chief. In September, 
before the council met, four Jones men 
were assassinated by Jackson men. When 
the council met the United States militia 
were there to preserve order. Jones was 
declared chief. 

Twenty-two men were arrested, charged 
with the murders in September, and are 
now in custody. Dick Lock, a prominent 
merchant of Antlers, was charged with 
inciting these murders, but was not ar- 
rested. The militia was sent out to arrest 
him and others when their friends rallied 
to their support and the result was the bat- 
tle. The militia attacked Lock’s party at 
his residence, which was riddled with bul- 
lets. Every window was shot out. 

Lock had no objections to being tried, 
but feared to allow himself to be arrested 
by Jones’ militia, and hence resisted. He 
stands high and has many friends. 

Three hundred men took part in the 
battle, each side having about 150 sup- 
porters. ‘The latest dispatches say 10 were 
killed and 15 wounded. United States 
officers arrested 19 of the leaders of the 
militia and took them to Paris, Tex. All 
is quiet at present. 

It has just developed, states another dis- 
patch,that the number of killed is greatly 
exaggerated, and that four men were prob- 
ably fatally shot. 


AFFAIRS IN HAWAII. 


The Opposition to Aunexation Said to 
Be Decreasing. 

SAN Fracisco,’ March 29.—The U. 8. 5. 
Alliance arrived from Honolulu. The 
condition in Hawaii is unchanged. The 
opposition to annexation is decreasing. 
The provisional government has the situa- 
tion well in hand. The members of the 
government vere disappointed at the news 
from Washington. Those in charge want 
only annexation. -The queen remains 
secluded and refuses to see any one. It is 
reported that the Princess Kaiulani will 
marry Theophilius Davies’ son. The Royal- 
ist leaders have organized the Hawaiian 
Patriotic league. Only natives can join 
this league, which will protest against an- 
nexation. Troops are drilling constantly, 
and the provisional government is pre- 
pared for any emergency. 

The engagement of Commander Whit- 
ing of the Alliance to Miss Etta Ah Fong, 
daughter of a wealthy Chinese merchant 
of Honolulu, is formally announced. 

The steamer also brings the report that 
it is believed there that Japan has designs 
upon the islands, owing to the employ- 
ment of many Japanese subjects on the 
sugar plantations. 


Sharpening the Official Axe. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.— The whole 
clerical force of the postoflice department 
has been ordered to stay from 4 to 5 o’clock 
and will be put at work arranging papers 
so that Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Maxwell may work more expediently 
in fourth class postoffices. Yesterday 48 
fourth class postmasters were appointed, 
of whom 37 were removals. 


Gave Worthless Receipts. 

PORTLAND, Ore., March 29. — Mathias 
Coshlané, the largest hide dealer in the 
Pacific and northwest, with several 
branches in the east, who failed recently, 
was arrested, charged with obtaining 
$129,000 from the Bauk of British Colum- 
bia under false pretences. It is alleged 
that he gave the bank worthless warehouse 
receipts. 

Looking to Economy. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—In continua- 
ation of his policy of reducing the ex- 
penses of the agricultur*l department Sec- 
retary Morton has written a letter to all 
the bureau and division chiefs of his de- 
partment, asking them to report what em- 
ployes they can dispense with without im- 
pairing tue efficiency of the public service. 


Substitutes to Be Dropped. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—By the opera- 
tions of the last sundry civil bill the em- 
ployment of substitute clerksin the sev- 
eral departments is prohibited after the 
end of the present fiscal year. Between 35 
and 40 persons employed as substitutes in 
the treasury department will be dropped 
from the rolls. 


Sold Obscene Books. 

Boston, March 29.—T. J. McAuliffe was 
arrested yesterday on the charge of selling 
and distributing obscene books. The 
books. were found at the office of the 
American Express company, McAuliffe 
was held in $1000 for hearing March 31. 


Danger Over at Nashville. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Comptroller 
of the Currency Hepburn expresses the 
opinion that there is no danger than other 
national banks in Nashville will be af- 
fected by the failure of the Commercial 
National bank. 

Got Off Easy. 

RALEIGH, March 29.—The trial of Otto 
Wilson, the leader of the People’s Party 
in this state, charged with being the or- 
ganizer of a secret political organization, 
was concluded, and he was ordered to pay 
the costs. 

A Bullet Proof Uniform. 

COLOGNE, France, March 29.—It is stated 
that an engineer named Reidel has in- 
vented a builet proof uniform identical 
with that claimed by Dow.

SOLDIER AND EDUCATOR. 


Death of Kirby Smith, Last of the Con- 
federate Generals. 


NASHVILLE, March 29.—General E. Kirby 
Smith died yesterday at his home,Sewanee. 
He had just returned from a southern 
tour, visiting New Orleans, where he had 
numerous relatives and friends. The news 
of his death was ashock to his friends 
here, only a few knowing he had been sick. 

General Smith was the last of that 
zalaxy of soldiers who headed the armies 
of the lost cause. He was the junior of 
seven generals of the Confederats army, 
and the last to receive promotion to that 
high office. 

Arrangements have been made for a spe- 
cial train to carry a large delegation of 
Confederate soldiers to the mountain to 
pay their last respects to their dead com- 
mander. 

A wife and Ii children survive him. Al- 
though 70 years of age, he held the chair of 
mathematics in the University of the South 
at Seawanee and was actively engaged in 
the instruction of the students. 

General E. Kirby Smith was born in St. 
Augustine, Fla., May 26, 1824. He gradu- 
ated atthe military academy in 1845, re- 
ceiving the rank of brevet second lieuten- 
ant, and at once entered the Mexican war. 
At its close he went to West Point as pro- 
fessorof mathematics, receiving a captain’s 
commission, and went to the frontier in 
1855. In 1861 he was promoted to major, 
and when Florida seceded from the Union 
was appointed lieutentant of the cavalry in 


| the Confederate army. 


His record during the civil war was a 
brilliant one, his exploits at Bull Run and 
the campaigns in Kentucky, Tennessee 
and onthe sea coast being some of the 
most famous deeds of daring and superb 
generalship inthe history of that great 
struggle. In 1864 he was promoted to the 
rank of full general. 


BURGLARS CAUGHT. 
Had Secured a Good Haul at the 
ing (N. Y.) Savings Bank.

Danbury, Conn., March 29.—Burglars 
broke into the savings bank at Pawling, 
N. Y., yesterday morning. They first 
opened the safe and secured $500 in 
money and $10,009 in government bonds, 
They placed their booty in satchels and 
went to the station of the Harlem railroad, 
where they stolea handcar and rode to 
Brewsters, eight miles below. 

There they ditched the car and went 
across country to Carmel, where they 
broke into the station and waited for the 
morning train on the New York & North- 
ern road. Dispatches sent to New York 
led to the capture of the burglars at High 
Bridge. There were two of them and they 
gave the names of John Walter and Henry 
Carey. The money and bonds were found 
on them, atid besides they had several 
hundred dollars’ worth of gold watches 
and jewelry. 

At police headquarters they were iden- 
tified as two notorious bank burglars and 
general crooks. The pictures of both are 
in the rogues’ gallery,-and both have 
served terms in state’s prison for various 
crimes. The prisoners were rearraigned 
atthe Harlem police court this morning 
and were then turned over to the Pawling 
constables. 


PASSED IN HIS CHECKS. 


of The Most 

Thieves Dies in New York. 

New York, March 29.—When Stephen 
Broadwell, the most skilful check raiser in 
the country, known under the aliases of 
Hunt and Harris throughout the west, 
died in Bellevue hospital, he died the im- 
penitent thief he had lived. 

No confession came from him, though 
only a week ago, in the very shadow of 
death, evidence of fresh crime had been 
heaped up against him. Half a dozen 
banks in Cincinnati and Detroit had filed 
complaints against him for defrauding 
them by means of raised checks. He 
would get acheck for $15 0n a bank and 
raise it to $1500, filing out the marks of 
the bank punch with paper pulp so skill- 
fully that even a powerful magnifying 
glass could hardly discover the fraud. 
Usually he raided two or three banks ina 
town onthe same day. In Cincimnati he 
robbed the First, the Third and the Ger- 
man National banks in one day, and at 
Detroit the Third National and the City 
Savings bank.

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The resigna- 
tion of ex-Senator Pierce of Minnesota as 
United States minister to Portugal has 
been received by Secretary Gresham. Mr. 
Pierce was appointed Jan. 4 last to fill a 
vacancy, left this country a month later 
and arrived by a circuitous route at Lisbon 
after President Cleveland’s inauguration, 
It is understood that his first official act 
after presentation at court was to resign.

TELEGRAPH TAPPING 


ADVICE AS TO A COMPARATIVELY 
MODERN INDUSTRY. 


The King of Wire Tappers, a Chicago Man 
Who Has Fought the Board of Trade of 
That City, Gives 2 Few Points on Beating 
Telegraph Companies. 


Speaking of schemes, there is one man 
in Chicago who has caused the board of 
trade more bother than all the other al- 
leged electricians put together. His 
name is O. M. Stone, a past master in 
electrical matters, who has spent years 
in patient study of electricity, and whose 
fertile brain has evolved so many 
schemes to circumvent the powers that 
be that he has been called the king of 
wire tappers. Mr. Stone is a modest 
man. He looks like a granger, but any 
one who tries to sell him a gold brick 
will surely get worsted in the transac- 
tion. Believing that a disquisition on 
wire tapping would be incomplete with- 
out a few words on the subject from 
this patriarch of the profession, a repre- 
sentative from The Herald asked the elec- 
trician whether he thought wire tapping 
could be accomplished. 

Mr. Stone could not vouch for it from 
personal experience, but from an elec- 
trical point of view he was decidedly of 
the opinion that he could. He thought, 
however, that it would require, in this 
city at least, a knowledge of electricity 
which not one in a hundred possesses. 
“In the past three years,” observed Mr. 
Stone, “I suppose that upward of 100 dif- 
ferent parties, each representing a coterie 
of amateur sports, operators and others, 
have approached me for information on 
this subject. And it has invariably been 
in regard to horse racing that they want- 
ed enlightenment. Were Ito mention the 
names of some of these visitors the rac- 
ing department of a telegraph company 
would be horrified. Operators as arule 
do not get princely salaries, nothing near 
what they should be paid, so that when 
a proposition is made to them whereby 
they may clean upa big stake in a day 
they naturally have an itching to give it 
atrial. But to all these young fellows 
who have been inclined to test their luck 
in this way I have seriously advised 
against making the attempt. 

“A large proportion of those who do 
attempt to tap wires make miserable 
failures. And it is because of their 
gross ignorance. I will venture the as- 
sertion that 60 per cent of the operators 
in all large offices cannot set up and 
work acommon set of telegraphic ap- 
paratus, taking the wires from the time 
they come into the office until they take 
the battery or go out again. Yet with 
agreat part of this class the idea of 
wire tapping emanates. They think they 
know all about it, and when some of 
them come to see me and unfold their 
schemes I have to smile at their sim- 
plicity. They do not recognize the dif- 
ference between an instrument of four 
ohms and one of 100 ohms, and upon the 
subject of galvanometers and Wheat- 
stone bridges they are completely lost.” 

It was suggested to the veteran elec- 
trician that a recital of his experiences 
with the Chicago board of trade in get- 
ting quotations would be interesting, 
and he was asked if he could say how he 
received the markets during the time 
the quotations were withheld from the 
bucket shops. 

‘In the first place,” said he, ‘‘the board 
of trade had detectives innumerable all 
hunting for ‘taps’ supposed to furnish 
me information. I fooled ’em dreadfully 
on that point. however. Now that the 
fight is all over I will say that I not only 
had no wire tapped, but had no necessity 
for tapping one. I had a better scheme 
than that.” 

“But didn’t you ever lose your con- 
tinuous quotations?” 

‘Never, They hada man who chopped 
everything in the shape of wires he could 
find, and occasionally he nipped other 
wires, but he never succeeded in tracing 
the source of my information. At one 
time he cut everything he could lay 
hands on and then firmly believed he had 
me ina corner. That made me hot. My 
office was then in the Traders’ building, 
facing the board of trade rooms. The 
windows of the exchange floor were all 
soaped over, the directory foolishly be- 
lieving I received quotations that way, 
and they thought they had me sure. 
Well, that morning, with my wire all 
cut as they supposed, as soon as the mar- 
kets opened I seized a bar of soap and 
scored every eighth change on my win- 
dow, giving in addition the buyer and 
seller sign. It dumfounded them. A 
big crowd stood below on the walk 
watching my quotations, and I never 
missed a turn. In spite of the cut wires, 
too, | had my customers supplied within 
half an hour after the board opened, and 
1 was furnishing 17 bucket shops at the 
time.” 

‘I suppose you had some funny expe- 
riences during the fight?’ 

“Well, yes. Atonetime I had alot 
lot of old dead wires connected up that 
ran from any vhere to nowhere, similar 
to what is commonly known as a “tree 
circuit’—that is to say, the ‘main’ wire 
had ‘legs’ scattered in all directions, each 
of which ran in some dark hole, chim- 
ney, vacant basement or the like, and 
there grounded. I then put a heavy bat- 
tery on the main circuit and sent a full 
line of markets over it. There wasn’t a 
hingle office on the wire, but the myste- 
tious ends made the ‘sleuths’ believe it 
was a hot trail, and they would follow 
lead after lead, cutting each to pieces as 
soon as discovered. To further bother 
them I had my man trail them in turn 
and connect the wires again to keep up 
the illusion. It was three weeks before 
they found out I had fooled ’em again.” 
\ “Now that the board furnishes its 
bwn quotations, I suppose there is not 
so good a thing in the business for you, 
is there?” 

Mr Stone pulled in a reflective man- 
ner it his long beard. ‘*Well,” said he 
“I have several other little schemes that 
serve to keep the pot boiling, and on the 
whole I cannot complain. My advice 

owever, to all those who think they 
‘have a bonanza in ‘wire’ tapping is to let 
it severely alone.”—Chicago Herald.

THE FIGHT STILL ON. 


Boston Carriage Manufacturers 
Refuse to Yield. 


WILL CLOSE UP SHOP FIRST. 


Men Also Firm and Ready to 
Prolong the Struggle. 


Boston, March 30.—Never for years has 
there been such a hotly contested labor 
fight as the carriage makers’ battle. The 
manufacturers say very little, but they 
are still firm and claim to be willing to 
close their factories a year, if need be, to 
carry their point. A meeting of the car- 
riage manufactures was held in the Ameri- 
can House yesterday. The matter of the 
standing of each member came up, and 
every member stated that they were satis- 
fied to hold out as long as the other mem- 
ber did. Some nine new firms sent in re- 
quests to sigx the petition passed at the 
previous meeting and were allowed to 
join the ranks of the association. 

Resolutions Adopted. 


The following resolutions were unani- 
mously passed: 


We, the undersigned, members of the Car- 
riage and Wagon Manufacturers’ association 
of Boston and vicinity, in council assembled, 

Resolve, That the demands made by the 
carriage and wagon workers of local union 
No. 9, attested with the seal, are premature, 
unjust and inequitable, and 

Resolved, To protect cu. rights and busi- 
ness interests, we, the undersigned, whose 
names are hereunto affixed, bind ourselves to- 
gether and do agree individually and for the 
firms we represent, not to accede to the de- 
mands made by Carriage and Wagon Workers’ 
local union No. 9, of Boston and vicinity, viz.: 
That on and after March 27, 18%, nine hours 
shall consiitute a day’s work with eight hours 
on Saturday, and ten hours’ pay, also an in- 
crease for pieceworkers; and that no discrim- 
ination be made against persons on occount of 
the demand. 

Resolved, That a settlement of the hours of 
labor should be left discretionary with each 
employer to deal individually with his em- 
ployes, and to reserve and claim the right to 
run ourown shopona ten hours basis with- 
out interference or intimidation of anyone 
or union. 


And we further resolve and agree not to | 


hire or employ each others’ workmen during 
the contemplated’strike, or pending a settle- 
ment of the same, and should we desire to 
cancel our names from this agreement we will 
notify the assuciation at least seven days in 
advance. 

A communication was received from 
the Coachmen’s Mutual Aid society re- 
garding the statements made to the effect 
that the local union would receive much 
benefit from the assistance which would 
be given by the Coachmen’s society. 

The coachmen§ stated emphatically that 
they were not going to help the strikers; 
that their organization was not run for 
any such business, but simply to aid their 
members in time of sickness or their de- 
pendents after death. They were on 
neutral ground and 

Would Not Take Any Part 
in the trouble. This letter was signed by 
Alfred Yates, president, and Charles M. 
Potter, secretary. 

Mr. Nichols, a manufacturer, said: ‘We 
will fight this strike to the endif it takes 
usa yeartodoso. All our men went out 
last evening, but it was with a special 
understanding with us and we did not 
care.”’ 

Joseph Pray said: “I will fight this out 
under any circumstances aud I never will 
concede to the demand. That was all 
false about my giving in. Not a man in 
the association has thought of doing any- 
thing of the kind.” 

The strikers held a mass meeting in 
America hall last evening, and seventy 
new members were initiated. It was re- 
ported that the following new firms had 
conceded to the demands of the union: 
Anton Vincent, McDonald & Barry, 
Philip McCarthy, Daniel J. Sullivan and 
J.D. Dennisof Lynn. The men are still 
firm, and claim to be willing to fight to 
the very end. 


The Phillips Brooks Statue. 

Boston, March 30.—Augustus St. 
Gaudens of New York has been selected as 
the sculptor who will make the statue of 
Phillips Brooks, which will be of bronze. 
The details of the statue will be left 
largely to the judgment of Mr. St. 
Gaudens. The exact location of the statue 
has not been decided upon. 


Liabilities $120,000. 

JORIAU, Minn., March 30,—Frank Nich- 
olin, who operates a big flouring mill here, 
has made an assignment for the benefit of 
his creditors. The liabilities are $120,000 
and assets about $70,000. The Merchants’ 
National bank of St. Paul is the heaviest 
creditor, holding paper to the umount of 
$55,000. 

st Comes High. 

BERLIN, March 30.—The government 
will propose in the reichstag after Easter a 
supplementary credit to enable Germany 
to participate properly in the World’s fair 
at Chicago, the original grant being iusuf- 
ficient on account of the high wages paid 
in that city for all kinds of work done. 


Appointment Rumors. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—It is said that 
James E. Neal of Ohio has been selected 
for consul at Liverpool, a very lucrative 
position, and that Lawrence Maxwell, a 
well known Cincinnati lawyer, has been 
settled upon for solicitor general, to suc- 
teed Mr. Aldrich of Chicago.

BARRETT IS THE MAN. 


Will Run for Congress in Senator Lodge's 
Congressionul District. 

Boston, March 30 —The contest which 
has been so hotlywaged in the Seventh con- 
gressional district to decide who shall 
succeed Henry Cabot Lodge was decided 
last night in the Charlestown caucuses. 
There was no opposition in Ward 5 to the 
Barrett delegates, but in Ward 4 an ex 
citing contest was waged. 


HON. w. E. BARRETT. 
Speaker Barrett was too strongly in- 
trenched in power to be defeated, and his 


ticket was 2 to 1 in a total vote of 347. 
Nahant chose a Hayes delegate and Saugus 
gave her three to Lynn’s popular mayor, 
as had been expected. This now gives Mr. 
Barrett 56 delegates, with Charlestown’s

They were taken to police headquarters, 
where they gave as their names Josepb 
Kelly, 21 years of age, and Martin Mc- 
Laughlin, 21 years. On their person were 
found three silk handkerchiefs, a 10-trip 
ticket to Malden, with eight rides left, and 
pawn tickets calling for five rings and one 
watch.

EDITORS ARE NOT BARRT~ 


No Authority For Many State- 
ments Circulated. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—Since the in 
auguration of Mr. Cleveland, every now 
and then there crop out stories purporting 
to be interviews of senators, represente- 
tives and other leading Democratic poli 
ticians with the president, in which it 
alleged that he enunciates the line of pol- 
icy which he intends to pursue in making 
appuintments. That in relation to the 
ineligibility of ex-ofliceholders is correct 
The statement that newspaper 
would be subject to the same exclusive 
rule is not true. 
ident’s views are not unfavorable, but he 
does not believe in the wholesale selection 
of editors because they have done a party 
service in the interest of their own jour- 
nals. 

Where an editor is a resident in a com- 
munity, and the people desire him to be 
their postmaster or to hold any other fed 
eral office, he holds that they are entitled 
to the same consideration as 

Any Other Citizen. 

The president, in conversation with inti- 
mate friends who suggested the wisdom of 
naming certain distinguished editors of 
Democratic journals, said that he doubted 
the propriety of a president selecting this 
class of men, as it had the appearance of 
an effort to subsidize the press. The course 
of President Harrison in selecting distin- 
guished editors for foreign posts was no 
advantage to him, and as experience 
showed was rathera detriment. He there- 
fore did not think that it would be wise to 
pursue a similar course 

For the past week there has been going 
the rounds the statement of an alleged 
conversation \. ith one or two representat- 
ives who introduced certain parties, and 
among other things stated that they had 
been earnest workers for his nomination

POSSIBLE QUARRY STRIKE. 


Matters Look EBreegy at Barre and Develop- 


ments are Awaited. 

A despatch from Barre, Vt., to the 
Journal says, There is some anxiety 
among local granite dealers and cutters 
over the prospects of a strike at the 
quarries, which, if it occurs, will cause a 
heavy damage to all concerned, as rough 
stock is very scarce and all granite firms 
have very large contracts for summer work 
which would give employment to more 
men than in any former year. Several 
large stone sheds are being erected and 
prospects appear bright for the year, but if 
trouble at the quarry occurs there may be 
another set-back to already damaged busi- 
ness. The quarryman were not included 
in the strike or settlement of last year and 
they demand that the Quarrymen’s Union 
be given recognition by the dealers. Both 
sides are awaiting developments.

HEIRS COMPROMISE. 


Seven Brothers and Sisters of Jonathan 
Mann to Divide $33,000. 

The contest over the will of the late 
Jonathan Mann of Milton has ended in a 
compromise, says the Journal. The testa- 
tor died in January, 1892, leaving an 
estate valued at $150,000, and directed 
various large sums should be used to erect 
a Temple of Granite to “‘ that Christ who 
was born of the woman,’ the establish- 
ment of an industrial school and home, 
and to cure inebriates. He left a widow, 
who died a few days after his death.

Moses Mann, Stoughton; Ira C. Mann, 
Boston; Jacob Mann, Topeka, Kan.; De- 
light Ford, Boston; Ansel Mann, Ran- 
dolph, administrator of estate of Jane 
Mann; Minot T. Mann, Butte City, Mont. 
and Evelyn Emerson, Charleston, 8. C. 

Mrs. Elizabeth A. Leeds gets $12,000, and 
Fred H. Williams} Esq. the administrator 
of the estate of Betsy Mann, the widow of 
the deceased, receives $10,500. Mr. Wil- 
liams succeeded J. Walter Bradlee of Mil- 
ton, as administrator of Mrs. Mann’s 
estate. The executors will endeavor to 
carry outthat part of the will providing 
for the establishment of an industrial home, 
but the other portions of the testament are 
utterly impracticable. 

The agreement cf compromise was pre- 
sented to Justice Knowlt on Wednesday in 
the Supreme Court in the decree entered 
accordance with its terms. 


A BIG BREAK IN GRAIN. 


A Most Sensational Drop in Wheat at 
Chicago. 

A Chicago dispatch of Wednesday says: 
The wheat market dropped 7 cents in 
about as many minutes—one of the most 
sensational breaks on record. It was the 
result of the emergency storage decision 
and the heavy selling of the clique which 
had been operating a corner in the May 
option.

At the same time that wheat shot down- 
ward, a smash occurred in the provision 
pit. May lard went off over a dollar a 
tierce, pork over 25 cents a barrel, ribs 15 
cents a hundred.

The a'tar was draped in 
white satin and lace and fragrant exotics 
and cut flowers lent a fragrance to the 
scene. 

Myriads of candles shed a soft g'ow 
until the whole place dazzled in the mellow 
light. The Blessed Sacrament will remain 
in the repository until tomorrow. Services 
will be held at the church tonight at 8 
o'clock. 


Saved by a Bad Dream. 

A bad dream was the cause of the al- 
most miraculous escape of Arthur C. 
Neely’s family from asphyxiation, which 
would have resulted in the death of at 
least five persons. The family consists 
of the husband, wife, two small children 
and a maid. The little ones, contrary 
to custom, were placed in a low bed in- 
stead of being putin a hammock. About 
midnight the attention of the maid was 
called to the children, and after attend- 
ing to their wants she turned out the gas, 
but in some way turned the jet again, 
letting a stream of gas into the room. 

An hour or so later Mrs. Neely awoke 
with a start, having been in touch with 
some distorted hobgoblins. She noticed 
the peculiar odor in the room and called 
her husband. Every apartment in the 
house was full cf the fumes. Mrs. Neely 
fainted, and it took some time to bring 
her to. If the children had been in their 
customary places, they would have sure- 
ly died in spite of the timely discovery. 
—Chicago Post. 


The Railway Zone System, 

Official figures just issued of the work- 
ing of the “‘zone system” on the railways 
of Hungary show excellent results. The 
system was introduced some three years 
ago. The country is divided into circles 
or zones, within which stated fares are 
charged, the principle being that the 
greater the distance from the capital the 
less the proportionate rate per mile trav- 
eled. The system has greatly increased 
the amount of travel. For some years 
previous to its introduction the number 
of travelers averaged 6,000,000 a year. 
In the first year of the zone tariff sys- 
tem the number rose to 16,000,000, the 
second year to 19,000,000, while last year 
the number of travelers on the railways 
was 28,000,000. The receipts have in- 
| creased from 9,705,000 guilders during the 
last year of the old system to 28,300,000 
guilders in 1892.—Chicago Tribune.

This was how Doris Ware came to 
Pyrites to be the “help” at Mrs. Mc- 
Guire’s restaurant. I[t was not strange 
that the business of the restaurant in- 
creased. Mrs. McGuire’s new waiter 
girl was very, very pretty, and a pretty 
face is an attraction anywhere, but espe- 
cially so in a new mining camp, where 
women constitute a very small minority 
of the population.

DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 


A Departioent of Women’s Progress to Be 
Seen at the World's Fair. 

Domestic science is 2 subject of great 
and growiag interest to the community. 
It seems to me that one of the most de- 
lightful featares of woman's advance in 
all lines is the compelling of better 
methods in the home, for with broader 
views aid better opportunitics women 
gre begitning to see tha 
is not always the best way: that the con- 
ditions of life for women have changed, 
thanks to the noble women who many 
years ago ventured into new ways, hold- 
Ing the ground won so bravely til 
women should recognize th newer, bet- 
ter way. till today women are awake, 
and at Chicugo, under the leadership «i! 
Mrs. Potter Palmer and her staff of 
women, Lucy Stone, Mary A. Liver- 
more, Julia Ward Howe, Ednah D. 
Cheney, Susan B. Anthony, Mrs. Stan- 
ton and their comrades, will see as never 
before the power of women manifested 
in public work. 

Domestic science will be illustrated in 
the department of liberal arts i2 Chi- 
cago by an exhibit of the New Enzland 
kitcher. work. This work, which is sci- 
entific and economical in chari.cter, was 
developed by Mrs. Mary Hinman Abel 
of Michigan and Mrs. Ellen H. Richards 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. Cooking is done by gas and the 
Aladdin oven. 

In the Women’s building at Chicago 
there will be a model kitchen, where 
cooking school methods will be shown, 
and modern kitchen fittings will prove 
how really artistic a practical kitchen 
can be. 

Domestic science, which covers the 
sanitary, hygienic and chemical depart- 
ments of life, is most fully represented 
by the work of Mrs. Abel, Mrs. Rich- 
ards, and Miss Marion Talbot of Chi- 
cago university, a professor devoted to 
the teaching of this work to classes of 
men and women. Miss Talbot, a daugh- 
ter of Dr. L. T. Talbot of Boston, con- 
ducted the domestic science work xt 
Wellesley college before her call to Chi- 
cago in the spring of 1892. Schools and 
colleges are adding this work to their 
course of study very rapidly, a fact 
which promises much for the future 
housekeeper. Girls cannot graduate 
from the public schools of Boston unless 
they have taken the course in cooking. 

Through the generosity of Mrs. Mary 
Hemenway the first public school kitch- 
en in the United States was opened in 
the Starr King schoolhouse in Boston 
during the vacation school term of 1885, 
This work wasin charge of Miss Amy 
Homans, now principal of the nor- 
mal school of cookery at 9 Appleton 
street. The public school kitchens of 
the city of Boston are nnder the direct 
charge of Miss Annabel Hope, a charm- 
ing little English woman, a niece of Rev. 
Brooke Hereford. 

The Boston cooking school founded by 
Mrs. Samuel T. Hooper, well known in 
charitable work, is a center of good in- 
fluence at 174 Tremont street, under the 
direction of Mrs. Dearborn, while the 
department of domestic science of the 
Boston Young Women’s Christian asso- 
ciation, 40 Berkeley street, under the 
supervision of Miss Anna Barrows, is 
broad in scope, practical and successful. 

The Cooking Teachers’ club of Boston 
was organized in 1892 under the presi- 
dency of Mrs. Mary J. Lincoln. The 
members must be graduates of cooking 
schools. There is an honorary member- 
ship of those invited to join on account 
of their connection with domestic in- 
terests, 

The Columbian Association of House- 
keepers, whose president is Mrs, John 
Wilkinson of La Salle avenue, Chicago, 
are doing grand work which will mate- 
rialize at the World’s fair.

MASSACHUSETTS LEGISLATURE. 
Bills Reported—Rejection of Artificial

Boston, March 30.—In the senate the 
following bills were reported: To regulate 
the incorporation of clubs; to incorporate

corporate the Fall River and New Bedford 
Street Railway company, with a capital 
of $300,000.

New York Times Passes From Control ot 
One Syndicate to Another. 

NEw YorE, March 30.—The truth of the 
report that the New York Times had been 
sold by the Jones and Morgan interests, 
that have long controlled it, to a syndicate 
is confirmed by the statement of the 
present managing editor that the articles 
of incorporation of the new company were 
filed yesterday at Albany. The Times has 
been tacitly for sale for six months past, 
and the price paid for it, though the 
amount is not authoritatively known, was 
high, perhaps a little less than $1,000,000. 
The sale covered only the franchise, the 
good will and the mechanical plant of the 
paper, for the Jones and Morgan interests 
retain The Times building. 

The purchasing syndicate, though said 
to be purely a business venture, includes 
several warm supporters of Mr. Cleveland. 
No material change in the general policy 
ofthe paper in any direction is imme- 
diately contemplated. Charles E. Miller 
continues as editor-in-chief, with an in- 
terest in the new syndicate, and Mr. Spin- 
ney, the present managing editor, becomes 
the publisher. The types and presses of 
the paper, which are worn and old fash- 
ioned, may, however, speedily be replaced.

OLD TIMERS TALKING 


Stories In Connection With Charge 


Against John E. Risley. 


AN INTERESTING LETTER 


Used In War Time to Prove 
Him a Conspirator. 


TERRE Haute, Ind., March 30.—The 
emphatic denial entered by John E. Risley, 
of New York, minister to Denmark, that 
he was connected with the Knights of the 
Golden Circle or the Sons of Liberty dur- 
ing the war, or that he absconded with 
funds of the latter organization, which 
had been given him to go to New York in 
1863 to buy arms, has angered the Terre 
Haute Democrats who make the accusa- 
tions. They express surprise that Risley 
should put himself on record so {strongly 
when there are so tnany people here who 
knew the facts. 

Minister Risley says in his denial: ‘I 
never belonged to any secret society in my 
life, political or otherwise, and as to the 
charge that I was engaged in any plan to 
resist the draft during the war, 1 never so 
much as heard of any purpose on the part 
of any citizens to make such resistance.”’ 

In 1864 after Risley’s trip to New York. 
from which he never returned for 28 years, 
he wrote a letter to H. H. Dodd, who was 


} commander of the Sons of Liberty in this 


state, and which ran as follows: 
NEw York, Aug. 8, 1864. 
To H. H. Dodd, Esq., Indianapolis: 

My Dear Sir—Hunt & Co. have played the 
devil according to reports. Does he attempt 
toimplicate any of our friends, and does it 
affect our people in any degree? Can Morton 
overawe our people by his military organiza- 
tion? I have read with deep interest the 
meager newspaper reports of affairs in our 
stateandam anxious tolearn more. Write 
to me if your can find leisure. Direct in care 
of Thomas Parker & Co., 49 Wall street. Very 
truly yours, Joun E. RIsiey. 

The Morton referred to was Governor 
Morton, who was then crushing out the 
copperhead element in Indiana. 

This Letter Was Seized 
by Colonel R. W. Thompson, later ex- 
secretary of the navy, who was then mili- 
tary commander of this district, 
turned over by him to Major Carrington. 

The latter officer made it part of an of- 
ficial report to Governor Morton as show 
ing Risley’s connection with the order and 
that he was one of the conspirators with 
Dodd in opposing the draft in this state. 

Samuel W. Rigney, a life-long Demo 
crat, said yesterday: “I contributed to the 
fund for the purchase of the arms, and 
many others here did so also. Each of us 
was to pay $9, as it was understood that 
was the sum each gun would cost. 

“IT paid my money to Joseph H. Blake 
and also John Dawson’s money at the 
same time and got his receipt for it. 
Blake, who was then ccunty clerk, was 
handling the funds. Risley went down to 
New York and I have never seen him 
since. Ihad no transactions with Risley 
myself, only I paid $15 to Blake, which 
was to go to Risley. I can’t say how much 
the fund amounted to, but I don’t think it 
was as large as $1500, the sum mentioned.”’ 

He Failed to Return. 

Ex-County Clerk Joseph H. Blake, also 
a life-long Democrat, said: **All there is to 
it is that Risley went down to New York 
with the money,I don’t remember how 
much now, and he was to buy asupply of 
guns. We never saw the money or the 
guns.” 

Samuel T. Jones, Populist elector for 
Weaver at the last election, said: “I was 
a member of company C, Eighty-fifth In- 
diana regiment, during the war, and Lem 
tisley, a brother of John E. Risley, was a 
member of company H, same regiment. 
He wasa strong union man. I remem- 
ber well of talking to Lem about his 
brother while we were in Tennessee. I 
asked him if he really thought John had 
run off with the money. 

“He said John had intended to move to 
New York for some time, and if he had 
got hold of the money, the fellows who 
paid it would never see a centof it,as John 
was not coming back.”’

Carrie E. Welch, led up to quite a sensa- 
tional story in real life. 

Mrs. Welch is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry P. Judson, well known in 
Cambridgeport. Mr. Judson is the super- 
intendent of the Brighton abattoir. 

In Her Maiden Life 

Miss Judson, now Mrs. Welch, was con- 
sidered to be the belle of Cambridge. She 
was a very good-looking young lady, at- 
tractive figure and of a jolly nature. 
Many a respectable young man has sought 
favors at her hand. Her company was, it 
tnight be said, a pleasant anticipation for 
many to seek. 

Mrs. Welch now resides with her mother 
at 18 1-2 Cottage street, and her father re- 
sides on Essex street, Cambridgeport. 
Likewise as with the daughter the mar- 
ried life of the parents became not one of 
happiness and bliss, for their divorce case 
was to have come up for trial Wednesday, 
in the contested cases in the Middlesex 
county divorce court. 

The daughter was to have appeared as 
awitness in the case and rather than 
testify against her mother or her father, 
she had rather commit suicide. 

That her plan to destroy herself was 
premeditated and that she would have 
done so if not interrupted is quite evident.

Some Important Legislation Enacted on 
Beacon Hill. 


Boston, March 31.—In the Senate leave 
to withdraw was reported that the Keeley 
cure may be introduced in county peniten- 
tiaries for curing persons sentenced for 
drunkenness. 

The joint judiciary committee reported 
ought not to pass the bill forbidding pub- 
lic officials taking part in political conven- 
tions ; the bill being an extension of the 
Barrage ordinance to all towns and cities, 
also to county and state officers. 

The military committee reported a re- 
solve providing for the appointment of a 
commissioner to cooperate with the na- 
tional commission in ascertaining and 
marking the position occupied by Massa- 
chusetts troops in the engagements in and 
about Chattanooga. 

In the house, ought not to pass was re- 
ported by the committee on constitu- 
tional amendments on the proposed 
amendment providing for a decennial cen- 
sus of legal voters. 

Ought not to pass was reported by the 
committee on taxation on the bill to es- 
tablish a board of commissioners for revis- 
ing and amending the laws relative to cor- 
porations and taxation. 

The committee on public reservations re- 
ported a bill to annex Squantum to Bos- 
ton, the act to take effect when accepted 
by the city councils of Boston and Quincy. 

Leave to withdraw was reported by the 
taxation committee on petition of J. W. 
Stockwell and others for legislation to 
secure better taxation of chattels (the 
double doomage bill). 

Mr. Parker offered a bill on leave to ex- 
empt from attachment tombs and lots in 
cemeteries. This act of interment shall 
create a perpetual right to undisturbed oc- 
cupancy, unless removal oveurs with the 
written consent of all the descendants and 
of the widow or widower if such person be 
living. 

The senate bill to authorize fraternal 
beneficiary organizations to grant induce- 
ments to procure new members was re- 
jected by unanimous vote.

LOVE AND MURDER. 


An Aged Man Sentenced to Prison 
For Seven Years. 


HAS BEEN THERE BEFORE, 


Having Passed Most of His 
Life Behind Bars. 


BALTIMORE, March 31.—John W. Price, 
the most not orious criminal in Maryland, 
who has spent over 30 of the 77 years of his 

| life within prison walls, was yesterday 
sentenced to serve another term of seven 

years for shooting Carrie Rock, aged 15 

years, because she could not marry him. 
| The case probably has few parallels in ro- 
mance or crime. 

Price was nearly 70 years old when re- 
leased from the state prison the last time. 

| He had professed conversion during the 
meetings held by Evangelist Moody in the 
prison, and for several years after his re- 
lease the old man was a devout church- 
member. Then he inherited some money 

'froma relative and began to drink and 
gamble again. 

Two years ago he took a fancy to little 
Carrie Rock, the pretty daughter of a 
saloon keeper. He gave the child hand- 
some presents, took her out riding and 
said he was going to leave her all his money, 

| Her parents thought his attentions harm- 
less, and it was not long before the girl 
became very fond of him. He gave her a 
diamond ring several months ago and sur- 
prised her father by asking permission to 
make her his wife. 

The father laughed at him and told him 
he was too old to get married. Price met 
the girl on the street the next night, and 
when she, too, laughed at his proposition 
of marriage he shot her. 

The old criminal, since the shooting has 
frequently said that the girl was the only 
person he ever loved. Price has served 
sentences for the murder of three men in 
this city, and twice he narrowly escaped 
the gallows. He is also said to have killed 
a man in New Orleans. 


Colonel North Is Uneasy About His Dog 
Fullerton,

The Waterloo 
cup has been awarded him four times in 
succession. Colonel North has had a mag- 
nificent gold vase made commemorating 
the achievement of his pet. 


Evidently an Imposter. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., March 31.—Local at- 
torneys have been looking up the record 
of George T. St. Germain, the young man 
who recently opened a law office here, and 
has been missinga week. He claimed to 
belong to Barre, Mass. In reply to in- 
quiries addressed to court officials state 
that letters were received yesterday say- 
ing he is not a member of the bar there, 
but is an impostor. His claim that he 
married a daughter of Judge Clark, of 
Boston superior court, is denied by the 
clerk of that court, who says there is no 
such person as Judge Clark. 


Death of a Millionaire. 

PROVIDENCE, March 31.—Colonel T. P. 
I. Goddard, one of the firm of Goddard 
brothers, cotton manufacturers in the 
Blackstone valley, and owners of factories 
and extensive business interests in Massa- 
chusetts and other states, died Thursday 
at 5:30. The deceased was a multi- 
millionaire, like his three surviving broth- 
ers, and founded the ancient business 
house of Brown & Ives, which made a 
fortune in the East India trade. 


For Home Rule. 

LonvDon, March 31.—A copy of the pro- 
posed sixth schedule to the home rule bill 
is published. Part one deals with the con- 
stabulary, and provides that the local 
police force be established under the super- 
vision of the local authorities for such 
counties, municipal boroughs and other 
large areas as may be provided in the Irish 
act. Part two provides for the pensions 
to be granted to the officers and men of fhe 
royal Irish constabulary and the Dublin 
metropolitan police.

From that moment she be- 
gan to return gradually to consciousness 
and at last awoke, saying to the nun 
who was taking care of her, **Where am 
I?" The patient had no recollection or 
notion of anything that had taken place 
during the five months in which she was 
asleep and manifested the greatest sur- 
prise when told about her extraordinary 
long slumber. She is now said to be in 
anormal state of health, full of spirits 
and eager to make up for her long silence

‘BAYARD I$ HONORED 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER, 


As Well As Matters Pertaining 
to His Antecedents. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Thomas Fran- 
cis Bayard, secretary of state in the former 
cabinet of Mr. Cleveland, has been nomi- 
nated to be ambassador extraordinary 
and plenipotentiary to Great Britain. The 
nomination was sent to the senate by the 
president yesterday morning. The nomi- 
nation created much comment among sena- 
tors on both sides of the chamber. His 
appointment, however, is commended on 
all sides. It-was a surprise to some of his 
friends as he had intimated that he could 
not accept it. 

Perhaps no one family, not excepting 
the Lamars of Mississippi or the Hamp- 
tons of South Carolina, can boast ofa 
longer 

Line of Distinguished Members 

of the United States senate and of the 
lower house of congress than the Bayards 
of Delaware. Their influence in their own 
colony and state may be said to have been 
the controlling one through all the politi- 
cal changes and vicissitudes of more than 
two centuries. 

From the time that old Nicholas Bayard, 
brother-in-law of Governor Peter Stuy- 
vesant, and a rigid Huguenot, came to 
America and settled in what is now the 
state of Delaware, there has never been a 
political faction or party in the common- 
wealth strong enough to overthrow the 
power of the Bayard family. James Bay- 
ard was one of the first delegates in the 
federal congress elected asa federalist in 
1796, was one of the 

Founders of the Democratic Party, 
and was sent to the senate in 1804. He 
held the place until appointed one of the 
commissioners for the negotiation of the 
treaty of Ghent. He had a son Richard 
who wasinthe senate from 1836 to 1839, 
and from 1841 to 1845. James Bayard, a 
brother of Richard and father of the sub- 
ject of this sketch, was in the senate con- 
tinuously from 1851 to 1869, and finally re 
signed on account of ill health. 

Thomas F. Bayard was born on the 29th 
of October, 1828. As a boy he excelled in 
his studies, although he was anxious in 
early life to become one of America’s mer- 
chant princes, and was inclined to throw 
overboard all the possibilitics of political 
greatness which were incident to his posi- 
tion as member of the ruling house of Del- 
aware. His early education was obtained 
principally at the ‘‘Flushing”’ school at 
Wilmington. He was persuaded to 
give up his mercantile ambition and 
to study for the local profession. He was 

Admitted to the Bar in 1851 

and had soon built up an excellent practice 
all over the state. In 1854 he was appoin- 
ted by the president as United States dis- 
trict attorney, but soon afterward aban- 
doned the office. It was in March, 1869, 
that he was chosen to succeed his father as 
United States senator. He was reelected 
in 1875 and became a member of the elec- 
toral commission, voting with his Demo- 
cratic colleagues against the seating of 
Rutherford B. Hayes in the presidential 
chair. 

Mr. Bayard will have the honor of being 
the first American ambassador to the court 
of St. James. He succeeds Robert T. Lin- 
coln, the present minister, whose resigna- 
tion was accepted by Secretary Gresham in 
the following letter: 

To Robert T. Lincoln: I duly laid be- 
fore the onions your letter of the 25th 
ult., tendering your resignation of the of- 
fice of envoy extgaordinary and minister 

lenipotentiary, and am now directed by 

im to inform you that it has been accept- 
ed. In doing so, the president desires me 
to make suitable expression of his appreci- 
ation of the ability, efficiency, and zeal 
with which you have fulfilled the duties of 
your mission and _ his sincere regret that 
your retirement deprives the country of 
one of its most valued officers. The 5 
Thomas F. Bayard of Delaware has been 
nominated and confirmed today as ambas- 
sador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
to her Britanic majesty’s government 
this having been conferred in pursuance of 
& provision contained in the act of con- 
gress of March 1, 1893, and in view of the 
action of her Brittanic majesty in appoint- 
ing Sir Julian Pauncefote to be her first 
ambassador to the United States. You 
will be duly advised when the appointment 
is made. I take this opportunity to assure 
you of my highest personal regard.

PARLIAMENTARY BLUE BOOR. 
The Behring Sea Controversy Once More 
to the Front. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.— The docu- 
ments in the Behring sea controversy 
were yesterday made public in England by a 
parliamentary blue book and in America 
by transmission tothe senate. The United 
States side of the case can be summarized 
as follows: 

Before the cession of Alaska Russia 
claimed and excercised, without protest 
from England, an exclusive ownership of 
the seal fisheries in Behring sea, using 
force when necessary to protect her] right. 
When the United States bought Alaska all 
Russian prerogatives in Behring sea were 
comprehended in the purchase, and now 
the United States wishes to cxercise the 
same rights England formerly accorded 
Russia. 

Nor does the treaty 1812 between Eng- 
land and Russia relate in any way to the 
Behring sea. But were all this not so, it 
would yet be the duty of England to co- 
operate with the United States in protect- 
ing the rookeries from depredations by 
vessels of either nation. 

England’s answer virtually amounts to a 
complete denial of the points made by the 
United States. 


ALMOST A MURDER. 
Boston Citizen Knocked Down and Re- 
Heved of a Valuable Gold Watch. 


Boston, March 31.—There was a bold 
highway robbery at the West End last 
night, and it was but a matter of chance 
that a murder was not committed as well 
as the robbery. 

A well known citizen was passing 
through Brimmer street, when two men 
stepped from the shadow of the court and 
asked him fora match. As he opened his 
coat to comply with the request one of the 
men stepped behind him and struck him 
behind the right ear with some blunt in- 
strument, rendering him unconscious and 
felling him to the street. 

When he regained his senses he found 
that his valuable gold watch, worth $250, 
was gone. His right ear was badly swol- 
len and discolored and a lump as large a3 
a hen’s egg had risen on his head where he 
had been struck. The weapon used is 
thought to have been either a blackjack 
or a sandbag. 

He was unable to give a description of 
his assailant as he is slightly near sighted 
and the place where the affair took place 
is rather obscure, 


THE PRESIDENT’S INTENTION 


As Related to Speaker Crisp, Regarding 
an Extra Session. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Speaker Crisp, 
who expects to leave Washington in a day 
or two, called on the president yesterday 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether he 
{the president) intended to call congress 
together in an extra session before the reg- 
ular meeting in Decemcer. The speaker 
desired to know what the prasident’s plans 
were in the matter before he left for home. 

The president informed him that it was 
his intention now to convene congress here 
about September 1, by that time he thought 
that the main features of the new tariff 
bill, which it is proposed to arrange, 
would bein readiness to be submitted to 
congress. Speaker Crisp said that he was 
glad that the president had reached his 
determination, as many members were 
anxious to know before they went home if 
they were to be called back in the early fall. 


Shang Campbell Again. 

Bostox, March 31.—The exceptions 
filed by Lawyer P. J. Casey in the case of 
the commonwealth vs. James Morgan, 
otherwise called Shang Campbell, found 
guilty of larceny from the national 
bank of the republic in 1889, have been 
allowed by Judge Fessenden and the case 
will be entered in the supreme court and 
heard in the present term. Campbell has 
been twice tried for this larceny. At the 
first trial exceptions were filed and al- 
lowed by the supreme court. At the 
second trial exceptions were again filed. 
These were allowed by Judge Fessenden. 


The Strike at Ann Arbor. 

CLEVELAND, March 31.—Judge Ricks of 
the United States court is home from 
Toledo and is busily engaged in preparing 
his forthcoming decision in the contempt 
cases of the Lake Shore engineers and fire- 
men, which he will deliver at Toledo next 
Monday Morning. Judge Ricks said 
that Judge Taft was preparing the de- 
cision in the case against Chief Arthur, 
and both would be delivered by him at the 
above time. “Of course,” said he, “I can 
say nothing about the decision until that 
time.” 


An Uproarious Meeting. 

BERLIN, March 31.—Another uproarious 
meeting was held by the anti-Semites at 
Germania hall. Rector Ahlwardt was not 
present, but a notorious agitator, Herr 
Schwennhagen, harrangued the audience 
in the most violent manner, attacking 
Chancellor Caprivi and Herr Miquel, min- 
ister of finance. A resolution was passed 
calling upon the nation to remove these 
two statesmen from office, as mere instru- 
ments in the hands of the Jews. 


Washing of Feet. 

VIENNA, March 31.—Yesterday being 
called Green Thursday, the ancient cere- 
mony of foot washing was performed by 
Emperor Francis Joseph. Twelve old 
men, picked from the respectable classes 
of paupers, and .having been carefully 
bathed, were escorted to the Hofberg and 
seated in the throne room, where the 
emperor went through the humiliating 
ceremony.
